COLUMBIA 

Easily  Defeats    the  New 
Cup  Defender.! 

Outsails    Constitution    at 

Every  Point,  . 


Batemans  Point.  R.  I.,  July  1.— When 
Constitution  and  Columbia  hoisted  salle. 
for  the  race  between  the  America's  cup 
defender  yachts,  the  breeze  inside  the 
bay  was  very  light  and  the  yachts 
had  some  difficulty  In  getting  out  to 
the  starting  points.  The  contest  was 
a  windward  and  leeward  affair  of 
thirty  miles.  By  the  time  the  yachts 
had  reached  the  lightship  they  found  a 
good  l>reeze  from  the  southwe.st  and  at 
10:30  there  seemed  little  chance  for  a 
poEtpfJtiement.  Both  yachts  came  out  of 
the  harbor  with  large  club  topsails  sot. 
The  Columbia  was  the  fir.st  out,  but 
was  only  a  few  minutes  ahead  of  the 
Constitution.  The  boats  were  almost 
identical  in  appearance.  After  waiting 
at  the  lightship  about  ten  minutes,  the 
judges  apparently  decided  that  1h" 
wind  wa.s  too  near  the  southwest  to  risk 
starting  from  the  lightship,  so  the  whole 
lleet  started  off  to  the  eastward. 

On  the  way  signals  were  hoisted  on 
the  flag.ship  to  Indicate  a  beat  to  wind- 
ward for  fifteen  miles-  and  return.  The 
preparatory  gun  wa.s  tired  at  11:30. 
Five  minutes  later  the  warning  signal 
was  given.  Both  yachts  at  ofice  began 
maneuvering  for  positions.  The  start- 
ing gun  was  flred  at  11:40,  the  Colum- 
bia crossing  the  line  first  and  to  wind- 
ward at  11:40:22  and  the  Constitution 
right  under  her  lee  at  11:40:2.3.  Both 
boat.s  went  across  the  line  on  the  star- 


board tack,  under  all  sail  and  stoj 
nbout  south,  the  wind  being  about 
southwest. 

In  the  first  eighth  of  a  mile  the  Co- 
lumbia pulled  up  a  bit  on  the  Constitu- 
tlsn.  Later,  however,  the  new  boat 
drew  upon  her  so  that  she  was  almost 
on  even  terms,  though  still  to  the  lee- 
ward. When  the  y-achts  had  covered 
about  a  mile  they  wire  fetlll  standing  out 
to  s-ea  on  the  starifcari  tack.  The  Co- 
lumbia from  this  point  seemed  to  have 
gained  a  bit  to  wlndwird.  During  the 
next  five  minutes  th^  Columbia  out- 
pointed the  Constltotiin  and  was  ap- 
parently gaining  to  wlriNward.

Boston,  July  1.— A  fire,  which  for  an 
hour  threatened  to  do  great  damage, 
broke  out  on  Pier  5  of  the  Hoosac  Tun- 
nell  docks  in  Charlestown  today.  The 
pier,  which  is  the  Boston  terminus  of 
the  Warren  Line  Steamship  company, 
was  destroyed  with  a  large  quantity  of 
merchandise.  The  steamer  Sachem, 
from  Liverpool,  which  was  unloading  at 
the  pier,  was  towed  out  of  danger  be- 
fore she  had  suffered  seriously.

New  York.  July  1.— The  weather  which 
has  caused  so  much  suffering  In  this  city 
last  week,  continued  today.  At  9  a.  m. 
tho  weather  bureau  thermometer  showed 
a  temperature  of  87  deigrees  as  compared 
with  83  at  the  same  hour  yesterday.  At 
10  ri'tJock  the  temperature  was  89.  The 
humidity  early  today  was  45  per  cent.  Be- 
tween 1  and  9  a.  m.  seven  deaths  due  to 
the  heat   were   reported  in   this  city. 

Six  deaths  from  heat  were  reported 
from  Brooklyn  between  midnight  and  10 
a.   m. 

There  was  an  Increase  in  the  fatalities 
reported  Sunday  In  New  York  over  Sat- 
urday, althc\\gh  the  number  of  reported 
profitratlons  was  not  so  large.  Up  to  mid- 
night Sunday,  nineteen  deaths  had  been 
recorded  and  twenty  prostrations.

Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  July  1.— Thermometer  at 
the  ^veather  bureau  registered  77  at  10  a. 
m.  with  a  breeze  from  the  lake. 

Rochester,  N.  Y.,  July  1.— The  thermom- 
eter at  8  a.  m.  stood  at  86  with  indications 
that  it  would  reach  90  by  noon. 

Philadelphia,  July  1.— Ttoday  opened  hot- 
ter than  any  day  during  the  past  week. 
The  temperature  was  86  at  8  a.  m.,  two  de- 
grees hotter  than  at  the  same  hour  yes- 
terday an-J  at  9  a.  m.  had  risen  two  de- 
grees. 

Washington.  July  1.— The  hot  wave  in 
this  city  shows  no  signs  of  breaking.

BATTLE  IS  ON 

Great  Struggle  For  Supre- 
macy Has  Begun. 

Outcome  of  Labor  War  Is

Pittsburg,  July  1.— As  a  result  of  the

The  American 
Steel  Hoop  company's  ma'r  offices  are 
iu  this  city.  The  coii.i.any  has  three 
non-union  jplants  in  this  city.  They 
are  Painter's  millsT*"Llndsay  &  ilc- 
Cutcheon's  and  Clark's,  located  in  Al- 
legheny. The  company  has  also  a 
non-union  plant  at  Monessen  and  one 
at  DuncanvlUc,  though  the  employes  of 
the  latter  are  ready  fr  organization  as 
soo  nas  the  Amalgamated  people  will 
take  them  in.  Other  plants  of  the 
company  are  claimed  by  the  Amalga- 
mated people  as  union.  There  are  two 
at  Youngstown  and  one  each  at  Sharon, 
Greenville,  Pomeroy,  Ohio,  and  War- 
ren, Ohio. 

What  the  trike  just  inaugurated  may 
eventually  lead  to  is  problematical. 
Three  months  ago  when  a  strike  oc- 
curred in  the  wood  plant  of  the  Amer- 
ican Steel  company  at  McKeesport, 
President  Shaffer  threatened  If  -  the 
McKeesport  strikers  could  not  win 
with  their  own  strength,  he  would  order 
a  strike  in  every  plant  of  the  company. 
If  the  latter  would  not  yield  he  would 
then  call  out  the  union  men  in  every 
plant  of  the*  United  States  Steel  cor- 
poration. Such  a  course  would  result 
i  nthe  biggest  strike  the  country  has 
ever  seen,  involving  several  hundred 
thousand  men. 

Most  all  the  plants  of  the  company, 
union  and  non-union,  will  be  compelled 
to  shut  down  during  the  early  part  of 
July,  to  give  the  men  a  rest.  They 
have  been  working  steady  since  the 
beginning  of  the  year,  many  of  them 
without  a  week  off.  Union  and  non- 
union alike  are  demanding  a  short  va- 
catios.  It  win  be  after,  perhaps,  Aug.  1, 
when  the  combine  makes  a  serious  at- 
empt  to  start  up  in  full,  that  the  real 
battle  will  begin  if  no  settlement  lia.« 
been  reached  at  that  time.  The  com- 


pany cannot  well  delay  operitfny 
longer  than  that,  on  account  of  the 
floods  of  orders.  In  tact,  the  urgent 
rders  now  on  the  boolis  can  scarcely 
wait  through  July.  Thus  the  association 
has  almost  a  month  more  to  preparo 
for  the  coming  struggle.  It  is  the  boast 
of  the  Amalgamated  association  ofTl- 
cers  that  by  that  time  they  will  control 
80  percent  of  the  capacity  of  the  cook 
bination's  plants. 

Gradually  the  plans  of  President  T.  J. 
Shaer  of  the  Amalgamated  association 
are  being  uncovered.  Since  the  trouble 
in  the  W.  Dewees  Wood  mills,  at  Mc- 
Keesport a  few  months  ago,  the  associa- 
tion has  been  actively  engaged  in  break-> 
ing  up  the  present  arrangement  of  tho 
combine  in  operating  parts  of  their^ 
plants  with  non-union  men.  Mr.  Shaffer 
says  that  if  it  Is  not  checked  the  life  of 
the  Amalgamated  association  is  threat- 
ened, for  the  combine  will  always  worle 
their  union  mills  last,  and  the  union 
men  will  be  sufferers  by  this  discrim- 
ination. It  was  believed  by  the  Amal- 
gamated association  that  the  prompt- 
ness with  which  the  she«t  steel  com- 
bine came  to  their  terms  in  the  Mc- 
Keesport trouble,  and  allowed  the  union 
to  exist  in  that  plant,  would  urove  a 
boon  to  further  aggressive  actions  on 
the  part  of  organized  workmen.  Tak- 
ing ad\'antage  of  the  new  United  States 
Steel  corporation,  ae  the  paxent  bead  of 
all  the  other  combines  with  which  the 
Amalgamated  association  had  to  deal. 
It  was  felt  that  by  a  threatened  strike 
of  all  union  men  in  all  branches  of  the 
steel  business  would  so  frighten  the 
combine  officials  that  they  would  give  in 
and  allow  every  one  of  the  non-union 
plants  to  be  unionized.  The  strike  order 
against  the  American  Sheet  Steel  com- 
pany has  been  ordered  because  this  por- 
tion of  the  United  States  Steel  corpora- 
tion has  thus  far  stood  out  against  the 
increase  in  union  mills,  now  recognized 
as  union,  to  remain  so.  The  American 
&tsel  Moop.  cmsi^My  Guilds  Ia  the  *>axne 
position.  Thus  is  arrayed  against  the 
union  organization  the  two  branches  of 
the  United  States  Steel  corporation. 

The  scale  for  the  American  Tinplate 
company,  also  a  part  of  th%  greater  cor- 
poration, has  been  signed.  It  is  said, 
however,  in  case  the  struggle  continues, 
the  Amalgamated  officials  have  the 
power  to  call  out  the  tinplate  workers, 
as  a.  means  of  defense.  The  strike  now 
threatened  in  Itie  bar  mills,  following  so 
closely  upon  that  of  the  sheet  mills,  has 
therefore  a  most  serious  aspect  and  may 
spread  to  enormous  proportions.  Indeed, 
In  some  circles  it  is  predicted  that  the 
gigantic  struggle  that  has  been  talked 
of  since  the  organization  of  the  Unitei 
States  Steel  corporation  was  formed  ia 
on  the  eve  of  breaking  out,  and  that  it 
is  coming  much  sooner  than  many  be- 
lieved was  probable. 

The  position  that  the  greater  combin* 
Is  placed  in  practically  frees  the  inde- 
pendent plants  from  complicity  in  the 
battle.  The  fight  is  not  for  wages,  but 
for  organization.  Either  the  Amalga- 
mated association  must  bow  to  the  will 
of  the  greater  combine,  or  else  the  great« 
er  combine  will  have  to  give  up  Its  non« 
union  mills.  Members  of  the  advisory 
board  of  the  Amalgamated  association 
declare  they  have  a  surprise  In  store. 
"We  have  not  been  idle  during  ttie  flrst 
half  of  the  year,"  said  one;  "we  havs 
strong  lodges  organized  In  several  non- 
union plants,  in  which  the  combin* 
imagines  it  has  absolute  control.  Oup 
membership  among  the  sheet  workers 
is  stronger  tiian  It  has  been  in  yearly 
and  our  treasury  has  a  larger  defenss

WARSHIPS  TO  PLAY  WAR 

Admiral  Higginson   With  His  Four  Vessels    WiU 
Have  a  Sham  Battle  and  Will  Cap- 
ture Woods  HolL 


New  York,  July  1.— The  sham  battle 
and  naval  maneuvers  of  the  North  At- 
lantic squadron  in  Vineyard  sound  next 
Friday  and  Saturday  will  be  nearly  as 
extensive  as  those  off  Newx>ort  last 
September,  says  a  Herald  dispatch  from 
Newport.  The  battle  ground  was  select- 
ed by  Rear  Admiral  Francis  J.  Higgin- 
son, commander-in-chief  of  the  North 
Atlantic  squadron,  and  Capt.  French  E. 
Chadwick,  president  of  the  Naval  War 
college,  a  month  ago. 

Woods  Holl  will  be  the  objective  point 
and  Newport  the  base  of  supplies.  The 
flagship  Kearsarge,  the  battleships  Ala- 
bama and  Massachusetts  and  the  tor- 
pedo boat  Bailey  will  participate.  The 
squadron  will  sail  from  Newport  on 
Friday  morning  and  will  steam  at  once 
for  Woods  Holl.  Naval  defense  mines 
will  be  supplied  to  the  ships  from  the 
torpedo  station  and  tents  from  the  navat 
department.     Itie  Kearsarge  will   land 


at  Woods  Holl  one  5-Incb  bree^h-loadtngr 
rifle,  and  the  Alabama  will  lajf  six  naval 
defense  mines.  The  Massachusetts  will 
land  two  torpedo  chutes,  two  3-pounders 
and  two  6- pounders,  and  will  plant  fou^ 
naval  defense  mines. 

Marines  of  the  Kearsarge  and  the  Al«« 
bama  will  be  put  ashore  under  command 
of  Maj.  C.  A.  Doyen,  fleet  marine  officer. 
This  equipment  and  this  force  will  bold 
the  place  against  the  fleet.  After  a 
sham  battle  and  the  passing  of  the  mines 
by  the  fleet,  the  offensive  force  wtU  IM 
landed  from  the  ships  and  will  capture 
the  place.  The  battle  Is  calculated  ta 
give  every  opportunity  for  mininc 
countermining,  signalling  and  landingr 
men  by  night  and  day,  and  all  the  tactics 
that  actual  conflict  would  afford.  The 
Bailey  will  attack  the  fleet  at  nlffht. 
Details  of  the  expedition  and  maneuvers 
have  been  prepared  under  the  superyl* 
sion  of  Rear  Admiral  Higginson.

QUESTION  IS  UNSOLVED 

The  Matter  ol  Guarantees  For  the   Chinese   Bonds 

Securing  Indemnities  Has  Not 

Been  Settled. 


'  Berlin.  July  1.— Nothing  is  known  In 
German  ofTiclal  circles  regarding  the 
Hews  from  Shanghai  to  the  effect  that 
Kai  Fong  Fu,  in  th<>  province  of  ilo  Nan, 
Is  to  become  the  Chinese  capital.  The 
111  test  reportB  received  from  Pekin  re- 
iterate the  statement  that  it  is  the 
court's  intention  to  return  to  Pekin. 

The  German  government  has  not  been 
Informed  touching  the  plans  of  Prince 
Chuan  further  than  that  he  is  coming 
to  Berlin  to  apologize  for  Baron  Von 
Ketteler's  murder.  In  relation  to  the 
present  status  of  the  Pekin  diplomatic 
resot\atlons,  the  representative  of  the 
A*^soclattd  Press  learns  upon  reliable 
,muthoilty  that  the  question  of  guaran- 
tees for  bonds  securing  the  Indemnities 
Is  iitill  unsolved,  a  difference  of  opinion 
between  England  and  Ruesia  still  ex- 
,l»tlng.  Russia's  proposlton  is  to  raise 
th«  tea  tolls  from  B  to  10  per  cent,  but 
«nly  if  the  junk  and  salt  taxes,  with  5 
f)er  cent  of  tea  tolls,  shall  not  yield 
Sulflclent  results.  England's  objections 
ix>  the  Russian  proposition  are  believed 


to  be  dictated  le.ss  by  practical  reasons, 
since  the  above  taxes  would  most  prob- 
ably suflice,  than  the  popular  sentiment 
in  Great  Firltain  and  by  parliament.  The 
Berlin  authorities  believe  also,  like  the 
other  powers,  that  Russia's  proposition 
is  not  likely  to  go  into  effect.  Hence, 
Germany  confidently  ex|>ect3  a  final 
agreement  on  the  above  question.  The 
nititter  of  the  renewal  ami  modification 
of  commercial  treaties  with  China  is 
meanwhile  being  taken  up  jointly  by  the 
Pekin  diplomatists,  Flnce  this,  like  the 
Indemnities  matter,  is  expected  to  be 
settled  In  unison  at  least  in  its  general 
feature.".  Germany  with  the  other 
China  trading  powers  advocate  the 
principle  of  the  "open  door,"  the  open- 
j  ing  of  additional  harbors  and  the  great- 
1  fst  possible  commercial  lll>erty.  Well 
I  Informed  circles  belie\'e  Russia  does  not 
;  oppose  the  above  upon  principle,  though 
,  she  may  object  to  certain  details  when 
the  treaty  negotiations  are  more  ad- 
vanced.

COLUMBIA 

Easily  Defeats   the  New 
Cup  Defender. 

Outsails    Constitution    at 

Every  Point.  . 


Batemars  Point,  R.  I.,  July  1.— When 
Constitution  and  Columbia  hoisted  sailp 
for  the  race  lietween  the  America's  cup 
defender  yachts,  the  breeze  inside  the 
bay  was  very  light  and  the  yachts 
had  some  difficulty  in  getting  out  to 
the  starting  points.  The  contest  w.is 
a  windward  and  leeward  affair  of 
thirty  miles.  By  the  time  tne  yachts 
had  reached  the  ligiitship  they  found  a 
good  breeze  from  the  southwest  and  at 
10:30  there  seemed  little  chance  for  a 
portp'tfiemcnt.  Both  yachts  came  out  of 
the  harbor  with  large  club  topsails  sot. 
The  Columbia  was  the  first  out,  but 
was  only  a  few  minutes  ahead  of  the 
Constitution.  The  boats  were  almost 
identical  in  appearance.  After  waiting 
at  the  lightship  about  ten  minutes,  the 
judges  apparently  decided  that  ilv 
wind  was  too  near  the  southwest  to  risk 
starting  from  the  lightship,  so  the  whole 
lleet  started  off  to  the  eastward. 

On  the  way  signals  were  hoisted  on 
the  tlagship  to  liidicate  a  beat  \o  wind- 
ward for  fifteen  miles-  and  return.  The 
preparatory  gun  was  fired  at  11:30. 
Five  minutes  later  the  warning  rignal 
was  given.  Both  yachts  at  once  began 
maneuvering  for  positions.  The  start- 
ing gun  was  fired  at  11:40,  the  Colum- 
bia crtissing  the  line  first  and  to  wind- 
ward at  11:40:22  and  the  C<matitutlon 
right  under  her  lee  at  11:40:23.  Both 
1  out.s  wt-nt  across  the  line  on  the  star- 


board tack,  under  all  sail  and  stooj 
nbout  south,  the  wind  being  about 
scuthv.est. 

In  the  first  eighth  of  a  mile  the  Co- 
lumbia pulled  up  a  bit  en  the  Constltu- 
tl  >n.  Later,  however,  the  new  boat 
drew  upon  her  so  that  she  was  almost 
on  even  terms,  though  still  to  the  lee- 
ward. When  the  ynchts  had  covered 
about  a  mile  they  were  ptlll  standing  out 
to  sea  on  the  starbcar^  tack.  The  Co- 
lumbia from  this  p<iint'  seemed  to  have 
gained  a  bit  to  wlndwjlrd.  During  the 
next  five  minutes  tht?  Columbia  out- 
poiiited  the  Constitution  and  was  ap- 
parently gaining  to  winhward. 

12:40  p.  m.— The  Gon^ltution  Is  now 
sailing  under  forestay  s^ill  and  baby  jib 
topsail.  The  ColumBla  \s  running  right 
away  from  her.  and  It  Is  now  almost  a 
mile  ahead  of  the  new  boat,  going  very 
fast.  *

Prominent  Men  From  Various  Parts  of  the  Country 

Discuss  Questions  of  National  Interest 

at  Detroit  Convention. 


Detroit,  July  1.— Despite  the  oppres- 
sive heat  this  morning's  ee.islon  of  the 
national,  social  and  political  conference 
was  better  attende<l  than  any  preced- 
ing one.  Ex-Congressman  John  J.  Lentz 
of  Ohio  was  the  tlrst  speaker,  discussing 
"Should  Political  Reforms  Precede  So- 
cial and  Economic  Reform?"  Mr.  Lentz 
eaid: 

'•Political  reform  must  precede  social 
and  economical  reforms,  for  at  pres«nt 
political  parties  are  not  organized  as 
refor  mforces.  With  the  machines  of 
each  i)arty  ready  to  commit  any  crime 
to  secure  preferment  and  power,  there 
Is  no  hope  to  secure  any  reform  from 
them.     We  must  e<lucate  the  masses." 

Mr.  lA-nlz  also  contended  for  govern- 
ment f>wnership  of  the  telegraph  and 
telephone  lines  and  municipal  owner- 
ship of  all  public  utilities. 

"Are   Poliitical  Parties  Necessary,   or 


Are  They  Obstacles?"  was  discussed  by 
Mayor  Jone  of  Toledo.  He  took  a  strong 
stand  against  all  political  parties,  say- 
ing: "I  am  a  man  without  a  party,  be- 
cause I  consider  parties  positively  in- 
imical to.  liberty  in  this  country."  He 
declared  that  candidate?  nominated  by 
conventions  do  not  represent  the  peo- 
ple but  the  bosses  who  nominated 
them. 

"Can  Reform  Be  Gained  Through  the 
Parlies?"  the  next  topic,  was  discussed 
by  J.  B.  Howarth.  of  Detroit,  bu.slness 
partner  of  the  late  ex-Governor  Pin- 
gree,  who  was  to  have  read  a  paper  on 
this  subject;  Hon.  George  Fred  Will- 
iams, of  Massachu.setts;  J.  O.  A.  Parker, 
chairman  of  naional  committee  of 
Middle-of-thc-Road  Popi:lists,  of  Louis- 
ville: R.  S.  Thompson,  Sp.-ingfield,  Ohio; 
Fred  E.  Britten,  Detroit,  and  Seymour 
Steadman.  chairman  of  executive  board 
of  Social  DemoTats. 


FIVE  ARRESTED. 

Alleged      Americans      Turn 
Looters   In  China. 

Pekin,     July     1.— Five      men,     calling 

themselves  Americans,  were  captured 
by  Chinese  troops  in  a  town  fifty  miles 
from  I'ekin,  and  were  today  turned  over 
t.i  Maj.  E.  Rolyertson  commander  of  the 
I'nlted  Stales  legation  guard  here.  The 
men,  who  were  armed,  demanded  5000 
tales  from  a  pawn  keeper,  and  got  500. 
They  flll<-d  five  carts  with  plunder.  The 
I'nited  States  legation  was  notified  and 
the  quintette  was  brought  in. 

All  parts  of  Pekin  occupied  by  the 
British  for  police  purposes  were  turned 
over  today  to  the  Cldnese  authorities.

PIER  BURNED. 

Property     Loss    In     Boston 
Aggregating  $200,000. 

Boston,  July  1.— A  fire,  which  for  an 
hour  threatened  to  do  great  damage, 
broke  out  on  Plor  5  of  the  Hoosac  Tun- 
nell  docks  in  Charlestown  today.  The' 
pier,  which  is  the  Boston  terminus  of 
the  Warren  Line  Steamship  company, 
was  destroyed  with  a  large  quantity  of 
merchandise.  The  steamer  Sachem, 
from  Liverpool,  which  was  unloading  at 
the  pier,  was  towed  out  of  danger  be- 
fore she  had  suffered  seriously.  Six 
cars  were  consumed.  The  loss  is  placed 
at  $200,000.

St.  Louis,  July  1.— Intense  heat  contin- 
ued here  today.

Pittsburg,  July  1. — As  a  result  of  the 
refusal  of  the  representatives  of  the 
American  Sheet  Steel  company,  and  the 
American  Hoop  company  subsidiary 
companies  of  the  groat  United  States 
Steel  corporation,  to  sign  the  workers 
new  scale  at  Saturday's  coni'erence, 
circulars  were  sent  out  from  the  ra- 
tional headquarters  of  the  Amalgamated 
Association  of  Iron  Workers  today,  de- 
claring a  strike  at  all  the  plants  of  the 
two  companies.  The  great  strike  is 
now  on,  but  it  will  be  several  days  be- 
fore Its  actual  extent  is  known.  At  the 
outset,  however,  over  35,000  men  will  be 
involved  as  follows  : 

Union  sheet  mill.s,  Aetna,  Sandard 
stee  Imills,  Bridgeport,  Ohio,  2500;  Mid- 
land steel  mills,  Muncie,  Ind.,  1000;  Old 
Meadow  rolling  mills,  Scottdale,  400;

Chartiers  iron  and  steel  mills,  Carne- 
gie, 300;  Dennison  rolling  mills,  Denni- 
son,  Ohio,  350;  Dresden  iron  and  steel 
mills,  Dresden,  Ohio,  300;  Falson  Iron 
and  nail  mills,  Nlles,  Ohio,  450;  New 
Philadelphia  mills.  New  Philadelphia, 
500;  Reeves  iron  mill.  Canal  Dover,  Ohio, 
750;  Struthers  iron  mills,  Struthers, 
Ohio.

American  Steel  Hoop  company,  400; 
independent  plants,  tw'etity-seven  in 
number,  6000.  Total  number  of  men  In- 
volved in  strike,  35,750.  The  American 
Steel  Hoop  company's  Tna>r  offices  are 
iu  this  city.  The  co's.j.any  has  three 
non-union  plants  in  this  city.  They 
are  Painter's  mills,  Lindsay  &  Mc- 
Cutcheon's  and  Clark's,  located  in  Al- 
legheny. The  company  has  also  a 
non-union  plant  at  Monessen  and  one 
at  Duncanvlllc,  though  the  employes  of 
the  latter  are  ready  fr  organization  as 
soo  nas  the  Amalgamated  people  will 
take  them  in.  Other  plants  of  the 
company  are  claimed  by  the  Amalga- 
mated people  as  union.  There  are  two 
at  Youngstown  and  one  each  at  Sharon, 
Greenville,  Pomeroy,  Ohio,  and  War- 
ren, Ohio. 

What  the  trike  just  inaugurated  may 
eventually  lead  to  is  problematical. 
Three  months  ago  when  a  strike  oc- 
curred in  the  wood  plant  of  the  Amer- 
ican Steel  company  at  McKeesport, 
President  Shaffer  threatened  If  •  the 
McKeesport  strikers  could  not  win 
with  their  own  strength,  he  would  order 
a  strike  in  every  plant  of  the  company. 
If  the  latter  would  not  yield  he  would 
then  call  out  the  union  men  in  every 
plant  of  the*  United  States  Steel  cor- 
poration. Such  a  course  would  result 
i  nthe  biggest  strike  the  country  has 
ever  seen,  involving  several  hundred 
thousand  men. 

Most  all  the  plants  of  the  company, 
union  and  non-union,  will  be  compelled 
to  shut  down  during  the  early  part  of 
July,  to  give  the  men  a  rest.  They 
have  been  working  steady  since  the 
beginning  of  the  year,  many  of  them 
without  a  week  off.  Union  and  non- 
union alike  are  demanding  a  short  va- 
catios.  It  will  be  after,  perhaps,  Aug.  1, 
when  the  combine  makes  a  serious  at- 
empt  to  start  up  in  full,  that  the  real 
battle  will  ijegin  if  no  settlement  ha.« 
been   reached   at   that   time.   The  com- 


pany cannot  well  delay  operjtfng 
longer  than  that,  on  account  of  tha 
floods  of  orders.  In  fact,  the  urgent 
rders  now  on  the  books  can  ecarctly 
wait  through  July.  Thus  the  association 
has  almost  a  month  more  to  prepare 
for  the  coming  struggle.  It  is  the  boast 
of  the  Amalgamated  association  offi- 
cers that  by  that  time  they  will  control 
80  percent  of  the  capacity  of  the  com* 
bination's  plants. 

Gradually  the  plans  of  President  T.  J. 
Shaer  of  the  Amalgamated  association 
are  being  uncovered.  Since  the  trouble 
In  the  W.  Deweeis  Wood  mills,  at  Mc- 
Keesport a  few  months  ago.  the  associa- 
tion has  been  actively  engaged  in  break- 
ing up  the  present  arrangement  of  the 
combine  in  operating  i>arts  of  their 
plants  with  non-union  men.  Mr.  Shaffer 
says  that  If  It  is  not  checked  the  life  of 
the  Amalgamated  association  is  threat- 
ened, for  the  combine  will  always  work 
their  union  mills  last,  and  the  unioa 
men  will  be  sufferers  by  this  discrim- 
ination. It  was  believed  by  the  Amal- 
gamated association  that  the  prompt- 
ness with  which  the  sheet  steel  com- 
bine came  to  their  terms  In  the  Mc- 
Keesport trouble,  and  allowed  the  union 
to  exist  in  that  plant,  would  urove  a 
boon  to  further  aggressive  actions  on 
the  part  of  organized  workmen.  Tak- 
ing advantage  of  the  new  United  State* 
Steel  corporation,  as  the  parent  head  of 
all  the  other  combines  with  which  the 
Amalgamated  association  had  to  deal. 
It  was  felt  that  by  a  threatened  strike 
of  all  union  men  in  all  branches  of  the 
steel  business  would  so  frighten  the 
combine  officials  that  they  would  give  in 
and  allow  every  one  of  the  non-union 
plants  to  be  unionized.  The  strike  order 
against  the  American  Sheet  Steel  com- 
pany has  been  ordered  because  this  por- 
tion of  the  United  States  Steel  corpora- 
tion has  thus  far  stood  out  against  the 
increase  in  union  mills,  now  recognized 
as  union,  to  remain  so.  The  American 
Steel  Hoop  cmpany  ftuuds  to  th<-  t^aIr.e 
position.  Thus  Is  arrayed  against  tbe 
union  organization  the  two  branches  of 
the  United  States  Steel  corporation. 

The  scale  for  the  American  TInplate 
company,  also  a  part  of  th%  greater  cor- 
poration, has  been  signed.  It  Is  said, 
however,  in  case  the  struggle  continues, 
the  Amalgamated  officials  have  the 
power  to  call  out  the  tinplate  workers, 
as  a  means  of  defense.  The  strike  now 
threatened  in  ttie  bar  mills,  following  sa 
closely  upon  that  of  the  sheet  mills,  has 
therefore  a  most  serious  aspect  and  may 
spread  to  enormous  proportions.  Indeed, 
in  Fome  circles  it  is  predicted  that  tho 
gigantic  struggle  that  has  been  talked 
of  since  the  organization  of  the  United 
States  Steel  corporation  was  formed  Is 
on  the  eve  of  breaking  out,  and  that  it 
is  coming  much  sooner  than  many  be- 
lieved was  probable. 

The  position  that  the  greater  combin* 
is  placed  in  practically  frees  the  inde- 
pendent plants  from  complicity  In  the 
battle.  The  fight  is  not  for  wages,  but 
for  organization.  Either  the  Amalga- 
mated association  must  bow  to  the  will 
of  the  greater  combine,  or  else  the  great- 
er combine  will  have  to  give  up  Its  non- 
union mills.  Members  of  the  advisory 
board  of  the  Amalgamated  associatio:* 
declare  they  have  a  surprise  In  store. 
"We  have  not  been  idle  during  ttie  tlrst 
half  of  the  year,"  said  one;  "we  have 
strong  lodges  organized  in  several  non- 
union plants,  in  which  the  combine 
imagines  it  has  absolute  control.  Our 
membership  among  the  sheet  worker* 
is  stronger  than  it  has  been  In  yeant 
and  our  treasury  has  a  larger  defense

WARSHIPS  TO  PLAY  WAR 

Admiral  Higginson    With  His  Four  Vessels    Will 
Have  a  Sham  Battle  and  Will  Cap- 
ture Woods  HoIL 


New  York,  July  1.— The  sham  battle 
and  naval  maneuvers  of  the  Noi^h  At- 
lantic squadron  in  Vineyard  sound  next 
Friday  and  Saturday  will  be  nearly  as 
extensive  as  those  off  Newport  last 
September,  says  a  Herald  dispatch  from 
Newport.  The  battle  ground  was  select- 
ed by  Rear  Admiral  Francis  J.  Higgin- 
son, commander-in-chief  of  the  North 
Atlantic  squadron,  and  Capt.  French  E. 
Chadwick,  president  of  the  Naval  War 
college,  a  month  ago. 

Woods  HoU  will  be  the  objective  point 
and  Newport  the  base  of  supplies.  The 
flagship  Kearsarge,  the  battleships  Ala- 
bama and  Massachusetts  and  the  tor- 
pedo boat  Bailey  will  partlcirate.  The 
squadron  will  sail  from  Newport  on 
Friday  morning  and  will  steam  at  once 
for  Woods  HoU.  Naval  defense  mines 
will  be  supplied  to  the  ships  from  the 
torpedo  station  and  tents  from  the  naval 
department.     The  Kearsarge  will  land 


at  Woods  Holl  one  5-Inch  breech-loadfngr 
rifle,  and  the  Alabama  will  lasf  six  naval 
defense  mines.  The  Massachusetts  will 
land  two  torpedo  chutes,  two  S-pounders 
and  two  6-pounders,  and  will  plant  fou^ 
naval  defense  mines. 

Marines  of  the  Kearsarge  and  the  Ala« 
bama  will  be  put  ashore  under  command 
of  Maj.  C.  A.  Doyen,  fleet  marine  officer. 
This  equipment  and  this  force  will  bold 
the  place  against  the  fleet.  After  a 
sham  battle  and  the  passing  of  the  mines 
by  the  fleet,  the  offensive  force  will  b^ 
landed  from  the  ships  and  will  capture 
the  place.  The  battle  is  calculated  to 
give  every  opportunity  for  mining, 
countermining,  signalling  and  landing 
men  by  night  and  day,  and  all  the  tactics 
that  actual  conflict  would  afford.  The 
Bailey  will  attack  the  fleet  at  night. 
Details  of  the  expedition  and  maneuvers 
have  been  prepared  under  the  supervi- 
sion of  Rear  Admiral  Higginson.

David  C.  Lindsay,  the  ore  locator,  was 
arraigned  In  municipal  court  this  morn- 
ing on  the  charge  of  having  defrauded 
some  Duluthians.  represented  by  Theo- 
dore Hollister,  by  pretending  to  locate 
them  on  valuable  ore  lands  when  the 
latter  were  in  fact  valueless.  The  spe- 
cific charge  against  him  ie  grand  lar- 
ceny in  the  second  degree.  Lindsay  en- 
tered a  plea  of  not  guilty,  and  his  ex- 
amination was  set  for  Wednesday.  His 
bail  was  fixed  at  $500,  but  Lindsay  was 
unable  to  get  bondsmen  and  was  com- 
mitted to  the  county  jail.  Lindsay  is 
making  arrangements  to  secure  a  law- 
yer and  expresses  confidence  that  he 
will  not  be  convicted. 

The  authorities  afipear  to  think  the 
case  against  the  locator  is  a  strong  one. 
They  say  that  the  Duluth  parties  that 
were  victimized  by  Lindsay  did  not  take 
very  much  stock  in  his  statements  at 
first  and  secured  the  services  of  Robort 
Graff,  who  was  well  known  to  them,  and 
who  was  to  go  with  Lindsay  and  an- 
other man.  named  Fitagerald,  to  the  lo- 
cation of  the  alleged  ore  property.  It  is 
claimed  that  when  Lindsay  and  Robert 
Graff  started  for  the  train.  Lindsay  told 
the  latter  that  he  haul  just  receive.!  a 
telegram  of  the  sickness  of  a  relative 
at  Bemid.U.  but  for  Graff  to  go  on  to 
Tower  and  wait  a  few  days  for  him. 
Mr.  Graff  went  to  Tower  and  waited. 
After  several  days  Lindsay  wrote  that 
he  would  be  along  in  a  few  days,  and 
that  Mr.  Graf.'  should  wait  for  him. 
While  Mr.  Graff  was  waiting  at  Tower, 
Lindsay,  whom  it  Is  <-laimed  was  not  out 
of  the  city  at  all.  visited  the  men  that 
he  had  interested  in  the  enterprise  with 
a  purported  report  of  the  ore  proposi- 
tion together  with  a  detailed  expense 
account  for  himself  and  Mr.  GnafT,  em- 
bracing car  fare,  canoes,  provisions, 
dynamite  to  sink  test  pits.  etc.  The 
complaint  avers  that  Lindsay  concoi't- 
e1  the  whole  plan  with  the  intention  of 
defrauding  them  out  of  the  money. 

Lindsay  is  the  man  whom  J.  L.  Bar- 
tholomew claims  was  as-^ociated  with 
him  in  the  selling  of  minutes  of  claims 
In  Itasca  county,  and  whom  he  accusses 
of  doing  the  exploring  and  estimating. 
Bartholomew  claims  to  have  all  of  his 
information  from  Lindsay,  and  at- 
tributes the  big  swindle  that  has  beerf 
perpetrated  on  a  number  of  Duluthians 
all  to  Lindsay. 

One  of  the  victims,  who  went  on  the 
chase  for  timber  and  found  that  his 
claim  was  in  a  swamp,  called  on  Lind- 
say this  morning.  This  man  said  that 
all  the  money  that  he  gave  to  Lindsay 
was  $10.  which  would  not  pay  the  lat- 
ter's  expenses  in  going  up  to  the  coun- 
try in  which  he  claimed  that  he  had  lo- 
cated plenty  of  good  pine  timber  on 
high  ground.  He  said  that  the  trip 
through  the  country  that  Lindsay 
alleged  was  high  and  dry  was  made  by 
canoe,  and  that  he  was  not  only  out  a 
large  amount  of  money  In  expenses,  Init 
he  has  lost  his  homesteader's  right.  He 
talked  verv  plainly  to  I^ind.^ay  this 
morning,  and  the  latter  displayed  a  con- 
siderable degree  of  nervou-sness.  but 
could  make  no  explanation.  He  ad- 
mitted that  this  gentleman  had  a  good 
case  against  i»»m,  and  said  that  he  was 
willing  to  make  a  settlement.

''  There  were  two  very  angry  men  at 
the  Spalding  today,  or  at  least  they 
professed  to  be.  In  fact,  from  all  ap- 
pearances they  appeared  to  be  mad 
clear  through  and  indignant  as  well. 
They  were  James  Corigan  and  Price 
McKinney,  of  Cleveland,  of  the  iron 
mining  Hrm,  Corrigan,  McKintiey  &  Co. 
Their  anger,  though  not  directed  at 
The  Herald,  was  innocently  povoked  by 
a  Herald  reporter  who  asked  them  with 
reference  to  the  following  dispatch  un- 
der a  Duluth  date  line  which  appeared 
in  the  Minneapolis  Journal  Saturday 
evening: 

"AH  the  Corrigan,  McKinney  &  Co. 
mines  including  the  Comnn>dore  and 
Stevenson  and  some  prospects  on  the 
Mesaba,  their  four  Crystal  Falls  mines 
and  several  Menominee  prospects,  and 
their  Gogebic  properties,  art  under  op- 
tion to  the  United  States  Steel  corpor- 
ation at  $9,000,000.  The  Crystal  Falls 
properties  are  the  cream  of  the  Meiio- 
jninee  high  phos  non-l?essemeis.  and 
the  Mesaba  mines  are  splendid  proper- 
ties. The  Commodore  is  a  forty-acre 
tract  and  contains  10.000,000  tons  of  ore. 
much  of  which  is  of  the  'Admirar  grade, 
64  iron  and  .02y  phos.  The  mine  is  pe- 
culiar In  that  it  contains  several  tlare 
lenses  of  ore  of  different  grades,  the 
Admiral    lieing   under    tlie   taconile." 

Mr.  McKinney  was  asked  with  refer- 
ej:ce  to  the  authenticity  of  the  report 
and  declared  at  once  that  it  was  th-,? 
first  he  had  heard  of  it.  His  denial  that 
any  such  deal  was  In  the  wind  was  as 
emphatic  as  could  be  desired.  He  said: 

"The  story  Is  preposterous.  You  can 
deny  It  as  emphatically  as  you  know 
how.  Mr.  Corrigan  an  myself  hap- 
ened  to  vl.«lt  Duluth  together,  and  we 
are  making  a  visit  to  all  the  firms 
pioperties,  as  i.s  the  custom  once  a 
jr.<mth.  How  that  story  originated  is 
Impossible  for  me  to  say.  All  I  know- 
Is  that  there  Is  not  a  word  of  truth 
In   It." 

While  It  may  be  that  the  properties 
fcre  not  under  option  to  the  United 
titates  Steel  company,  it  is  said  to  bo 
a  f a< t  that  that  corporation  has  been 
making  an  examination  of  them, 
though  for  what  purpose  is  not  known.

One  of  the  most  important  matters  to 
come  before  the  council  at  the  meeting 
this  evening  will  be  the  report  of  the  i 
board  of  public  works  regarding  the 
amount  of  damage  done  by  the  recent 
storms,  and  action  to  be  taken  on  the 
recommendations  tCiat  the  board  maj' 
make.  The  board  of  public  works  held 
a  meeting  this  morning  and  talked  the 
matter   over.     It    Is    understojd    that    a 

report  will  be  made  to  the  council  that 
the  damage  done  by  the  storm  will 
amount  to  about  $2r>,000.  and  it  will  be 
recommended  that  the  council  consent 
to  let  (tie  board  overrun  the  a:ipr  i:>ria- 
ti<m  for  the  coming  month,  as  it  is  re- 
garded as  absolutely  necessary  that 
funds  be  forthcoming  to  make  the  re- 
pairs to  the  sewers  and  the  streets.  The 
appropriation  for  the  board  of  puollc 
works  fund,  it  will  be  remenibered.  is 
made  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  wtien 
It  Is  divided  up  into  monthly  aproprla- 
llons.  The  board  cannot  overrun  a 
monthly  allowance  without  the  consent 
of   the   council. 

Another  matter  that  Is  likely  to  come 
up  for  the  consideration  of  the  clt.v 
fathers  this  evening  Is  a  resolution  for 
the  paving  of  West  Michigan  street  be- 
tween Seventh  and  Eighth  avenues  west. 
This  Is  a  strip  of  city  roadway  that  is 
very  badly  in  need  of  repair,  and  Is  prac- 
tically a  connecting  link  between  the 
new  paving  on  Michigan  street  and  the 
propo.«ed  paving  on  West  Superior  street. 
It  \»  understood  that  the  project  is  for 
the  paving  of  but  one  side  of  the  street, 
and  that  some  of  the  cjuncllmen  have 
been  talking  in  favor  of  tar  macadam. 
If  tlie  resolution  does  come  up  this  even- 
ing, it  will  likely  be  referred.  The  cost 
would  come  out  of  the  general  fund. 

It  la  expected  that  the  committee  to 
whom  was  referred  the  Raleigh  street 
extension  at  West  Duluth.  will  submit 
a  report  to  the  council  this  evening.  The 
measure  could  not  be  passed  this  even- 
ing in  event  of  a  favorable  report,  as  It 
must  lay  over  three  weeks  after  the  com- 
mittee report. 

Another  resolution  that  will  come  up 
thi."*  evening  is  one  fir  condemnation 
proceedings  in  connection  with  the  pro- 
posed opening  of  Fremont  street  in  West 
Duluth  to  the  new  park. 

The  monthly  pay  rolls  will  also  be 
passed  tonight. 

The  application  of  the  labir  employ- 
ment buieau  commission  for  a  $1500  ap- 
propriation necessary  to  employ  help, 
also  the  request  for  two  rooms  at  t.he 
city  hall  for  offices  will  c>me  up  this 
evening  for  discussion.  It  Is  rather 
doubtful  what  the  council  will  do  finally 
in  the  labor  bureau  question,  as  there  Is 
a  difference  of  opinion  among  the  alder- 
men a.s  to  the  maintenance  of  the  oflice. 
Sjme  believe  that  the  office  should  be 
self-supporting  and  others  think  that  the 
employer  should  pay  a  small  fee. 

The  Weather  Report. 

The  monthly  weather  reinnt  issued  by 
the  weutlier  bureau  ofHce  today,  shows 
that  the  precipitation  for  the  month  was 
•t.mt  inches.  This  record  has  been  sur- 
passed three  times  in  31  years.  In  1S7:{. 
when  It  was  9.9(>;  WtX,  10.S9  Inches,  arvd 
15*0.  10.40  Inches.  Excess  In  precipitation 
was  4.54  Inches  for  the  month.  The  mean 
temperature  for  the  month  was  57  de- 
grees, which  Is  one  degree  less  than  the 
average  in  thirty-one  .vears.  The  highest 
temperature  was  86  degrees  on  the  13lh, 
and   he   lowest,   40.    in    the   "th. 

The  prevailing  direction  of  the  wind  was 
northwest.  Highest  maxhnum  velocity 
of  the  wind.  42  miles,  blowing  from  the 
northwest  on  the  27th.  Numtber  of  clear 
days  4,  ijbrtly  cloudy  days  IS,  cloudy  days 
11.    No  Q|it  was  recorded. 


The  Woodland  street  railway  line  is 
not  operating  today.  The  cars  ordinarily 
run  out  there  stop  at  p:ighteenth  avenue 
east  and  run  out  West  Third  street,  as 
usual.  Woodland  people  are  coming  in 
to  town  today  on  carry-alls  and  every 
kind  of  conveyance  that  is  available. 
They  are  taking  It  philosophically  and 
are  not  c(;mplainlng  severely  as  yet. 
On  the  contrary,  they  are  pretty  gener- 
ally hopeful  that  this  condition  of  affairs 
will  bring  a  climax  that  will  settle  tlic 
future  of  the  line  for  all  time,  or  at 
least  for  many  years  to  come. 

Thomas  Lowry  and  M.  D.  Munn,  attor- 
ney for  the  Lowry  Interests,  arrived 
from  St.  Paul  this  afternoon  and  with 
Resident  Director  Luther  Mendenhall 
are  conferring  with  the  directors  of  the 
Woodland  company  this  afternoon.  Out 
of  this  conference  there  may  possibly 
cujne  a  .settlement  of  the  problem. 

This  morning  R.  M.  Hunter,  head  of 
the  Woodland  company  which  owns  the 
line,  would  make  no  statement,  saying 
that  it  would  be  better  to  allow  another 
day  to  pass  and  see  wtiat  came  forth. 

Luther  Mendenhall  was  not  so  averse 
to  talking,  and  when  asked  whether  any 
propositions  had  been  made  between  the 
companies  he  made  a  general  statement 
of  the  trauble  as  follows: 

"When  Jh.'  Woodland  line  was  bul.l  a 
contract  wa.s  made  with  the  Duluth  Sireet 
Hallwav  company  to  operate  the  line.  The 
latter  coinpauv  waH  to  be  paid  any  loss 
that  there  might  be  in  the  operation  of 
the  line.  Son*  time  ago  that  part  of  the 
contract  vns  thrown  out  and  the  street 
railway  companv  has  since  been  sjandlng 
the  loss  ll-Helf.  The  roadbed  lia«  gra.lually 
run  down  until  It  is  no  longer  safe  to 
operate  it.  Last  night  there  was  a  t-ar 
off  the  track  and  trafllc  was  delayed  for 
about  two  hours  or  more.  The  ties  are 
worn  out.  for  the  life  of  a  lie  Is  about 
ten  years,  the  s^plkcs  come  loo.se.  the  rails 
are  spreading  and  there  must  be  a  com- 
plete renovation  of  the  line  in  order  to 
operate  it  at  anything  like  a  proper  •*x- 
pense  or  on«'  that  will  allow  the  reallxa- 
Ilon    of   operating    expenses. 

"The  traction  company  Is  confident  that 
It  can.  bv  puttlnl;  In  a  single  track  ffom 
a  r>'>int  near  James  ('.  Vlunter's  residence 
running  over  to  Wf>o.i:and  avenue  and 
out  .IS  far  as  the  cemetery,  get  enough 
revenue  to  pay  the  operaling  expenses. 
This  the  compan.v  must  have,  for  '•  is  a 
stret^t  railwav  c«impany  and  nothing  else 
oper:ttlng  for  the  moey  It  can  make  out 
of  Its  lines.  The  Woodland  line  was  built 
to  a  large  extent  for  the  benefll  of  prop- 
erty interests  hut  Mr.  arHtley  and  my- 
s»'If  no  longer  control  it  and  Mr.  Lowry 
owns  no  property.  He  is  in  the  street  rail- 
way business. 

"The  Woodland  compan.v  wants  us  to 
l)ulld  a  new  double  track  to  the  end  of 
the  line  and  openite  It  and  gu:irantee  to 
run  another  mile  out  as  (*oon  as  that  com- 
pany Is  able  to  build  the  line  that  much 
farther.  They  will  turn  the  line  over  to 
us  on  that    condition. 

"Now  we  cannot  operate  a  double  track 
line  out  there  and  make  tt  pay  and  we 
know  it.  We  will  put  In  a  single  tnick 
line  and  will  give  a  thirty-mlnute  ser- 
vice which  is  all  the  i>eople  ask  for. 
Moreover,  there  Is  nothing  to  run  cars  be- 
yond the  cemetery  for.  There  not  to  ex- 
ceed a  dozen  houses  l>eyond  the  Stryker 
house  and  not  all  of  them  are  occui)led. 
•'Another  thing  which  the  Wtv)dJand 
company  wants  Is  that  we  shall  continue 
to  run  arounil  the  series  of  curves  c<:»rning 
on  to  Woodland  avenue  at  Petre's  bridge. 
The  only  house  along  that  line  Is  the 
Petre  house  an-d  there  is  not  a  cent  of 
rcx'enue  to  l>e  derived  from  runnbig  the 
line  around  there.  Of  c«jurse,  the  Wood- 
land company  w.mts  It  because  Its  oiwn- 
ers  are  lntere«te<l  In  the  proj^erty.  They 
want  us  to  go  out  Woodland  avenue  if 
we  <lo  not  do  that.  t>ut  Woodland  avenue 
I  Htoo  heavy  a  grade.  We  cannot  afford 
to  go  that  way  l)ccause  of  the  heavy 
power  nerx^.HSiiry.  Tlie  question  with  this 
compajiy  has  got  to  be  how  to  make  the 
line    pay.  ^  ,_,        .. 

"I  hf>i*e  that  the  conference  this  after- 
noon will  tiring  some  favorable  develop- 
ments for  the  pf»»)ple  out  there  ought  to 
have  the  service.  The  Woodland  com- 
panv has  had  plenty  of  time.  L.ast  fall 
we  gave  It  ample  notice  that  the  servic- 
would  Iw  cut  off  this  spring  but  it  has 
done  nothing." 


The  report  of  the  board  of  poor  com- 
missidners  for  May  and  June,  which  is 
given  on  another  page  of  this  paper, 
shows  the  expenses  f«>r  transportation 
for  those  two  months  to  have  be?n 
$54.72.  This  is  a  sharp  contrast  to  the 
expen.ses  of  this  fund  in  the  past.  For 
the  same  months  last  year  the  expenses 
for  transportation  vere  $347.55.  In  May, 
1900,  $170.42  was  Spent,  and  in  June  of 
the  same  year  $3477.55  was  laid  out  in 
transiiorting  paupers. 

These  two  months  are  taken  because 
the  condltons  then  would  be  more 
nearly  like  those  oi  the  two  months  for 
which  the  por  board  reports.  The  trans- 
portation expenses  for  last  year,  under 
the  old  eystem,  weri.>  $1816.11,  an  average 
of  $151.34  per  mon;h  during  the  year. 
At  the  rate  the  por  b^-ard  ha.s  started  in 
the  expenses  for  a  year  will  be  $328.32 
Instead  of  $1816.11. 

John  Jenswold,  Jr.,  one  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  board,  v  hen  asked  about  the 
matter  this  mori  Ing.  said  that  the 
board  had  been  al!e  to  save  consider- 
alle  money  by  getting  reduced  rates. 
Wherever  a  pauper  tl)at  it  is  de«irable 
to  ship  out  of  the  <  ou*ty  is  found  to  be 
a  member  of  any  society  or  fraternal 
organization,  an  effort  is  made  to  have 
that  society  care  f<  r  him  or  get  him  le- 
dnced  rates.  In  thi~  way  a  considerable 
saving  is  made,  th<pugh.  of  course,  that 
will  not  account  for  all  of  the  redu:'- 
tion  in  these  expense*  that  have  been 
made. 

"The  transportation  account  is  rather 
a  hard  proposition,  '  said  Mr.  Jenswold. 
"It  Is  a  heavy  exj  •  nSjO  at  times.  but 
In  a  way  it  is  necessary  and  often  it  is 
econfimy.  Sometini'S  we  are  able  to 
dispose  of  people  tiiat  would  otherwise 
be  a  life-long  charge  on  the  county  by 
shipping  them  to  soine  pla<f  where  they 
have  relatives  that  can  care  for  them." 
The  board  has  got  out  of  a  matter  that 
has  puzzled  the  roiyity  authorities, 
very  nicely.  Many  patients  are  afflict- 
ed with  diseases  that  can  be  easily 
cared  for  at  the  poor  farm,  but  for  sen- 
timental reasons  they  object  to  going 
to  that  Institution,  though  they  are 
compelled  to  accei  t  public  aid  in  the 
hospital.  It  Is  impossible  for  the  poor 
board  to  go  on  senim?nt,  for  it  is  ap- 
pointed to  conduct  the  poor  expendi- 
tures according  te  business.  But  in 
many  cases  it  has  i)een  possible  to  ar- 
range the  matter  so' that  the  patients 
are  suited  without  extra  expense  to 
the  county.  Where  the  patients  are 
members  of  fraternal  organizations  ar- 
rangements have  Iveen  made  for  these 
organizations  to  pay  the  difference  be- 
tween the  expenses  at  the  poor  farm 
and  those  in  the  hospital. 


NEAR  DEATH. 


The  board  of  public  works  Is  b.»ndlng 
every  available  resource  within  Its  power 
to  repair  the  sewer  system  of  the  city, 
which  was  so  badly  damaged  by  the 
storms  of  last  week.  The  bo«rd  states 
that  there?  are  very  few  sewers  in  the 
city  that  will  not  need  repair  work.  This 
morning  the  board  took  the  men  em- 
ployed CI.  the  stone  crusher  at  Fifteenth 
avenue  west,  some  twenty-four  in  num- 
ber and  transferred  them  to  the  sewer 
repair  work.  Foreman  Traff.  the  mem- 
bers of  the  board  says,  is  well  acq-iunted 
with  the  s«  wer  system  and  his  know  lodgt 
will  be  of  much  service.  It  was  stated  at 
the  office  of  the  board  this  morning  that 
some  of  the  men  employed  on  the  sewer 
work  have  been  working  almost  night 
and  day  since  the  storm  of  Friday  in  the 
endeavor  to  repair  the  sewers. 

Last  evening,  John  Ix)rex.  one  of  the 
oldest  employes  on  the  city  force,  came 
near  meeting  death  in  the  Lake  avenue 
.<«ewer  a»  Fifth  street.  He' was  at  the  re- 
ptdr  wo"k  where  vent  was  given  to  a  large 
quantity  of  the  gas  that  had  been  nent 
up  by  obstructions  in  the  sewer  and  he 
was  overcome.  He  was  rescued  by  com- 
panions  who    saw    his   danger. 

At  the  beard  meeting  this  morning  the 
estimates  were  passed  upon  of  a  $2100 
sidewalk  contract  and  of  improvements 
in  the  alley  between  Fourth  and  Flft?» 
streets  at  Ninth  and  Tenth  avenues  east, 
the  estimates  In  the  Matter  case  being 
$751.23. 

Another  matter  that  the  board  took  In- 
to corwslderatlon  this  morning,  and  v.hlch 
It  will  probably  make  recom«neadatlons 
to  the  council  about.  Is  the  improvement 
of  First  avenue  west.  This  street,  which 
Is  said  to  have  been  In  a  bad  condition  be- 
fore the  storms  of  last  week.  Is  In  a 
much  worse  condition  now.  and  the 
board  feels  that  something  should  be 
done    regarding    the    street    immediately. 

The  Urlted  States  engljieer's  office  has 
sent  to  the  board  of  public  works  plans 
regarding  the  dumping  ground  In  the  St. 
I»uis  river  near  the  mouth  of  Klngbury 
creek.  In  which  it  Is  shown  that  the  dredge 
men  are  leaving  a  channel  out  from  the 
creek  mouth.  Several  weeks  jigo  comi- 
plalnt  was  made  through  the  West  Du- 
luth aldermen  that  the  dredge  men  were 
dumping  at  the  mouth  of  the  creek  and 
would  destroy  the  future  DoaslblUtles  of 
the  creek  as  a  passageway  for  small  boats 
to  the  new  park.  The  matter  was  re- 
ferred to  the  board  of  public  works  and 
the  plans  received  will  be  presented  be- 
fore the  council  this  evening. 


TWELVE  DEAD 


Chicago.  July  1.— Twelve  men  were  killed 
and  a  bo>  prolwbly  fatally  injured  this 
afternoon  bj  a  single  bolt  of  ll.^htning. 
The  victims  were  fishing  In  Lake  Michi- 
gan at  the  foot  of  Montrose  boulevard 
on  the  north  side.  The  fatal  bolt  struck 
the  pier  where  they  were  seated,  and  all 
were  throwi'  Into  the  lake. 

A  policeman  attracted  to  the  pier  by  the 
crashing  timbers  found  It  impossible  to 
rescue  any  of  the  victims.  The  heavy 
timbers  of  the  pier  had  l)een  shattered 
and  the  whole  structure  toppled  into  the 
water.  He  hurried  to  a  patrol  dox  and 
called    for   assistance. 

Ne«rly  half  an  hour  elapsed  before  aid 
arrived.  The  work  of  recovering  the 
bodies  was  extremely  difficult  but,  final- 
ly,  all   were   carried   ashore. 

Owing  to  the  territtc  thunder  storm 
prevalent  the  work  of  idervtlflcatlon  was 
extremely    slow. 

Oppressed  bv  the  extreme  heat,  the  boys 
had  gone  In  bathing.  When  the  rain  began 
to  fa'.l,  and  it  became  evident  a  severe 
electrical  storm  was  coming,  they  rushed 
to  the  shelter  they  had  built  on  the  pier. 

Willie  Anderson.  12  years  old.  was  the 
only  survivor  of  the  shock  which  followed 
a  lifiomeni  later.  He  managed  to  crawl 
to  shore,  gave  the  policeman  a  bare  idea 
of  the  horrible  ending  of  an  hour's  sijort, 
and  then  fainted.  He  was  carried  to  a 
nearbv  house  where  medical  assistance 
was  rendered.  The  stroke  was  the  most 
powerful  seen  here  In  many  years.  The 
pier  was  demolished  In  a  trice,  giving  the 
bovs   not   the   slightest   chance   of  escape. 

In  age  the  vicjlms  ranged  from  12  to 
25  years,  and  evidently  were  from  the 
poorer  classes.

Poughkeepsle,  N.  Y..  July  1.— The 
Wisconsin  crew  Is  picked  as  the  win- 
ner in  the  great  'varsity  race  tomor- 
row alternoon,  while  opinion  Is  divided 
as  to  whether  Cornell  or  Columbia  will 
be  second.  Pennsylvania,  Syracuse  and 
Georgetown  are  not  considered  to  have 
much  chance  of  winning,  but  the  wise- 
acres have  frequently  been  dcneived  in 
the  past  and  they  may  be  given  a  sur- 
prise. 

Intense  heat  Is  seriously  affecting  the 
oarsmen.  Two  of  Syracuse's  men  are 
lomewhut  under  the  weather,  but  ex- 
pet.t  to  be  In  their  boat  on  race  day. 
Columbia's  fre.shmen  crew  look  by  this 
moinins's  work  to  have  been  weakened, 
and  two  of  the  Wi.sionsin  'varsity  men 
show  the  effects  of  the  hot  weather.  All 
of  the  crews  have  lost  In  weight.  Th'? 
Cornell  boat  has  averaged  two  pounds 
loss,  while  In  the  other  crews  from  a 
pound  to  a  pound  and  a  half  has  been 
lost  by  each  man.

The  beautiful  4-mile  stretch  of  the 
Hudson  river,  kn  )wn  as  the  Pough- 
keepsle course,  as  straight  as  an  arrow 
and  with  a  cune-it  so  swift  that  fa.ster 
time  can  be  made  on  It  than  elsewher\ 
has  been  the  scene  of  the  most  important 
college  boat  races  that  have  been  rowed 
within  the  past  four  years,  or  since  189,'). 
when  the  <'ourse  was  first  brought  to 
public  notice,  through  its  selection  for 
the  triangular  race  between  Cornell, 
Columbia  and  Pennsylvania  universities, 
composing  th»'  membersblp  of  the  In- 
tercollegiate   Rowing   association. 

In  the  following  yciir  (1896)  Harvard, 
having  disagreed  with  Yale  and  severed 
athletic  relations,  made  a  two-year.'?' 
agreement  to  row  Cornell,  and  was  ac- 
cordingly, with  the  consent  of  Columbia 
and  Pennsylvania,  a  party  in  the  mem- 
orable four-cornered  race  on  the  Pough- 
keepsle course.  In  which  Cornell  estab- 
lished a  new  world's  record  for  four 
miles  of  19  mln.  29  sec.  In  tnat  year 
Yale  was  at  Honley  and  there  was  no 
race  at  New  London. 

In  1897  Harvard  and  Yale  had  made  up 
their  difTerences  and  were  anxious  to 
resume  their  old  relations,  but  as  Har- 
vard would  not  break  its  agreement 
with  Cornell,  and  was  unwilling  to  race 
in  two  different  places,  there  was  no 
alternative  for  Yale  but  to  come  to 
Poughkeepsle  and  enter  a  race  with 
Harvard  and  Cornell,  which  she  did, 
although  Yale  declined  to  compete  with 
Columbia  and  Pennsylvania.  Conse- 
quently there  were  two  races  here  that 
year,  the  first  between  Yale,  Harvard 
and  Cornell,  and  a  week  later  Cornell 
rowed  Columbia  and  Pennsylvania, 
winning  both  events.  In  that  year  the 
Yale  freshmen  made  on  this  course  n 
new  2-mile  record  for  8-oared  crews  of 
9:VJV,. 

in  1S98  Yale  and  Harvard  went  back  to 
New  London,  and  Cornell,  on  their  invi- 
tation, competed  with  them  there,  row- 
ing Columbia  and  Pennsylvania  a  week 
later  at  Saratoga.  Hence  there  was  no 
racing  at  Poughkeepsle  that  year. 

In  1S99,  Cornell  being  unwilling  to  row 
two  races  in  two  different  places,  de 
cllned  to  go  to  New  I>3ndon  to  meet 
Harvard  and  Yale,  hut  the  Intercollegi- 
ate association  invited  tho.se  colleges  to 
enter  the  race  on  the  Hudson  between 
Cornell,  Columbia  and  Pennsylvania. 
Harvard  and  Yale  declined  the  invita- 
tion, and  since  then  they  have  ceased  to 
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be  a  factor  in  rowing  at  Poughkeepsle. 
In  the  same  ye.ir  the  university  of  Wis- 
consin accepted  an  Invitation  to  enter 
the  Cornell-Columbia-Pennsylvania  race 
here,  and  its  crew  beat  Cornelll  and 
Columbia  and  crowded  Pennsylvania 
closely  for  first  place. 

Last  year  Wisconsin  came  again, 
bringin.cr  a  freshmen  as  well  as  a  'varsity 
crew.  They  won  the  freshman  event  and 
again  finished  second  In  the  university 
race.  The  university  of  Georgetown 
was  another  entry  In  the  university  race 
last  year.  The  records  of  the  'varsity 
races  rowed  on  the  Poughkeepsle  course 
are  as  follows:

Inspector  Robinson  says 
that  he  carried  out  a  little  Uifteren  plan 
in  conducting  the  examination  than  was 
adopted  in  the  Twin  Cities.  Inspector 
Robinson  a.ske<l  the  boys  technical  quets- 
tions  that  are  required  by  law,  but  he 
also  asked  them  practical  questions 
about  the  running  of  the  particular  kind 
of  elevator  that  the  boy  might  be  work- 
ing on.  He  toQk  Into  account  the  boy's 
knowledga  largely  of  the  elevator  sys- 
tem that  he  was  running.  Conse- 
quently, when  the  licensetJ  are  granted 
some  will  have  written  across  them  the 
Information  that  the  license  is  goiKi  only 
on  either  a  hydraulic,  an  electric,  a 
steam  or  a  belt  eievator.  Inspec-tor  Rob- 
inson thinics  that  it  is  an  Injustice  to 
mark  the  boy«  on  the  p-ievator  systems 
that  they  know  nothing  about,  while 
they  are  proficient  in  running  some  cer- 
tain systeih  of  elevators.  The  Inspector 
says  that  his  njanner  of  conducting  the 
examinations  may  not  be  entirely  in  ac- 
cordance trith  the  law.  but  if  he  has 
erred  it  has  lieen  in  the  interests  of 
Justice.

MUST  CLEAN  UP. 

Storm  Leaves  Much  Property 
Very  Unclean. 

The  health  office  has  been  receiving  a 
large  number  of  complaints  since  the 
heavy  storm  of  last  Friday,  through  the 
health  inspectors.  The  premises  of 
property  holders  all  over  the  city  have 
been  left  in  bad  condition  from  a  sani- 
tary point  of  view,  and  on  complaint  of 
the  Inspectors  the  health  office  is  notify- 
ing the  owners  and  agents  to  clean  up 
as  fast  as  possible.  Tlie  board  of  health 
has  passed  a  measure  leaving  the  offi- 
cers no  other  alternative  but  to  issue  a 
warrant  for  arrest  for  violation  of  the 
health  ordinance,  after  two  complaints 
have  been  made.  The  health  officers  say 
they  cannot  understand  in  many  cases 
where  the  owners  themselves  know  that 
their  premises  are  in  bad  condition,  why 
the  latter  will  await  until  the  health 
office  has  notified  them  once  or  twice  to 
clean  up. 


STILL  HOLD  OUT. 

Machinists  Show  No  Signs  of 
Wavering. 

Newport  News,  Va..  July  1.— Striking 
machinists  at  the  shipyards  are  auhcr- 
ing   to  their  determination  to  hold   out 

for  their  demands.  The  strike  is  now  in 
Its  fifth  ■  week  and  eeenis  no  nearer  a 
settlement  than  on  the  day  of  its  in- 
auguration. The  machinists  claim  they 
have  98  per  cent  of  the  number  solid 
for  a  continuance  of  the  strike.  The 
shipyards  employed  7500  men  before  the 
trouble.  Now  about  3000  are  employed. 
General  Superintendent  Post  declares 
no  concessions  will  be  made.

I  believe,  from  Fourth 
etrei't  to  tlie  northerly  terminus  at 
Woodland  Park.  It  acquired  thi.s  line 
thruuKh  th«'  foreclosure  of  a  mort- 
sam'  or  trust  deed,  and,  by  the  same 
pr<)(.e.s.s,  acquijoil  a  large  (luantity  of 
iand  and  lot.s,  which  it  hoi)fS  to  .-^fll  to 
people  who  are  willins  to  walk  to  them. 

The  ptfople  who  livt^  along  this  lino 
have  for  two  years  Ix-cn  treated  to  an 
inditTeitnt  .'Service,  in  ramshackle  cars 
and  over  a  railroad  that  would  hardly 
be  tolerated  in  Texas.  Thi.s  .service 
has  been  furnished  l»y  the  Duluth  Street 
Jtailway  company,  and  latterly  by  the 
Duluth-Superior  Traction  company. 
There  is  no  contract  of  permanent 
agreemenl,  only  a  hand-to-mouth  ar- 
rangement has  been  in  existeticc  by 
vhich  the  company  will  operate  until  it 
gets  tired,  or  says  It  is  tired.  Once 
l)efore  the  cars  were  taken  off,  a  truce 
vas  patched  up,  sln<e  which  time  we 
have  not  known  how  soon  operations 
Would  ce.ise. 

It  was  announced  a  few  days  ago 
that  the  track  is  out  of  order  and  that 
on  that  ar<ount  the  cars  would  stop 
running  after  June  30.  That  the  track 
Is  out  of  order  is  true;  that  the  Trac;- 
tion  company  has  ceased  to  operate 
is  also  true;  that  it  has  ceastKl  because 
the  tra<'k  Is  out  of  order  may  be  open 
to  question.  The  trac:k  on  Fourth 
^treet,  as  is  mui.h  other  track  in  the 
city,  is  badly  eough  out  of  <»rder.  The 
people  are  Jerkeil  and  wobbled  over  it 
and  Kive'ii  a  fine  Imitation  of  a  cim- 
Jdnation  of  a  voyage  on  a  stormy  sea 
JMid  a  ride  over  a  stony  mountain  road 
in  an  old-fashion^vd  stage  coach.  The 
Traction  company  would  buy,  and 
probably  wants  to  buy.  the  Woojl.ind 
line,  and  add  to  its  mileage,  but,  is  un- 
willing to  build  up  or  opera^^rthe  line 
for  a  period  of  ten  years  anathe«i  have 
to  buy  it  when  the  territory  is  more 
thickl>  populated  and  the  franchise  has 
become  more  valual>le.  Hence  It  wants 
II  now.  The  Woodland  company  is 
imalili»  to  forget  what  the  road  and 
pome  of  its  other  property  cost  it.  It 
w>iulil  prefer  to  retain  the  f)wnership  if 
the  Traction  compa*iy  would  operate 
the  line  on  a  lease  for  a  nominal  rental 
or  for  no  rental  at  all.  It  w.iuld  sell, 
hut  wants  more  than  the  Traction  com- 
pany will  pay. 

It  i..i  thought  the  municipality  can- 
not order  the  Tracti<i*i  company,  under 
the  Duluth  street  railway  franchise,  to 
liulld  a  line  on  a  street  which  has  a  line 
nlie.idy  upon  it.  The  Woodland  com- 
pany has  no  franchise  into  the  city,  and 
the  Traction  company  claims  the  ex- 
clusive franchise  iti  .^11  of  the  streets 
of  the  city.  The  WoodIan<l  company 
will  not  sell  for  what  the  Traction  <*om- 
]>any  thinks  is  a  reasonal>le  price.  The 
Tiaction  company  will  not  pay  what  the 
Woodland  eompany  demands  and  in- 
sists is  a  reasonal)le  price.  The  public 
may  fall  between  these  sc-raps  and  r.«'- 
Kotiations  are  going  on.  and  citizens 
nho  pay  thousands  of  dollars  in  taxes 
{•nd  «ho  are  building  homes  which  at 
Jeast  do  not  disgrace  the  city,  are  left 
1o  carry  their  own  coi-ns  to  and  from 
their  places  of  business  while  the 
t^trong  and  revised  and  reformed  muni- 
xipal  government  can  sit  supinely  by 
and,  like  James  Buchanan,  in  tim»s  of 
^secession,  or  like  more  recent  presi- 
dents when  riot  runs  rampant  In 
<!oubtfuI  states,  say:  "We  have  no 
power."

.such  franchise  as  it  had  by  its  occu- 
jiancy,  and  to  put  in  new  ties  and  ^Trade 
lip  the  road  throughout  the  whole  line, 
i)juild  a  cut-off  from  James  C.  Hunter's 
losidence  to  Woodland  avenue,  near 
iMr.  Coffin's  residence,  take  out  the 
renter  posts,  put  in  new  overhead  work. 
J  ut  on  de<ent  earn  and  run  them  to  the 
»-nd  of  the  line  and  give  good  service 
r.nil  i^uatfintee  the  certainty  of  opervi- 
*ion,  and  to  extend  the  line  whenever 
il  was  a  fair  street  railway  proposit'oii 
r'>  to  do.  This  ofler  was  not  nride  for 
Tiersonal  profit,  but  was  made  for  the 
l-urv>o;ie  of  ;^etting  this  question  pe.-- 
n.ianeiitly  settled.

We  want, 
above  everything  else,  the  matter  settled 
n  )W  and  for  all  time,  and  we  want 
municipal  authority  exercised  to  enforce 
hereafter  the  maintenance  and  operation 
of  the  line.  If  It  is  necessary,  or  will 
conduce  to  bringing  this  about,  we  can 
walk  for  a  while  In  the  summer  when 
the  birds  are  singing  and  the  flowers  are 
in  bloom  and  the  fruit  is  ripening  on  the 
branch,  but  we  would  be  much  obliged 
If  everyone  would  not  feel  It  neces-sary 
to  refer  to  It  on  all  occasions  wherever 
we  meet  them. 

The  purpose  of  this  communication  !s 
to  draw  attention  to  the  real  situation, 
show  how  It  looks  to  a  poor  citizen  up  a

Samuel    A.    Stambaugh 

Ends  His  Life  With 

Gas. 

Samuel  A.  Stambaugh.  of  326  East  Sec- 
ond street,  was  found  dead  In  his  bed  early 
Sunday  morning.  death  having  been 
caused  by  gas.  Death  came  through  sui- 
cidal latent  plainly  ev^ldenced  by  the  cir- 
cumstances surrounding  the  finding  of 
the  body.  One  end  of  a  flexible  tube  was 
attached  to  a  gas  jet  and  the  other  end 
was  In  the  suicide's  mouth.  Coroner  Boyer 
nnd  Dr.  Stewart  viewed  the  remains  and 
it  was  decided  bv  the  coroner  that  no  in- 
quest would  be  necessary.  The  funeral 
will  take   place  on  Tuesday. 

He  has  been  out  of  omi)loyment  for  some 
time.  For  several  years  past  he  is  said 
to  have  drunk  to  excess.  Saturday  night 
he  left  the  house  and  his  sistar  wahed  for 
his  return  unill  a  late  hour,  finally  re- 
tiring. It  is  supposed  That  Stamljaugh 
returned  toward  morning.  The  sister  found 
the  body  of  her  brother  cold  In  death 
when  she  went  to  call  him  in  the  morning. 

Samuel  Stambaugh  came  to  Duluth  from 
Pennsylvania  about  eight  years  ago  as 
the  confidential  employe  of  Peter  Kim- 
berly.  Afterward  he  became  bookkeeper 
for  D.  T.  Adams,  but  lost  his  position. 
About  three  years  ago  h^  is  said  to  have 
suffered  from  a  lapse  of  memory  and 
went  to  Lansing.  Mich..  1  but- did  not  re- 
member ho-w  he  got  there.  'He  was  42 
years  of  age.  a  graduat«iv  «*f  »  Cincinnati 
college  and  was  an  acvompJished  man. 
He  at  one  time  lived  at  Big  Rapids.  Mich. 
The  wife  died  a  few  years  j^go  leaving 
him  with  five  children  hanging  in  ages 
from  7  to  In  years.  The  (Trilldren  have  been 
looked  after  by  their  aunt.  Mrs.  Eleanor 
Shields,  of  326  East  Second  st.reet.

London.  July  l.-^The  Daily  News  pub- 
lishes an  article  by  its  parliamentary 
correspondent  on  the  political  situation 
in  Cape  Colony,  in  view  of  the  proi-oga- 
tion  of  the  Cape  parliament,  the  writer 
saying  that  an  issue  of  the  gravest  mo- 
ment, namely,  the  suspension  of  the 
constitution  of  the  Cape  Colony  !•»  in- 
volved.

He 
died  within  a  short  time  tnd  the  doctor 
Immediately  surrendered  himself  to  the 
authorities  and  his  trial  has  resulted  in 
acquittal.  Dr.  Wlntner  was  forra^jrly  a

It    Is    gratifying     to 
learn  that  the  govern- 
ment    of     the     Unlled 
States   has   decided    to 
Bullion.  ^o     the    square     thins 

and  return  to  China 
ta7«.000  in  silver  bullion  taken  from  the 
salt  tax  yamen  in  Tien-Tsin  by  American 
troops.  This  bullion  was  deposited  In  a 
bank  In  China,  and  a  check  covering  the 
amount  sent  to  the  treasury  department 
In  Washington.  As  China  Is  to  pay  an  In- 
demnity for  the  whole  war  the  authori- 
ties here  regard  It  as  unfair  to  keep  the 
money  seized  as  a  military  measure.  When 
the  peace  negotiations  have  been  con- 
cluded the  government  will  arrange  lo 
return  the  bullion.  Tlie  seizure  referred 
to  occurred  last  July,  when  the  American 
marines  entered  Tlen-Tsln  after  the  two 
days"  lighting.  They  captured  Chinese 
«llver  coin  to  the  value  of  $376,000  in  cold. 
'Which  had  been  In  the  possession  of  the 
collector  of  Ihe  Clhinese  tax  on  salt.  They 
had  the  honesty  to  turn  it  In  offlclally.  a 
fact  which  was  widely  commented  upon 
at  the  time  In  connection  with  the  reign 
of  loot  In  the  other  allied  camps.  Last 
Ociober  Secretay  Long  received  drafts 
on  Hong-Kong  for  the  amount,  which  he 
turned  In  to  the  treasury  of  the  United 
States,  where  it  Is  still  held  subject  to  his 
order,  with  the  approval  of  the  president. 
The  American  marines  discovered  this 
great  sum  of  coin  mingled  with  a  mass 
of  bricks  and  mortar  and  refuse  of  all 
sorts  in  the  ruins  of  fhe  treasury  build- 
ing, which  was  shelled  during  the  bat:ie 
of  Tlen-TsIn.  The  return  of  this  money 
Is  a  bright  feature  In  contrast  with  the 
reign  of  loot.

phere the  colony  of 
Newfoundland  shows  large  gains  in  its 
comm-^Tce,  the  customs  returns  for  the 
year  ending  June  30,  1900,  showing  the 
largest  exports  In  its  history.  The  amount 
for  the  year  Is  $8,597,414,  as  compared  with 
16.936.315  the  previous  year.  Brazil  con- 
tinues to  be  tho  best  customer  of  the  col- 
ony. Its  purchases  amounting  to  1!2.06S.586, 
the  I'nited  Kingdom  coming  next  with 
|1.942,0;t3;  Portugal,  $1,009,027;  United 
States,  $97u,r,63;  Gibraltar.  $972,085,  atul 
Canada,  $520,137.  Although  sixth  In  the 
list  of  purcha.sers,  Canada  heads  the  rec- 
ord of  commodities  sold  to  Newfoundland, 
Ihe  Importation  from  the  Dominion  hav- 
ing been  $2,806,490;  United  Kingdom,  $2,- 
224,353;  United  States,  $l.Wt3,505.  The  total 
Importations  were  $7,497,147,  as  compared 
with  $6,311,244  the  previous  year.  Th« 
great  bulk  of  the  Importations  from  Can- 
ada sells  to  Newfoundland  In  greater 
quantities  than  aiky  other  country  are  ap- 
ples, sheep,  beans,  butter,  cheese,  fresh 
■neat,  oatmeal,  peas,  poultry,  eggs,  hay. 
borses,  oats,  cattle  potatoes.  In  most  of 
these  articles  the  IXjminlon  has  a  decid- 
ed lead,  and  Is  steadily  drawing  away 
from  its  rivals,  which  shows  the  value  of 
propinquity  and  ei^je  of  communication. 
Canada  ha^  no  advantage  In  regard  to  the 
Jtfties,  the  Imposts  being  the  same  for  all 
tountries.  Newfoundland's  leading  ex- 
port was,  of  course,  dried  cod,  the  valuo 
In  IIWO  being  $5,453,538.  F'or  the  first  time 
the  exports  of  fresh  cod  wore  of  suffi- 
cient value  to  be  worth  ciuoting,  najne- 
ly,  $16ol.     There  is   a  great  possibility  of 


expansion  in  the  exportation  of  freBh  fish 
by  refrigerated  transportation.  Let  It  be 
hoped  that  small  as  this  sum  is.  It  is  the 
beginning  of  a  great  trade.  The  figures 
of  the  pickled  herring  ituluatry  do  not 
»h»w  the  returns  that  would  be  desired. 
The  exports  of  copper  were  $617,016,  the 
largest  since  1892,  and  of  Iron  ore  $313,940, 
the  greatest  sum  yet  reached,  although 
this  export  will  show  Ktlll  greater  figures 
for  the  years  to  come.  Newfoundland  ap- 
pears to  have  been  satisfactorily  prosper- 
ous. 


THE  BRITISH  NXVY. 

The  elleged  unpreparedness  of  the 
Brllish  lieets  has  ben  a  theme  of  dls- 
ciis.«don  latly  by  naval  experts  In  Eng- 
land, who  have  regarded  th*  recent 
failure  of  a  squadron  to  quickly  mobil- 
ize in  the  Mediterranean  as  an  indica- 
tion that  the  British  navy  is  not  in  a 
condition  of  readiness  for  instant  ser- 
vice. 

The  views  expressed  nbro.ad  and  the 
oaiistic  criticism  aimed  at  the  respcn- 
.«i;)lvi  n.ival  officials  have  been  keenly 
relished  and  discus.sed  by  American 
oflictrs.  who  seem  to  discern  in  the  so- 
called  unreadiness  of  Britain's  big  fleets 
evidences  of  a  radical  defect  similar  to 
that  which  brought  crushing  defeat  to 
the  English  army  during  the  early 
months  of  the  South  African  war. 

Recently  there  has  been  a  great  out- 
cry in  the  British  naval  service  over 
tho  type  of  boiler  u.se<J  In  warships,  and 
a  board  has  found  that  at  least  $10,000,- 
000  will  be  required  to  place  rellabU 
boilers  in  the  best  British  warships. 
Weaknesjses  In  machinery  departments, 
defects  in  ordnance  and,  worse  than  all 
in  the  opinion  of  naval  men,  thi  un- 
readiness of  the  personnel  to  commis- 
sion ships  speedily  render  the  service 
incapable  of  that  dispatch  which  Great 
Britain  has  encouraged,  and  which  ijhe 
some  day  may  be  calle  1  upon  to  dis- 
play against  an  enemy  cnly  a  few  miles 
from  her  shores. 

Naval  officers  In  Washington  are  wont 
to  regard  the  British  service  as  the 
pink  of  perfection,  unequaled  by  any 
except  their  own.  but  In  the  light  of 
recent  disclosures  they  have  concluded 
there  may  be  weakness  In  the  system 
of  holding  ships  for  in.stant  service  and 
then  discovering  they  cannot  be  speed- 
ily coir. missioned  and  sent  away.  Such 
a  condition,  if  not  correoted.  It  Is 
thought  here  might  tend  to  seriou.sly 
cndankjer  the  prestige  of  Britain's  navy. 
Thi  rt  Is  no  doubt  that  British  naval 
experts  are  alarmed  by  recent  dlsclo- 
suies  and  regard  them  as  of  the  utmost 
Importance  to  fhe  nation.  They  hold 
that  it  a  big  fieet  cannot  be  mobilized 
quickly  for  service  in  the  Mediter- 
ranean, It  might  be  shown  that  a  strong 
force  could  not  form  In  the  Britl«(h 
channel  speedily  In  case  of  threatened 
attack  by  Itussia  and  France. 

The  forthcoming  maneuvers  of  the 
famous  "Red  and  White  squadron"  are 
expected  to  nhake  up  the  dry  bones  ol 
the  service  and  bring  British  naval  men 
to  a  realization  of  the  fact  that  If  Eng- 
land's safety  lies  in  her  naval  strength, 
efficiency  and  preparedness  cannot  be 
overlooked.  The  discovery  that  tne 
British  navy  is  not  up  to  date,  and  is 
Inefficiently  officered.  Is  calculated  to 
give  John  Bull  cold  shlveri?. 


FRENCH  WHEAT  SHORTAGE. 

The  farmers  of  the  Northwest  and 
the  grain  shippers  of  Duluth  will  be 
much  Interested  In  the  report  from 
Paris  that  the  shortage  In  the  French 
wheat  crop  will  probably  necessitate  the 
Importation  of  at  least  26,000,000  bushels 
this  year. 

France  lmport.s  wheat  chiefly  from  the 
United  States  and  the  Argentine  le- 
public.  but  the  duties  Imposed  on  Ameri- 
can wheat  and  flour  have  been  practical- 
ly prohibitive  since  1895.  The  figures  of 
exports  of  American  wheat  and  fijur  to 
France  In  1891  were  valued  at  $12,590,322. 
In  1892  the  exportatlons  rose  to  42,139,488 
bushels,  valued  at  $43,778,633. 

The  department  of  agriculture  has  re- 
cently dispatched  Its  chief  statistician 
to  Europe.  He  is  now  engaged  In  col- 
lecting statistics  as  to  the  production  of 
wheat  and  other  cereals  in  all  contin- 
ental countries  with  the  view  of  fur- 
nishing a  definite  Idea  as  to  the  extent 
to  which  Amerlcal  wheat  Is  likely  to  be 
in  demand. 

Crop  reports  indicate  that  the  Unlled 
States  will  be  able  to  meet  all  the  de- 
mands from  abroad  for  cereals  and 
breadstuffs.  and  the  shortage  in  France 
and  probably  In  other  European  coun- 
tries should  result  In  better  prices  for 
our  wheat.  The  French  duty  on  wheat 
Is  37  cents  a  bushel,  but.  In  view  of  the 
shortage  In  the  crop  In  France,  It  is 
likely  to  be  temporarily  suspended. 


FOURTH  OF  JULY  EXPLOSIVES. 

The  mayors  of  nearly  all  the  leading 
cities  in  the  country  have  taken  steps 
to  regulate  the  sale  and  use  of  Fourth 
of  July  explosive.s,  and  Mayor  Hugo 
should  promptly  place  DuUuh  In  line  in 
thi.s  respect.  Mayor  Harrison  of  Chi- 
cago has  taken  a  stand  that  will  win 
the  prai.se  and  hearty  support  of  all  In- 
telligent and  .<»enslbl|^  people.  He  has 
put  not  only  the  firl?!|l:  but  the  sale  of 
cannon  crackers,  toy  pistols,  cannon, 
nTietallic  caps  and  railway  torpedoes 
under  a  legal  ban,  not  only  before  but 
on  the  Fourth  of  July.  Dealers  exhibit- 
ing these  articles  are  pre.sumed  to  in- 
tend selling  them,  and  are  made  liable 
to  arrest. 

Mayor  Amee  of  Minneapolis  has  Is- 
sued instructions  to  the  police  depart- 
ment to  suppress  all  Improper  celebra- 
tions and  dangerous  exhibitions.  His 
proclamaiotn  says: 

"No  fire  arms  of  any  description  or 
character  are  to  be  fired  within  the  clly 
limits.  Under  no  circumstances  will  the 
shooting  of  revolvers,  guns  or  small 
cannon  (or  any  device  used  as  a  can- 
non) be  permitted.  Officer.'?  are  to  see 
that  this  order  Is  strlctlj-  enforced.  Spe- 
cial vlgilence  shall  be  exercised  in  see- 
ing that  no  explosives  of  any  kind  ore 
placed  on  the  street  car  tracks.  In 
years  past  complaints  In  large  numbers 
have  come  to  the  authorities  that  acci- 
dents of  a  serious  nature  have  been 
narrowly  averted  through  thla  repre- 
hensible practice.  Women  and  children 
have  been  frightened,  and  as  a  result 
frequent  serious  results  have  followed. 
In  no  way  can  this  practice  bo  look«d 


upon  as  a  reasonable  or  Justifiable  cele- 
bration of  the  holiday^  mmI  oiBcers  will 
arrest  on  sight. 

"Special  care  muet  be  taken  that  no 
explosives  of  any  kind  are  used  in 
alleys.  Where  they  are  permitted,  they 
must  be  exploded  or  set  off  In  the 
streets.  As  far  as  possible  they  should 
also  be  kept  from  sidewalks.  In  the 
business  district  of  the  city  the  police, 
are  to  exact  special  watchfulness  In  see- 
ing that  the  appended  ordinance  is 
strictly  enforced.  Wherever  a  business 
plant  Is  located  there  fireworks  will  not 
be  tolerated,  and  nowhere  In  the  vicinity 
of  woodyards  or  other  extra-Inflam- 
mable property  must  any  sort  of  an  ex- 
plosive be  used.  Bombs  and  giant  fire 
crackers,  even  in  districts  where  per- 
miK*.ion  has  been  given  for  the  displ.iy 
and  use  of  fireworks,  wiP  not  be  allowed 
except  under  the  direction  of  the 
police." 

Similar  regulations  should  be  en- 
forced In  Duluth.  It  is  not  necessary, 
in  order  to  properly  celebrate  the 
Fourth,  to  endanger  lives  and  property, 
nor  to  offend  sensitive  people  by  the 
discharge  of  cannon  crackers  and  simi- 
lar ear-splltting  explosives.  There  were 
n^ore  people  killed  and  Injured  In  the 
United  States  last  Fourth  of  July  by 
the  reckless  use  of  explosives,  than  In 
any  battle  in  the  South  African  war, 
and  there  were  several  serious  accidents 
In  Duluth  from  that  cause.  The  au- 
thorities of  Duluth  should  follow  the 
splendid  example  set  by  the  mayors  of 
Chicago  and  Minneapolis. 

STREET  CAR  COMPETITION. 

The  people  of  Woodland,  one  of  the 
most  attractive  suburbs  of  Duluth,  are 
again  deprived  of  street  car  service, 
owing  to  a  dispute  between  the  Duluth- 
Superlor  Traction  company  and  the 
Woodland  company.  The  latter  com- 
pany owns  the  line  from  the  point  where 
it  leaves  Fourth  street  east,  and  the 
Traction  company  refuses  to  longer 
operate  It  unless  extensive  repairs  are 
made  or  the  Woodland  company  re- 
linquishes ownership  of  the  line.  On 
the  other  hand,  the  Woodland  company. 
It  Is  said,  has  set  a  price  upon  the  line 
which  It  deems  reasonable,  and  the  Trac- 
tion company  refuses  to  pay  the  sum 
demanded.  Both  sides  refuse  to  yield, 
and  meanwhile  the  people  are  deprived 
of  the  street  car  service  to  which  they 
are  entitled. 

The  Herald  does  not  propose  to  pass 
judgment  on  the  quarrel  between  the 
two  companies.  It  does  believe,  however, 
that  the  residents  of  Woodland  and  other 
people  who  desire  to  visit  that  suburb 
are  entitled  to  continuous,  first-class 
service,  and  that  it  is  the  duty  of  the 
common  council  and  the  city's  legal  de- 
partment to  compel  the  two  companies 
to  furnlfcti  such  service  at  once  or  grant 
lo  some  other  company  authority  to 
build  and  operate  a  line. 

In  another  column  will  be  found  a 
letter  from  Attorney  J.  L.  Washburn, 
who  lives  at  Woodland  and  has  personal 
knowledge  of  the  matter.  Mr.  Washburn 
says  that  If  the  council  will  grant  au- 
thority for  the  construction  of  a  street 
car  line  on  First  street  east  from  the 
pcstoffice  and  on  Woodland  avenue  and 
connecting  streets,  he  will  organize  a 
home  company  and  start  a  street  car 
line  that  will  give  such  fine  service  that 
people  will  be  anxious  to  travel  on  It. 
This  would.  Indeed,  be  a  splendid  way  of 
settling  the  whole  dispute,  and  It  might 
result  in  Duluth  getting  a  street  car 
service  more  nearly  up-to-date  than  the 
present  one.  There  are  other  sections 
of  the  city  besides  Woodland  that  should 
have  street  car  service,  and  perhaps  if 
a  new  company  were  organized  they 
might  get  It.  The  present  company 
might  at  the  same  time  find  It  advisable 
to  put  the  Fourth  street  lines  in  goou 
condition,  so  that  people  could  ride  on 
them  with  some  degree  of  comfort.  By 
all  means,  let  us  have  some  competition 
in  the  street  car  business.    It  is  needed. 


In  correction  with  the  determination 
of  the  Immigration  authorities  to  exclude 
from  our  ports  all  aliens  suffering  from 
tuberculosis  It  has  been  ascertained  that 
practically  all  Immigrants  afflicted  with 
this  disease  came  from  European  coun- 
tries and  Russia.  It  was  recently  report- 
ed that  the  bulk  of  tuberculosis  Immi- 
grants arriving  here  were  Orientals,  and 
In  ord.--r  to  see  whether  this  report  were 
correct.  Commissioner  General  Powd.-fiy 
called  on  the  New  York.  Boston  and 
PhllaJelphla  offices  for  reports  of  the 
number  of  Immigrants  reporting  at  those 
statlo.is  since  May  1.  1900,  suffering  from 
this  disease  The  report*  have  been  re- 
ceived and  show  that  not  a  single  Orien- 
tal with  tuberculosis  arrived  at  our  ports 
during  that  time.  Ten  immigrants  with 
this  disease  were  rejected  at  the  New 
York  port,  their  nationalities  being  as  fol- 
lows: Irish.  2;  English.  2;  Italian,  north- 
ern, 1;  Italian,  southern,  2;  Roumanian 
Hebrew.  1;  Russian  Hebrew,  2.  There 
were  seven  rejected  at  Philadelpi.ia.  as 
follows:  Italian,  2;  Irish.  1;  Hungarian,  1; 
Barbidoes.  1;  Russian.  2.  But  one  tuber- 
culosis victim,  an  Irishman,  repirted  at 
Boston  during  that  jieriod.  Commi3slon- 
er  General  Powderly  Is  convinced  fr&m 
the-so  reports  that  the  Orientals  are  not 
subject  to  the  disease  as  much  as  the  resi- 
dents  of    Euroi)e    and    Russia. 

Senator  Piatt,  of  Connecticut,  has  very 
pronounced  views  about  the  future  of 
Cuba  and  has  had  no  hesitancy  In  making 
them  known  both  In  congress  and  out. 
That  he  has  not  changed  his  mind  any  Is 
shown  by  his  article  in  the  Independent 
last  week.  He  says  that  the  United 
States  will  Insist  that  the  new  Cuban 
republic  shall  \ye~K  real  republic.  It  Is  to 
be  no  ordinary  Latin-American  govern- 
ment on  the  verge  of  civil  strife,  when 
not  actually  engaged  in  revolution.  He 
thinks  that  the  United  States  will  be  a 
stern  protector,  and  while  we  will  hope 
and  believe  that  the  Culmns  will  succeed 
In  establishing  a  stable  Independent  state. 
we  win  stand  ready  to  Intervene  if  hopes 
and  beliefs  are  not  realized.  The  i^ourse 
of  political  affairs  In  the  Island  will  be 
viewed,  therefore,  with  close  interest  and 
concern  during  the  next  few  months,  and 
the  Cubans  who  are  placed  in  a  way 
upon  their  good  behavior  may  be  expected 
to  give  the  world  the  best  possible  exhi- 
bition of  their  capacity  for  self-govern- 
ment.

T>nrson  contorted  his  visage  expres- 
sively.

Numerous  paper  lanterns  rivaled  the 
splendor  of  twenty  white  uniforms  In  the 
pavilion  that  served  for  a  banquet  hall, 
and  the  glory  thereof  was  full  compensa- 
tion to  Don  Felipe  'o-  an  expenditure 
that  ordinarily  would  have  been  heart- 
rending. He  was  eloquent  In  lame  Eng- 
lish, and  there  was  free  flowing  of  good 
wine  and   bad   toasts. 

"Ellos      Socorrodores.    Tho      Rescuers 
announced    the    toastmaster.      and      their 
ho«t  made  Turner  and  Larson  feel  them- 
selves heroes  indeed.   He  forgot  animosi- 
ties, and  poured  forth  his  soul. 

I^arson  was  touched.  He  whispered: 

"Say.  Turner,  don't  you  think,  really 
now  "that  the  old  gent  Is  coming  around 
all  right?  Mevbe  we'd  better  not—" 

"Yes.  we  had.  too.  Suppose  we'd  be  get- 
ting anv  of  that  If  't  cost  him  anything? 
Don't  be  easy— and  let  up  on  the  cognac. 

Don  Felipe's  commercial  English  was 
too  limited  for  use  on  an  occasion  like 
this,  and  In  his  native  tongue,  thus  In- 
terpreted, he  concluded: 

"Rescuers,  heroes,  you  have  rstored 
to  me  the  light  of  my  soul.  I  owe  >-ou 
the  life  of  my  beloved  son.  and  I  repay 
you,  senores.  with  the  only  reward  which 
the  poor  may  bestow,  or  which  heroes 
can  desire:   senoreF.   I   thank  you!" 

Principals  and  witnesses  signed  legal 
documents  and  Turner  and  T^irson  be- 
came owners  of  "La  Honradez." 

Don  Felipe  was  about  to  give  the  signal 
for  resuming  festivities  when  a  servant 
brought  a  letter.  It  was  from  the  planta- 
tion. He  broke  the  seal  and  read: 

"Honorable  Master:  I  hasten  to  "write 
to  you  of  what  happened  when  the  two 
Americans  were  here  three  weeks  ago. 
One  afternoon  when  we  were  all  fishing 
In  the  river  when  It  cut  through  during 
the  last  rains  I  dropped  by  fish  pail  m

"Your  honor's  faithful  and  h">2,ble  JiflT- 
ant  PEDRO. 

Don  Felipe  felt  genuine  emotion  now. 
His  nails  blanched,  but  he  did  not  swear; 
Turner  was  watching  him.  And  it  was 
necessary  to  act.  He  signed  for  silence 
after  a  moment,  and  said.  In  a  broken 
voice:  ,  ^. 

"Senores,  a  letter  from  my  mother— on 
her  death  bed.

Many  Anxious  to  Be  Elevator 
Watchman. 

Recent  reports  to  the  effect  that  ghosts 
hold  high  carnival  at  night  In  the  Great 
Northern  steel  elevator  at  Superior  have 
proven  at  least  that  there  are  a  great 
many  men  at  the  head  of  the  lakes  for 
whom  the  alleged  visitors  from  another 
world  have  no  terrors.

Ole    Knuseth,   a    Leper, 

Ends    His   Own 

Life. 

For  a  couple  of  years  the  St.  lymls 
county  authorities  have  been  mightily 
puzzled  as  to  what  they  could  do  with  a 
leper  whose  case  was  discovered  within 
the  county  boundaries.  Kvery  possible 
means  of  providing  for  him  was  consid- 
ered and  tried,  and  finally  the  unfortu- 
nate victim  of  Ibis  dread  disease  settled 
the  matter  by  taking  his  owu  life  Satur- 
day afternoon. 

Ole  Knuseih,  45  years  of  age.  and  for 
the  pa.si  fiiurteen  years  a  leper  patient 
and  cared  for  by  tne  county  during  the 
past  year,  commuted  suicide  on  Saturday 
alternoon.  by  hanging  himself,  at  a  farm 
about  seventeen  mtleit  from  the  city,  where 
he  had  been  placed  for  kt<eplng.  Knuseih 
lived  fit  the  liume  if  S.  Larson  and  Sat- 
urday noon,  not  appearing  for  his  dinner. 
Mr.  Larson  sent  his  boy  out  to  look  for 
the  at  dieted  nia«i.  The  boy  returned  with 
the  information  that  Knuseth  would  be  in 
shortly,  but  as  he  failed  to  put  in  an  ap- 
pearance, Mr.  Larson  maile  a  search  and 
found  the  body  suspended  from  a  stiek 
of  timber  at  the  rear  of  the  barn.  Knu- 
seih had  placed  the  noose  about  his  neck 
and  sunk  to  his  knees.  Superintendent  of 
Poor  A.  P.  Cook  was  notified  and  he  in 
turn   sent   for  Coroner  Boyer. 

l)T.  Kklund.  of  this  cl:y.  is  best  ac- 
quainted with  the  particulars  of  Knuseth's 
case.  He  says  that  he  eame  to  this  coun- 
iry  about  eighti^n  years  ago  from  Nor- 
way and  worked  about  as  a  common  la- 
b<irer.  While  tre*»tlng  Kunseth  for  ty- 
phoid fever  aboui  fourte«-n  years  ago,  Ur. 
Kklund  noticed  symptoms  of  the  dread 
disease,  leprosy,  and  on  Investigation  It 
was  found  that  the  afflicted  man  came 
from  the  leprosy  disirlet  In  Norwav.  An 
effort  was  made  to  have  Knuseth  sent 
back  to  Norway,  but  the  transportation 
companies  did  not  take  kindly  to  the  idea 
of  carrying  him  and  the  Norwegian  gov- 
ernment objected  lo  receiving  him  because 
Knuseth  had  sworn  allegiance  to  this 
country.  When  It  w;t3  seen  that  nothing 
el.se  couid  be  done  for  him.  Knuseth  was 
taken  In  charge  by  the  county  and  sent 
out  lo  Mr.  I>;irson's  farm.  The  last  time 
that  he  came  to  the  city  was  about  eight 
months  ago.  At  that  time  he  was  nearly 
blind  and  i  ould  scarcely  talk.  So  slowly 
do  the  ravages  of  the  terrible  dlaea.*?© 
work.  Dr.  Kklund  says,  that  Knuseth 
miKht  have  lived  for  several  years  longer 
hail  he  not  become  discouraged  and  taken 
hi.s  own  life.  The  n-malna  of  the  unfor- 
tunate man  will  be  burled  at  some  dis- 
tance from  the  city,  the  law  requiring  that 
the  gr.Tve  be  marked  by  a  slab  of  atone. 

The  case  has  been  a  very  interesting  one 
from  the  facl  that  the  disease  is  not  a 
familiar  one  to  most  of  the  American 
I>eople.  who  see  very  little  of  It.  Accord- 
ing to  the  statement  of  some  physicians 
the  disease  Is  not  so  contagious  as  many 
jjeople  have  tv>en  led  to  think.  The  county 
authorities  have  b^ien  puzxied  for  some 
time  as  to  what  disposition  to  make  of 
the  afflieted  man  but  he  has  taken  the 
matter  Into  his  own  hands  and  saved 
them   all   future  trouble.

BETTER  STAY  AT  HOME. 


Better   Farming  Land    Here 
Than  In  Washington. 

Thomas  Devine,  the  well-known  ex- 
plorer, in  a  letter  to  a  Duluth  friend, 
has  something  to  say  about  the  Port- 
land, Ore.,  region,  from  which  place  he 
writes  as  follows: 

"There  is  not  a  handsomer  city  in  the 
United  States  or  in  the  world  than  Port- 
land, and  the  farming  country  here- 
abouts cannot  be  excelled  anywhere.  In 
timber  many  Duluth  peojile  are  inter- 
ested. As  to  a  poor  man's  chance  for 
getting  farming  land,  I  will  say  that 
1  would  as  soon — in  fact,  sooner — go 
north  of  Duluth  and  locate  on  the 
Miller  trunk  road  and  settle  on  land 
than  to  come  out  here  and  grub  out 
stumps  with  dynamite.  It  will  take 
one  a  week,  after  one  stump  is  blown 
out,  to  clear  away  what  is  left  of  It 
with  a  span  of  horses.  City  folks  who 
wish  to  have  some  plaoe  for  their 
families  to  recuperate  pay  as  high  as 
$80  per  acre  for  clearing  land,  and  after 
it  is  cleared  it  is  not  worth  half  that, 
for  you  can  buy  Improved  famis  for  $.10 
to  $40  per  acre.  Wages  run  from  80  cents 
to  $2  per  day.  In  the  mills  it  Is  $1.25 
to  $1.50  per  day  for  con>mon  labor.  On 
the  farms  the  men  get  up  at  2  a.  m. 
to  milk  the  cows  and  work  hard  all  day. 
Still  1  will  admit  that  they  do  not  work 
as  briskly  here  as  they  do  In  Minne- 
sota. 

"Portland  can  be  proud  of  her  hotels, 
for  she  Is  equipped  with  a  number  of 
very  handsome  ones." 

In  conclusion  Mr.  De\*lne  says  that  in 
his  next  letter  he  will  have  something 
to  say  about  the  people  that  are  locating 
on  timber  claims  out  that- way,  and 
his  manner  of  referring  to  them  indi- 
cates a  doubt  on  his  part  as  to  the 
wisdom  of  their  action.

TELLS  IT  DIFFERENTLY. 

Bay  City  Detective  Tells  of 
Groulx's  Crime. 

Detective  Benson,  of  Bay  City.  Mich,, 
started  on  Saturday  for  Bay  City, 
Mich.,  with  William  Groulx,  alias  La 
Joie,  who  was  arrested  by  Detective  Ir- 
vine, of  this  city,  at  the  request  of  the 
Bay  City  authorities  last  week.  Detec- 
tive Benson  tells  a  different  story  than 
that  put  up  by  Groulx  at  the  time  of 
his  arrest  and  asserts  that  there  is  a 
pretty  clear  case  of  manslaughter 
hanging  over  the  latter's  head  In  the 
Michigan  city.

Detsctlve  Troyer  returned  from  Minne- 
apolis lasc  evening,  havlni?  in  custody 
David  C.  Undsay,  who  was  arrested  by 
the  police  at  Minneapolis  and  held  for 
the  local  authorities.  The  charge  against 
Lindsay  Is  that  he  has  been  deffjudlng 
a  larsre  number  of  business  and  profee- 
slonal  men  of  this  city,  complaint  navlng 
been  made  by  Attorney  Theodore  Hollis- 
ler,  who  claims  to  have  been  defraiided 
off  IC5.  .  .,      , 

Lindsay  Is  a  cruiser,  explorer  and  al- 
leged discoverer  of  valuable  Iron  proper- 
ty. While  cruising  about  thirvy  miles 
northea.st  of  Tower,  last  spring,  in  sec- 
tion 17-«7-14,  Lindsay  thought  that  he  had 
discovered  a  valuable  ore  proposition  and 
came  back  to  this  city  where  he  told  a 
number  of  men  of  his  alleged  And.  He 
aKso  showed  samples  of  iron  ore  and  read- 
ilj-  interested  a  number  of  Duluthlans  In 
tlie  project.  These  men  furnlsaed  the 
futids  and  Lindsay  was  to  have  the  work 
done  and  receive  a  third  of  the  stock.  H« 
was  lo  have  sent  out  men  to  look  over 
the  property.  In  the  meantlnM  ihe  Du- 
luth people  Interested  In  the  proposition 
scrlpped  the  land  as  most  of  It  belonged 
to  the  government.  Lindsay  is  said  to 
have  returned  to  the  city  last  we>ek  and 
stated  that  the  property  was  not  what  he 
expfnited.  In  fact,  was  worthless.  He  ap- 
peared confident,  however,  that  there  wua 
a  vein  some  place.

There  was  free 
llgui.latlon.  and  later  reports  of  rain  in 
N«  hriska  and  threatened  weather  in 
Iowa,  the  mf»rket  sold  off,  for  tlie  time 
being  It  Is  alm<ist  entirely  a  weather  mar- 
ket.

FORFEITED  SALE. 


It  Is  on  In   Earnest  at  Court 
House. 

County  Auditor  Halden  this  morning 
put  in  the  first  full  half  day  of  the  for- 
feited tax  sale,  the  li^Jts  having  all  been 
corrected  up  to  and  including  the  latest 
decision  of  the  supreme  court.  There 
was  a  fair  crowd  in  attk'^  lance  at  the 
sale,  but  the  biddln.g  for  property  was 
not  wildly  active,  neither  was  there  any 
falling  over  each  other  on  the  part  of 
the  people  there  to  get  property.  All 
that  was  sold  went  at  .50  per  cent  of  the 
taxes,  which  is  the  least  it  can  be

anybody  is  willing  to  offer  apparently. 

Mr.  Halden  expects  the  sale  to  last  a 
couple  of  days  longer,  and  perhaps,  if 
such  a  thing  should  happen  as  some 
spirited  bidding  for  property,  it  may 
last  longer.  The  chances  are.  however, 
that  there  will  be  no  spirited  biddUjg, 
and  that  the  sale  will  be  over  by  Wed- 
nesday. 

Sale  of  Lumber. 

Lumber  buyers  are  very  scarce  in  Du- 
luth today.  One  sale  was  recorded 
Saturday,  C.  R.  Ash  disposing  of  6.000,- 
000  feet  of  Norway  and  white  pine  to 
Eastern  parties.  The  lumber  was  cut 
in  M.iy  and  shipment  will  begin  within 
two  v/eeks,  most  of  the  lot  going  to  Chi- 
cago. During  the  storm  of  last  FVi- 
day  afternoon,  the  Tower  Lumijer  com- 
pany last  1.000,000  feet  of  logs  from  a 
raft  in  Vermilion  lake,  and  their  tug 
Holland  was  disabled  and  has  been  an- 
chored ever  since.

Cleveland  Consignees  Are 
Said  to  Be  Perni- 
ciously Active. 


Going   Rate  on  Lumber 

$2.50  to  Lake  Erie 

Ports. 


A  lively  fight  over  lumber  freights  is  a 
strong  pos.sibility,  and  there  is  already  a 
good  deal  of  feeling  over  It.  The  lumber 
rate  just  now  Is  $2.50  to  Lake  Erie,  but  the 
consignees  are  attempting  to  beat  it  down 
to  $2.25,  and  the  Cleveland  consignees  are 
particularly  active  in  the  matter.  They 
have  even  called  a  meeting  of  lumbermen 
there  and  at  other  receiving  points  to 
see  If  gome  united  action,  cannot  l>e  laken 
to  crowd  the  rate  down. 

■The  vesselmen.  on  the  other  hand,  are 
sticking  hrmly  for  $2.50,  and  it  Is  their 
intention  to  keep  the  rate  there  until  full 
when  a  raie  of  ?3  will  succeed.  The  action 
of  the  Cleveland  consignees  is  arousing 
a  good  deal  of  warmth  among  the  vessel 
agencies,  and  if  the  reports  about  the 
Cleveland  people  turn  out  to  be  true  it  is 
said  that  it  will  not  be  at  all  Improbable 
that  a  boycott  will  be  levied  on  Cleveland, 
and  that  vessel  agents  will  not  provide 
that  port  with  tonnage  when  they  can 
send  It  elsewhere. 

This  will  make  a  rather  strong  retalia- 
torv  move,  and  if  It  Is  carried  out.  and 
ihe  Cleveland  men  Invite  It  by  persisting 
In  their  efforts  to  crowd  dow-n  the  rate, 
the  light  may  assume  Interesting  propor- 
tions. 

The  vesselman  are  fiim  In  their  belief 
that  the  $2.50  rate  is  Jhe  proper  one,  and 
they  say  they  do  not  intena  to  recede  from 
that  position.  One  lumber  dealer,  who 
also  owns  vessel  tonnage,  says  U.%  letiS 
to  a  Duluth  Vf>s8el  agent:  "Before  we  KOi 
tonnage  of  our  own  we  were  bears  on  the 
rate,  as  you  may  remember,  and  it  was 
our  Idea  that  when  the  rate  got  up  to  $2.50 
the  vessel  owner  was  rolling  in  wealth. 
Since  we  have  had  boats  of  our  own  to 
handle,  and  have  had  to  i>ay  ihe  expenses, 
I  am  firmly  convinced  that  there  is  no 
money  in  the  $2.25  rate  for  the  vesselmen. 
He  may  get  out  even  If  he  Is  lucky,  and 
he  may  not.  The  $2.50  rate  Is  the  proper 
one.  and  it  must  be  maintained.  We  are 
anxious  to  have  our  lumber  yards  mal<c 
money,  but  we  do  not  care  to  lose  it  on 
our  vessels.  The  going  rate  Is  $2.50.  and 
It  ought  to  stay  there  until  fall,  when  it 
will  be  time  for  a  $.3  rate."

PRESTON  WRECKED. 
Winnipeg.  Man.,  July  1.— Word  has 
reached  the  city  of  the  wreck  on  Lake 
Superior  of  the  steamer  Preston  in  charge 
of  Capt.  Barlow,  of  Toledo,  Ohio.  On  Sat- 
urdav  morning  the  steamer  Athabasca, 
Capt!  McDougall.  sighted  the  Preston 
which  was  showing  flags  of  distress  and 
at  the  mercy  of  a  severe  storm.

who  was  Iwdly  crushed  and  sank.  The  re- 
mainder of  the  crew  were  landed  safely 
In  Fort  William  and  $1.'.0  wa.s  collected 
for  the  widow  of  the  dead  man.  The 
Preston  was  loaded  with  lumlier  for  Mac- 
kenzie &  Mann  of  the  Canadian  Northern 
railway,  and  is  reported  a  hopeless  wreck. 

THE  FRYEJR  DISABLED. 
Port  Huron,  Mich.,  July  1.— The  steam- 
er R.  L.^  Fryer,  bound  down,  with  ore, 
became  disablefl  about  four  miles  above 
Fort  Gratiot  light  yesterday  morning,  and 
was  drifting  helplessly  In  the  lake  when 
the  steamer  M.  A.  Hanna.  of  the  same 
line,  tried  txo  pick  her  up.

ORE  DCX'KS  IN  BAD  SHAPE 
The  Cleveland  Piaindealer  states  that 
the  dock  situation  at  Ohio  ports  is  sucli 
that  owners  and  shipers  ar©  unable  to 
ligure  when  vessels  will  be  unloaded.  The 
dock  managers  are  doing  evervthing  pos- 
sible to  get  the  boats  out,  but  the  rail- 
roads are  unai)le  to  furnish  cars,  and  son- 
siderable  ore  that  should  go  forward  di- 
rect is  going  on  dock.  At  the  rate  that 
ore  is  being  placed  on  dock  the  storage 
room  at  some  of  the  ports  will  be  all 
taken  soon  and  then  vessels  will  have  to 
tie  up  and  wait  for  cars.  Shlpjwrs  say 
that  there  Is  no  improvement  in  sight  and 
that  vessels  will  be  delayed  as  long  as  the 
heavy  movement   for  ore  is  kept  up. 

C.4RGO  VALUED  AT  $1,200,000. 
In  May.  on  her  maiden  trip  to  this  port, 
the  steaimer  George  A.  Flagg,  of  the  Han- 
na line  caused  much  Interest  in  marine 
circles  by  bringing  down  a  cargo  of  cop- 
per ore  valued  at  $t.(H).00<.i,  says  the  Buffalo 
Courier.  Tuesday  the  Flagg  broke  her 
own  record  by  brintjing  into  port  a  load 
of  ore  and  munfufaotured  copper  which  is 
valued  at  about  $1.2iX».oiK).  The  greater 
part  of  the  cargo  is  in  plates,  bars  and 
ingots  and  it  undoubtedly  represents  th« 
most  actual  money  value  oi  any  cargo 
ever    brought   Into   Buffalo    harbor. 

RETURNED  TO  THE  LAKE:S.  ' 

The  steamer  Paraguay,  which  wa«  built 
at  the  Craig  shipyard  last  fall  and  sent  to 
to  the  coast  shortly  before  the  closing  of 
the  locks  for  the  winter,  has  returned 
light  to  her  native  waters  and  is  now  at 
Cleveland.  The  obstacles  which  the  lake 
steamers  had  10  meet  on  the  coast  were 
so  many  and  so  great  as  to  bo  practical- 
ly insurmountable.  The  tlrst  hindrance 
was  the  absence  of  fast  loading  and  un- 
loading plants.  Time,  that  might  have 
been  si»ent  to  good  advantage  on  the  lake* 
carrying  cargoes,  wa-s  used  up  at  the 
docks  trying  to  get  the  cargoes  out  of  the 
hold.  The  absence  of  fas>t  plants,  such  as 
are  used  on  the  lakes,  was  one  of  the 
great  surijrlses  to  lake  owners.  Then,  too, 
the  general  tendencj-  to  build  new  schoo- 
ners and  to  cjirrj-  cargoes  without  steam 
on  the  coast,  and  also  the  advent  of  the 
barge  Into  quite  general  use  there,  makes 
the  single  steamer  r.ither  out  of  her  class. 
Vessels  carrying  lake  crews  pay  such 
high  salaries  that  they  can  hardly  come 
into  competition  with  with  strictly  co««t 
vessels,  which  do  not  pay  sucli  good 
wages.  When  It  comes  to  going  Into  the 
foreign  trade  and  to  competing  with  ships 
from  foreign  countries,  where  the  ijaUors 
are  of  hign-class,  yet  underpaid,  the 
American  luiat  is  entirely  outclassed, 
hence  as  a  financial  venture  is  hardly  to 
be  classed  as  a  successful  undertaking. 

APRIL   AND   MAY    LAKE   DISASTER©. 

According  to  the  first  1901  report  of  the 
Iweathcr  bureau  offices  on  the  great  lakes, 
forty-four  wrecks  and  ca.sualtles  took 
place  between  the  opening  of  navigation 
on  April  16  and  May  31.  In  these  casual- 
ties forty-three  lives  were  lost,  boats 
damaged  to  the  extent  of  $140,250,  and  car- 
goes to  the  extent  of  $lii.OOO.  Tlie  biggest 
loss  of  life  was  caused  by  the  foundering 
of  the  steamer  Baltimore  near  Oscoda, 
Lake  Huron,  on  May  24.  Twelve  out  of 
fourteen  in  the  crew  were  drowned.  The 
monetarv  hiss  was  $35,<>(w  on  the  vessel 
and  $4000  on  the  cargo,  the  biggest  ringle 
loss  on  the  lakes  so  far.  The  next  '.argeet 
loss  Wis  the  burning  of  the  sieani-^  Bon 
Voyage,  on  May  10,  south  of  the  ship 
canal,  I.^ike  Superior.  Four  lives  were 
lost,  and  the  damage  to  the  boat  reached 
$25,o(K\  The  heaviest  damage  during  the 
St.  Clair  river  ice  blockade  resulted  from 
a  collision  between  the  steamers  Oglebay 
and  Jupiter.  It  cost  $10,000  to  rejalr  th« 
Oglebay  and  $5u00  to  repair  the  Jupiter. 

DIED  IN  POVERTY. 
The  death  of  George  W.  Day,  well  known 
In  marine  circles,  is  announced  from  Ben- 
ton Harbor.  Mi<h  For  majiy  vears  he 
visited  owr.ers  of  large  lake  steamers  try- 
ing to  Induce  them  to  adopt  his  neihod 
of  loading  boats  by  which  he  clalme^l  that 
a  few  men  could  do  the  work  of  hunrlreds. 
He  Dclleved  that  his  invention  wo-ald  revo- 
lutionize the  handling  of  general  freight, 
and  that  he  would  die  a  rich  man.  With 
this  expectation,  he  worked  on  the  inven- 
tion for  over  thirty  years,  d.vlng  in  pover- 
ty.   

STEAMER  HADI>EY'S  DAMAGE. 
The  steamer  George  G.  Hadley.  which 
collided  with  barge  130  some  time  ago  at 
Sault  Ste.  Marie,  has  been  put  In  the  dock 
of  the  Ship(.wners'  Drydock  companv  at 
Chlc<»i^o.  and  a  survey  of  the  damages 
maile.  An  inspection  reveale<1  that  twelve 
planks  in  her  bow  were  badly  broke;i  and 
that  fifteen  planks  and  three  frames  on 
her  bottom  will  have  to  comp  imt.  Th«? 
damage  ir  estimated  at  about  $4rt30.  and 
it  will  he  the  last  of  next  week  before 
she  Is  ready  to  leave  the  dot-k.

rideei   to  estalili.sh   a  permanent   bureau 
for  this  kinil  nt  work.     Director  Merri-

All  candidates  passed  by  the  com- 
inissioiv  must  be  examined  by  a  board

Consul  Oeneral  9towe,  in  a  recent 
communication  to  the  state  department, 
says  :  As  the  British  governnicfit  has 
prohibite<l  the  use  of  American  meat 
for  army  purposes  for  a  certain  period. 


and   as   the   great   bulk   of   the    tinned 

meat  bought  by  the  military  authori- 
ties of  Great  Britlnn  has  been  sent  to 
Cape  Town.  I  have  been  making  in- 
vestigations with  a  view  to  finding  If 
objections  have  been  made  to  the 
American  product.  I  obtained  permis- 
sion for  an  American,  who  was  pro- 
ceeding to  Johannesburg,  to  stop  at  the 
different  military  bases  and  make  in- 
quiries. I  give  the  substance  of  his 
report    l)elow: 

'Thousands  of  empty  tins  which  have 
contained  American  beef  are  strewn 
throughout  the  entire  route  to  •  Pre- 
toria. The  percentage  of  Australian 
is  very  small:  I  should  think  less  than 
5  per  cent  of  the  whole.  At  De  Aar, 
Bloemfontein.  Kronstadt  and  lesser 
bases,  large  stores  of  American  corned 
be-f  are  to  be  seeiv  The  men,  when 
questioned,  state  that  It  Is  very  satis- 
factory, and  1  was  infornrved  by  several 
officers  that  In  many  cases  the  men 
preferred  tinned  meat  to  the  poorer 
fresh  article.  There  Is  a  large  stock 
of  American  meat  at  Pretoria.  All  the 
stores  and  shops  carry  it.  and  have  no 
complaints  as  to  its  quality.  I  have  as- 
certained that  it  Is  the  cu.^tom  at  the 
bases  to  use  cases  of  corned  beef  as 
floors,  putting  a  layed  of  casas  on  the 
ground  and  piling  thereon  tlour.  meal 
or  other  commodities  which  it  is  desired 
to  protect  from  moisture.  These  oases 
are  often  so  used  for  months  before 
being  sent  out  as  rations,  ;ind  the  tins 
become  rusty  and  small  holes  let  in 
the  air,  thus  spoiling  the  meat.  al- 
though the  tin  is  not  l)lown.  This,  in 
my  opinion,  is  the  principal  cause  of 
complaint." 

The  importation  of  frozen  meat  Is  in 
th<'  hands  of  the  DeBeors  company, 
which  has  erected  several  substantial 
depot  sand  Lnstalled  ice-making  ma- 
chinery, importod  from  the  TTnited 
.States,  thus  reducing  the  price  of  frozen 
meats  to  the  consumer.  It  also  im- 
ported refrigerator  cars  for  transmit- 
ting meat  up  the  country.  The  com- 
pany now  proposes  toimport  from  Aus- 
tralia frozen  hog  products.  ham.s. 
shoulders  and  l>acon.  and  to  cure  these 
after  arrival.  It  is  reported  that  the 
difflcultv  in  rurirg  frozen  meats  has 
be«^n  .solved  in  New  Zealand  and  that  a 
company  is  applying  the  new  process. 
It  would  seem  ( heaper  to  import  cured 
meats  than  to  import  frozen  ones  .ind 
cure  them.  The  import  of  hog  pro- 
ducts into  South  Africa  up  to  date  has 
been  limited.

People  are  getting  so  used  to  reading 
Munch^iusen  stories  in  the  partisan 
papt  rs  tnat  they  pay  very  little  atten- 
tion to  them,  as  a  rule;  they  seem  to 
think,  also,  that  most  of  the  riddles  are 
too  flat  to  be  humorous.  As  an  excep- 
tion to  this  rule,  however,  I  found  in  the 
Wojrhead  Independent  a  couple  of  weeks 
since  an  editorial  anent  the  new  rail- 
road commission,  which  I  consider  too 
good  ;o  be  bfi  unnoticed.

1.  That  •'the  new  commission  is  pro- 
ceeding with  the  utmost  care  and  cau- 
tion in  the  selection  of  employes;"  that 
•It  l.^  already  practicing  a  system  that 
amounts  to  practical  civil  service;"  that 
"every  appointment  that  Is  made  Is 
strictly  upon  the  merit  and  fitness  of  the 
applicants. " 

2.  That  "when  the  fusionists  got  In 
control  of  the  eammisslon  they  immedi- 
ately set  the  ax  in  motion  and  began  the 
work  of  decapitating  Republicans.  They 
could  not  get  them  out  fast  enough  to 
make  room  for  the  hungry  and  waiting 
fusion  office  seekers.  Slum  poUHctans 
from  the  cities,  who  could  not  distin- 
guish between  rye  and  wheat,  were 
hastily  pushed  on  to  the  pay  rolls  as 
inspectors  of  grain,  replacing  men  who 
had  qualltled  themselves  for  the  work 
by  years  of  experience.

3.  That  'the  Inspectors  under  the 
fusion  commission  brought  the  deoart- 
ment  into  disrepute  and  totally  de- 
stroyed the  value  of  inspection  as  a 
measure  of  the  value  of  grain  sold  t»n 
grade.  The  result  was  that  It  was  onlv 
a  few  months  after  the  Installation  of 
the  fusion  crowd  that  Inspection  became 
a  mere  formal  function,  and  grain  was 
sold  almost  exclusively  by  sample."  as 
the  Kastern  buyer  had  no  more  confi- 
dence In  the  inspection  department,  etc. 

The  author  of  the  ab)ve.  Editor 
Meeker  of  the  Moorhead  Independent, 
reminds  me  of  the  little  boy  who  wanted 
to  make  himself  rich  and  famous  by 
starting  out  to  make  almanacs.  He  tried 
and  trked  in  vain  to  get  all  the  months 
and  weeks  and  days  in  order,  and  finally 
exclaimed  In  despair:  Oh.  Papa!  I 
can't  get  that  darned  almanac  right! 
The  wise  old  man  came  X.  >  his  aid  and 
answered:  "Don't  be  .so  particular,  my 
boy;  make  them  any  way  at  all— only 
look  out  so  that  you  ilon't  get  Sunday  in 
the  middle  of  the  week." 

So  with  Mr.  Meeker:  he  evidently 
kn.ws  as  much  about  the  past  and  pres- 
ent of  the  grain  department  as  the  little 
b>y  knew  about  making  almanacs.  He 
tiled  and  tried  last  fall  and  winter  to 
find  something  ti>  write  about  the  In- 
spection of  grain,  but  failed.  Now  his 
wl.se  Republican  fathers  fi^ixe  come  to 
his  rescue  and  advised  him  to  write 
anything  at  all— paint  the  fusionists 
black  and  the  Re|)ubllcans  white  and  let 
it  go  at  that,  regardless  of  all  the  well- 
known  facts  In  the  case. 

As  to  the  first  as.sertion.  that  the  new 
(•Humission  is  practicing  civil  .service  In 
the  grain  de!)artnient,  it  would  be  safe, 
indeed,  to  stamp  it  as  a  He.  but  that 
would  not  look  good  in  print. 

Look  at  the  case  of  H.  B.  Moore,  for 
instance,  who  performed  his  duties  as 
state  weighmaster  at  Duluth  In  such  an 
able  and  faithful  manner  that  almost 
every  member  of  the  board  of  trade, 
mostly  all  Republicans,  endeavored  to 
influence  the  commission  to  have  Mr. 
Mi'.ore  retained  on  the  plea  that  he  had 
proved  himself  to  be  the  best  weigh- 
master that  Duluth  ever  had.  But  in 
spite  of  his  ability  and  fitness,  he  was 
the  first  one  to  be  discharged— for  polit- 
ical reason.  How  much  civil  service  can 
the  Independent  find  in  that? 

Then  comes  the  chief  clerk  in  the  in- 
spection office  at  Duluth.  Chairman 
Mills  of  the  railroad  and  warehouse  com- 
missiiin  wrote  to  the  clerk  and  Informed 
him  that  his  servi<»*8  would  be  dis- 
pensed with  after  the  1.5th  of  May;  In  the 
s,ime  letter  the  chairman  says  that 
"there  is  no  question  but  what  you  have 
been  a  faithful  and  efficient  official." 
Anyhow  he  had  to  step  out  and  give 
place  to  a  Republican.  How  much  civil 
service  in  this.  Mr.  Editor? 

But,  of  course,  the  new  commission  is 
very  strict  and  .sees  to  it  that  "every  new 
appointment  that  is  made  is  M>.ilctly 
upon  the  merit  and  fitness  of  the  appli- 
cant." To  prove  this  assertion  the  In- 
dependent should  have  pointed  strongly 
to  the  appointment  of  a  certain  grain  In- 
spector at  Minneapolis.  I^ast  fall  this 
Inspector  was  discharged,  not  because  he 
was  a  Republican,  as  he  had  already  held 
the  place  for  two  years  after  the  fusion- 
ists were  elected  to  office  In  1898,  but  be- 
cause he  had  proved  himself  unreliable 
and  unfit  to  occupy  such  a  resp  )n8ible 
position.  Certain  charges  were  preferred 
against  him,  and  an  Investigation  fol- 
lowed, in  which  all  three  members  of 
the  new  commission  sat  as  Judges.  It 
was  shown  by  sworn  testimony  at  this 
Investigatl  >n  that  the  party  was  'guilty 
of  gross  insubordination,"  to  use  the 
exact  words  of  the  commission  In  the 
findings  of  the  ca.se.  The  commission,  of 
course,  decided  that  the  chief  deputy 
Inspector  was  Justified  In  discharging 
him.  But  the  same  commission  has 
since  been  humiliating  Itself  and  th» 
department  by  appointing  this  same 
man  as  state  grain  Inspector  at  Minne- 
apolis. Indeed.  It  looks  as  though 
"merit  and  fitness"  cuts  a  great  figure 
with  the  new  commission. 

The  .second  as.sertlon  that  the  fusion 
administration,  immediately  after  get- 
ting into  control,  discharged  all  the  Re- 
publican employes  to  make  places  for 
fusionists.  Is  as  much  out  of  place  as  Is 
"Sunday  In  the  middle  of  the  week."  It 
Is  history,  open  to  everybody,  that 
Clausen.  In  spite  of  the  universal  com- 
plaints and  remonstrances  against  him. 
was  allowed  to  serve  out  his  term,  and 
the  Republican  deputy  inspectors  and 
weighers  were  allowed  to  remain  undis- 
turbed for  a  year  or  more  after  the 
fusionists  took  charge  of  the  depart- 
ment. Even  then  they  were  not  all  dis- 
charged; If  Mr.  Meeker  reads  the  dally 
papers  he  has  certainly  read  an  inter- 
1  view     with     Commissioner    Staples,    In 
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which  this  gentleman  admitted  that  the 
fusionists  had  allowed  forty-three  of  the 
old  Republican  employes  to  remain  in 
their  respective  places. 

As  to  these  "slum  politicians  from  the 
cities  who  could  not  liistlnguish  between 
rye  and  wheat"  and  who  did  not  even 
report  for  duty  but  Irew  pay  from  the 
state,  I  ask  the  Indt|iendent  that  It,  as 
a  matter  of  falrnes.-^.  name  a  few  in- 
stances. An  editor  with  any  pride  at  all 
In  his  profession  or  tlie  least  regard  for 
truth  and  honesty,  would  not  make  any 
such  sweeping  charr.is  without  having 
at  least  some  proof  to  back  t.*iem  with. 
Now,  as  a  matter  of  ;alr  play,  I  aak  the 
Independent  if  It  can  name  one  single 
instance  when  an  employe  has  been  put 
on  the  pay  roll  duri:ig  Chief  Inspector 
Relschus'  administration  who  was  not 
fairly  competent  and  who  did  not  have 
to  work  for  his  salaf  y  ? 

Can  Mr.  Meeker  name  one?  If  not,  he 
must  stand  branded  as  a  person  who 
bears  false  witness  against  his  neigh- 
bor. He  tries  to  mak>-  it  appear  that  the 
fusionists  have  bej'u  lavish  in  \he  use 
of  the  sttae  funds,  wlJIe  the  fact  Is  that 
In  the  Duluth  inspection  office  alone 
there  was  a  saving  la>^t  crop  year,  under 
Mr.  Prodger's  able  limlnlstratlon,  of 
about  S4000  compared  with  the  previous 
year  under  the  Republican  rule.  This 
(ian  be  ascertained  b\  Inquiring  at  the 
office  of  the  state  auiitor,  who,  by  the 
way,  is  a  good  Republiran. 

The  third  point  in  tbe  Independent's 
harangue  Is  at  par  with  the  other  two, 
namely,  that  the  standing  and  useful- 
ness of  the  Ins-pectlon  department  has 
been  destroyed  by  th--  fusionists.  The 
writer  knows  whereof  he  speaks,  also, 
on  this  subject,  and  can  stamp  It  as  a 
brazen  falsehood.  .Ml  shipments  to 
foreign  markets,  and  mostly  all  to  the 
so-called  Elastern  markets,  are  made 
through  Duluth  where  Inspection  certifi- 
cates aie  issued.  There  has.  not  been 
a  single  cargo  of  standard  grade  going 
out  of  Duluth  the  last  couple  of  years 
without  state  inspection  certificates 
covering  same.  As  a  further  Illustration 
the  Eastern  buyers  have  absolutely  de- 
manded state  certificates  for  every  pur- 
chase of  grain  the  last  couple  of  years, 
not  buying  by  sample,  as  during 
Clausen's  administration.  Even  foreign 
grades,  Washington  and  Montana  wheat, 
etc.,  which  have  been  shipped  through 
Duluth,  can  not,  apimrently,  be  sold 
easily  on  the  Eastern  markets  without 
Duluth  certificates. 

More  than  ttiat— inquiries  have  been 
received  from  Canada  the  last  few 
months,  asking  If  the  Minnesota  state 
Inspection  department  could  Inspect 
bonded  wheat,  arriving  here  from  Mani- 
toba, which  has  already  been  inspected 
by  the  Canadian  lns!)ectors.  It  appears 
that  even  our  neigh  l>ors  across  tne  ime 
find  It  difficult  sometimes  to  sell  their 
grain  profitably  on  the  Eastern  markets 
without  Duluth  certificates. 

Furthermore,  take  the  Liverpool  re- 
ports for  the  last  crop  year  under  Clau- 
sen's and  the  two  years  under 
Reishus'  administration  and  compare 
notes— see  how  Minnesota  grades  keep 
up  with  California  and  other  contract 
grades  of  wheat  for  the  last  three  or  four 
years,  and  it  will  be  plain  to  every  fair- 
minded  reader  that  the  Minnesota  in- 
spection has  not  only  held  its  own  during 
Mr.  Prodger's  term  In  Duluth,  but  has 
Improved  nicely  compared  with  former 
years.  This  In  spite  of  the  fact  that 
grading  of  Incoming  grain  has  been  uni- 
form the  year  round,  while  Mr.  Clausen 
admitted  that  his  plan  was  to  tighten 
the  grades  in  the  fall  and  winter  when 
the  farmers  sold  their  products,  and  then 
loosen  up  again  in  the  spring  when  the 
elevators  owned  the  grain  and  were 
ready  to  ship  it  away  to  the  Elastern 
markets. 

Such  reckless  statements  as  those  cited 
from  the  Moorhead  Independent  can  do 
the  fusion  administration  no  harm 
among  Intelligent  farmers  and  other 
citizens,  but,  on  the  contrary,  will  serve 
as  a  r(K»rback  and  in  a  very  large  mea- 
sure injure  the  party  and  officials  it  was 
Intended  to  serve.

Joplin.  Mo.,  July  1.— Twenty  years 
ago  John  Doerr  disappeared  from  hlB 
home  in  a  little  Illinois  village,  leaving 
a  bride  to  whom  he  had  been  married 
only  a  month,  and  durifig  all  those 
years  nothing  was  ever  heard  of  him.

Next  year 
would  be  too  late."  At  McKeesport  the 
strike  outlook  is  regarded  seriously.  W. 
Dewees  Wood  mill  was  shut  down  a 
week  ago. 

A  party  of  220  employes  left  yesterday 
for  Port  Marlon,  where  they  will  go 
into  camp.  Other  employes  are  to  fol- 
low. The  members  of  the  union  all  en- 
dorse the  stand  taken  by  President 
Shaffer.  The  Amalgamated  association 
say  they  are  gaining  members  every 
day. 

The  clerical  department  In  all  the 
mills  of  the  Republic  Iron  &  Steel  com- 
pany, located  at  Youngston  Ohio,  and 
at  other  points  in  the  Mahoning  and 
Shenango  valleys,  in  accordance  with 
oiders  issued  by  the  offlcia's  began 
taking  etock  today.  This  will  consume 
at  least  two  weeks  after  that,  the  mills 
will  be  started  in  full  operation  under 
the  new  scale.  The  mills  of  the  Ameri- 
can Hoop  company  at  Youngstown, 
closed  on  Saturday  night  and  will  re- 
main shut  down  until  an  amicable  set- 
tlement is  reached  on  the  scale  ques- 
tion.

Poughkeepsle,  July  2.— The  day  of  the 
Intercollegiate  rega/tta  opened  Intensely 
hot  and  with  scarcely  a  breath  of  air 
stirring.

a  slight  refreshing  breeze  began  blow- 
ing fitfully  from  the  southwest,  but  It 
can  blow  quite  hard  from  that  direction 
and  not  disturb  the  west  course. 

The  order  of  races  was  arranged  as 
follows:  Four-oared  race  between  Col- 
umbia, Cornell  and  Pennsylvania  to 
start  at  3  p.  m.;  freshman  elght-oared 
race  between  Columbia,  Cornell.

RUSSIA  NOT  RECOGNIZED 

Czar  Establishes  a  Civil  Government  In  Manchuria 

Which  Makes  Prominent  Again  the 

•Question  of  Occupation. 


London,  July  2.— A  dispatch  from 
Pekin  says:  The  installation  by  Russia 
of  a  civil  administrator  In  New" 
Chwang,  Manchuria,  has  again  made 
prominent  the  question  of  occupation 
of  that  province  by  the  Russians.  Some 
of  the  powers  have  already  recognized 
the  administrator,  but  the  ministers  of 
other  nations  are  doubtful  as  to  the 
course  to  be  followed  in  the  matter 
and  are  awaiting  Instructions  from 
their  home  governments.  Among  those 


thus  awattlng  instructions  la  the  repre- 
sentative of  the  Unlt<»d  States.

bound  to  follow  a  Itusslan  occupation.

Pittsburg,  July  2.— The  second  day  of 
the  strike  of  the  sheet  steel  and  steel  hoop 
workers  of  the  Amalgamated  association 
opened  without  interesting  or  exciting 
features.  It  wns  eviileni  that  neither  plde 
anticipated  early  devtlopments,  as  there 
was  no  unusual  activity  about  the  com- 
bine oftlces  and  the  utmost  quiet  pre- 
vailed at  the  hoadfiuartprs  of  the  work- 
ers.

The  lodging  house  contained  about 
100  guests,  none  of  whom  were  able  to 
save  anything  except  what  they  wore. 
Most  of  them  escaped  by  jumping  from 
the  first  and  third  story  windows  and 
It  Is  miraculous  that  more  were  not 
killed.  A  number  were  carried  out  un- 
conscious by  the  firemen,  but  so  far  as 
known,  all  will  recover.  It  is  not  be- 
lieved that  any  except  the  two  men- 
tioned perished.  The  property  loss  Is 
about  MOOO,  with  no  Insurance. 

BANK  CLOSED. 


Niagara  Bank  at  Buffalo 
In  Bank  Superinten- 
dent's Hands. 

Buffalo,  July  2.— The  Niagara  Bank,  a 
state  Institution,  closed  Its  doors  today. 
The  following  notice  has  been  posted  on 
the  doors: 

"I  have  closed  and  taken  possession  of 
this  bank.  F.  D.  KILBURN, 

"Superintendent  of  Banks." 

The  Niagara  was  organized  Sept.  15, 
1891.  with  a  capital  of  $100,000.  P.  P. 
Grlffln  was  president.  Chairman  Clem- 
ent of  the  clearing  house  committee  said 
the  closing  of  the  bank  was  brought 
about  solely  by  reason  of  its  close  con- 
nection with  the  City  National  Bank,  Its 
president  having  been  vice  president  of 
the  City  National  bank  and  that  no 
other  bank  here  Is  in  any  way  affected.^ 

The  bank  superintendent  said:  "I 
have  closed  this  bank  because  I  think  it 
Insolvent,  the  main  reason  for  the  fail- 
ure Is  the  failure  of  the  City  National 
bank." 


NO   BRF  IN   SIGHT. 

Washington.  July  2.  —  The 
weather  bureau  has  Issued  the 
following    special    bulletin:

HOT  ABROAD. 

Interior  of  Europe  Suffer- 
ing From  Long  Con- 
tinued Heat. 

London,  July  2.-Whlle  the  weather  in 
England  is  temperate,  continental  tele- 
grams continue  to  report  the  ravages  of 
heat  and  siorm.  Deaths  from  sunstroke 
are  numerous.  In  an  Italian  regiment 
which  was  marching  from  Pisa  to  Leg- 
horn yesterday,  there  were  thirty  cases 
of  sunstroke,  while  many  of  the  soldiers 
dropped  from  exhaustion.  Storms  have 
occurred  In  Northern  France,  where  light- 
ning has  wrecked  churches  and  houses. 
Several   fatalities  occurred. 

A  dispatch  from  St.  Petersburg  says 
the  crops  In  the  province  of  Saratoff  are 
withering  and  the  grass  is  scorched,  ow- 
ing   to    the    prolonged    heat    and    drouth. 


New  York.  July  2.— At  8  a.  m.  the  tem- 
perature as  *own  by  the  weather 
bureau  thermometer,  was  88  degrees.  At 
the  same  hour  yesterday  It  was  83.  On 
the  street,  thermometers  registered  94 
at  8  o'clock.  The  air  was  almost  perfect- 
ly still  this  morning  at^d  there  was  no 
sign  of  a  breeze.  To  add  to  the  suffer- 
ing the  humidity  was  59  per  cent  as 
compared  with  48  per  cent  yesterday. 
Between  2  and  8  a.  m.  fourteen  adults 
died  of  the  heat  on  Manhattan  island. 
The  prostrations  were  so  numerous  that 
it  was  Impossible  to  keep  a  complete 
record  of  them. 

In  the  interior  cities  of  this  state  the 
heat  was  generally  but  little  abated. 
At  Troy  the  temperature  at  8  a.  m.  was 
88  degrees,  3  degrees  warmer  than  at  the 
same  hour  yesterday.  Deaths  at  Troy 
since  the  hot  spell  began  number  six. 

At  Rochester  at  9  o'clock  the  tempera- 
ture was  84  degrees  and  humidity  62.  At 
Buffalo  temperature  76  degrees  at  9  a.  m. 
The  weather  bureau  thermometer  was 
at  the  95  mark  at  10  a.  m.,  6  degrees 
higher  than  at  10  o'clock  yesterday.  So 
many  horses  have  been  killed  or  dis- 
abled by  the  heat  that  deliveries  of  pro- 
visions and  ice  were  much  retarded  to- 
day, thus  adding  to  the  discomfort  and 
sufTerlntf. 

In  Brooklyn  thirty  sudden  deaths  were 
reported  to  the  coroner's  office  between 
midnight  and  9  a.  m.,  and  of  these  seven- 
teen were  directly  due  to  the  heat. 

At  11  a.  m.  the  police  department  lists 
showed  that,  from  midnight  to  that  time, 
a  total  of  fifty-two  deaths  from  heat  had 
been  reported  In  Greater  New  York, 
nearly  all  the  dead  were  adults. 

Pittsburg.  July  2.— Twelve  deaths  and 
sixty  prostrations  from  the  heat  were 
reported  between  midnight     last  night 
and  11  a.  m.  today,  making  the  number 
of  fatalities  for  twenty-four  hours  forty.

Nearly  every  mill  and  furnace  not  af* 
fected  by  the  strike  is  crippled  from 
the' great  number  of  heat  prostrations 
of  the  employes,  and  many  mlUs  have 
been  forced  to  entirely  suspend  oper- 
ations. 

While  last  night  was  not  so  close  a» 
the  previous  one.  thousands  of  persons 
in  the  tenement  districts  slept  in  hall- 
ways or  on  stone  steps  and  brick  pave- 
ments. A  walk  up  Webster  avenue  last 
night  was  difficult.  Not  only  the  side- 
walks, but  even  the  roadways  were  full 
of  people  trying  to  rest.  At  8  a.  m.  the 
mercury  stood  at  78.  6  degrees  cooler 
than  at  the  same  hour  yesterday,  and  at 
11  a.  m.  it  had  risen  to  96. 

Fifty-two  men  were  prostrated  during 
the  night  In  the  finishing  mills  of  the 
Homestead  Steel  works.  This  morning 
the  mills  were  closed  on  account  of  the 
heat. 


Philadelphia.  July  2.— The  hot  weather 
continued  today  with  unabated  Intens- 
ity. The  temperature  at  8  o'clock  was 
91  degrees,  five  degrees  higher  than  at 
the  same  hour  yesterday.  The  min- 
imum temperature  during  the  night  was 
85  degrees  at  4  o'clock  this  morning. 
The  local  forecast  officials  say  there 
are  no  Indications  of  immediate  relief. 
Since  1:30  this  morning  twelve  deaths 
and  about  fifty  prostrations  have  been 
reported. 

This  ie  the  largest  number  of  deaths 
end  prostrations  that  have  occurred  in 
any  one  day  of  the  present  hdt  spelU 
All  records  for  July  were  broken  by  tho 
temperature  this  morning. 

During  the  morning  the  Baldwin  Lo- 
comotive works  closed  three  depart- 
ments. DobBon's  big  carpet  mills  also 
closed. 

At  11  a.  m.  the  government  thermom- 
eter on  top  of  the  post  office  building 
registered  95  degrees,  wblle  .those  in  the 
street  varied  from  99  to  102.  Sixteen 
deaths  had  occurred  and  over  100  pros- 
trations had  been  reported  up  to  that 
time. 

Manufacturing  establishments  In  all 
sections  of  the  city  were  compelled  to 
close.  Cramps'  shipyard  liegan  opera- 
tions at  4  a.  m.  and  closed  at  noon.  Be- 
fore 10  a.  m.  a  dozen  ambulance  calls 
had  been  sent  from  the  plant  and  many 
of  the  employes  were  compelled  to  leave 
their  work.  The  Penooyd  Iron  works 
were  one  of  the  first  of  the  big  plants 
to  shut  down.  Work  on  building  oper- 
ations was  almost  entirely  suspended 
today.  Men  were  not  allowed  to  go  to 
the  tops  of  buildings  In  course  of  erec- 
tion, as  it  was  feared  they  would  be 
overcome  and  fall  to  their  death.  Hos-  ' 
pltals  all  over  the  city  are  crowded  with 
heat  patients,  and  in  some  cases  the 
facilities  are  Inadequate  for  the  treat- 
ment of  the  sufferers  owing  to  lack  of 
tents. 

St.  Louis,  July  2.— At  8  a.  m.  the  mer- 
cury registered  86.  There  was  no  breeze 
and  conditions  were  less  bearable  than 
yesterday.  A  number  of  prostrations 
were  reported  during  the  night,  but  no 
additional  deaths. 

Kansas  City,  July  2.— At  8  a.  m.  the 
weather  bureau  thermometer  registered 
84,  three  degrees  above  that  of  the  same 
hour  yesterday.  Hardly  any  breeze  was 
strring.  There  have  been  no  prostra- 
tions during  the  past  twenty-four  hours. 

Louisville.  July  2.— At  8  a,  m.  the 
ofllcial  thermometers  recorded  79.  and 
the  Indications  were  for  continued  high 
temperature.  No  fatal  prostrations  were 
reported  during  the  night,  though  the 
suffering  among  children  is  intense  and 
probably  will  result  In  many  deaths.

July  2.— OfHcial  temperature 
in  this  city  this  morning  was  67.  with 
indications  for  a  continuation  of  yester- 
day's clear  and  comfortable  weather.  A 
cool  breeze  is  blowing  and  the  sky 
cloudless. 

Wilmington.  Del..  July  2.— Most  of  the 
large  manufacturing  plants  here  closed 
at  noon  today  owing  to  the  extreme 
heat. 

New  York,  July  2.— At  noon  the  tem- 
peralure  at  the  weather  bureau  was  97 
degrees.  1  degree  higher  than  at  noon 
yesterday.  The  humidity  at  that  time 
had  fallen  to  42.  At  1  o'clock  the  total 
number  of  deaths  from  heat  in  greater 
New  York  wae  62. 

Business  everywhere  in  town  is  much 
hindered  by  heat.  The  trial  of  Miles  B. 
McDonnell,  before  Justice  Puraman. 
was  adjourned  until  next  Monday.  The 
foreman  of  the  Jury.  Patrick  Caravan, 
collapsed  from  the  heat  yesterday,  and 
although  he  was  in  hia  seat  today,  the 
court  decided  it  would  be  better  to  ad- 
Jour  the  case. 

Shortly  after  1  o'clock  the  J.  Hood 
Wright  hapltal  sent  out  a  notice  that  It 
would  be  unable  to  respond  to  any  more 
ambulance  calls  today,  as  all  the  hos- 
pital horses  were  disabled  and  others 
were  not  obtalnaijle.  Yesterday's 
highest  temperature  of  98  degrees,  at  3 
p.  m..  was  equalled  today  at  1  p.  m. 
At  that  time  the  wind  was  blowing  from 
the  northwest  at  the  rate  of  six  miles 
an  hour.  There  were  deaths  caused  by 
the  excessive  heat  in  Jersey  City  be- 
tween midnight  and  noon.  Among  the 
numl)er  were  John  Finn  and  his  wife. 
Margaret  Finn.  He  was  prostrated  last 
night,  and  soon  after  he  had  been  re- 
moved to  the  hospital,  where  he  died 
today.  His  wife  expired  unattended.  Her 
body  was  found  In  her  house  by  a  neigh- 
bor today.  All  the  foundries  in  Jersey 
City  have  been  forced  to  bank  their 
fires  on  account  of  the  heat,  and  they 
will  not  be  reopened  until  the  hot  spell 
has  passed.  Altogether  about  1100 
foundrymen  have  ceased  work  .  The 
Clark  thread  mills  and  all  the  other  fac- 
tories and  foundries  in  Harrison.  Kear- 
ney and  Arlington  have  ceased  work. 
Lorilkird's  tobacco  factory  closed  down 
yesterday  on  account  of  the  unbearable 
temperature  of  the  work  rooms.  The 
factory  employs  2300  men  and  women.

CRUSHED 


David  Peterson  Terribly 
Injured  While  Crossing 
Railroad  Yard.  . 


May     Lose     His    Limbs 

and  Possibly  His 

Life. 


Accident   Shows    Neces- 
sity For  Proposed 
Foot  Bridge. 


David  Peterson,  a  young  man  19  years 
of  age.  lies  in  St.  Mary's  hospital  with 
both  legs  crushed  above  the  knees  and 
the  prospect  of  going  through  life  with- 
out the  lower  members,  even  if  he  sur- 
vives the  terrible  shock.  Peterson  was 
cros(;ing  the  railroad  yards,  between 
Tnth  and  Eleventh  avenues  west,  this 
morning,  on  his  way  to  work,  and  had 
climbed  between  two  cars  with  the  pur- 
j)Ose  of  crossing  the  track,  when  a 
gravel  train  bumped  into  the  rear  of  the 
string  of  cars  and  the  young  man  was 
thrown  under  the  cars,  several  passing 
over  his  limbs. 

The  ambulance  was  summoned  and 
the  Injured  man  was  taken  to  St. 
Mary's  hospital.  Toward  noon  he  had 
regained  consciousness  and  called  for 
his  mother,  who  is  with  him.  It  was 
expected  this  noon  that  amputatin  of 
both  limbs  above  the  knees  would  be 
lieces.sary  this  afternoon. 

Peterson  was  employed  at  the  Kelley 
Island  Lime  &  Transport  company's 
kiln  at  the  foot  of  Eleventh  avenue  west 
and  wa.s  on  his  way  to  work  at  an  early 
hour  this  morning  when  the  accident 
occured.  It  happened  at  about  the 
point  where  the  city  and  railroad  com- 
panies are  to  construct  a  foot  bridge 
across  the  railroad  tracks  for  the  bene- 
fit of  those  workmen  who  are  compelled 
to  cross  the  tracks  twice  a  day  in  going 
to  and  from  their  employment.  The 
danger  existing  in  this  locality  fror" 
j>asslng  trains  has  been  realized  for  a 
long  time  by  the  city  authoritie.q  and  a 
determined  effort  on  their  part  has 
ibrought  about  the  arrangements  for  the 
foot  bridge,  the  contract  for  the  con- 
struction having  already  been  let. 

The  Kelley  Island  Lime  &  Transport- 
ation company  states  that  Peterson  has 
1/een  employed  by  them  in  the  cooper 
shop  for  the  past  three  years  and  has  a 
record  as  a  sober  and  industrious  young 
man.  He  haa  been  the  support  of  a 
mother  and  has  a  smaller  brother  work- 
ing at  the  kiln.  Peterson's  father  com- 
mitted suicide  on  the  Bowery  about 
four  or  five  years  ago.  The  family  lives 
in  the  vicinity  of  Garfield  avenue  and 
Michigan  street.

Some  of  the  Pan-American  exposition 
tourisXs  from  this  city  are  returning.  Yes- 
terday Amos  Bowman,  one  of  the  colored 
nobility  of  the  city,  resplendent  in  tailor 
made  clothes  and  shiny  silk  hat  came 
back  to  his  old  camping  grounds  to  relate 
to  his  friends  the  glories  of  the  exposi- 
tion and  the  buslenss  condixlons  in  the 
East.  Amos  was  busy  telling  his  stor*-  lat 
night  when  Capt.  Resche  rudely  broke  up 
the  meeting  by  gathering  the  dazzling 
story  teller  into  the  fold.  The  captain 
had  been  waiting  for  Amos  for  about  eix 
weeks,  bul  the  latter  did  not  appear  over- 
joyed  to   see    him   last  night. 

At  police  headquarters  la.st  evening,  the 
colored  Beau  Brummell  took  one  look 
abcut  the  palatial  apartment  reserved  for 
night  lodgers  and  sent  for  a  friend.  When 
the  latter  arrived,  Amos  had  him  slrip 
and  the  two  exchanged  clothes.  Amos  re- 
marking that  his  clothes  were  entirely  too 
good  for  the  surroundings.  If  his  friend 
had  the  same  scruples  about  his  clothing 
he  did  not  dare  express  them. 

Capt.  Resche  look  Bowman  in  charge 
last  evening  on  a  warrant  charging  him 
with  Shreatenlng  to  kill  his  wife  with 
a  revolver,  some  time  In  May,  in  the  ef- 
fort to  induce  her  to  give  him  $50  to  nay 
.a  cigarette  bill.  She  made  complaint  and 
asked  that  her  loving  hubby  be  put  under 
peace  bonds,  but  when  Capt.  Resche  pulled 
the  latch  string  on  the  front  door  of  me 
Bowman  abode.

Four  de.aths 
and  thirty-two  cases  of  prostration  had 
been  reported  at  1  o'clock,  which  exceeds 
the  number  recorded  yesterday  at  the 
same  hour. 

St.  Louis.  July  2.— Thirty-three  per- 
sons, a  larger  number  than  were  treated 
here  during  the  entire  summer  of  1900, 
are  at  the  city  hospital  suffering  from 
heat  prostrations.  Two  of  these  cases 
resulted  fatally  up  to  noon.  At  12  o'clock 
the  temperature  was  94.  In  the  streets 
it  was  10  degrees  higher. 

Cleveland.  July  2.— At  noon  the  wea- 
ther bureau  thermometer  indicated  87 
degrees,  or  1  lower  than  at  the  same 
hour  yesterday.  Wblle  the  promised 
rain  had  not  come  up  to  noon,  a  12- 
mile  breeze  from  t1ie  southwest  mater- 
ially tempered  'the;  "sun's  rays.  Two 
deaths  and  one  pmstration  from  the 
heat  have  l>eeil'  reiiorted  thus  far  to- 
day. 

L/ouisvllle,  July  2.— A  shortage  of  Ice, 
which,  following  thtf  breaking  down  of 
several  Ice-making  machines  yesterday, 
resulted  in  the  Stoppage  of  shipments  to 
small  Kentucky  towns,  became  serious 
today,  when  two  leading  dealers  an- 
nounced the  exhau.stion  of  their  sun- 
piles.  Rush  orders  have  been  sent  North 
for  a  supply,  but  much  suffering  will 
ensue.  It  is  feared,  before  the  strain  can 
be  relieved. 

Philadelphia,  July  2.— At  2  p.  m.  the 
weather  bureau  thermometer  registered 
101%,  l^degrees  hotter  than  at  the  same 
hour  yesterday.  On  the  street  the  regis- 
ter was  105  to  108.  So  far  today,  twenty- 
five  deaths  from  heat  have  been  re- 
ported and  hundreds  of  prostration  cases 
are  under  treatment.  One  hospital  has 
over  100  cases.  The  superintendent  of 
police  ordered  that  the  horses  be  spared, 
and  as  a  result  the  prisoners  were  trans- 
ported through  the  streets  on  trolley 
cars.  The  hospital  ambulance  service 
was  Inadequate  and  dozens  of  the  pros- 
trated were  carried  to  the  hospital  in 
furniture  vans.

Washington,  July  2.— Secretaries  Hay 
and  Long  were  the  absentees  at  today's 
cabinet  meeting.

Ml«9  GootV  has  made  a  careful 
study  of  the  Improvement  question,  and 
is  fully  able  to  discuss  her  subject  tho- 
roughly. She  said  that  the  reason  the 
women  of  the  land  had  taken  hold  of  the 
Improvement  side  of  the  cities  was  be- 
cau-.-e  they  were  hou.sekeepers  by  right, 
born  with  brooms  in  their  hands  so  to 
np»nk,  and  were  better  fitted  for  the 
■work  than  men.  How  a  woman  can 
sweep  only  as  far  as  her  own  door  and 
leave  the  sidewalks  and  alleys  alone  is 
o  mystery  to  Miss  Good,  and  ehe  said 
that  if  this  tendency  were  overcome. 
jT.ore  beautiful  cities  would  l>e  the  re- 
sult. 

"Two  of  the  greatest  helps  to  a  city  s 
Improvement  association  are  juvenile 
auxiliaries  and  ward  societies.  The  for- 
irer  are  compoised  of  school  children, 
and  are  fully  organized  with  officers, 
constitutions  and  by-laws.  The  chil- 
dren, if  once  interested  are  even  more 
helpful  to  ft  citv  than  the  older  ones, 
■because  they  have  more  opportunity  in 
their  play  to  help  in  the  little  things 
that  make  and  keep  a  city  beautiful. 
They  arc  taught  that  they  have  an  in- 
terest in  the  beautiful  places,  and  that 
they  are  In  n  measure  destroying  their 
ov>n  proiK-rly  when  they  mark  up  fences 
and  hous-c-s  or  disfigure  the  landscape  In 
any  way.  It  is  wonderful  what  chil- 
dren, and  especially  boys  can  do  to- 
wards beautifying  a  city  If  they  but 
have  a  mind  to. 

'"Ward  societies  are  established  In 
each  ward,  and  are  fully  organized  also. 
The  women  of  the  districts  are  interest- 
ed In  the  work  and  are  urged  to  keep 
their  premise-.-!  clean.  Prizes  are  offered 
for  the  most  beautiful  yards,  and  this 
in  a  measure  is  a  stimulus  to  the  work 
until  they  get  to  doing  It  because  they 
want  to.  When  a  shopkeeper  does  not 
keep  his  place  cl^an,  the  ward  society 
sends  around  a  man  with  a  wagon  and 
a  rake,  who  gives  the  premises  a  tho- 
rough cleaning.  If  the  pl.jce  gets  lit- 
tered up  again,  the  cleaning  up  process 
Is  -epeated.  and  it  very  seldom  becomes 
ncces.'fary  for  the  man  with  the  wagon 
and  the  rake  to  come  around  the  third 
tim.^. 

"Improvement  is  looked  upon  as  a 
business  proposition  abroad,  and  In  Ger- 
many Is  iise<l  to  attract  trade.  The 
beauties  of  the  cUles  are  advertised  far 
and  wide,  and  In  most  cases  a  beautiful 
city  becomes  a  prosperous  fme." 

Miss  (Jood  is  afraid  that  Duluth  will 
do  ae  Ohl'ago  when  she  fills  her  lake 
front  with  dock.e.  Chicago  i.«!  .spending 
millions  of  dollars  to  have  the  lake  front 
given  back  to  the  people  again  and 
make  It  one  beautiful  park.  She  spent 
the  greater  part  of  her  time  In  telling 
how  South  Park.  In  Dayton.  Ohio,  won 
the  beauty  of  which  It  now  boasts. 

"When  the  National  Cash  Register 
company  established  Its  factories  there 
tome  years  ago,  the  workmen  refused  to 
five  in  the  locality  near  the  works,  as  it 
was  considered  the  hardest  part  of  the 
city.  The  president  of  the  works  went 
to  work  to  beautify  the  place.  Interested 
the  workmen  m  the  scheme,  and  now  it 
Is  filled  with  cosy  little  cottages  and 
bfc>»utlful  streets.  Tret»s  and  flowers  arc 
In  abundance,  and  It  Is  now  one  of  the 
n.opt  beautiful  places  In  the  country." 

Miss  Good  had  a  number  nf  stereoptl- 
con  slides  which  she  exhibited,  showing 
the  "before  and  after"  of  beautifying. 
Most  of  the  views  were  from  South  Park, 
Dayton. 

Miss  G->od  said  to  a  Herald  reporter 
that  she  had  heard  that  it  Is  Intended 
that  the  Point  will  be  docked  In  the  neai* 
future.  "I  think  that  It  will  be  the  great- 
est mistake  that  ttie  people  of  Duluth 
ever  made  If  they  do  so,"  she  said.  "If 
Duluth  attains  anywhere  near  the  size 
that  It  promises,  the  city  will  some  time 
spend  millions  of  dollars  to  get  the  Point 
back  for  the  people.  It  Is  a  peculiar 
place,  one  of  the  wonders  of  nature,  and 
could  be  turned  Into  a  magnificent  sum- 
mer resort,  I  have,  during  the  twc 
days  that  I  have  been  in  the  city,  visited 
Ltster  Park,  Park  Point  and  gone 
around  the  boulevard  drive,  and  I  think 
that  they  are  three  of  the  most  beautiful 
natural  wonders  of  the  Northwest.  They 
are  simply  Indescribable  and  should  be 
preserved  In  all  their  beauty.  But  they 
Bre  not  sufflclently  advertised  throuph- 
out  the  Union.  People  who  do  not  live 
In  Duluth  or  who  have  not  visited  her', 
are  unaware  of  the  beauties  of  the  place, 
and  a  stranger  coming  into  the  city, 
\mless  he  Is  told  concerning  them,  does 
rot  look  fr)r  them,  and  goes  away  with 
Duluth  In  his  mind  as  a  rocky,  barren 
city— some  beautiful  dwellings,  few 
shade  trees  and  dirty  street.^. 

"I  understanil  that  Superior  street  Is 
to  be  paved  In  the  near  future.  ,It  will 
Improve  the  lojks  of  the  city  Immensely, 
although  I  do  not  see,  covering  as  much 
ground  as  Duluth  does,  how  the  people 
are  willing  to  pay  the  taxes  necessitated 
by  the  long  streets. 

"I  think  that  rest  rooms  should  be 
provided  for  the  tourist  or  excursionist 
that  comes  Into  the  city,  and  someone 
ought  to  be  placed  In  them  who  could 
tell  them  the  places  that  tfioy  ought  to 
tree — a  sort  of  information  bureau,  so  to 
sneak.  Sandusky,  Ohio,  has  little  ovjl 
rlats  of  grass  between  the  docks  where 
the  tourists  sit  down,  eat  their  lunches 
and  rest,  and  a  few  such  places  would 
vork  wonders  for  Duluth. 

"The  future  of  a  city  Is  in  the  hands 
of  the  newspapers,  and  I  notice  with 
pleasure  that  the  newspapers  of  Duluth 
seem  to  be  so  metropolitan,  not  only  In 
appearance,  but  also  In  the  way  that 
they  are  got  up.

Some   of  Testimony    In 

Pearson   vs.  Great 

Northern  Case. 

The  trial  of  the  case  of  Herbert  W. 
Pearson  again.st  the  Great  Northern  rail- 
road was  taken  up  in  St.  Paul  again  yes- 
terday after  the  adjournment  from  Fri- 
day. The  defense  is  still  putting  In  testi- 
mony and  the  St.  Paul  Dispatch  reported 
yesterday  proceedings  as  follows; 

"Henry  Burrell.  a  rugged  miner,  pros- 
pector, and  superintendent  of  mines,  tes- 
tified today  in  the  Pears-on-Great  North- 
era  case  that  the  finding  of  1.500.000  tons 
of  coal  was  really  but  a  small  proposi- 
tion and  not  to  be  considered  in  the  light 
of  a  paying  mine.  .  .     , 

••Mr  Burrell  carries  In  his  face  the  evl- 
den<-eof  years  of  battllmg  with  the  rocky 
surface  of  Montana  and  his  countenance 


has  taken  on  much  of  the  stern  an  Im- 
movable appearance  that  characterizes 
the  hills  in  which  'it  is  his  life  work  to 
delve.  Mr  BurrellJs  ideas  as  to  what  a 
coal  mine  should  x'^'l^  ^^  make  It  worth 
even  recognition  are  large. 

Mr.  Pearson's  attorneys  strenuously  ob- 
jected to  the  witness  answering  Mr.  VV'el- 
lingtons  questioi>  'on  <he  grounds  that, 
while  he  was  a  practical  coal  man,  he 
was  lncomi>etent  C6  Judge  of  the  compar- 
ative size  of  coal  'ttiln^i'  After  consider- 
able argument  on. Mr.  Wellington's  part 
Judge  Kelly  overrtilad  .the  objection  and 
allowed  Mr.  Burrell  to  i^y  whether  or  no 
a  1,500,000  coal  mine  was  worthy  of  re- 
spect. It  was  ihls  very  mine  In  the  said 
Coulle  district  that  Mr.  Burrell  had  him- 
self objected  to  opening  because  he 
thought  it  would  not  pay. 

••Mr  Wellington  asked  the  witness  how 
much  was  ordinarily  paid  for  the  serv- 
ices of  a  prosjiector.  ^,„_i 

•'This  was  objected  to  by  Mr.  O  Brlen  as 
Irrelevant  and  the  objection  was  susUln- 
ed  Inasmuch  as  the  prospector  In  the 
present  instance  had  been  working  un- 
df'r  contract. 

••Mr  Burrell  had,  he  told  Mr.  O'Brien, 
made  reports  to  his  successive  presidents 
of  the  Sand  Coulle  Mining  company,  H. 
K  Cocker,  of  St.  Paul,  and  Samuel  Hill, 
of  Minneapolis.  His  connection  with  the 
mining  company  had  been  severed  in  1896, 
largfciy    because  of   his   condemnation   of 


coal  property,  and  he  had  afterward  work- 
ed   for  Marcus  Daly. 

"According  to  Mr.  Burrell's  testimony 
coal  was  hardly  present  in  pa>nng  quan- 
tities in  any  part  of  the  territory  in  ques 
tion,  an-1  coal  mining  In  the  Sand  Coulle 
and  Cottonwood  regions  was,  one  might 
Infer,  a  direct  route  to  poverty.  It  would 
be  Impctsible,  he  was  sure,  for  any  man 
to  judge  if  there  was  coal  In  any  con- 
siderable quantities  over  a  given  area 
without  drilling  every  few  feet  ,and  this 
would  be  a  very  large  expense.  Mr. 
O'Brien's  questioning  finally  forced  the 
wlti.cs.5  to  admit  that  by  putting  thirty 
drills  in  a  section  and  finding  coal  every 
tune  tl»e  deduction  that  a  valuable  mme 
had  been  found  might  be  made. 

'•Paul  Relslnger,  a  graduate  In  1896  of 
West  Point,  and  a  mining  engineer  at 
Stockett,  Mont.,  for  the  Sand  Cpulie  com- 
pany testmed  to  the  scarcity  of  coal  over 
a  large  part  of  the  Cottonwood  and  Sand 
Coulie  territory,  and  to  the  extreme  fre- 
Quency  of  faults  In  the  coal  veins.

NOT  SETTLED. 


Another  meeting  was  held  yesterday  to 
see  If  satisfactory  arrangements  could 
be  made  that  would  bring  about  an  end 
of  the  linemen's  strike,  but  the  two  sides 
seem  to  be  as  far  apart  as  ever.  During 
the  afternoon,  a  committee  representing 
the  striking  linemen  met  L.  S.  Loeb  and 
S  T.  Harrison,  directors  of  the  Zenith 
Telephone  company  and  Manager  Krltzer 
to  talk  over  the  strike  situation.  The  men 
asked  for  a  meeting  of  the  directors  that 
they  may  give  their  side  of  the  trouble, 
asserting  that  the  truth  has  not  yet 
been  made  apparemt  to  the  company.  The 
men  are  firm  for  eight  hours  and  will 
not  compromise.  There  was  a  little  brush 
at  the  meeting  over  the  reported  crippl- 
ing of  the  telephone  service  on  account 
of  the  strike.  Manager  Kritaer  claimed 
that  seven  trunk  lines  are  In  operation 
between  Duluth,  West  Superior  while  the 
members  of  the  strike  committee  claink- 


ed  there  are  but  two  In  operation.  AM- 
though  the  Lakeside  line  has  been  put 
in  operation  the  strikers  say  but  halt 
the  telephones  are  working.  The  direct- 
ors of  the  Zenith  company  will  hold  an- 
other meeting  on  Saturday  afternoon. 

REMARKABLE  ESCAPE.  ' 


Kenosha,  Wis.,  July  2.— One  of  th« 
most  remarkable  escapes  from  death 
ever  recorded  in  this  city  was  that  o£ 
Leroy  Huff,  the  3-year-old  son  of  Mr. 
and  Mrs..  Charles  Huff,  of  40d  Bronson 
street,  Sunday  afternoon.

Il«l>orts  received  at  Washington  Indicate 
that  the  coirmander  Is  experiencing  dif- 
ficulty In  preserving  discipline  among  the 
niarln,j8  stationed  at  Guam.  many  of 
mhom  recently  broke  through  all  bonds 
of  restraint,  seized  some  whisky  and  took 
to  the  woods  with  their  plunder.  It  ap- 
j>ear9  that  Schroeder  Is  a  Prohibitionist 
and  that  all  Intoxicating  drinks  were  for- 
bidden to  the  men  under  his  command. 
Capt.  O'Leary  took  more  liberal  views  of 
the  temperance  question  and  while  being 
careful  to  keep  all  liquor  away  from  the 
ItativMf,  used  to  permit  the  enlisted  men 
to   have    a    certain    allowance.     The    nui- 


rkies  did  not  take  well  to  the  blue  laws 
of  the  new  governor  and  when  an  oppor- 
tunity presented  "Itself  recently  to  get 
some  whisky  it  was  prornvtly  taken  ad- 
vantage of.  The  greater  part  of  the  ma- 
rine guard  swooped  down  on  the  whisky 
and  carried  It  off  to  the  woods,  where 
they  entered  upon  a  spree.

THE  NEXT   WORLD'S  ESIR. 

There  seems  to  be  genenal  unanimity 
of  opinion  in  St.  Louis  that  the  World's 
fair  management  In  selecting  Forest 
park,  or,  more  accurately  speaking,  the 
western  half  of  that  spacious  pleasure 
ground  for  a  site  for  the  great  exposi- 
tion of  1903.  which  is  to  fitly  com- 
memorate the  centennial  anniversary 
of  the  purchase  of  Louisiana  territory 
from  France,  has  made  the  best  selec- 
tion possible. 

The  668  acres  of  the  park  that  have 
been  chosen  are  described  as  being 
higher  than  the  city,  are  equl-distant 
from  its  southern  and  northern  dis- 
tricts, and  are  covered  with  natural 
forest  trees.  More  than  one-third  of 
the  entire  tract  is  a  level  plateau,  and 
two-thirds  of  it  is  composed  of  gently 
undulating  hills.  It  is  contiguous  to  the 
district  in  the  city  containing  the  hand- 
somest residences,  and  lies  adjoining 
the  Improved  portions  of  Forest  park 
and  the  magnificent  grounds  and  build- 
ings of  Washington  university. 

in  the  important  feature  of  transpor- 
tation facilities  the  Forest  park  site  is 
particularly  fortuiiate.  A  number  of 
electric  lines  already  run  to  the  grounds 
and  several  railroads  entering  St.  Louis 
pass  through  them.  An  amplification  of 
the  transportation  facilities  existing 
will  make  it  practicable  for  the  various 
roads  to  easily  take  care  of  a  million 
people  every  day. 

The  spare  chosen  offei^s  the  widest  op- 
portunity for  producing  the  fLnest  scenic 
effects  to  be  derived  from  artificial  land- 
scapes. It  is  penetrated  by  several 
small  streams,  which  will  allow  the 
construction  of  lagoons  and  water- 
wayd  that  are  consideretl  necessary  ac- 
companiments of  all  large  expositions. 
The  site  is  but  four  and  one-half  miles 
from  the  Union  station  and  five  and 
one-half  miles  from  the  Eads  bridge. 

By  adding  the  4r»0  acres  lying  to  the 
west  and  south  of  the  site  chosen,  which 
can  be  had  free,  or  at  a  nominal  rental, 
owing  to  the  fact  that  the  tract  belongs 
to  President  Francis  of  the  World's 
Fair  association,  whose  liberality  and 
public  spirit  are  unquestioned,  a  body  of 
1118  acres  altogether  will  he  made  avail- 
able for  fair  purposes,  the  largest  area 
ever  devoted  to  any  such  purpose. 

It  Is  evident  that  excellent  judgment 
has  been  displayd  In  selecting  a  .«ite, 
and  If  equally  good  judgment  be  shown 
in  the  other  arrangements,  St.  Louis 
will  have  the  greatest  world's  fair  In 
the  history  of  the  world.  Not  only  be- 
cause of  the  great  scope  of  the  fair, 
but  because  Minnesota  la  part  of  the 
teiTltory  whose  purchase  from  France 
it  is  designed  to  commemorate,  this 
state  should  be  well  represented  at  the 
St.  Liiuis  exposition,  and  The  Herald 
trusts  that  the  legislature,  at  the  spe- 
cial session  next  winter,  will  make  an 
appropriation  sufficiently  large  to  en- 
sure a  creditable  display  of  Minnesota's 
products  and  resources. 

THIS  YEAR'S  ELECTIONS. 

There  will  be  fewer  state  elections  In 
1901  than  during  any  year  since  the 
civil  war.  and  those  that  are  held  will  be 
of  little  Interest  outside  of  the  respec- 
tive states,  unless  It  be  the  contest  in 
Ohio.  However,  None  of  the  elections 
are  In  any  way  doubtful,  and  although 
the  campaign  in  Ohio  may  provo  inter- 
esting, the  result  will  undoubtedly  be 
a  Republican  victory.  There  will  be  no 
vote  In  any  doubtful  state  this  year. 
Some  Southern  states  have  changed  or 
will  change  their  election  laws,  but  the 
changes  will  serve  only  to  strengthen 
majorities.  Virginia  will  elect  a  gover- 
nor under  the  new  constitution  formed 
at  Richmond,  and  Maryland  will  vote 
under  a  new  election  law  for  two  state 
officers  and  members  of  the  legislature. 
The  recent  election  in  Frederick  was 
considered  a  strav^  and  has  been  held 
by  many  to  Indicate  that  not>vlthetand- 
Ing  Republican  efforts  to  educate  the 
negroes  up  to  the  standard  required  by 
the  new  law.  the  Democrats  will  have 
little  difficulty  In  holding  the  state  for 
the  immediate  future  at  least.  Iowa 
Republicans  will  meet  in  convention  at 
Cedar  Rapids  on  Aug.  17  to  nominate  a 
governor  and  other  officers.  There  Is  a 
warm  fight  on  for  the  Republican  nom- 
ination for  governor  between  the  ma- 
chine that  has  controlled  the  party  for 
many  years  and  the  anti-machine  ele- 
ment headed  by  Mr.  Cummins,  a  man 
of  great  energy  and  ability.  The  out- 
look at  present  Is  favorable  for  the 
success  of  the  Cummins  forces.  The 
effort  to  create  a  boom  for  Edwin  H. 
Conger,  minister  to  China,  fell  very  flat 
and  he  is  not  now  in  the  running. 

Governor  Nash  has  been  renominated 
in  Ohio,  and  Col.  James  Kilbourne,  who 
has  carefully  canvassed  the  state,  be- 
lieves the  masses  of  the  Democrats  are 
clamoring  for  his  nomination.  Mayor 
Tom  Johnson  Is  too  busy  now  to  pay  any 
attention  to  the  governorship,  for.  as  he 
modestly  admits,  it  will  take  him  fully 
two  years  to  get  the  city  of  Cleveland  In 
good  and  satisfactory  running  order. 
He,  however,  is  likely  to  be  heard  from 
later,  for  the  mayoralty  is  by  no  means 
the  zenith  of  his  ambition.  Two  state 
officers  are  to  be  elected  In  Pennsyl- 
vania, and  notwithstanding  ex-Lieuten- 
ant Governor  Black's  impassioned  ao- 
peal  for  a  purification  of  the  ballot  in 
the  Keystone  state,  things  are  likely  to 
continue  in  the  same  old  way. 

New  Jersey  will  elect  a  successor  to 
Governor  Voorhees.  but  there  is  little 
uncertainty  as  to  the  result,  that  state 
being  generally  conceded  to  the  Repub- 
licans. Massachusetts  will,  as  usual, 
elect  state  officers,  and  doubtless  the 
usual  party  will  be  successful.  In  the 
Western  states  other  than  those  men- 
tioned, there  will  be  no  elections  except- 
ing for  unimportant  olTlces.  and  none  In 
the  South  excepting  as  stated  herein. 
Tlie  most  Interesting  election  this  year 
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will  be  the  mayoralty  contest  in  New* 
York  city,  where  the  cry  of  "Anything 
to  defeat  Tammany!"  is  the  issue,  and 
reform  parties  are  already  getting  to- 
gether to  unite  all  forces  against  the 
wigwam.  Even  Senator  Piatt  says  he 
will  support  an  anti-Tammany  Demo- 
crat If  a  good  man  can  be  found;  but 
his  promise  of  assistance  Is  not  re- 
garded as  likely  to  give  any  marked 
impetus  to  the  movement,  some  people 
even  go  so  far  as  to  say  it  will  "damage 
the  cause."  The  indictment  of  Fire 
Commissioner  Scannell  for  corruption  is 
part  of  the  campaign  to  drive  Tammany 
out  of  power.

The 
fashion  started  by  Carnegie  and  Rocke- 
feller Is  rapidly  becoming  a  fad,  and  the 
Topoka  State  Journal  ventures  the  opin- 
ion that  it  Is  not  unlikely  that  the  time 
will  soon  come  when  the  question  will  be 
not  How  much  Is  he  worth?  but  How 
much  ha-*  he  given?  and  it  may  come  in 
time  to  catch  Uncle  Russell  Sago. 


The  grosr.  earnings  of  forty-three  rail- 
roads In  the  United  States  for  the  second 
week  In  June  are  reported  to  have  been 
$7,2<».143,  against  $6,67S.667  for  the  second

Unfair    Regulation   By   Land 
Office  Is  Alleged. 

Washington,  July  2.— Land  Commis- 
sioner Hermann  has  l)een  petitioned  by 
several  settlers  and  homesteaders,  to 
reverse  a  ruling  recently  made  by  the 
local  land  office  at  Crookston,  Minn., 
relative  to  lands  that  have  been  re- 
stored to  entry  under  an  act  approved 
June  3,  1896. 

This  was  an  act  for  the  relief  of 
settlers  who  had  taken  up  lands  which 
were  afterward  decided  as  belonging  to 
the  Northern  Pacific  Railroad  company 
in  irdemnity  selections. 

The  Crookston  register  and  receiver 
are  requiring  those  settlers  who  have 
rights  to  take  up  lands  on  the  Red 
I^ke  reservation  to  advertise  for  six 
weeks  giving  notice  of  their  entry,  etc.. 
the  satne  as  used  to  be  done  many 
years  ago  when  soons  and  squatters 
were  more  plentiful  than  they  are  now. 

The  settlers  demur  over  this  action. 
They  Lay  in  their  communication,  which 
has  Just  been  filed,  that  it  works  a  hard- 
ship ui>on  them.  They  must  first  prove 
up  their  old  claim  and  have  a  case  well 
made  out.  by  showing  what  they  did 
upon  their  original  entry,  which  was 
afterwards  wiped  out  under  rulings 
from  Washington. 

This  proof  is  presented  and  the  sum 
of  $14  in  fees  and  $1.25  an  acre  is  paid 
on  the  new  entry  under  the  provisions 
of  the  act  above  quoted  . 

They  claim  that  having  pai«l  the 
money  they  should  be  entitled  to  re- 
ceipts, Instead  of  having  their  proposed 
entry  advertised  six  weeks  and  neces- 
sitating another  trip  to  the  Crookston 
land  office.  It  is  cited  that  the  local 
ofllclals  at  the  Duluth  land  office  do  not 
.-equire  the  advertising  of  the  en*.ry. 
'out  give  a  register's  and  receiver's  re- 
c<tpt  when  the  fee  and  the  purchase 
money  Is  paid. 

The  act  of  1896  was  passed  for  the  re- 
lief of  a  number  of  Minnesota  farmers

Quartet    of     Arctic    and 

Antarctic  Expeditions 

This  Year. 

I^ndon.  July  2.— While  Explorer  Bald- 
win Is  en  route  to  the  ley  Nortii,  bound 
to  raise  the  American  flag  at  the  Nortli 
Pole,  busy  preparations  are  in  progress 
for  the  British  national  Aniarctlc  expedi- 
tion, which  will  leave  England  within  the 
next  two  weeks. 

hTe  eiUerprise  ha.s  been  made  po.sslblo 
by  public-spirited  Kngllshmen.  whL>  have 
been  generous  contributors,  and  th  work 
of  equipment  has  been  steaiiily  guinjj  on 
for  two  years.  It  Is  conducted  undvt  Ihe 
auspices  of  the  Royal  and  the  Royal  Geo- 
graphical   societies. 

While  England  and  the  United  States 
are  trying  to  reacii  the  opposite  {n^lea 
(Jcrmanv  and  CanaJ.a  are  not  idle.  Profes- 
sor Deygalski  will  sail  next  month,  in 
charge  of  a  big  German  expedition  io  the 
Antarctie.  and  the  Canadians  are  en- 
gaged in  an  overland  quest  for  the  North 
Pole.  This  makes  four  nations  in  an 
Arctic  and  Antarctic  race  in  the  l^rst  year 
of  the  new  century. 

The  main  ship  of  the  British  expcriitiot 
Is  the  Discovery,  e.specially  adapted  to  a 
perilous  Antarctic  voyage.  The  vessel 
with  all  equipments  and  pay  of  crow, 
etc..  costs  ISO.OJO.  while  an  additional  ship 
is  being  made  ready  at  a  cost  of  »«>U.J<)o. 
Capt.  Scott  of  the  Discovery  will  be  in 
full  charge  of  the  entire  expedition. 

This  latter  appointment  has  caused  ihe 
resignation  of  Professor  Gregory  as  head 
of  the  civilian  scientllic  expedition.  He 
was  opposed  to  permitting  Capt.  Scott  to 
have  full  control  of  the  various  liues  of  m- 
vestlgaJion.  The  two  societies  are  to  meet 
this  week  and  appoint  some  one  to  take 
the  place  of  Professor  Gregory.  George 
Murray  of  the  National  history  mu.sfum. 
will  act  as  scientific  director  only  as  tar 
as  Melbourne.  Mr.  Murray  is  now  edltrng 
an  Antarctic  manual  to  aid  the  members 
and  friends  of  the  expedition. 

Thi  German  exppditlon  proposes  to  ap- 
proach the  Antarctic  aone  to  the  south  of 
the  Indian  ocean,  near  Terminus  Island, 
and  on  the  prolongation  of  an  American 
that  would  pass  through  Slam  and  the 
island   of   Sumatra.  .,     „.  j 

This  Is  exactly  ni.poste  the  Planer  and 
Graman  land  region  where  the  Gelglca. 
for  the  Belgian  government,  started  n<^ 
exploration  two  years  ago  The  Eng.lsh 
expedition,  organized  by  the  «'>>'»'  ♦^'f^" 
ffraphlcal  society,  will  start  toward  the 
Dole  from  the  neighborhood  of  Mctor'a- 
land.  to  the  soUXh  of  the  Polynesian  sea.

There  was  a  petition  signed  by  seventy- 
five  names  against  granting  .a  license  to 
Henry  Sandmann  at  ttOi  Ka-st  Third  street, 
■which  the  pttition  allegc^l  was  owned  by 
Jlenry  Schumann.  M.  W.  IJates  asked  to 
s|M>ik  and  d<-elareii  that  the  residents  of 
fast  Fourth  street  ought  not  to  have 
four  saloons  kept  in  the  district  when 
tluy  d»<l  not  want  them.  He  said  the  pres- 
ence of  the  saloon.s  was  ;i  bud  thing  for 
their  hon>e  and  their  children.  A  letter 
was  read  frorm  G.  G.  Uarnum.  who 
also  look  th,.  ar.nind  that  it  was  the  best 
policy  for  the  city  to  keep  the  saloons  out 
of   the   residence  i>ortion. 

Alderman  Moore  said  that  the  petition 
•was  largclv  signed  by  the  residents  of  the 
district  afflicted;  that  eomplalnt  hiid  been 
made  to  him  that  the  saloons  had  not 
been  running  in  a  proper  manner,  and 
that  he  believed  the  wishes  of  the  peti- 
tioners  should    l>e   respected.

Alderman  Barnes  argued  that  after  the

The  other  saloon  llcen.ses  objectetl  to 
v.'re  those  of  (Jscar  Fleer.  -JOl*  East  Fourth 
street-  John  lJoii.-?ka,  4;il  Ka.st  Fourth 
ntnet;  M.  H.  Krause,  019  East  Fourth 
Btreet.  The  licenses  were  granted  after 
conslderalile  diseussion.  Alderman  Ivrum- 
H' ig  holding  that  Ea.st  Fourth  street  is 
a  husiness  street  and  not  a  reriAdence 
».trect,  and  that  the  council  should  help 
to   keep  It  so. 

.Another  niea.-^ure  that  stirred  tip  the 
aldermen  to  fltshts  of  oratory  was  the 
jproiHJsed  new  drinking  fountain  at  First 
iivenue  west  and  Michigan  street.  Some 
time  ago  a  peiitioii  headed  by  H.  F.  Davis

of  fogs  Is  expressed  by  shades  on  the 
map,  one  shade  indicating  do  fog  to  four 
days  per  month,  the  next  4  to  8  days,  the 
next  8  to  12  the  next  12  to  15,  and  the 
deepest  shade  over  15  days  per  month. 

In  June  the  belts  of  shade  overly  each 
other,  narrowing  as  they  grow  deeper. 
The  shade  showing  more  than  lo  days 
of  fog  extends  from  the  Soo  west  up  the 
lake  to  a  point  even  with  the  west  end 
of  I.sle  Koyale.  and  that  is  the  only  place 
on  the  great  laltes  w^here  there  is  so 
much  fog.  The  shade  showing  12  to  15 
days  of  fog  per  month  extends  on  each 
side  of  this  belt,  including  both  ends  of 
the  lake,  with  Duluth  and  the  Apostle 
islands,  with  a  part  of  the  south  shore. 
The  next  lightest  shade,  indicating  8  to 
12  days  of  fog,  lies  on  each  side  of  the 
12  to  15  days'  shade,  and  Includes  all  of 
the  south  shore  not  already  covered. 
The  northerly  line  of  the  belt  runs  from 
Michipicoten  we.«t  to  a  point  not  far 
south  of  Grand  Marals,  just  mlrising  Isle 
Royale.  The  shade  indicating  4  to  8 
days  forms  an  irregular  belt  north  of 
this  and  including  Isle  Royale.  and  Mar- 
quette on  the  south  shore  is  in  a  de- 
tached portion  of  it.  North  of  a  line 
drawn  from  Pie  Island  east  Is  the  only 
section  on  the  lake  having  4  days  or 
le«s  of  a  fog  a  month. 

In  the  July  ch^rt  the  fog  has 
lessened,  and  the  deeper  shades  have 
diminished  and  the  lighter  ones  In- 
creased. The  l>elt  of  15  or  more  days  Is 
a  small  blotch  from  a  point  in  the  east- 
ern end  of  the  lake  off  Deer  Park  to  a 
point  elightly  west  and  north  of  Stan- 
nard  Rock.  The  belt  of  12  to  15  days  Is 
nearly  all  out  in  the  lake,  slightly 
larger  than  the  15-day  belt,  the  belt  of 
8  to  12  days  runs  from  the  Apostle 
islands  to  the  eastern  end  of  the  lake, 
and  the  belt  of  4  to  8  days  Includes  most 
of  the  rest  of  the  southerly  part  of  the 
lake,  with  Duluth  in  its  boundaries. 
The  belt  of  4  days  and  less  has  moved 
down  to  Include  Isle  Royale,  Michipi- 
coten and  Grand  Marals. 

The  August  chart  shows  only  three 
shades,  below  4  days,  between  4  and  8 
day«  and  over  8  days.  The  latter  shade 
extends  from  the  Soo  up  the  lake  nearly 
to  the  Apostle  inlands.  Including  Kewee- 
naw point.  Nearly  all  of  the  remain- 
der of  the  lake,  except  a  part  north  and 
east  of  a  line  from  Black  bay,  on  the 
r.orth  shore,  to  Michipicoten  Island,  is 
In  the  belt  of  4  to  8  days,  and  the  part 
north  of  the  above  line  is  in  the  belt  of 
less  than  4  days.  In  which  belt  all  of  the 
rest  of  the  lake«  are  Included.

Big  People   Going   Into   Flat 
Lick. 

M.  C.  French,  of  the  Mountaineer  Oil 
company  returned  yesterday  from  an- 
other trip  to  the  Flat  Lick  Oil  district 
of  Kentcky.  where  he  went  to  puish  work 
on  the  properties  of  his  companies' 
properties.     Said  Mr.  French: 

"We  have  a  contractor  who  has 
shipped  three  strings  of  tools  to  Flat 
Lick  from  Marutta.  Ohio,  and  has 
agreed  to  furnish  us  with  as  many 
stringti  of  tools  as  necessary  to  do  the 
drilling  for  our  various  companies. 
Work  will  commence  on  both  the  Moun- 
tineer  and  Daniel  Boone,  and  addi- 
tional wells  will  be  sunk  on  the  Blue 
Gra.ss  property. 

"The  situation  has  changed  very 
much  since  I  was  there.  People  all  over 
Kentcky  and  Iwrdering  states  are  get- 
ting interested  in  Kentucky  oil,  and  the 
Standard  Oil  company  has  two  crews  of 
men  leasing  lands  in  that  vicinity  and 
will  start  work  at  once  drilling  some 
wells.  A  New  York  company,  headed 
by  James  A.  Tiller,  has  leased  large 
holdings  there  the  past  few  weeks,  and 
have  two  strings  of  tools  shipped  in  to 
commence  work  on  the  company's  hold- 
ings. S.  B.  Logan,  who  owns  the  Logan 
well  along  with  Ilazeltine.  the  oil  oper- 
ator, and  Grandin  Bros.,  wheat  farmers 
of  North  Dakota,  is  also  there.  He  and 
his  a.ssoci.3ite.«i  pastured  upwards  of  32.000 
acres  by  sinking  the  Logan  well,  and 
have  since  been  drilling  on  lands  In 
"West  Virginia,  which  had  to  be  drilled 
out  to  hold  their  leases  there.  They 
are  now  going  to  work  on  their  proper- 
ties lying  within  two  miles  from  the 
Blue  Grases  lands. 

"Frederick  A.  Hull,  of  Connecticut, 
a.ssociated  with  Suffey  &  Goley  in  some 
lands  in  the  same  section,  and  in  fact 
an  adjoining  property  to  the  Blue  (Jrass 
bnd  Mountaineer,  lying  between  the 
two.  was  there  arranging  for  the  de- 
velopment of  his  properties.  Two  local 
companle.s,  one  at  Pineville  and  another 
at  MIddlesboro,  Ky..  have  been  organ- 
ized to  operate  properties  In  the  Flat 
Lick,  Ky..  district.  The  Blue  Gras.sers 
themselves  are  getting  Interested.  Even 
old  mountaineers,  who  have  never  had 
ambitions  above  raising  a  little  'cawn' 
and  razor  back  hogs,  are  getting  inocu- 
lated with  the  boom  virus.  The  wea- 
ther was  awfully  hot.  and  we  were  all 
glad  to  get  hack  to  the  breezes  of  Lake 
Superior,  which  we  anethamatize  bo 
strongly  when  we  are  at  home."

Washington,  July  2  —There  Is  Joy  among 
the  governmenX  ethnologists  over  the  pos- 
session of  a  remarkably  fine  collection  of 
material  from  the  Indians  of  that  i^art  of 
Brazil  lying  south  uf  the  Amazon,,  and 
which  affords  for  better  field  for  the  study 
of  the  almost  unknown  races  than  has 
ever  before  been  obiained.  Upon  many  of 
these  tribes  the  tou  h  of  civilization  has 
not  rested,  nor  is  there  tin y thing  to  show 
that  they  ever  saw  i  white  man.  save  a 
few  glass  beads  thai  form  some  of  their 
body  decorations,  sui  h  as  bells  and  neck- 
laces. 

Fifty  years  ago  thi.s  government  came 
into  possession  of  a  mere  iiandful  of  the 
belongings  of  thesi  tribes,  obtained  at 
great  cost  and  trou:)le,  but  giving  little 
insight  into  Ihe  m  nners.  customs  and 
conditions  of  the  trl   es  they  represented. 

During  ail  tho  y  ars  intervening  be- 
twceen  that  and  the  World" s  fair  at  Chi- 
cago nothing  more  c  uld  be  obtained. 

With  a  view  to  mi  king  xhe  richest  dis- 
play of  ethnological  material  ever  gotten 
together  by  a  goverinnent,  capable  men 
were  chosen  to  go  t  >  South  America  for 
the  purpose  of  eiuar^uig  the  coUectlon.  So 
many  dlffleulties  la\  in  the  way  that  the 
result  was  the  still  ist  tiger  collection  seen 
in  Chicago. 

Until  the  presen*  cijllection  reached 
Washington— a  par^  of  it  beiiig  sent  to 
Buffalo— nothing  moi.-  could  be  obtained 
urUil  recently.  Thei  some  of  our-'  gov- 
ernment scientists,  iikoi  Professor  Steer 
made  rich  additions,  i  )ther  specimens  were 
obtained  through  eX'  hange.  As  compared 
with  the  Indians  o:  the  United  States, 
those  of  Southern  "1:  azll  are  in  a  won- 
derful  state  of  savaK'Ty. 

Almosl  the  entire  ollectlon  now  being 
handled  by  the  mu  eum  otficials  came 
from  raaes  In  the  Iht.  rior.  lying  far  south 
of  the  Amazon,  and  o:  whom  almost  noth- 
ing la  known  as  tq  1.  iblts  and  condition.

There  Is  nothing  t.  .show  that  any  of 
them  depend  In  th*  1  Ks<t  upon  the  white 
man  for  material  up'  ii  "which  to  subsist, 
the  resources  lying  al  lut  them  being  uti- 
lized In  the  most  prlndtlve  manner. 

The  Indians  inhabling  the  forest  \m- 
tween  the  Rio  Doce  ind  the  Rio  Pardo 
are  beyond  doubt  the  most  barbarous  tribe 
of  Indians  known.  N  irly  all  of  the  In- 
dians of  the  southern  part  of  Brazil  live 
upon  ti.«ih.  turtle.  turt:e  eggs  and  monkey 
meat.  Those  living  ui  on  the  upper  Para- 
guay and  its  trll)  itarles  during  six 
months  of  inundation  navigate,  as  genu- 
ine water  nomads,  in  their  canoes.  Driven 
to  the  water  for  their  food,  they  siibsltt 
almost  wholly  upon  fish,  which,  in  tbp 
absence  of  ho«jks.  Iht-y  hunt  skilfully  with 
bow  and  arrow,  an  art  common  in  South 
America.  .     .  .  ^. 

In  this  collection,  rich  |is  U  is.  ana  the 
most  carefully  selected,  no  cooking  uten- 
sils whatever  are  found.  Articles  for 
cooking  are  not  supplied  by  the  basketry, 
such  a^  is  the  case  among  the  tribes  of 
lndlan.s  of  the  UnUi^d  States,  for  their 
basketrv  Is  loo.selv  woven,  and  appears  to 
be   made  only   for  c.irrying  purposes. 

Thov  are  also  lacking  in  the  pottery, 
that  attractive  art  of  our  native  Iriuians. 

There  are  a  numlxsr  of  interesting  mu- 
sical Instruments  In  the  collection,  one  of 
the  most  novel  being  a  wedged  shaped 
piece  pointed  at  one  end  and  cut  V  shaped 
at  the  other.  It  Is  about  a  foot  and  a 
half  in  length,  painted  black  and  spotted 
wlih  white.  It  Is  slung  about  the  head  by 
means  of  a  string,  and  makes  a  mournful 
screech,  scream  and  groan,  which,  ac- 
cording to  tradition,  drives  away  evil 
spirits.  No  woman  of  the  tribe  of  Borero 
can  liKJk  upon  It  without  suffering  the 
penalty  of  death.  This  Instrumen  re- 
sembles what  is  known  as  the  "bull  roar- 
er" of  our  Indians. 

Other  interesting  Instruments  are  made 
of  gourds,  a  small  tube  Inserted  on  the 
inside  and  the  outside  covered  wii'  tou- 
can feathers.  A  lu.-^ty  blow  brings  out 
varied  nol.ses,  that  might  sooth  the  heart 
of  a  savage.  Still  ojher  Instruments  are 
decoratev.  gourds  filled  with  nuts  or  mon- 
key teeth,  forming  a  rattle.  Rattles  seem 
a  favorite  form  of  music  among  all  of  the 
savages  and  they  are  In  various  shapes, 
some  being  made  of  gourd.-?,  einpty  nuts, 
and  others  of  hollow  tubes  of  baml)oo. 
each  applicable  to  some  peculiar  cere- 
mony. .    ,  _„__„♦ 

Gay  head  dresses  of  toucan  or  parrot 
feathers,  weprewenting  the  rising  sun. 
worn  by  the  chief  singers  and  dancers  at 
funeral  ceremonies,  is  an  astonishing  bit 
of  mourning.  Necklaces  and  )>elts  of  mori- 
kev  teeth,  shells,  beans,  plaited  native 
fiber,  with  feathers  made  Inio  every  fan- 
ciful conceit  to  be  used  as  a  semblance  or 
dress,  a  rich  lot  of  bows  and  arrows, 
and  manv  other  appliances  give  the  eth- 
nologists months  of  study  and  conjecture.

Lowry  Strikes  City  For 

an    Extension    of 

Franchise. 

Yesterday  at  Superior.  Thomas  I^owry 
had  a  conference  with  Mayor  arPker  and 
members  of  the  council  committee,  look- 
ing to  a  final  adjustment  of  the  contro- 
versy over  the  improvement  of  the  street 
railw.iy  lines.  Mr.  L.owry  asks  that  the 
city  council  pass  an  ordinance  providing 
for  a  new  franchise  for  the  Company  In 
place  of  the  one  under  which  it  is  now 
oper.itins.  All  the  things  asked  for  by 
the  Superlorites  are  promised,  if  the  com- 
pany IS  grar.ted  an  extended  and  amended 
francliise.  If  the  ordinance  Is  grunted 
the  companv  will  discontinue  service  on 
the  Broadway  and  Sixth  street  lines  in 
West  Si'perior,  and  on  Central  avenue  in 
South  fuptrior,  that  being  part  of  the 
agreement. 

It  is  undtrstood  that  the  proposed  or- 
dinance to  be  introduced  at  the  council 
meeting  tonight  roads  that  the  franchise 
of  the  ccn:pany  shall  be  extended  twelve 
vear.s.  Mr.  Lowry  was  seen  last  r.ight 
and  whsn  asked  why  an  extension  was 
Hske<1  now.  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the 
franchise  of  the  company  does  not  expire 
for  eighteen  years,   said: 

"Our  only  object  in  asking  the  extension 
Is  to  have  the  life  of  the  franchise  coin- 
cide with  the  thirty-year  bonds  which 
are  to  be  ls.sued  to  make  Improvements 
on  this  side  of  the  bay.  It  will  make 
it  somewhat  easier  to  oflat  them  in  the 
East,  or  wherever  we  apply  for  money. 
I  have  no  idea  what  the  council  will  do, 
but  I  believe  they  will  look  at  the  mat- 
ter reasonably.  I  Intend  to  treat  the 
city  fairly,  and  I  also  think  they  will  do 
the  same  with  us." 

The  opinion  of  many  of  the  Superior 
people  seems  to  be  that  the  company 
wants   a   good   deal.     The   Kvonins   Tele- 

fram    evidently     thinks     so     althiugh     it 
oes  not  say  more  than  intimate  that  the 
company   "wants   the   earth."

RECRUITS 
FOR  NAVY 


AT  MANILA. 

Civil  Government  Will  Be 

Inaugurated  on  July 

Fourth. 

Manila,  July  2. — Thursday  next,  July  4, 
■will  be  Inauguration  day  for  the  civil 
government  and  moving  day  for  the 
military  headquarters,  which  will  be 
transferred  to  the  former  Spanish  head- 
quarters, outside  the  walled  city.  The 
palace  will  be  occupied  exclusively  by 
the  civil  government.  Gen.  Chaffee, 
who  assumes  command  Thursday,  will 
occupy  Judge  Taft's  residence  and  Judge 
Taft  will  remove  to  the  Malacanan 
palace. 

Gen.  Chaffee  Is  preparing  to  push 
Marvar.  the  insurgent  chief,  In  Southern 
Luzon.  He  has  ordered  the  transfer  of 
the  Fifth  infantry  from  Northern  Luzon 
to  Batangas  province.  The  general  has 
teen  Informed  that  Malvar's  principal 
headquarters  are  In  a  mountain  in 
Northern  Tayabas,  whose  inhabitants 
are  contributing  to  his  support.  Gen. 
Chaffee  has  not  formulated  plans  for  the 
occupation  of  the  island  of  Mlndoro. 

Gen.  Hughes  at  his  request  will  be  per- 
mitted to  continue  in  In  command  of  the 
Visayas  islands  until  the  Samar  cam- 
paign is  completed.  Subsequently  Gen. 
Davis  will  continue  temporarily  to  be 
provost  marshal  at  Manila. 

Gen.  Chaffee's  staff  appointees  are  as 
follows:  Adjutant  general.  Brig.  Gen. 
William  P.  Hall:  quartermaster.  Brig. 
Gen.  Charles  F.  Humphrey:  inspector 
general,  Lieut.  Col.  Joseph  P.  Sanger, 
and  military  secretary,  Capt.  Grot« 
Hutchinson  (Sixth  cavalry). 

Four  American  prisoners,  who  escaped 
from  Calapan,  Mindoro,  June  25,  in  a 
sail  boat,  have  been  recaptured.  Six 
others  are  reported  to  be  in  Southern 
Mindoro.  Bills  have  been  passed  estab- 
lishing a  board  of  health  for  the  Philip- 
pines and  providing  for  laboratories  in 
connection  therewith.  The  salary  of  the 
health  commissioner  will  be  $6600. 

The  United  States  cruiser  Albany 
Bailed  today  for  the  Mediterranean. 

Several  insurgent  offlcers  and  350  Bolo- 
men  have  voluntarily  taken  the  oath  of 
allegiance  at  Cuino,  province  of  Ba- 
taan. 

Capt.  Williams,  with  ten  men,  sc  >utlng 
In  Albay  province,  has  killed  ten  insur- 
gent.s  and  captured  a  Filipino  captain 
and  ten  men.  A  detachment  of  the 
Fourth  infantry,  .scouting  on  a  volcano 
Island  in  I..ake  Taal,  has  captured  Gon- 
zales, an  insurgent  leader,  his  adjutant 
and  several  others.  Another  detachment 
of  the  same  regiment  has  had  a  running 
engagement  at  Baneas  and  destroyed  a 
Filipino  stronghold.  Serge.  Brown  and 
Privates  Rigsby  and  Gat  field  of  the 
coast  artillery  were  wounded. 

The  English  club  gave  a  reception  to 
Gen.  MacArthur  last  night. 


WRIT  DENIED. 
Denver,  July  2.— Judge  Hallet.  of  the 
United  States  district  court,  has  denied 
a  writ  of  habeas  corpus  to  Edward  H. 
Held,  the  Omaha  cattle  shipper,  who 
was  sentenced  to  six  months'  imprison- 
ment by  the  district  court  of  Arapahoe 
county  for  failure  to  pay  the  state  in- 
spection fee  on  a  shipment  of  cattle  from 
Texas.  Attorney  Ralph  Talbot  took  an 
appeal  to  the  United  States  supreme 
court  and  Reid  was  released  on  $500 
bond.

Denver.  July  1. — Judge  Palmer,  of  the 
district  court,  today  reprimanded  Rev. 
M.  A.  Rader  pastor  of  Grace  M.  E. 
church.  Rev.  W.  H.  Talmadge,  state 
sunperintendent  of  the  Anti-Saloon 
league  ,an<l  S^crt^ary  Walter  D.  Wyn- 
koop.  of  the  Christian  Endeavor  so- 
ciety, who  were  charged  with  contempt 
of   court    and    discharged    them.       The 


judge  did  not  announce  his  decision  on 
the  question  of  making  permanent  the 
injunctions  in  saloon  cases  for  criti- 
cism of  which  Rader,  Talmadge  and 
Wynkoop    were   cited    for   contempt. 

DECREASING. 


Not  as  Much  Counterfeit- 
ing  as  Usual  Done 
Last  Year. 

Washington,  July  2.— The  annual  re- 
port of  Chief  Wilkle,  of  the  secret  ser- 
vice division,  treasury  department,  sub- 
mitted to  Secretary  Gage,  indicates 
that  this  has  been  the  most  successful 
year  in  the  history  of  the  division.  Dur- 
ing the  twelve  months  ending  June  30, 
1901,  there  were  placed  in  circulation 
but  four  new  counterfeit  notes  against 
an  average  of  about  L^n  for  each  year 
during  the  preceding  ten  years.  Only 
one  of  these  new  notes  was  at  all  dan- 
gerous, the  other.s  i>eing  the  product  of 
unskilled  workmanship.  The  total 
amount  of  counterfeit  currency  which 
came  into  the  possession  of  the  dlvl- 
si  Ml  'luring  th-  ve-ir  amounted  to 
$30,056,  while  $18,117  in  counterfeit  coin 
was  confiscated.  Coin  counterfeiting 
decreased  all  over  the  country,  except 
in  New  vork  city  and  vicinity,  where 
there  has  been  a  gradual  Increase  in 
this  class  of  crime,  particularly  ca.ses 
in  which  genuine  silver  forms  the  basis 
of  the  imitations.  The  arrests  for 
twelve  months  show  a  total  of  594.

to  1861),  C;  widows  of  1812.  3;  nurses.  25. 
The  increases  and  ratings,  etc.,  nu- 
bered  60,043.  making  the  total  number 
of  certificates  issued  109,600  as  against 
a  total  of  105,.'i91  in  1900.

June  30.  1901.  compared  with  the  pre- 
vious year  was  about  2500.  The  number

the  Navy. 


The  Apprentice  System 
Is  Over  One  Thou- 
sand Short 


Few  Chinamen  On  M^ar- 

ships  Except  In  Mess 

Departments. 


From  The  Herald 
Washington  Bureau. 

Washington,  July  2.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.) — It  is  learned  at  the  navy  de- 
partment that  men  are  wanted  for  the 
enlisted  force  of  the  navy  to  complete 
the  organized  strength  of  25,000.  The 
apprentice  system  Is  over  1000  short  and 
the  regular  establishment  about  the 
same  number,  with  poor  prospect  of  be- 
ing fully  recruited  during  the  present 
summer.  Over  900  sailors,  whose  terms 
of  enlistment  had  expired,  were  dis- 
charged within  the  last  three  weeks 
from  the  Asiatic  station,  and  as  each 
ship  returns  home  Its  crew  almost  to  a 
man  will  be  discharged.  At  thi«  rate 
the  navy  department  llnds  It  impossible 
to  maintain  the  service  at  Its  full 
strength,  although  every  recruiting  sta- 
tion is  active  In  enlisting  new  men. 

Eight  ships  are  now  employed  in  the 
training  service,  and  two  more  are  to 
be  added  this  summer  to  accommodate 
the  sailors  recruited  In  the  next  lew 
months.  Men  on  these  ships  come  to  a 
large  extent  from  the  Central  West  and 
lake  regions.  After  a  year's  experience 
they  are  detailed  to  ships  with  the  fleet, 
where  they  soon  become  proficient  in 
their  duties.  Through  this  seasoning 
process  the  navy  is  now  securing  the 
ilnfst  body  of  men  enlisted  for  years. 

The  percentage  of  naturalized  sailors 
Is  now  over  90  per  cent,  as  compared  to 
about  .^0  per  cent  ten  jears  ago.  In  the 
days  of  the  old  navy,  three-fourths  of 
the  sailors  were  foreign  bom.  and  there 
was  a  mixture  of  whites,  blacks  and 
Asiatics,  where  there  are  now  few  If 
any  but  native  or  naturalized  Ameri- 
cans. Statements  that  Chinese  are  en- 
listed In  large  numbers  have  no  founda- 
tion in  fact.  The  only  Chinamen  on 
warships,  as  a  rule,  are  those  In  the 
mess  departments  aivl  as  servants  to 
ofllcers.  On  the  Asiatic  station  a  few 
Filipinos  have  been  enlisted  to  man  the 
small  gun  boats  engaged  in  the  patrol 
of  inland  waters. 

•    •    « 

The  advanced  course  in  naval  archi- 
tecture heretofore  pursued  by  Naval 
Academy  graduates,  prior  to  being  com- 
missioned in  the  construction  corps,  at 
European  institutes,  is  hereafter  to  be 
given  these  young  men  at  the  Massa- 
chusetts Institute  of  Technology,  Bos- 
ton, where  a  course  of  study  is  to  be 
followed  equaling  that  of  the  famous 
schools  of  Great  Britain  and  P'rance. 

Admiral  Hichborn,  some  years  ago, 
entered  into  negotiations  with  the 
faculty  of  the  Massachusetts  Institute 
of  Technology  with  a  view  to  providing 
the  course  required  for  the  cadets.  A 
proposition  was  submitted  which  was  re- 
garded as  satisfactory.  Secretary  Long 
was  in  favor  of  adopting  the  plan,  but 
line  influences  at  the  navy  department 
oi)erated  to  defeat  it.  and  the  old  ^i^«- 
tem  was  adhered  to  at  considerable  ex- 
pense to  the  government. 

Admiral  Bowles,  the  new  chief  con- 
structor, has  taken  up  the  subject 
again,  and  it  has  been  decided  that  all 
naval  academy  graduates  selected  for 
the  construction  corpe  in  future  shall 
be  educated  at  the  Massachusetts  In- 
stitute, which  now  provides  a  course 
of  lectures  fully  answering  the  needs 
of  such  education.  The  first  cadet  to 
take  this  course  will  be  William  McEn- 
tee  and  William  B.  Ferguson,  Jr.,  who 
were  graduated  Nos.  1  and  2,  respec- 
tively, a  year  ago.  Two  additional  ca- 
dets will  also  be  chosen  later  from  this 
year's  class  and  assigned  to  the  course. 

Since  1883  each  cadet  commissioned  In 
the  construction  corps  has  been  sent 
abroad  for  study  and  has  Invariably 
taken  first  rank  in  classee.  Admiral 
Bowles,  one  of  the  first  sent  abroad,  led 
his  class.  Constructor  Gate^ood,  now 
dead,  followed  him  with  a  similar  rec- 
ord, and  Constructor  D.  W.  Taylor,  who 
made  a  higher  record  at  the  Naval 
Academy  than  was  ever  before  or  since 
made  In  the  school,  graduated  at  Green- 
wich with  the  biggest  honors.  Capt. 
Hobson  was  another  of  these  grad- 
uates. 

So  remarkable  were  the  records  of 
American  cadets  that  the  British  gov- 
ernment became  Fensitlve  a  few  years 
ago  at  their  outstripping  English  btu- 
dents,  and  declined  to  allow  them  the 
advantages  of  the  school.  The  navy 
then  sent  Its  students  to  the  Unive'vity 
of  Glasgow  and  to  the  Ecole  PoM- 
technique,  at  Paris,  where  all  recent 
graduates  of  the  corps  have  completed 

their  education. 

•  •    « 

The  health  department  of  this  city  is 
taking  more  than  a  passing  interpret  in 
the  mosquito  question,  and  an  active 
campaign  against  this  pest  Is  projected. 
At  present  there  la  no  law  under  which 
the  department  can  proceed  against  the 
owners  of  land  on  which  there  are  stag- 
nant pools.  Health  Offlcer  Woodward 
proposes,  therefore,  that  a  regulation 
shall  be  adopted  making  owners  of 
property  where  water  is  allowed  to 
stand  until  it  becomes  a  nuisance  liable 
to  a  fine  of  from  $10  to  WOO. 

The  mosquito  crusade  is  directed 
principally,  however,  against  the  Ana- 
costla  flats.  Here  hundreds  of  acres  of 
land  are  dally  submerged  and  then  left 
In  a  swampy  condition  by  the  receding 
tide,  to  form  the  birthplace  and  feeding 
grounds  for  great  clouds  of  mo.squltoes. 
I'nder  such  favorable  conditions  these 
mosquitoes  attAln  a  growth  and  vigor 
unknown  to  the  upper  parts  of  the  city, 
and  are  said  to  rival,  if  not  surpass  the 
Jersey  breed  in  voracity  and  blood- 
thirstiness. 

Dr.  Woodward  Is  making  a  thorough 
investigation  of  the  preval?nce  of  ma- 
larial fever  along  the  Anaco'it'a  river, 
especially  In  the  asylum  of  the  Insane, 
where  accurate  records  are  accessible.  It 
Is  a  lamentable  truth  that,  a'thoufth 
every  member  of  congress  who  visits 
the  Anaoostia  flats  admits  that  they 
are  a  menace  to  the  public  health,  con- 
gress steadfastly  refuses  to  appropriate 
the  money  necessary  for  their  reclama- 
tion. 

Dr.  Woodward  does  not  believe  that 
kerosene,  under  the  circumstances, 
would  he  effective  In  preventing  the 
breeding  of  mosqultos.  as  the  rise  and 
fall  of  the  tide  would  drain  away  the  .-il. 
The  only  remedy,  he  thinks,  lies  in  fill- 
ing the  flats,  which  would  cost  several 

million  dollars.

Consul  General  Stowe  writes  from 
Cape  Town  that  h<  Is  in  receipt  of  a 
letter  froma  well-kn  >wn  resident  of  that 
place  which  strifes  that  very  large 
quantities  of  Argentine  mealies  (maize, 
or  corn)  are  Imported  to  Cape  Town  to 
the  exclusion  of  American  grain. 

Mr.  Stowe  adds  that  the  corn  ral^fcd  In 
this  country  resembles  the  Argentine 
corn  in  shape  but  Is  islightly  smaller.  It 
Is  quite  palatable  when  mixed  with  cold 
water,  and  is  principally  used  by  the 
natives  thus.  Our  own  Western  corn, 
prepared  in  a  similar  way,  is  harsh  and 
uneatable,  for  neither  hot  nor  cold  water 
softens  it. 

The  Argentine  corn  is  preferred  by 
the  natives  next  to  African  corn,  al- 
though It  Is  not  so  palatable.  The  Ar- 
gentine corn  Is,  owing  to  Its  softness, 
attacked  by  weevils.  Consul  Stowe  re- 
cently examined  a  cargo  of  this  corn, 
which  arrived  on  an  American  bark 
from  the  River  Plata,  and  almost  all 
was  destroyed  by  weevils. 

If  corn,  such  as  he  has  seen  In  the 
Eastern  states,  could  be  shipped  to  Cape 
Town  he  believes  It  would  find  a  ready 
market.  Since  the  first  of  the  year  over 
iiO.OOO  bags  of  corn  have  arrived  at  that 
port — a  very  fair  receipt.

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WINSTON 
IS  DEAD 


One  of  Minneapolis'  Best 

Known     Citizens 

Passes  Away. 


Taken    Sick    While    on 

a  Train  Going  to 

Chicago. 


He  Was    Always    Prom- 
inent Figure  In  Demo- 
cratic Circles. 


Minneapolis,  July  2. — Philip  B.  Win- 
ston, the  well  known  railroad  con- 
tractor, died  at  Augustana  hospital, 
Chicago,  at  10:30  yesterday  morning. 
Mr.  Winston  was  overcome  by  the  heat 
while  on  his  way  to  Chicago  Sunday 
night  and  he  grew  rapidly  worse  after 
being  taken  to  the  hospital.  His  brother, 
F.  G.  Winston,  was  with  him  at  the  time 
of  his  death. 

Mr.  Winston  left  with  his  brother  for 
Chicago  on  an  Omaha  train  Sunday 
night.  He  was,  apparently,  in  the  best 
of  health.  On  Saturday  he  remarked  to 
his  bookkeeper,  Mr.  Hill,  who  had  in- 
quired about  his  health,  that  he  never 
felt  better  in  his  life. 

A  telegram  was  received  at  the  office   i 
of  Winston  Brothers,  in  the  Globe  build-   j 
ing,    from    F.    G.    Winston      yesterday  • 
afternoon  confirming  the  report  of  his  j 
brother's  death.  No  details  were  given,    1 
except  that  Mr.   Winston  was  taken  to 
Augustana  hospital  from  the  train  and  ! 
that  he  died  there  at  10:30  in  the  morn-  { 
ing.       The    telegram    also    contained    a 
request  that  the  news  be  broken  to  Mrs. 
Winston  and  members  of  the  family. 

Philip  Bickerton  Winston  was  a  na- 
tive of  Virginia,  being  the  son  of  Wil- 
liam Overton  Winston  and  Sarah  Anne 
Gregory  Winston,  both  of  whom  were 
descendants  of  the  early  English  colo- 
nists. He  was  born  at  Hanover  Court- 
house, Aug.  12,  184u.       His  early  educa- 


tion was  received  at  home  and  in  his 
sixteenth  year  year  he  attended  an 
academy  until  the  death  of  his  father. 
In  1862,  after  being  on  the  farm  a  short 
time,  he  enlisted  in  Company  E,  Fifth 
Virginia  cavalry,  though  only  a  boy  of 
17.  He  participated  In  several  battles 
and  engagements  and  served  until  Ap- 
pomattox. Boy  though  he  was  he  won 
first  lieutenantcy  and  served  as  an  aide 
on  the  staff  of  Gen.  Thomas  L.  Ro.sser. 

Farming  engaged  his  attention  until 
1872,  when  he  came  to  Minneapolis  with 
little  money,  but  plenty  of  grit.  He 
engaged  In  government  survey  for  t'vo 
years  and  in  1875  formed,  with  his  elder 
brother,  F.  G.  Winston,  the  firm  of 
Winston  Brothers,  general  railroad  con- 
tractors. It  is  one  of  the  best  known 
firms  in  the  country  and  In  the  pas-t 
twenty-five  years  has  constructed  thou- 
sands of  miles  of  railway  in  the  West, 

On  March  30,  1876.  Mr.  Winston  was 
married  to  -  Katherine  D.  Stevens, 
daughter  of  Col.  John  H.  Stevens,  the 
pioneer  settler  of  Minneapolis.  They 
have  two  children,  Philip  B.,  Jr.,  and 
Nellie   Winston. 

Mr.  Winston  was  one  of  the  notable 
figures  in  Wmnesota  politics,  in  which 
he  has  leen  a  leader  for  many  years.  In 
the  coursf*  of  his  career  in  this  city  he 
held  many  honorable  positions,  serving 
in  the  legislature.  He  was  elected  mayor 
in  ISM,  serving  to  the  satisfaction  of 
his  party  and  fr'erds. 

Ho  was  of  a  genial  disposition,  with 
a  kind  word  to  all  and  a  personality 
winning  In  the  extreme.  Because  of  his 
popularity  h'.s  party  a.ssociates  were 
always  desirous  of  having  him  upon  the 
ticket  in  one  capacity  or  another  and 
he  lepeatedly  was  compelled,  especially 
In  recent  years,  to  decline  nominations 
which  the  party  was  only  too  anxious 
to  give  him. 

This  was  true  two  and  four  years  ago 
T\hen,  it  is  commonly  acknowledged,  he 
could  have  had  the  Democratic  nomin- 
ation for  congress.  Owing  to  the  extra- 
ordinary prosperous  business  condi- 
tions of  the  past  five  or  six  years  Mr. 
Winston  positively  refused  to  accept 
any  nomination,  saying  that  at  th<1 
proper  time  he  would  accommodate  his 
friends,  but  that  his  first  duty  was  to 
his  family,  and  that  the  time  to  make 
hay  was  while  the  business  sun  was 
shining. 

During  the  recent  troublous  times 
politically  he  was  loyal  to  the  party  as 
exemplified  by  William  J.  Bryan,  but 
was  never  an  ardent  silver  advocate.  He 
refrained,  as  far  as  possible,  from  tak- 
ing a  very  active  part  in  the  bitter  con- 
troversy which  raged,  and  his  popular- 
ity was  alike  evident  with  both  wings 
of  the  party  until  the  last,  and  during 
the  past  month  or  so  his  name  was 
mentioned  prominently  as  the  choice  of 
Manager  Rosing  as  the  next  candidate 
of   the  party   for  governor.

Superlor  Traction  company,  and  R.  M. 
Hunter,  T.  W.  Hooj  es  and  T.  T.  Hud- 
son, representing  thi?  Woodland  com- 
pany. The  contract  has  not  yet  been 
drawn  up,  but  that  is  merely  a  formal 

matter. 

At  7:30  o'clock  last  evening  the  car 
service  was  resumed  and  the  residents 
of  Woodland,  Huntt  r's  Park  and  Glen 
Avon  were  able  to  t;  t  Into  town  with- 
out walking,  taking  carryalls  or  some 
other  mode  of  conveyance. 

The  agreement  reached  provides 
that  the  Duluth-?uperlor  Traction 
company  is  to  take  the  line  and  put  it 
In  shape.  This  means  the  building  of 
a  new  line  and  it  wlil  be  a  single  trade 
Good  service  Is  to  be  given  and  If  neces- 
sary, switches  and  sidetracks  will  be 
put  In.  A  cut-off  pi'l  be  built  running 
along  Wallace  a,v-nt(ev  This  will 
carry  the  line  fropi  a;  point  at  about 
James  C.  Hunter's  i  esidence  over  to 
Woodland  avenue' striking  It  at  about 
H.  W.  Coffin's  residence. 

The  Woodland  c^n  pany.  throughout 
the  controversy,  haj-  been  striving  for 
the  continuance  of  th«  service  to  the 
end  of  the  present  lin«  and  a  mile  be- 
yond as  soon  as  the  company  could 
build  the  line.  The  Traction  com- 
pany wanted  to  t^n  no  farther  than 
the  cemetery,  claiming  that  there  was 
no  revenue  from  <hi  line  beyond  that 
point.  Under  the  aj^reement  the  Trac- 
tion company  is  tb  t^^v'e  at  least  seven 
trips  a  day  between  il^e  cemetery  and 
the  end  of  the  llne'.anl  Is  to  extend  this 
for  a  mile  farther 'than  the  present  ter- 
minus when  the  jW oQdland  company 
is  al>le  to  build  .the  line  that  much 
farther.  ', 

Luther  Mendenhall  stated  this  morn- 
ing that  the  Woodla^id  line  will  be  re- 
paired temporarily  at  once  and  com- 
pletely rebuilt  as  soon  as  possible.  It 
may  not  be  possible  lo  rebuild  the  en- 
tire line  this  year,  but  an  effort  will  be 
made  to  build  the  cut  off  this  fall.  He 
says  that  the  company  has  so  much 
work  on  hand  now  that  It  Is  almost  at 
the  limit.  The  East  and  West  Fourth 
btreet  lines  must  be  rebuilt  and  the 
plans  of  the  company  for  this  summer 
contemplate  that.  This  , together  with 
the  work  on  Superior  street  and  the 
very  large  work  being  done  at  Superior, 
which  was  absolutely  necessary,  the 
system  over  there  being  practically 
worn  out.  Is  about  all  the  company  can 
carry  on  just  now.  If  the  line  cannot 
be  built  anew  this  year,  however,  it 
will  \ye  completely  rebuilt  by  next  year. 

"The  aim  of  the  Traction  company 
with  reference  to  the  Woodland  line 
will  be  to  give  the  residents  of  the  su- 
burbs on  the  line  the  best  possible  ser- 
vice, shortening  the  time  as  much  as 
possible  and  giving  all  the  cars  the 
business  will  warrant.  It  will  not  be 
operated  In  the  interest  of  any  land 
speculation  for  the  present  owners  of 
the  company  have  no  lands  to  pro- 
mote." 

R  .M.  Hunter  says  the  "Woodland  com- 
pany will  build  the  one-mile  extension 
as  soon  as  possible.  The  company  owns 
a  large  tract  of  land  out  there  and 
plans  the  division  of  this  into  flveracre 
tracts,  which  it  will  try  to  sell  to  city 
residents  enabling  a  man  to  live  In  the 
city  and  own  a  little  farm  on  the  out- 
skirts which  will  be  readily  accessible. 

With  the  points  for  which  each  com- 
pany was  striving  and  its  success  In  at- 
taining them,  the  people  of  Woodland 
have  little  concern  and  they  are  glad 
that  the  matter  has  been  adjusted  so 
that  they  are  assured  service  In  the  fu- 
ture. This  what  they  have  longed  for 
and  they  were  not  unwilling  to  walk 
for  a  month  even  In  order  to  get  a  de- 
cisive settlement  of  the  question.  That 
It  has  come  so  soon  is  pleasing  to 
them.

Grain  Growers  Watching 

the    Clouds    With 

Anxious  Eyes. 

Minneapolis,  July  2.— The  Journal  says: 
The  next  ten  days  or  two  weeks  will  be 
a  critical  period  for  the  growing  crop.  If 
the  clouds  do  not  cease  to  spill  for  that 
period  much  damage  will  result. 

As  It  stacds  now,  the  Northwest  wheat 
crop  is  in  fine  condition.  The  rain  that 
came  just  when  dry  weather  be^an  to 
make  the  condition  critical  sent  tne  crop 
ahead  rapidly.  During  the  past  three 
weeks  the  Northwest  generally  has  been 
visited  by  frequent  showers  until  now  the 
limit  of  what  the  crop  will  stand  has  been 
reached.  This  rainfall  has  been  very 
general,  touching  almost  every  section  or 
MinnesDta  and  the  Dakotas.  Many  grain 
men  assert  that  continued  .showers 
through  the  Northwest  for  the  next  two 
weeks  will  reduce  the  prospective  yield  by 
at  least  one-third  and  end  all  talk  of  a 
bumpe'  crop.  The  danger  lies  in  rust 
and  poor  nlling.  Dry  weather  for  the 
next  ten  days  will  enable  the  grain  to 
"head  out'  prope<rly.  Continued  rains 
will  increase  the  liability  to  rust  and 
cause  rank  growth  of  the  straw  at  the 
expense  of  the  head. 

While  the  grasshopper  situation  does 
not  warrant  a  scare,  yet  many  wheat- 
growers  corsider  it  serious.  In  several 
lections  farmers  have  been  busy  for  two 
weeks  dosing  the  hoppers  with  oil.  Up 
to  date  the  Insects  have  been  so  small 
that  their  destruction  was  possible.  Now 
they  have  begun  to  attain  slse  and 
strength  er.ougii  to  fly,  which  makes  their 
extermination  dlfflcult.  Tt  Is  conceded 
that  in  many  localities  the  war  nas  not 
begun  early  enough.  This  Is  the  case  In 
some  parts  of  the  Red  River  valley,  where 
farmers  but  lately  began  to  realise  the 
d&n^er 

While  the  rainfall  for  Many  and  June 
of  this  vear  was  7.01  Inches  it  has  not 
vet  graatly  exceeded  the  precipltatl->n  for 
May  and  June  ii>  1896.  when  the  Northwest 
raised  Its  record  crop  of  85.000.000  bush- 
els   of    wheat.

INCENSE. 


WiU  Probably   Be  Used 

at  Coronation  of 

theSin^ 

New  York,  July  2.— There  is  much  talk 
among  the  ultra-Protestants  In  Elngland 
about  the  use  of  incense  in  the  corona- 
tion service  next  year,  says  the  Tribune's 
Liondon  correspondent.  This  detail  can- 
not be  settled  so  long  in  advance,  yet  it 
is  assumed  by  the  clergy,  both  high  and 
low,  that  the  ritual  of  coronation  at  West- 
minster A'bbey  will  be  accompanied  by  a 
cloud  of  incense.  The  king  Is  commonly 
supposed  to  have  yielded  to  the  queen's 
wishes  In  this  respect,  but  there  Is  no 
authority  for  the  statement.

Uiider  the 
law.  it  has  to  be  printed  and  sent  out  by 
Feb.  1.  1902.  The  cnmmlssi<jners  expect  to 
nnish  lhei»  rei>ori  and  "go  to  press"'  by 
Jan.  1.  giving  ample  time  for  the  print- 
ing and  di.strtbution  to  member.-*  of  the 
le«ri  dature. 

<;overnor  Van  Sant  gave  his  personal 
pli'd^i^'  to  .several  members  of  the  leslsla- 
lui.'  last  winter  tliat  he  would  call  an 
extra  -sesaioii  in  case  of  an  early  adj<iui"n- 
ment.  He  will  keei)  his  word,  and  wiin- 
out  any  regret.

Chicago,  July  2— Col.  John  8.  Cooper, 
well  known  to  Duluth  people  by  his  advo- 
cacy of  a  large  national  park  and  game 
and  fish  pre.-*erve  In  rCorihern  Minne- 
sota, Is  critically  ill  with  pneumonia  at 
his  residence  In  this  cLiy.  Unwilling  to 
i(jmmlt  themselves  to  a  favorable  report, 
the  physicians  in  attendance.  Dr.  Wallace 
H.  Harrison  and  Professor  Robert  B. 
Preble,  say  the  chancfs  of  recover--  are 
sti;i  slightly  in  the  patients  favur.  Col. 
Cooper  returned  early  last  week  from  a 
visit  10  Montana  in  the  interests  of  hU 
hut3«  business  and  on  account  of  the  ex- 
Iri  me  heat  was  exhausted  by  the  travel. 
A  chill,  brought  on  by  a  sudden  change  in 
:he  weather  while  he  was  still  weak, 
made   him   an  easy  prey   to  the  disease. 

"It  may  appear  stranq;e  to  many  peo- 
ple," said  Dr.  Harrison,  "thai  a  man 
should  have  pneumonia  in  the  hottest 
June  weather  Chicago  has  known  in  six 
years.  Nevertheless.  the  <-ase  is  not 
uni«iue.  The  sudden  northeast  winds,  more 
freouent  on  the  North  Side  than  else- 
where in  the  city,  are  often  hard  for  a 
younger  person  lo  witht^tand.  We  .an-  In- 
clined now  to  believe  that  pneumonia  la  a 
germ  disease  and  may  be  looked  for  at 
any  time.  In  the  case  of  a  man  of  Col. 
Cooper's  age — 5X  years— I  hesitate  to  prop- 
hesy a  favorable  outr-ome.  He  Is  doln^ 
woll.  however,  and  at  ihe  elose  of  the 
fourth  day  still  has  the  probabilities  In 
his   favor." 

Cul.  Cooper  ha*  bton  prominent  In 
DemocriUlc  local  and  state  politic^*  for 
twenty  years.  In  l>iW.  however,  unwilling 
to  subscribe  to  the  Chicago  piatform.  he 
left  the  party  and  was  one  of  the  leading 
(•ampaigiiers  for  thi-  Palmer  and  Biickner 
ticket.  He  atti-mined  to  take  the  County 
Democracy  with  him.  lielng  preslilent  of 
the  organization  at  the  :lnu-.  but  was  out- 
voted. '1  wo  yiMrs  later  he  was  reln.si.ated 
as  a  member.  For  several  years,  through 
different  administrations,  he  i)ra(  tlcally 
had  a  monopoly  In  the  street  cleaning  con- 
tracts.

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\Va.shin.gton.  July  2.— On  Sunday  the 
last  of  the  magnificent  volunteer  army 
of  the  United  States  was  mustered  out 
of  service,  and  the  majority  of  the  3G,000 
offlcers  and  men  of  that  organization 
have  returned  to  civil  life.  The  presi- 
dent and  the  war  department  officiala 
are  much  gratified  with  the  successful 
disbandment    of    this    army    within    the 

time  fixed  by  law. 

Only  those  who  know  the  limitations 
and  difhculties  of  the  transport  service 
can  appreciate  the  magnitude  of  ttie  task 
of  bringing  this  army  home  across  10,000 
miles  of  ocean,  since  the  passage  of  the 
army  reorganization  act,  a  little  less 
than  four  months  ago. 

At  the  war  department  there  1«  noth- 
ing but  praise  for  this  splendid  bjdy  of 
men.  and  it  Is  a  matter  of  congratulation 
to  Secretary  Root  and  his  associates  that 
so  many  of  the  experienced  volunteer 
offlcers  have  enlisted  permanently  Into 
the  military  service  of  the  country  by 
taking  commissions  In  the  regular  army. 
It  is  believed  at  least  75  per  cent  of  the 
young  volunteer  officers  who  have  taken 
examination  for  second  lieutenancies  In 
the  regular  army  will  pass. 

It  is  also  a  matter  of  congratulation 
that  the  ranks  of  the  regular  army  have 
received  so  many  recruits  from  the 
volunteer  veterans.  As  expressed  by  an 
official  of  the  war  department,  in  com- 
menting on  the  passing  of  the  volunteer 
army,  the  country  can  well  feel  proud 
of  the  record  tills  organization  has 
made. 

It  is  ju.st  about  two  years  since  the 
first  recruits  were  enlisted  in  this  army, 
and  the  months  that  ensued  were  filled 
with  exciting  scenes  that  tried  the  new 
soldier  to  the  utmost,  but  there  is  no 
record  of  cowardice  to  s*»ow  against  even 
a  corporal's  guard  of  the  vjlunteers.  The 
mustering  out  has  been  going  on  gradu- 
ally for  the  last  two  or  three  montha 
and  the  soldiers  are  returning  to  their, 
homes  and  resuming  their  civic  occupa- 
tions without  causing  a  ripple.  Ttile  is 
another  source  of  gratification  to  the 
president  and  his  cabinet  associates. 

No  problem  confronts  the  country  such 
as  came  at  the  close  of  the  civil  war. 
Then  there  was  some  difficulty  in  finding 
pUces  for  all  the  returning  soldiers,  but 
the  army  of  35,000,  which  today  passed 
out  of  existence,  will  be  absorbed  by  the 
industries  of  this  prosperous  country 
and  no  one  will  be  elbowed  out  of  the 
way  to  make  room  for  them. 

At  the  war  department  the  record  of 
the  volunteer  army  is  exhibited  with 
pride  and  satisfaction.  The  army  was 
authorized  by  act  of  congress  of  March 
2.  1899.  one  of  the  last  acts  of  the  Fifty- 
fifth  congress.  This  act  gave  the  Presi- 
dent authority  to  raise  twenty-five  regi- 
ments of  volunteers  to  serve  in  the 
Philippines,  to  be  mustered  out  not  later 
than  June  30.  1901. 

President  McKinley  did  not  exercise  the 
power  granted  in  this  act  until  July  5. 
lS9;t  when  orders  were  issued  to  rai.se 
ten'of  the  twenty-tlve  regiments.  On  July 
IS  orders  were  ordere*!  'or  th.;  re-TUiting 
of  two  more  In  the  Philippines,  and  on 
Aug.  10  the  Klevcnth  cavalry  was  author- 
ized to  be  raised  In  fie  Islands.  On  Aug. 
17  ten  mere  regiments  were  ordered,  and 
on  Sept.  2  the  last  two  regiments,  the 
Foriy-eifThth  and  Forty-ninth,  to  be  com- 
posed of  colored  men,  were  ordered  to  be 
recruited. 

The  enlistment  of  these  volunteers  be- 
gan under  Secretary  Alger,  who  resigned 
.in  July  19.  ivi».  and  completed  under  Sec- 
retary Root,  who  took  office  on  July  21. 
The  prehld  -nt  received  the  commendation 
of  the  regular  army  and  of  the  whole 
country  as  well  by  ignoring  political  con- 
sideriiions  and  selecting  the  Held  olficers 
of  thewe  regiments,  the  colonels,  rhe  lieu- 
tenant colonels,  and  majors,  from  the 
commissioned  officers  of  the  regular 
army.  There  were  a  few  exceptions  to 
this  rule.  th««e  being  volunteer  officers 
who  had  signally  distinguished  themselves 
in  the  8i>anl»h  war.  The  eftidency  if  th© 
new  volunteer  army  was  further  assured 
by  *he  selection  of  company  officers  from 
thc8*>  who  had  participated  In  the  Span- 
ish   war.  .      ,     ^ 

As  rapidly  as  they  were  recruited  the 
volunii-er  regiments  were  sent  to  the 
Philippines,  the  First  reglm.Mit  reaching 
Manilla  Oct  11.  lKy9.  and  the  last  Jan.  25. 
19<T0.  Their  efficiency  dispelled  the  fears' 
of  a  long  and  bloody  war.  and  ihe  con- 
dition in  which  they  reached  this  coun- 
try has  elTectually  silenced  the  taU\«  of 
horrid  diseases  decimating  the  army's 
ranks  and  destroying  the  health  of  Hie 
soldiers.  ,,     ,    .  ^      . 

The  records  of  the  medical  branch  of 
the  army  show  the  soldiers  when  mustered 
out  at  San  Francisco  to  have  been  In  as 
good  health  .as  when  they  enlisted  to  go 
lo  the  Phil'pplnes.  In  the  most  part,  they 
have  returned  to  their  homes  stronger 
and  better  men  than  when  they  left  them. 
Probably  the  most  conspicuous  volun- 
teer ofl'cer  who  Is  now  discharged  was 
Maj.  0'»u.  Shufter.  He  ha.-«  b«»en  a  ma.lor 
gt-neral  ot  volunteers  since  May  4.  1«»8. 
at  the  breaking  out  of  the  Sjianish  war. 
He  was  retured  some  months  ago.  his 
rank  being  that  of  a  major  general  of 
regulars.  Maj.  Gen.  Wood  loses  his  place 
hv  the  disbandment  of  the  volunteer 
forces,  but  will  continue  as  govermr  gen- 
eral of  Cuba  with  the  rank  of  jrigadier 
general  in  the  regular  .service.

He  had 
rallied  to  quite  an  exT.-nt  from  his  first 
attack  and  hopes  were  entertained  of  his 
recovery,  alihough  at  no  time  waa  he 
considered  wholly  out  of  danger  by  his 
physicians.     Symptoms    of     Brighfs     dib- 

ease  developed  and  on  Saturday  his  con- 
dition was  less  favoralile.  Sunday  night 
he  giew  rapidly  worse  and  Monday  morn- 
ing all  hope  was  given  up.  his  death  being 
only  a  question  of  a  few  hours.  His  wife 
Is  prostrated  with  grit;  and  is  inconsol- 
al)le.  They  have  two  children,  a  daughter, 
Kihelwyn,  about  14,  an,;  a  baby  boy.  The 
city  Is  in  mourning  o\er  the  great  loss 
ihat  has  fallen  upon  it  Senator  Kyle  was 
highly  esteemed  and  by  i»is  death  Aber- 
deen loses  a  friend  who  cannot  be  re- 
placed.

Moody:  took  his  seat  March  4.  1891;  waa 
re-elected  In  1837.

Guthrie,  O.  T.,  July  2.— The  grovern- 
menfs  propo.-sed  lottery  plan  of  settle- 
ment of  the  Kiowa  and  Comanche  countp. 
is  to  l>e  contested  by  settlers  who  ex- 
pect to  take  claims  when  the  country  Is 
opened.  The  plan  of  contest  is  the  legal- 
ity of  the  drawing  scheme.  Among  the 
plaintiffs  will  be  L.ewis  N.  Homt>eck,  of 
Minco.  I.  T.,  former  government  survey- 
or. 

The  best  advices  show  that  thousands 
are  now  ready  and  prepared  to  enter  the 
country  as  soon  as  the  proclamation  is 
promulgated.  Claims  will  be  staked  out 
by  those  who  are  already  camped  along 
the  borders  and  If  a  fight  is  to  be  made 
along  the  proposed  lines  of  contest  it  will 
occasion  endless  suits  for  rights  and  titles 
In  the  land  offices  and  the  courts.  The 
l>el!ef  of  the  land  attorneys  Is  that  only 
two  legaJ  ways  are  open  to  those  who 
want  a  claim.  First  to  settle  upon  a 
quarter  before  some  one  else  files.  Sec- 
ond, to  file  before  the  other  fellow  set- 
tles. The  courts,  not  the  departments,  are 
the  Interpreters  of  the  law  and  all  ques- 
tions must  be  finally  passed  upon  by  the 
courts. 


BAD  SPLIT. 


Denlson,  Tex^  July  2.— A  company  of 
Texas.  Indian  Territory  and  Oklahoma 
men  has  been  formed  to  make  a  rush 
for  the  lands  of  the  Kiowa  and  Comanche 
country  when  they  are  opened  for  settle- 
ment. They  have  employed  Hon.  Richard 
Morgan,  of  Perry.

provisions  In  law  for  selecting  claims  by 
drawing  lots^

THE  ALLIED  VILLAGERS 


A    New   Organization   of   Chinese   Which    Is 
placing    the   Boxers   and   Whose   Objects 
Are  Insurrectionary. 


Re- 


T^ondon,  July  3.— A  dispatch  from 
Pekin  .say.'':  The  French  propose  to  de- 
lay their  evacuation  of  Pao  Tins  Fu 
until  autumn.  They  believe  that  their 
presence  there  ie  necessary,  as  the  dis- 
orders, which  have  been  wide.spread, 
are  increasing.  The  society  of  allied 
*Mllagers  is  replacins  the  Boxer  organ- 
ization. This  society  was  ostensibly 
formed  for  local  protection,  but  it  is 
really  insurrectionary,  as  it  resi.<»ts  the 
collection  of  the  regular  taxes,  because 
the  villages  suffered  heavily  last  yeur 
and  objects  to  the  additional  taxe.s  for 
the  expenses  of  the  court's  return,  and 
Indemnity  for  the  Catholio  converts, 
«sho  greatly  outnumber  the  Protestants. 

The  people  have  some  ground  for 
complaint.  It  is  said,  but  money  being 
needed  the  government  must  make  de- 
mands, ami  when  they  are  resisted  the 
Chinese  troops  must  enforce  the  gov- 
ernment's orders.  If  these  trooi)s  fail 
the  foreign  troops  mudt  Interpose.  Hence 
there  is  good  reason  for  the  French  re- 
maining, as  the  converts  are  under  their 
protection.  Another  reason  is  that  the 
railway  runs  through  the  di-sturbod 
districts  and  must  be  protected.  The 
Germans  Intend  to  evacuate  Pao  Ting 
Fu  by  July  5. 

The  Hrilish  and  Japanese  sections  in 
Tekin   have  been  formally   transferred 


to  the  Chinese,  says  a  Pekln  dispatch 
to  a  news  agency.  There  U  delay  on 
the  part  of  the  Italians,  French  and  Ger- 
mans in  transferring  their  sections  in 
the  Tartar  city.  The  Germans  have 
trantiferred  their  section  of  the  Chinese 
city,  all  of  which  is  now  under  the  Juri.-s- 
diction  of  ten  police  censors.  The  Brit- 
ish, Germans  and  Japanese  retain  some 
supervision  over  the  city,  and  are  re- 
sponsible for  the  settlement  of  quarrels 
between  foreigner*.  A  thousand  new 
Japanese  troops  have  arrived  here  and 
nearly  4000  more  are  coming  to  replace 
the  force  in  the  province  of  Chl-Li.  The 
Japanese.  French  and  German  com- 
mander.'' have  consented  to  Governor 
Yuan  Shlh  Kai's  troops  coming  within 
seven  miles  of  the  city.  The  British 
commander  has  not  yet  decided  whether 
to  consent  or  not.  The  British,  French 
and  Japanese  say  that  they  v.-ill  not 
ev:icuate  until  the  troops  of  the  other 
powers  have. 

Arrangements  are  being  made  for  the 
return  of  the  court.  Orders  have  been 
given  for  the  rebuilding  of  two  of  the 
Inrge  gates  of  the  city.  The  cos-t  of  this 
work  is  estimated  at  1,000.000  taels  for 
each  gate.  The  merchants  In  the 
ruined  portion  of  the  city  are  rebuild- 
ing, showing  that  they  expect  the  court 
to  return. 


Xew  York.  July  3.— It  was  not  as  hot  in 
this  city  this  morning  as  it  was  yes- 
terday, but  the  percentage  of  humidity 
was  much  greater.  At  9  a.  m.  the  wea- 
ther bureau  ther.niomoter  showed  a 
temperature  of  So  degrees  as  compared 
with  93  at  the  same  time  yesterday.  The 
percentage  of  humidity  was  72.  Yester- 
day morning  it  was  59.  From  2  to  9 
a.  m.  eleven  deaths,  due  to  heat,  were 
reported    in    New    and    Brooklyn. 

At  11  o'clock  the  thermometer  had 
ri?en  to  the  92  mark,  but  the  humidity 
had  fallen  to  53  per  cent.  The  temper- 
ature at  11  a.  m.  yesterday  was  96  de- 
grees. Up  to  11  o'clock  today  the  total 
number  of  deaths  from  heat  In  New 
York  and  Brooklyn,  after  2  a.  m.,  was 
47. 

The  action  of  the  board  of  governors 
of  the  stock  exchange.  In  voting  to  close 
the  exchange  on  Friday  and  Saturday, 
and  the  decision  of  banks  to  restrict 
business  all  possible  on  these  days,  was 
due  entirely  to  the  intense  heat. 

There  were  so  many  bodies  in  tha 
morgue  today  that  the  compartments 
could  not  hold  them  all.  Two  dead 
wagons  and  police  patrol  wagons  were 
bringing  in  others  constantly,  and  it 
was  necfs.sary  to  send  the  remains  of 
sixty  per.-jons  to  the  potters  Held  Ix'fore 
tho  expiration  of  the  five  days  uc5ually 
allowed  for  Identification  or  reclama- 
tion. 

Since  the  extremely  hot  weather  be- 
gan on  June  28  there  have  been  so  many 
deaths  from  the  heat  that  it  has  been 
impo.sslble  to  keep  a  correct  record  of 
them,  but  a  careful  estimate  today 
placed  the  total  in  Greater  New  York 
for  the  six  days  at  517.  All  of  these 
were  well  defined  cases  of  heat  pros- 
tration«  resulting  from  the  high  tem- 
perature.

At  11  o'clock  the  official  weather 
bureau  thermometer  registered  91  de- 
grees, a  decrease  of  4  degrees  compared 
with  the  same  hour  yesterday.  Up  to 
this  hour  fifteen  deaths  and  a  score  of 
prostrations  have  been  repirted.  T;;o 
humidity  at  8  a.  m.  was  61  per  cent.  -\t 
11  o'clock  it  had  decreased  3  per  cent. 

Boston,  July  3.— This  city  entered  up- 
on its  seventh  day  of  oppressive  heat 
with  the  thermometer  at  86  at  S  o'clock 
and  the  wind  light  from  the  southwest. 

Two  deaths  and  two  prostrations  were 
reported  in  the  city  during  the  early 
morning  hours.

Bateman's  Point,  R.  I..  July  3.— The 
yachts  Constitution  and  Columbia  came 
out  today  for  another  race  under  the 
aupices  of  the  New  York  Yacht  club, 
this  time  over  a  triangular  course  of 
thirty  miles,  ten  miles  on  a  side.  Col- 
umbia's substitute  boom  seemed  to  be 
in  excellnt  shape,  and  the  Constitution's 
jib  had  also  been  repaired  and  was  in 
good  shape. 

Columbia  was  the  first  to  come  out  of 
the  harbor  about  10:30.  beating  dov.n 
under  main  sail,  two  head  sails  and  club 
top  sail.  Constitution  followed  five 
minutes  later,  under  a  similar  suit  of 
sails.  Getting  outside,  the  yachts  found 
a  fine  whole  sail  breeze  from  the  south- 
west and  stood  out  to  the  starting 
point. 

The  weather  off  shore  was  quite  thick 
and  there  was  very  little  hope  that 
much  of  the  race  could  be  seen  from  the 
land. 

As  on  Monday,  the  start  was  five 
miles  off  Brenton's  Reef  lightship, 
owing  to  the  direction  of  the  wind.

PRESENT  SOLID  FRONT 

Apparently  No  Attempt    By    Steel    Companies  to 

Break  Organization  of  Strikers— Say  Mills 

Are  Closed  For  Repairs. 


Pittsburg,  July  3.— There  were  no  de- 
velopments today  in  the  strike  situation 
of  the  sheet  steel  and  hoop  workers. 
Neither  of  the  combines  affected  has 
seemingly  made  any  attempt  to  break 
the  solid  front  of  the  men  at  any  of  the 
imlon  plants.  They  still  announce  that 
mills  not  running  this  week  are  shut 
down  for  repairs.  A  private  telegram 
from  Youngstown,  received  in  this  city 
last  night,  stated  that  the  American 
Steel  Hoop  company  will  go  direct  to 
the  men  at  its  union  plants  In  Girard, 
Youngstown,  Warren,  Greenville  and 
Pomeroy  today,  with  the  demand  that 
they  return  to  work  next  Monday  at  the 
scale  figures  asked  by  the  association. 
No  word  of  such  action  has  been  re- 
ceived at  strike  headquarters,  how- 
ever. 


President  Shaffer  of  the  association 
stated  this  morning  that  he  had  called 
upon  officers  of  the  independent  sheet 
plants  In  reference  to  the  recent  cut  in 
prices  made  by  the  sheet  combine,  and 
they  all  agreed  with  him  that  the  reduc- 
tion was  made  to  keep  the  Independent 
concerns  out  of  the  market. 

"If  they  persist  In  this,"  said  he,  "I 
will  call  a  conference  with  the  Indepen- 
dent people  next  year  and  arrange  a 
scale  with  them." 

When  asked  If  he  expected  any  de* 
velopments  soon,  he  said: 

"I  expect  to  get  into  communicatioit 
with  the  combine  people  before  the  closd 
of  the  day.  They  called  for  me  by  long- 
distance telephone  yesterday,  but  when 
I  reached  the  office  I  was  unable  to  get 
them.  I  am  to  call  them  up  today  and 
there  may  be  some  understanding."        ^; 


LIKE  HOT  HOUSE  PLANTS 

So  Congressman  Hull  Characterizes  New  Provin, 

cial  Governments  and  Says  They  Will   Be 

Unable  to  Withstand  Adversity. 


Manila,  July  3.— Congressman  Hull,  of 
Iowa,  who  accompanied  Gen.  Chaffee  on 
his  southern  tour,  characterizes  the 
newly  established  provincial  govern- 
ments as  "hot  house  plants,  unable  to 
-withstand  adversities."  He  said  to  the 
correspondent  of  the  Associated  Press 
that  there  will  be  many  difficulties 
under  the  dual  civil-military  govern- 
ment, which  will  be  inaugurated  tomor- 
row. Mr.  Hull  believes  their  natural 
richness  insures  the  eventual  prosperity 
of  the  islands;  but,  he  Is  convinced, 
from  conversation  with  the  governors 
and  army  officers,  that  in  new  southern 
provinces  poverty  and  other  obstacles 
will  prevent  the  successful  collection  of 
land  taxes.  He  believes  that  the  salaries, 
excepting  those  of  the  clerks  and  minor 
employes,  are  too  high,  from  the  com- 
missioners downward,  and  that  the 
provinces  ought  to  have  far  larger 
areas  and  fewer  officers.  Tiie  United 
States  commissioners  agree  with  this, 
but  have  deferred  to  the  wishes  of  the 
Inhabitanta," 


Mr.  Hull  approves  of  the  provincfal 
laws,  but  Is  of  the  opinion  that  the 
bulk  of  the  territory  should  be  undec 
military  government  until  absolutely 
pacified  and  cleared  of  ladrones.  He  Is 
convinced  the  natives  in  general  are  not 
concerned   about   the  government. 

These  views  are  typically  those  of 
the  generality  of  army  officers.  The 
American  civilians,  as  a  rule,  are  not 
Inclined  to  await  a  fair  trial  of  the  ex- 
periment of  partial  self-government 
and  neither  the  natives  nor  the  army 
officers  are  in  favor  of  any  removals  of 
troops.  Gen.  Sumner  urges  that  the  na- 
tive police  of  Tayabas  province  ought 
to  be  disarmed  or  controlled  by  mili- 
tary govwTiors.  Col.  Gardiner  of  the  pro* 
vince  insists  upon  controlling  the  po* 
lice.  The  pending  bill  for  the  organiz- 
ation of  the  entire  insular  police  pro- 
vides for  civil  control,  and  army  officers 
predict  clashes  unless  the  military  con- 
trol the  police  in  the  listurbed  lo^

There  have  been  various  reasons  ad- 
vanced as  to  the  cause  of  the  advanced 
price  of  anthracite  coal  In  the  early  sum- 
mer season,  something  that  the  coal  buy- 
ing publi-.'  haidly  expects.  One  theory  ad- 
vanced by  the  coal  men  has  been  ihat 
the  i>oil  companies  must  advan«e  prices 
to  keei>  their,  on  an  equality  witn  those 
in  the  Twin  Cities.  They  have  said  that 
the  heavy  dt  mand  for  hard  coal  &n»i  of 
Buffalo  has  caused  the  market  to  go  up. 
The  i0f:il  coal  comi).anies  sent  out  noijci-ti 
to  the  tr;jdo,  on  July  1.  givlnK  the  price 
of  coil  In  the  fall  with  the  notice  of  a 
discount  now  ecjual  to  the  price,  less  the 
axlvanc.'S  that  are  being  made  each 
month. 

It  is  claimed  that  the  laek  of  anthracite 
coal  at  the  head  of  the  lakes  is  due  to  a 
determination  on  the  part  of  the  coal 
trust  to  limit  the  sujiply  here  and  keep 
the  price  up  Hard  coal  stocks  here  are 
smaller  than  ever  before  at  the  beriMnlnp: 
of  the  summer  season.  Coal  Is  belnsr 
shipped  out  of  the  city  now  almost  »a  f:<3t 
a.s  it,  come.s  up  the  lake,  in  some  cases  the 
demand  Is  greater  than  the  suppl> .  This 
demand  for  shipment  is  for  commsroial 
coal,  all  of  the  companies  leaving  their 
coal  on  the  dock  for  the  present.  Ship- 
ments are  beinff  made  to  points  in  Iowa. 
Nebraska,  and  the  Dakotas.  The  i ail- 
road  con)pnnies  are  said  to  have  a  little 
trouble  In  ffettlnir  enousrh  cars  to  handle 
the  CM1.1  business,  and  In  some  casos  ex- 
tra crews  have  been  put  to  ha.n<lle  the  coal 
traffic.     The  local  demand  Is  light.

The  latest  development  In  the  Lerch 
barn  matter  consists  of  the  filing  of  a 
dozen  liens  by  workingmen  who  helped 
move  the  bam  and  who  claim  that  they 
have  not  been  paid  for  their  work.  The 
liens  cover  not  only  the  barn,  but  the 
two  lots  at  the  corner  of  First  street 
and  Fourth  avenue  west,  on  which  the 
two  sections  of  the  barn  are  now  lo- 
cated. The  barn  is  only  there  tem- 
porarily, and  the  lots  are  not  the  prop- 
erty of  Mr.  Lerch,  but  they  are  in- 
cluded in  the  lien  just  the  same. 

One  corner  of  one  of  the  sections  of 
the  barn  overhangs  the  street  consider- 
aldy,  bat  the  street  is  not  included  in 
the  lien,  though  on  the  same  theory 
that  includes  the  lots  it  might  possibly 
have  been. 

The  suits  have  not  yet  been  filed  in 
district  court,  but  twelve  Hens  were 
filed  this  morning  by  workmen  who 
claim  from  $4.50  to  $29.20  as  their  dues 
for  work  on  the  moving  and  who  seek 
to  have  the  barn  and  lots  sold  to  satisfy 
their  claims. 

The  lots  are  owned  by  W.  O.  Winston, 
and  the  only  connection  he  is  said  to 
have  with  the  matter  is  that  his  lots 
are  being  used  for  a  temporary  stop- 
ping place  for  the  barn  on  its  way  to 
the  place  on  Second  street,  where  Mr. 
Lerch  hopes  to  have  his  stables  located 
in  the  future.

A  HOLD-UP 


London,  July  3.— During  the  debate  to- 
day In  the  house  of  commons  on  naval 
estimates,  the  cabinet  ministers  were 
heckled  on  all  sides  regarding  the  con- 
dition of  the  navy.  It  was  asserted  that 
the  British  Mediterranean  fleet  wa«  spe- 
cially inadequate  to  meet  the  French 
and  Russian  squadrons,  saying  that  it 
vfas  undermanned  and  une<iulpped, 
especially  with  modern  guns;  that  it 
lacked  colliers,  and  that  the  coal  depots 
were  all  exposed  to  an  enemy's  fire.

Minneapolis  Officer  Who 

Warned  Gamblers 

of  a  Raid. 

,  Minneapolis,  July  3.— Ex-Alderman 
Burke  OBrlen,  the  member  of  the  muni- 
cipal court  police  detail,  who  was  charged 
with  having  attempted  to  warn  C.  L. 
I^oomls  that  his  gambling  house  at  113 
Washington  avenue  was  to  be  raided  by 
deputy  sheriffs,  was  found  guilty  of  con- 
tempt of  court  by  Judge  Holt  yesterday 
and  sentenced  to  pay  a  tine  of  $25  or  go  to 
the  workhouse  for  30  days.  O'Brien's  at- 
torney. Freeman  P.  Lane,  has  given  no- 
tice of  an  appeal. 

Clerk  Allen  testified  that  he  took  the 
warrants  Into  Capt.  IJ^tchette's  quarters 
and  iisked  to  have  them  served.  Court 
Ofticer  Dudley  to  whom  they  were  entrust- 
ed seemed  linwIlUng  to  serve  the  war- 
rants without  orders  from  Capt.  Fitch- 
ette.  After  vainly  trying  to  get  the 
captain  by  te!ei>hone,  Dudley  put  on  his 
coat,  preparatory  to  serving  the  war- 
rants, but  Allen  asked  to  have  the  paper 
returrred. 

This  Dudley  refused  to  do  until  on  com- 
plaint of  Mr.  Allen  he  was  ordered  by 
Judge  Holt  to  return  them.  Mr.  Allen 
then  returned  to  his  office  and  he  directed 
his  assltant  P  S.  Nellson  to  go  to  Loomis' 
place  and  see  that  the  gamblers  were  not 
warned.  The  warrants  were  then  given 
to  Deputy  Sheriffs  Anderson  and  Wall, 
who  hurried  to  Loomis'. 

Clerk  Nell»on  testified  that  he  had  been 
In  front  of  the  gambling  place  only  a  few 
minutes  when  he  saw  O'Brien  run  up 
the  stairs. 

Deputv  Sheriff  Anderson  described  what 
occurred  outside  the  door  of  Loomis" 
place.  O'Brien  was  talking  to  someone 
through  the  "peep-hole  "  when  he  arrived 
and  seemed  much  embarrassed  when  he 
saw  the  sheriffs. 
"I  guess  we  can't  get  In  boys,"  he  said. 
"Nok."  repli^J  Anderson,  "not  ^fter 
you  have  been  talking  to  them." 

Deputv  John  Wall  also  testified  that  ho 

saw  O  Brien  at  the  "peep-hole"  and  that 

he  heard   O'Brien  say:  „      .^ 

"Open  the  door,  I  want  to  get  in.  You'd 

better  get  out  of  here  quick." 

A  number  of  the  employes  at  Loomis' 
place  were  also  called.  They  were  all 
affected  with  bad  memories  both  as  to 
time  and  faces.  They  all  agreed  that 
someone,  possibly  O'Brien,  had  asked  for

Judge  Holt  was  compelled  to  threaten 
one  of  the  witnesses  In  order  to  get  him 
to  reply  definitely  to  any  of  the  questions 
put  to  him. 

INGEXriTT  OF  THIEA'ES. 
Thieves  are  very  Ingenious  at  times,  re- 
marked an  old  police  officer,  to  the  New 
Orleans  Times-Democrat,  "and  they  re^ 
sort  to  manv  curious  ways  of  covering 
up  their  tracks  and  of  throwing  the  po- 
lice off.  If  possible.  TTiere  Is  a  story  on 
one  of  Plnkerton's  men  that  has  become 
celebrated  He  had  been  shadowing  a 
fellow  who  was  believed  to  have  had  some 
connection  with  a  big  dian>ond  robbery, 
and  had  got  on  the  train  with  him  some 
distance  cut  from  Chicago.  The  thief 
was  evidently  watching  tne  detective, 
and,  having  the  goods  on  him,  he  knew 
he  was  In  close  quarters.  At  one  point 
the  ralhoad  track  cut  across  a  small  arm 
of  Lake  Michigan  at  thai  time.  The  thief 
raised  the  window  while  crossing  this 
arm  and  dropped  a  bundle  out  Into  the 
lake.  The  detective  arrested  him,  but 
could  get  nothing  out  of  Mm.  He  was 
finally  released.  Several  years  after  that 
the  same  fellow  was  landed  for  plying  his 
trade  In  the  South,  and  when  he  iound 
that  the  jig  was  up  with  him  for  good,  he 
recalled  the  Incident  on  the  train  and  said 
that  he  durniied  over  $100,000  worth  of  dia- 
monds In  Lake  Michigan  while  one  of 
Plnkerton  men  was  looking  at  him.  But 
the  slickest  move  ever  made  bv  diamond 
thieves  In  the  South  happened  probably 
twenty  years  ago.  A  big  Jewelry  estab- 
lishment had  been  robbeit  of  about  $75,000 
worth  of  diamonds.  The  band  of  thieves 
had  been  working  up  and  down  the  river, 
and  they  left  the  scene  of  the  robl>ery  and 
invaded  another  large  city,  where  a 
•fence  man'  generally  took  charge  of  their 
booty.  The  fence  man  was  on  pretty  good 
terms  with  the  police,  as  he  had. turned 
up  several  bad  men.  and  they  believed  he 
was  trvlng  to  get  back  to  a  straight  life. 
He  walked  into  the  police  station  one 
evening,  and  asked  the  de»k  sergeant  to 
take  care  of  a  small  bundle  for  him,  and 
asked  him  to  place  It  In  the  safe  as  it  had 
valuable  papers  In  It.  After  a  week's  time 
he  called  for  It  and  got  tt.  Some  time 
after  that,  when  one  of  the  diamond 
thieves  had  been  caught,  the  story  leaked 
out  He  accused  the  fence  man  of  playing 
double,  and  Informed  the  police  that  the 
package  which  had  remained  In  the  sate 
at  police  headquarters  for  a  we^k  con- 
tained $75,000  worth  of  diamonds,  and  that 
they  had  been  left  there  In  order  to  give 
the  thieves  time  to  agree  upon  an  equit- 
able division  of  the  booty  among  tnem- 
selves."

The  relics  of  Ass\Tlan  and  Babylonian 
records  at  the  British  museum  has  re- 
vealed more  of  the  domestic  life  of  people 
who  lived  5000  years  ago  than  Is  known  in 
the  case  of  our  own  countrymen  IO.1O  years 
ago.  sav.sthe  London  Chronicle.

■Washington.  July  3. — Consul  General 
Cole,  at  Dresden,  reports  the  only  sus- 
pen«»ion  railway  in  the  world  is  being 
operatfd  at  Loaohwltz,  Saxony.  It  runs 
Irom  Losohwitz.  a  village  on  the  banks 
of  the  Elbe,  to  the  top  of  the  Rochwitz, 
ivhich  c-ommands  a  beautiful  view  of 
the  Saxon  capital.  The  railway  is  only 
820  feet  long,  with  a  gradient  of  32  per 
cent,  and  is  constructed  according  to 
the  Langen  system. 

Thirty-three  Iron  piers  of  different 
height,  weighing  about  300  tons,  the 
highest  l*eing  forty -nine  feet,  carry  the 
rails  upon  which  the  care  are  hung. 
Eai'h  ear  holds  fifty  passengers,  and 
Tveighs,  when  occupied,  twelve  tons.  A 
•teel  cable  1.7  inches  in  diameter  con- 
nects the  two  trains  and  locks  them 
firmly  together.  It  is  operated  by  two 
powerful  machines  of  eighty  horse- 
power each,  stationed  at  the  upper  ter- 
minus of  the  road.  The  oahlo  has  a 
strength  of  flexure  of  209.437  pounds. 

Particular  attention  and  care  have 
♦een  given  to  devices  to  Insure  the 
safety  of  the  passengers  and  to  regulate 
the  riinning  of  the  cars.  A  most  in- 
geniou^*  signal  system,  with  visible  and 
audible  signals,  serves  to  regulate  the 
arrival  and  departure  of  the  traiujj.  and 
Is  operated  from  both  the  lower  and 
uppei-  (Stations. 

Each  car  is  provided  with  a  danger 
signal  apparatus,  consisting  of  an 
alarm  and  a  telephone,  which  enables 
the  conductor  to  communicate  from 
any  point  of  the  road  with  the  engine 
house.  The  car  is  provided  with  three 
brakes,  two  of  which  work  automatl- 
rally.  at  the  least  slackening  of  the  ten- 
sion of  the  cable,  and  stop  the  car.  The 
third  brake  can  l)e  operated  by  hand 
from  the  platform  of  the  car. 

From  a  hand  attached  to  the  disk 
upon  which  the  cable  is  rolled  the  engi- 
neer always  can  determine  the  exact 
position  of  the  cars  on  the  roadL  and  an 
automatic  bell  warns  him  if  the  train 
Is  running  too  fast.  The  greatest  safety 
consi.<<ts  in  an  automatic"  brake,  both  at 
the  lower  and  top  station,  which  is  put 
into  action  by  the  arriving  car  and 
Btops  it.  no  matter  how  careless  the  en- 
e;inecr  may  be.

The  speculative 
feature  witnessed  a  few  weeks  ago  when 
the  excitement  over  the  wonderful  dis- 
covery was  at  its  h'igtit  has  about  dis- 
appeared. The  inflated  values  of  lands 
outside  of  the  proved  oil  district  col- 
lapsed, and  scores  of  men  who  made  In- 
vestments in  thfge  lands  are  left  with 
the  bag  to  hold.  Many  hundreds  of 
thousands  have  been  lost  in  the  depre- 
ciation of  values.

Mr.  Oreer 
was  not  long  In  bu<  kllng  down  to  work 
upon  rearblntr  Renuinont,  He  was  thor- 
oughly fpAlliaij  with  all  the  tracta  of  land 
and  inost*if  the  titles  to  the  same  m  the 
oil  field,  and  during  the  days  of  gigantic 
real  est4t»4ra*lp«  h.»  waa  kept  bu.-!y  day 
and  night  ifllss^Kg  on  land  titles.

By  Doctor  In  Cases  of  Two 
Patients. 

New  York,  July  3.— Dr.  "Wallace  "White, 
of  Union  Hill,  N.  J.,  has  just  made  two 
peculiar  discoveries  In  the  cases  of  two  pa- 
tients. One  is  Louisa  Mestron.  28  years 
old,  who  lives  on  Hudson  avenue.  One  day 
last  week  she  fell  down  stairs  and  in- 
jured herself  about  the  head.  Since  then 
she  has  had  severe  pains  In  her  ears.  An 
examination  by  Dr.  White  with  X-rays 
revealed  the  presence  of  iwo  beads  one 
In  each  ear.  The  doctor  will  perform  an 
operation  and  extract  them. 

Mi-ss  Mestron's  mother  says  when  her 
daughter  was  3  years  old  she  broke  a 
chain  of  beads  she  had  been  wearing.  She 
thinks  the  child  must  have  stuffed  some 
of  the  beads  into  her  ears  at  that  time. 
The  shock  caused  by  her  fall  last  week 
probably  dislodged  ihem  from  ine  posi- 
tions they  had  been  In  and  caused  the 
pain   the   young   woman   experienced. 

The  other  patient  of  the  doctor  whose 
case  Is  peculiar  Is  Mrs.  Bertha  StolXz.  of 
Woodcllffe.  N.  J.  Seven  years  ago  Mrs. 
Stoltz  accidentally  ran  a  needle  Into  her 
finger.  It  broke  and  part  of  It  remallned 
In.  It  troubled  her  for  a  time,  and  then 
the  pain  ceased  and  she  forget  all  about 
It.  Recently  a  swelling  came  on  the  right 
side  of  her  neck.  She  consulted  Dr. 
White.  He  by  the  use  of  tho  X-rav  dis- 
covered a  part  of  a  needle  In  the  neck, 
and  last  night  he  extracted  It.  The  part 
of  the  needle  that  had  broken  off  In  the 
finger  seven  years  ago  had  evidently 
worked  Its  way  up  through  the  arm  and 
entered  the  neck. 

BUT  TWO  APPROVED. 

Enlisted  Men  In  Navy  May 
Miss  Promotion. 

"Washington.  July  3.— There  are,  so  far, 
only  two  approved  candidates  among  the 
enlisted  men  of  the  navy  for  commission 
as  ensign.  This  is  the  first  year  it  has 
been  possible  for  enlisted  men  to  strive 
for  a  commission  In  the  service.  The 
candidates  are  limited  to  the  rating  of 
boatswain,  gunner  and  warrant  ma- 
chinist. The  candidate  must  have  .served 
six  year  or  more  as  a  warrant  officer  and 
must  be  under  35  years  of  age. 

The  qualifications  of  age  and  service 
have  been  made  such  that  few  men  of 
the  navy  who  are  under  35  years  of  age 
will  have  had  the  requisite  amount  of 
service  as  v/arrant  oflficers.  This  may 
be  purposely  arranged  to  shut  out  the 
majority  of  enlisted  men.  At  any  rate, 
the  effect  this  year  has  been  to  produce 
from  a  large  number  of  possible  candi- 
dates only  two  who  come  within  the  age 
limit,  and  who  have  had  the  period  of 
warrant  service.  They  must  now  stand 
the  professional  and  physical  examina- 
tion to  determine  their  fitness. 

This  examination  is  suflSciently  severe 
to  floor  most  of  the  graduates  of  the 
Naval  academy,  it  is  said,  and  it  will  be 
a  great  surprise  to  every  one  If  the  two 
candidates  now  designated  for  examina- 
tion. Gunners  Francis  Martin  and 
Joseph  Hill,  succeed  in  meeting  all  the 
extraordinary  requirements  of  the 
bureau  of  navigation.  That  bureau  is 
determined  to  keep  out  enlisted  men  who 
wish  to  obtain  commissions  in  the  navy. 


DEPORTED. 


Lord  Roberts  Sent  Many 

Away  From  South 

Africa. 

London.  Julv  3.— Lord  Roberts  testified 
today  before  the  royal  commission  which 
is  considering  the  claims  of  foreigners 
deported  from  South  Africa.  The  com- 
mander-in-chief dealt  with  the  plots 
against  his  life  and  the  deportation  of 
the  ringleaders.  He  said  the  officers  and 
employes  of  the  Netherlands  railroad  were 
so  hostile  to  Xhe  British  that  manv  of 
them  had  to  be  deported.  Every  cousider- 
ation  was  shown  them.  He  personally  in- 
vestigated the  great  majority  of  cases 
and  sanctioned  none  unless  on  adequate 
grounds.  No  difference  was  made  on  ae^ 
count  of  nationality. 

MUCH  ON  THE  RACE. 

Yale   Oarsman  Wins   Money 
For  European  Trip. 

New  York,  July  3.— When  No.  6  in  the 
Yale  crew  was  throwing  every  ounce  of 
muscle  into  the  swing  of  his  oar  in  that 
heartbreaking  race  on  the  Thames  on 
last  Wednesday,  It  was  with  the  knowl- 
edge that  victory  for  the  blue  would 
mean  mere  to  him  even  than  the  glorv 
of  winning  from  his  university's  dearest 
foe.  Harvard,  though  the  latter,  of 
course,  was  the  greatest  consideration. 
Every  yard  of  those  long,  hard-fougftt 
four  miles  was  for  No.  6  not  only  a  pull 
for  alma  mater,  but  a  pull  for  Eurooe, 
for  on  Yale's  victory  depended  No.  6'3 
chances  of  taking  a  long-coveted  trip 
abroad  this  summer. 

No.  6  was  Kunzig.  "old  Philadelphia** 
Kunzig.  as  his  college  mates  fondly  term 
him.  Kunzig  had  set  his  heart  on  cross- 
ing the  water  this  year  and  had  been 
putting  aside  supplies  of  the  needful.  He 
was  not  overburden  with  the  sinews  of 
war  for  such  an  outing,  and  it  occurred 
to  him  that  he  might  double  his  savings 
by  investing  it  on  Yale's  chances  of  vic- 
tory In  the  race. 

He  did  so,  and  the  trip  to  Europe  la 
settled.

Never  Committed. 

El  Paso,  Tex.,  July  3.— Geronlmo 
Parra,  who  was  hanged  In  this  city  in 
January,  1900,  it  is  now  claimed  by  a  re- 
liable person,  was  innocent.  L.  C.  Chrlss, 

a  mining  man  well  known  here,  says  that 
prior  to  the  Fusselman  murder,  for 
which  Parra  was  hanged.  Parra  was 
working  for  him.  and  tliat  after  he  had 
been  with  him  for  some  time  he  went 
with  some  of  his  pack  animals  to  Las 
Cruces.  There,  on  a  complaint  sworn  to 
by  Chrlss,  Parra  was  arrested  for  rob- 
bery. Three  days  later  Chrlss  came  to 
El  Paso,  where  he  heard  of  the  death 
of  State  Ranger  Fusselman,  who  had 
been  killed  by  outlaws  in  the  eastern 
part  of  El  Paso  county  four  days  pre- 
vious. Chrlss  a  short  time  after  went  to 
Mexico,  then  to  San  Antonio  and  later 
to  Cuba,  returning  to  the  United  States 
last  year,  and  but  last  week  heard  of  the 
hanging  of  Parra.  He  says  there  cannot 
be  a  question  that  an  innocent  man  went 
to  the  gallows. 

EVANS  NOT  DISTURBED. 

Tells  the  Stoiy  of  His  Mili- 
tary Record. 

Washington,  July  3.— CommLssloner 
Evans  Is  not  at  all  disturbed  by  ihe  at- 
tack made  upon  his  military  record  by 
Gen.  Daniel  E.  Sickles.  She  latter  as- 
serted that,  so  far  as  he  knew.  Commia- 
sioner  Evans  never  saw  active  service 
during  the  civil  war,  but  that  he  had 
been  a  quartermaster's  clerk.  In  discus- 
sing  this   subject   Commiswloner       JJvans 

said:                                 ,                     »      ..  « 

"1  have  never  nvade  any  pretentions  of 
being  a  great  war  fighter,  and  of  navin« 
a  grand  and  blazing  military  reord.  I 
served  mv  little  period  in  the  Union  army 
took  what  Httle  was  handed  to  me,  and 
never  made  a  complaint.  When  my  ttrm 
of  enlistment  expired  I  was  mustered  out. 
"The  records  in  the  ofllce  of  the  adju- 
tant general  of  Wisconsin  will  give  my 
record.  They  will  show  that  I  enlisted 
in  the  Fortv-first  Wisconsin  volunteer  In- 
fantry on  May  5.  1S64,  and  wa*  mustered 
out  on  Sept.  21  of  the  same  year.  I  waa 
nothing  but  a  private,  and  served  as  such 
durine  the  time  of  my  enlistment.  When 
in  the  army  I  conducted  myself  as  a  pri- 
vate and  nothing  more.  I  was  given  my 
nav  and  rations  as  an  enlisted  man,  and 
1  was  treated  all  right  in  every  respect. 
I  never  traveled  on  my  record  as  a  sol- 
dier and  never  claimed  to  have  done  mors 
than   I  actually   did." 

SHIRT  WAIST  SERMON. 

Young  Kansas  Preacher  Sets 
a  Good  Example. 

Topeka,  Kas.,  July  3.— The  Rer.  J.  O. 
Thomas,  a  young  clergyman  just  out  of 
an  Eastern  college,  preached  a  sermon  in 
a  shirt  waist  at  Garwood.  Kas.,  on  Sun- 
day. "When  he  appeared  in  the  pulpit  of 
the  Methodist  church  the  congregation 
was  ama7cd.  The  young  people  soon  re- 
covered and  tittered.  Their  elders  gave 
the  minister  a  stern  look  of  disapproval. 
Finally  an  old  man.  a  pillar  of  the  church, 
rose  and  deliberately  removed  his  coet.

Louis     Stockett    Admits 

That  He  Made  False 

Affidavits. 


Witness  For  the  Railroad 
But  Helped  Pear- 
son's Case. 


Attorney  C.  D.  O'Brien,  of  St.  Paul, 
representing  the  Interests  of  H.  W. 
Pearson,  of  Duluth.  in  his  suit  against 
the  Great  Northern  railroad  for  com- 
pensation for  locating  coal  landc?  for  the 
railroad,  caught  one  witness  for  the 
railroad  veiT  badly  yesterday,  and  he 
really  proved  to  be  a  very  good  witness 
Xor  the  plaintiff  rather  than  for  the  de- 
fense.   The  Dispatch  thus  reports  it: 

Louis  Stockett.  of  Stockett.  Mont.,  ac- 
ltnowl€»dged  today  upon  the  witness 
stand  that  on  March  4.  1897.  he  had 
dwindled  the  government  of  the  United 
(States  out  of  valuable  mines  in  Mon- 
tana. By  making  false  affidavits  he  had 
U)n)cured  for  the  prospective  Cotton- 
wood Coal  company  a  certain  section  31 
In  teh  Cottonwood  country.  In  order  to 
ipe^!ure  the  land.  Mr.  Stockett  had  been 
compelled  to  swear  that  he  wanted  It 
tor  a  homestead,  and  that  he  had  care- 
fully examined  the  .section  and  found 
no  coal  th'ii-;  further,  that  the  home- 
Btead  claim  was  for  his  private  use.  and 
mot  for  the  urse  of  a  prospective  com- 
pany or  companies.  All  of  this  Mr. 
tSfockett  admitted,  acknowledging  at 
the  .same  time  that  he  knew  the  affi- 
davit was  false  when  he  made  It.  This 
affidavit  had  been  made  in  Great  Falls, 
aimt.,  though  the  claim  had  been  en- 
tered at  Helena. 

•'It  would  have  been  u.seless  for  Mr. 
Stockett  to  deny  hi.s  knowledge  of  the 
fal.seness  of  hi«  affidavit,  as  he  had  pre- 
viously, under  Mr.  O'Rrien'.s  cross-ex- 
amination, sworn  that  in  the  fall  of  1896 
he  wa.s  pprfectly  familiar  with  the  coal 
conditions  in  the  Cottonwood  and  Sand 
C«nilie  regions.  Mr.  0'"Brlen's  question 
ns  to  whether  or  not  Mr.  Stockett  had 
made  other  similar  affidavits  in  Mon- 
tana was  ruled  out. 

Mr.  Stocketfs  examination  and  cross- 
examination  occupied  the  entire  fore- 
noon. 

"The  witness  was  introduced  l>y  the 
defense,  but  his  testimony  cannot  be 
regarded  as  other  than  damaging  to  the 
<d.  fense  and  as  strengthening  to  the 
plaintiff's  oa*<e. 

"Mr.  Stockett  had  l^en  first  consulted 
as  to  the  advisalMlity  of  opening  the 
Cottonwood  mine  by  Samuel  Hill  in  189.5. 
He  had  thought  it  should  be  opened 
only  In  connection  with  the  Sand  Coulie 
mine. 

It  was  only  after  much  hedging  and 
hesitation  that  the  witness  could  be  in- 
duced to  answer  a  question  'yes'  or  'no.' 
It  was  evident  that  this  hesitancy  tried 
the  patience  of  the  Judge  and  Jury  and 
even  the  counsel  for  the  defense,  who 
more  than  once  urged  the  witness  to 
despond  more  frankly  to  the  cross- 
questioning. 

"The  witness  was  employed  In  1895 
and  1896  by  J.  J.  Hill,  of  the  Great 
Northern  road,  and  in  the  fall  of  1896  he 
admitted  that  Mr.  Pearson,  the  plain- 
tiff, had  Joined  him  in  Montana.  Mr. 
Pear.son  was  to  locate,  with  the  help  of 
his*  theory,  coal  mines,  and  Mr.  Stock- 
ett was  to  test  these  mines  by  making 
drill  holf^.  Mr.  Stockett  had  ducceede<l 
Mr.  Burrell.  and  the  latter  had  made 
ifour  drill  holes  before  the  fall  of  '96.  In 
the  Cottonwood  territory. 

"Mr.  Stockett  did  not  know  why  he 
had  failed  to  introduce  Mr.  Pearson  to 
Mr.  Burrell,  even  In  view  of  the  orders 
he  had  received  from  the  company  to 
put  Mr.  Pearson  in  the  way  of  gaining 
all  the  Information  possible  in  regard 
to  the  country. 

"Besides  the  records  of  the  land  office 
at  Helena,  numerous  writings  were 
offerFHl  in  evidence.  There  were  letter.^ 
and  telegrams  from  Stockett  to  Pearson, 
and  re-plies. 

"After  making  tests  of  the  mining 
regions  marked  out  by  Pearson,  Mr. 
Stockett  had  refused  to  give  him  full 
Jmformatiim  concerning  the  drills  that 
had  been  put  in.  althousth  he  had  been 
Instructed  l)y  the  company,  by  which 
they  were  both  employeti.  to  furnish 
him  any  data  he  de.-^ired.  This  infor- 
mation Mr.  Stockett  had  withheld  on 
his  own  authority,  and  beoause,  he 
eaid.  he  was  anxious  to  conceal  from 
the  5iul)lif'  the  fact  that  coal  existed  in 
these  regions.  His  purpose  was  to 
keep  other  people  out,  and  he  had  con- 
cealed the  bore  holes  from  Pe:^r^3on 
nieiely  as  a  precautionary  measure. 

".Mr.  O'Brien's  qiiestion,  'How  did  you 
eujip'ise  thl-  ;nan  <'ou!d  arrange  f.^r  his 
compensation  if  you  refused  to  give  him 
the  accurate  results  of  his  theory  as 
gained  in  your  tests'."  was  ruled  out. 

"The  letter  written  by  Mr.  Stockett  to 
Mr.  Pearson  in  answer  to  his  request  for 
Information  as  to  results,  contained  the 
following  clause:  'Your  theory  In  gen- 
eral I  believe  to  he  correct,  but  there 
are  a  great  many  details  in  regard  to  it 
that  require  .studying  up."  The  same 
Hotter  acknowledgtNl  that  'coal  has  been 
found  in  the  area  mapne>d  out  by  you. 
but  was  known  to  exi.^t  liefore  from  out- 
croppings.*  The  writer  went  on  to  as- 
sure Mr.  Pearson  that  it  was  impossible 
to  Judge  how  much  coal  would  be  found 
there  until  it  had  actually  been  mined 
•ut. 

"Mr.  Pearson's  recognition  of  the 
ancient  beach  line  had  first  proved  the 
correctness  of  his  theory  to  Mr.  Stock- 
ett. H\^  reasons  for  later  rejecting  the 
theory  were  the  extension  of  the  line  of 
co.al  beyond  the  stated  contour,  and  the 
ele^-ation  of  the  deposits  at>ove  the 
theorized  leveJ."

THE  CROPS. 

Weekly  RepoHs  of  North 
Dakota  and  Minne- 
sota. 

The  crop  reports  for  the  week  ending 
Monday  indicate  a  good  condition  of 
wheat  .the  rainfall  having  been  heavy 
but  not  yet  enough  to  threaten  the 
crop.  The  North  Dakota  report  is  as 
follows : 

"Cool  weather,  with  generally  heavy 
rains  over  most  of  the  state,  has  pre- 
vailed during  the  past  week.  In  some 
portions  of  the  Red  River  valley  the 
rainfall  has  been  so  great  as  to  flood 
fields,  many  of  which  are  covered  with 
water.  On  Monday.  June  24,  a  series 
of  severe  storms  passed  over  the  state, 
accompanied  by  high  winds,  and  in 
some  localities  hall,  the  latter  doing 
considerable  damage  to  small  grain. 

"Wheat  Is  doing  very  well,  although 
making  more  straw  than  Is  desirable. 
In  nearly  every  part  of  the  state  it  is 
beginning  to  head,  and  is  in  as  good 
condition  as  could  be  asked  for. 

"Oats  are  not  doing  as  well  as  wheat. 
They  have  been  injured  considerably  by 
insects  and  cut  worms.  Rye  and  barley 
are  doing  very  well.  The  latter  is  com- 
mencing to  head.  Millet  is  making  rapid 
growth. 

"Flax  Is  very  poor  and  sickly,  except 
in  the  western  part  of  the  state  and 
there  only  a  small  amount  has  been 
sown.  Tod  much  water  and  lack  of  sun- 
shine is  affecting  it.  but  with  clear, 
warm  weather  it  would  soon  present  a 
decided  Improvement. 

"Com  is  also  poor  and  backward, 
from  the  same  cause  that  affects  flax, 
and  has  In  addition,  been  greatly  dam- 
aged by  cut  worms.  A  good  many  fields 
have  been  plowed  up  and  sown  to  fodder 
crops. 

"Grass  is  doing  very  well  and  has 
made  a  decided  improvement,  and  in 
most  sections  a  good  crop  of  hay  is  now 
certain." 

The  report  for  Minnesota  Is  as  fol- 
lows: 

"A  week  of  frequent  local  showers, 
with  rainfall  In  all  parts  of  the  state, 
but  unevenly  distributed  as  to  amount. 
In  all  parts  the  soil  has  all  the  moisture 
it  can  receive  without  injury  to  the 
crops,  except  in  scattered  places  in  the 
South.  In  the  low  lands  of  the  Red 
River  valley  many  grain  fields  were 
flooded.  On  June  28  heavy  rains  were 
accompanied  by  destructively  high 
winds  from  Chippewa  county  eastward 
into  Wisconsin,  and  large  areas  of  crops 
in  Renville  and  Stearns  counties  were 
devastated  by  hall.  The  day  tempera- 
tures were  above  90  degrees  In  the 
southern  part  of  the  state  every  day. 
except  on  June  29.  and  nearly  100  de- 
grees on  June  24.  2u  and  26.  This  great 
and  continued  heat  was  very  severe  on 
man  and  beast  and  many  prostrations 
are  reported.  The  abundant  rainfall 
and  high  temperatures  have  caused  a 
rapid  growth  of  all  vegetation,  and  all 
crops,  except  fiax.  are  very  promising 
on  the  whole.  Barley,  which  is  very 
rank,  and  oats  have  lodged  in  small 
areas.  Wheat  seems  to  have  a  strong 
plant,  and  no  Injury  is  reported,  ex- 
cept in  some  very  wet  parts  of  Polk 
and  Norman  counties.  Rye  is  ripen- 
ing rapidly  and  its  harvest  begins  in 
the  south  on  July  1.  Winter  wheat  will 
soon  be  ripe.  Corn  Is  improving.  but 
some  of  It  is  still  small,  and  som"  fields 
are  grassy  Flax  Is  uneven.  Much  of  It 
was  affecteil  by  the  frost  of  June  7  and 
now  grasshoppers  are  Injuring  it  In 
northern  counties.  The  early  sown  is 
in  bloom  in  the  soutK.  Grass  has  been 
cut  for  hay  during  the  week  and  some 
of  It  has  been  spoiled  by  the  rains."

To  the  Editor  of  The  Herald: 

While  home  on  my  last  trip,  I  was 
plea.seU  to  .see  the  Michigan  street  blocks 
being  laid,  also  was  glad  to  learn  that  In 
a  short  time,  vltrltied  brick  will  be  laid 
on  Superior  street.  Seeing  In  your  paper 
an  item  about  the  sidewalks.  I  wrote  to 
the  mayor  of  Litchtleld,  Minn.,  for  some 
data,  regarding  the  cement  sidewalks 
there.  What  I  wish  to  emphasize  is  the 
fact  that  LitcbnelJ  is  the  cleanest  and 
prettiest  liaie  town  la  the  state,  and  it  is 
helruMl  in  a  jjreat  deKree  by  the  cement 
sioewallis  and  cros-sin^js.  In  some  parts 
it  has  been  laid  for  quite  a  long  time,  and 
no  evidence  of  crack  or  break,  even  where 
wagons  go  over  it.  in  which  case  the  edge 
is  beveled. 

Jn  Litchtleld  the  cement  sidewalks  cost 
»)  cents  IKM-  .square  yard  and  tho  city  re- 
bates 2')  cents  per  square  yard.  The  IHi- 
lutb  sidewalks  sorely  need  repairing,  and 
it  is  a  wonder  that  more  accidents  do  not 
hapiK-n.  A  vi.sltor  cannot  see  much  of 
the  beauties  of  the  Vienith  City  for  attend- 
ing to  hi.s  footsteps.  In  Duluth  the  pedes- 
trian can  have  the  experience  of  the  side- 
walk getting  up  to  hit  him.  without  the 
aid  of  John  Barleycorn.  A  cat  walking 
on  the  keys  of  a  piano  comes  pretty  near 
an  Imitation  of  a  Uuluthlan,  but  let  us 
hope  such  experiences  will  soon  bo  a 
thing  of  the  p.ist.  1  am  now  in  Albia, 
Iowa,  where  the  public  s»<iuare  is  laid  with 
vitritied  brick  and  It  is  la  fine  shape  after 
being  down  over  a  year,  but  It  Is  covered 
with  a  laver  of  mud  most  of  the  time,  as 
the  roa<l.s  are  poor  round  here  and  the 
farm  vehicles  l)ring  in  the  real  estate  on 
the  wheels.  But  the  city  intends  laying 
brick  for  a  block  each  way  out  of  the 
square,  so  as  to  get  the  dirt  shaken  off 
ere  the  wagon  reaches  the  square.  The 
sidewalks  are  poor  outside  the  square,  but 
talk  abt)Ut  busineasi  This  is  the  liveliest 
place  I  have  seen  in  many  year.s— all  busy 
and  doins  well;  every  store  occupied;  ho- 
tel rates  high,  and  not  a  kicker  among  all 
the  business  people  here.  It  has  been 
red  hot  all  wetk.  An  auctioneer  dropped 
dead  here  last  Saturday,  and  he  was  a 
resident  here.  I  have  been  whooping  It  up 
for  Duluth  as  a  summer  resort.  -Yours 
truly,  W.    D.   GORDON.

Capt.    Boyd. 

While  the  numbers  on  parade  will  not 
be  the  tuV  atrenifth  of  tho  regiment,  yet 
they  will  be  sufficient  to  prove  to  the  p«»o- 
ple  of  Du'uth  that  the  urganisatlon  will 
be  a  permanent  one.  Mr.  Boyd  has  spent 
a  great  deal  of  time  and  energy  in  his 
work  with  them,  and  eacli  member  under 
his  command  shows  his  appreciation  by 
a.ssiating  his  captain  in  every  way. 

The  brigade  up  to  the  present  lime  has 
been  self-supporting,  but  just  now  has 
had  to  make  a  public  appeal  for  money 
to  enable  them  to  get  equipment  for  the 
parade  on  the  Fourth  of  July.  Some  peo- 
ple have  nobly  responded  and  amon^  thos« 
eapoci.illy  worthy  of  notice  are  Messrs. 
Panton  &  White,  who  have  been  to  con- 
siderable trouble  to  outfit  the  boys  with 
uniforms.

7.  Thnt  each  member  be  respeoful  to 
his  elders  and  be  wIlllniE;  to  take  advice 
from  them  to  his  own  profit. 

These  are  but  a  few  of  the  rules  of  the 
brigade,  and  In  every  case  of  ,i  broken 
rule  when  made  known,  punishment  Is 
dealt   out   to   an   offender.

LIGHTING  CONTRACT. 

Superior    Must    Make     One 
Very  Soon. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  city  council  at 
Superior  last  night,  a  resolution  was 
pa.ssed  directing  the  city  clerk  to  ad- 
vertise for  bids  f.>r  lighting  the  city,  the 
contract  with  the  Water.  Light  and 
Power  company  expiring  Aug.  31.  Bids 
are  Invited  to  cover  the  following:

Temperature  Increased  or  Re- 
duced By  Food. 

The  old  army  ration  for  the  tropics 
has  been  very  sharply  criticised  for  the 
reason  that  It  consists  of  articles  of 
food  that  any  person  even  slightly  ac- 
quainted with  the  elements  of  food 
knows  Is  not  adapted  to  the  needs  of 
the  human  system  in  hot  weather.  Na- 
ture shows  forth  in  the  selection  of 
food  by  inhabitants  of  various  countries, 
for  instance,  the  Esquimaux  in  a  cold 
climate  selects  heavy.  carbonaceous 
foods,  tallow,  bacon  and  such;  while 
the  Hindoo  and  inhabitants  of  hot  roun- 
tries  turn  to  the  cereals  for  sustenance. 

We  should  follow  this  hint  of  nature, 
and  particularly  in  hot  weather  should 
avoid  much  butter,  meat  or  any  of  that 
class  of  ^ood.  Perhaps  a  little  meat  once 
a  day  is  not  amiss,  even  in  hot  weather, 
but  the  breakfast  and  luncheon  should 
Ije  made  of  fruit,  one  or  two  slices  of 
entire  wheat  bread  and  some  Grape- 
Nuts  and  cream.  Grape-Nuts  are 
mentioned,  because  they  furnish  the 
ideal  cereal  food  in  a  most  palatable 
and  delicious  form,  in  addition  to  which, 
they  are  ready  cooked  and  require  no 
attention    whatever   from    the   cook. 

A  person  can  pass  through  weather 
that  may  be  intensely  hot.  in  a  com- 
fortable manner,  if  the"  food  be  properly 
.selected,  and  the  above  suggestions  can 
be  put  into  practice  with  nvost  excellent 
results.

The  new  franchi  •!  astced  for  by  the 
Duluth-Superior  Triction  company  was 
Introduced  at  the  ni-etlng  of  the  council 
in  Superior  last  nit;ht.  The  committee 
appointed  Xo  draft  .m  ordinance  relative 
to  the  street  railway  company  and  also 
examine  the  frauchi-e.  made  an  exhaus- 
tive report.  In  asknig  for  an  amended 
and  extended  frai.  hise,  the  company 
agrees  to  perform  i  great  mAny  things 
which  have  been  atiktMl  for  by  the  Supe- 
rior people,  and  al>  >  asks  thie  right  to 
make  a  Kreat  many  hangea  in  return  fur 
their  concessions. 

The  company  at;rec»  to  construct  a 
single  siandard  bro.'d  gauge  track  from 
Tower  avenue  to  th'-  court  house  aj  the 
Kast  End  thlH  year,  .md  to  put  in  a  double 
gauge  track  on  or  b  fore  the  tirat  of  No- 
vember, next  year.  ^  nd  also  to  i-onstruct 
a  single  standard  ^luge  track  with  all 
necessary  turn-out*.  sidetracks  and 
switches  to  South  .Superior  and  to  con- 
struct and  malnialn  a  track  from  Tower 
avenue  to  Ogden  avenue  thence  north  on 
Ogden  avenue  to  Third  »nd  further  to 
construct  and  maintain  at  or  near  the  cor- 
ner of  Ogden  avenue  and  Fourth  street  a 
car  barn  and  offices  of  the  company.  The 
company  does  not  desire  to  extend  any  of 
its  present  lines  or  construct  new  or  ad- 
ditional lines  for  a  i)eriod  of  five  ysers 
from  the  date  of  the  passage  of  the  ordi- 
nance, but  the  compajiy's  representatives 
agreed  that  the  ordinance  could  be  so 
amended  that  this  5-year  limitation  would 
not  aj'ply  to  the  construction  of  their  line 
beyona  the  Nemadjl  river  to  Allouex  and 
Itasca.  They  have  agreed  further  that 
all  re-paving  of  streets  made  necessary 
by  the  construction  of  a  track  shall  be 
under  the  direction  of  the  council  and  the 
cit\'  engineer. 

"The  council  committee  refused  to  con- 
sent to  the  company's  proposal  for  the 
abandonment  of  the  Sixth  street  line.  Con- 
siderable discussion  took  place  between 
the  representatives  of  the  company  and 
the  members  of  the  committee  and  others 
present  at  the  conference  with  reference  to 
that  clause  of  the  amended  ordinance 
granting  an  extension  of  the  franchise 
until  July,  1931.  and  also  with  reference  to 
that  clause  in  the  proposed  franchise  mak- 
ing a  forfeiture  In  respect  only  to  strsets. 
avenues  and  hlghwaya  upon  which  the 
company  falls  to  consXruct  lines  after  hav- 
ing been  ordered  and  required  to  do  so 
by  the  city  council.  The  original  fran- 
chise created  a  forfeiture  as  to  all  streets 
upon  which  llneg  had  not  been  constructed 
Instead  of  a  forfeiture  of  the  company's 
rights  In  respect  to  the  streets  only  unon 
which  a  line  was  ordered  but  not  con- 
structed. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  committee  s 
report  to  the  council,  a  motion  was  made 
that  the  council  go  into  committee  of  the 
whole  to  consider  the  ordinance  and  fran- 
chise, but  after  8ome  discussion  the  mat- 
ter was  laid  over  to  come  up  at  the  next

Striking  Linemen  Decide 
to    Be    Aggres- 
sive. 

Another  meeting  of  the  joint  ctrlke 
committee  was  held  last  evening,  and  iij 
view  of  the  manner  in  wMch  the  settle- 
ment of  the  linemen's  strike  has  been 
lagging.  It  was  decided  to  wage  a  vig- 
orous warfare  against  the  'telephone 
companies,  which  still  refuse-  to  grant 
an  eight-hour  workday,  l^ut  are  willing 
to  compromise  on  nine  hours..  There  i-3 
no  evidence  of  weakness  on  the  part  of 
the  strikers,  who  assert  that  they  will 
accept  nothing  but  a  settlement  on  an 
eight-hour  basis. 

The  striking  linemen  have  decided  to 
direct  their  efforts,  first  agaiU'St  the 
Zenith  Telephone  company,  for  the  rea- 
son that  the  men  interested  in  it  live 
here.  They  say  that  their  friends  will 
come  to  their  support,  and  that  those 
using  the  Zenith  'phones  will  order  them 
out.  The  management  of  the  telephone 
company,  however,  does  not  believe 
that  this  Is  at  all  likely,  and  holds  that 
the  public  will  not  be  Influenced  to  sus- 
tain a  boycott  against  the  company. 
The  strikers  are  not  intending  to  let  the 
'I>uluth  Telephone  company  escape 
without  their  attention,  but  say  that 
company  will  be  settled  with  as  soon  as 
they  are  through  with  the  Zenith  com- 
pany. 


TAX  MIX=UP 


Will    Be  a  Boon    When 

It     Is     Finally 

Settled. 

"I  shall  bo  glad  when  the  mix-up  over 
tax  matters  Is  over,"  said  a  real  estate 
agent  yesterday  afternoon,  "and  there  Is 
nothing  to  do  atmut  taxes  except  pay 
them  when  they  come  due.  People  who 
were  not  burdened  with  a  large  amount  of 
property  during  the  hard  times  have  no 
conception  of  what  a  terrible  conglomera- 
tion there  has  been  In  tax  matter-  for 
the  past  five  years  or  so. 

"1  am  agent  for  a  number  of  partle=  pos- 
sessing large  amounts  of  Duiuth  real  es- 
tate, much  of  which  Is  In  outlying  dis- 
trict?". These  parties  loaded  up  near  the 
f^M  of  the  boom  wave,  and  when  It  sub- 
aided  they  were  left  with  uieir  property. 
Of  course  no  one  dreamed  that  the  panic 
conditions  were  to  last  any  length  of 
time,  and  we  did  not  feel  at  all  alarmed. 
"VV'e  continued  to  pay  the  taxes  on  the 
property  for  several  years,  though  the 
strain  kept  geUlng  w'orse  right  along 
and  the  kicks  that  came  with  tne  checks 
for  taxes  grew  harder  every  year.  Along 
about  1894  some  of  them  began  to  qu.^. 
The  lots  could  not  be  sold  for  the  assessed 
Taluatlon.  and  many  of  them  had  caused 
more  taxes  than  the  lots  themselves  were 
worth  at  that  date. 

"Of  course  others  quit  paying  at  the 
•ame  time,  and  as  more  people  quit  paying 
the  taxes  for  those  who  did  pay  kept  get- 
ting higher.  At  first  we  saved  Interest 
by  fi<hilng  the  taxes  In  the  courts,  but 
we  always  lost  our  suits.  Indeed,  we  did 
not  expect  to  win  them.  The  only  object 
in  fighting  them  wag  to  stave  oft  the  day 
of  settlement  and  thus  save  Interest  on 
the  unpaid  taxes.  By  1897  two-thirds  of 
ihe  property  I  represented  had  been  aban- 
doned by  the  owners,  and  the  lots  were 
resting  quietly  under  overwhelming  loads 
of  tax  debts.  Then  came  the  forfeited 
tax  arrangement  of  1897  and  the  compro- 
mise T>roposltlon  of  the  county  board.  We 
took  advantage  of  the  offer  of  the  board 
to  settle  up  the  taxes  on  our  more  desir- 
able property  at  50  per  cent  of  the  taxes  of 
1898  for  the  delinquent  years.  The  balance 
went  lato  the  forfeited  tax  sale. 

"Some  of  the  lots  were  purcha.=ed  there 
by  Investors  In  tax  titles,  and  some  we 
bought  In  ourselves.  As  matters  pIcKed  tm 
we  purchased  some  of  these  tax  titles, 
paying  the  Investors  neat  little  sums  for 


their  Interest.  Then  ihe  supreme  «ourt 
uecideu  null  tnese  titles  Wert  no  guod,  aiiQ 
we  presumed  we  had  the  taxes  to  pay 
just  the  same  as  though  there  had  l>een  no 
sale.  We  settled  up  some  of  the  property 
by  paying  up  the  taxes,  we  got  refunds 
on  some  of  our  forfeited  tax  sale  pur- 
chases, and  then  came  the  recent  deci- 
sion of  the  supreme  court  that  where  no 
refunds  had  been  made  the  sale  settled 
the  delinquent   taxes. 

"And  so  it  goes.  The  tangle  just  now  is 
about  as  bad  as  It  has  ever  been,  but  it 
is  the  darkest  hour  before  the  dawn,  and 
in  a  short  time  we  expect  to  have  every 
piece  of  property  we  are  interested  In 
cleaned  up  to  date.  After  that  it  will  be 
a  simple  matter  of  paying  the  taxes  as 
they  become  due,  and  it  will  be  a  pretty 
hard  state  of  affairs  that  will  tempt  us  to 
miss  a  payment  again.  In  all  these  troubles 
we  have  been  getting  the  very  best  treat- 
ment at  the  county  auditor's  office,  where 
all  these  matters  have  been  handled,  and 
tne  conduct  of  business  there  cannot  be 
commended   too    highly."

The  Ptownee  Bill  Wild  West  show  ar- 
rived from  Ashland  early  this  morning 
and  its  outfit  was  quickly  at  the 
grounds  at  Twenty-ninth  avenue  west 
and  Superior  street.  There  was  a  Urge 
crowd  at  the  grounds  as  usual  to  see 
the  erection  of  the  canvas  and  the 
labors  of  the  employes  in  preparing  the

Long  before  ihe  hour  set  for  the 
parade  the  street  was  filled  with  people.

In  a  novel  parade.  The  Indians,  Arabi- 
ans, Cowboys.  Cossacks  and  other  na- 
tionalities added  to  the  variety  of  the 
parade.

New  York,  July  3.— "Got  that  SlOO 
bill?"

This  Is  a  sample  of  some  10,000  con- 
versations going  on  simultaneously  in 
all  parts  of  Madison  square  Monday  af- 
ternoon. C.  Arthur  Pearson  had  an- 
nounced over  his  signature  in  a  Sunday 
paper  that  on  Monday  afternoon  be- 
tween the  hours  of  5  and  7,  five  men. 
each  with  a  $100  bill  about  him,  would 
appear  in  the  square.

From  Head  of  the 

Lakes. 


Beats  June  of  Last 
By  Ten  Million 
Feet 


This    Year's    Cut    Hay 

Break  All  Previous 

Records. 


The  report  of  the  customs  ofllce  ft* 
the  port  of  Duluth  for  the  month  of 
June  shows  a  very  heavy  shipment  of 
lumber.  During  the  month  43,586.0M 
feet  went  down  the  lakes  from  Dulutlv 
while  the  entire  total  shipments  from 
the  head  of  the  lake  were  57.281.000,  the 
port  of  Superior  having  a  record  for  tlM 
month  of  13.695.000  feet  The  total  U 
an  increase  of  over  20.000,009  feet  ovor 
the  business  of  last  month  and  is  a  sub> 
staxitlal  increase  over  the  business  of 
June,  1900,  which  was  considered  a  bl|C 
month.  The  figures  fqr  that  month 
were  47,594,000  feet.  This  was  the  total 
for  both  Duluth  and  Superior. 

Local  vesselmen  say  that  thei^  haa 
been  a  heavier  movement  of  lumber 
during  the  past  month  than  during  any 
equally  long  period  for  many  years  pasL 
Chartering  has  been  free  and  the  lum- 
ber boats  have  been  secured  withovt 
trouble,  the  movement  keeping  up 
steadily  from  the  first  of  the  month. 
They  say  that  the  indications  are  good 
for    another    record-breaking    month. 

There  was  a  period  after  the  opening 
of  the  shipping  season  when  it  looked 
as  if  the  local  manufacturers  would  be 
handicapped  in  their  season's  output 
for  lack  of  dock  room.  The  doctos 
were  well  filled  with  last  year's  cut, 
which  was  sold  last  winter.  The  buyer* 
were  not  in  a  rush  to  accept  the  raten 
then  offered  by  the  vesselmen  and  the 
lumber  did  not  move  very  rapidly.  The 
hint  held  out  by  the  lumber  carriers  of 
stiffer  rates  later  on  in  the  season 
seems  to  have  had  the  desired  effect  and 
the  manufacturers  are  not  serioualjr 
crowded  for  room.  It  is  doubtful  If 
much  of  the  old  cut  remains  at  the  head 
of  the  lake  docks,  and  shipments  of  the 
new  cut  have  been  going  on  to  a  large 
extent. 

The  prospects  are  for  a  continuous 
run  of  the  local  mills  up  to  the  end  of 
the  season.  All  are  well  supplied  with 
logs.  At  this  time  last  year  a  drouth 
had  been  followed  by  a  log  shortage  and 
some  of  the  mills  were  forced  to  cloaa 
down  for  a  season  and  others  ran  irre- 
gularly. In  spite  of  this  the  year  1900 
was  a  banner  year  in  the  Inmber  manu- 
facturing business  at  the  head  of  the 
lakes  and  it  was  predicted  that  the 
total  of  manufactured  lumber  at  th<s 
head  of  the  lakes  for  the  season  of  1901 
would  not  equal  the  1900  mark.  With 
most  of  the  mills  running  night  and 
day  there  is  every  prospect  that  the  cut 
this  year  will  eclipse  all  former  record* 
in  the  history  of  the  lumbering  industry 
here. 

The  high  rains  of  the  last  week  have 
put  the  many  logging  streams  of  the 
district  to  the  tops  of  their  banks  and 
it  is  said  that  the  loggers  will  be  able 
to  get  logs  out  this  summer  that  a  fe^ 
weeks  ago  they  expected  could  not  b9 
reached  before  another  spring. 

The  local  lumber  market  is  very  quiet 
in  spite  of  the  presence  of  many  buyers 
from  the  East.  There  is  practically 
nothing  to  sell  at  the  present  time 
either  in  the  hardwood  or  white  pine 
line.  It  Is  claimed  that  the  season's 
cut  Is  now  well  up  to  the  close  of  this 
month  and  if  any  sales  are  made  it  will 
be  of  lumber  to  be  cut  after  the  first  9t 
August  or  of  September.

The  chances  are  that  the  ligures 
for  1J«02  will  establish  a  new  mark,  lor  ap- 
pllcatl.ins  are  now  coming  In  at  the  rate 
of  1000  per  week.  A  little  less  than  75  per 
cent  of  the  applications  are  approved,  so 
from  this  showing  It  looks  as  though 
(i.bout  40,00<t  patents  might  be  Issued  dur- 
ing the  year  just  begun.  The  number  of 
trade  m.irks  registered  during  the  eleveoi 
months  and  twenty-six  days  of  this  year 
Is  1826,  against  1721  for  last  year.  The 
patent  office  officials,  by  the  way,  say 
Ihat  there  Is  a  steady  Increase  In  the  ap- 
plications for  registration  of  trade  marks 
fcnd  that  the  commercial  public  is  just 
beginning  to  appreciate  the  value  of 
brands  of  goods  manufactured,  and  there 
Is  a  corresponding  Increase  In  the  number 
Df  producers  who  want  to  get  their  trade 
marks  on  new  products  registered  In  the 
patent  office.  Trade  marks  thus  regis- 
tereil  ara  recognized  by  foreign  coun- 
tries, according  to  the  terms  of  special 
treaty    arrangements.

(Eleven  years  have  been  prepared,  which 
Will  be  sent  to  agents  and  companies  in 
quantities,   with   the   request   that  one   be 


included  in  each  policy  Issued  In  the  city. 
The  figures  are  xaken  from  the  records  of 
the  fire  patrol.  From  1880  to  1900  Inclusive 
there  were  110  fatal  accidents  from  the  use 
of  gasoline,  169  serious  casualties  and  138 
Blight,  In  the  city  of  Chicago.  Th^  fire 
statistics  of  other  cities  show  a  similar 
state  of  affairs,  and  Ihe  heavy  losses  of 
the  insurance  companies  due  to  this  cause 
win  undoubtedly  bring  about  the  appli- 
cation of  stringent  regulations  every- 
where. 


TRUST  POWER  IN  OHIO. 

As  in  1896,  the  Ohio  Republican  state 
convention  adopted  a  platform  strad- 
dling the  money  question,  worded  in 
such  a  way  that  whether  the  national 
convention  declared  in  favor  of  the 
single  gold  standard  or  bimetallism,  the 
Ohio  platform  would  apparently  agree 
with  it,  so  now  we  find  the  Ohio  pl.it- 
form  of  1901  handling  very  gingerly  the 
trust  question,  which  promises  to  be  the 
next  great  issue  before  the  people.  Here 
Is  what  the  platform  adopted  at  the 
Columbus  convention  the  other  day  has 
to  say  on  the  trust  problem: 

"The  only  legislation,  national  or  in 
Ohio,  on  this  subject,  has  been  enacted 
by  the  Republican  party,  and  that  party 
can  be  safely  trusted  to  deul  with  this 
problem." 

What  great  h^pe  that  offers  to  the 
people  for  relief  through  the  Republican 
party  from  the  exactions  of  the  trusts! 
The  people  will  recall  what  stringent 
laws  were  enacted  at  the  last  session  of 
congress,  Republican  in  both  its 
branches,  to  curb  the  power  of  the 
trusts,  and  remembering  the  response 
thus  made  to  their  demands  for  anti- 
trust legislation,  they  will  of  course  be 
satisfied  with  trusting  the  party  of 
Mark  Hanna,  who  says  there  are  no 
trusts,  to  deal  with  this  problem  in  the 
future  in  the  same  way  that  it  has  done 
in  the  past. 

Perhaps  the  people  may  not  be  satisfied 
with  these  promises  or  with  Republican 
performances  heretofore,  and  perhaps 
they  may  be  inclined  to  judge  the  party 
and  its  leaders  by  its  record  In  relation 
to  public  officials  who  have  been  loval 
to  the  interests  of  the  people  rather  than 
to  the  interests  of  the  trusts.  It  is  not 
necessary  to  go  outside  the  state  of  Ohio 
for  evidence  on  this  point.  An  hour  after 
the  above  declaration  on  trusts  was 
adopted  by  the  Columbus  convention, 
Judge  Thaddeus  Mlnshall,  who  for  fif- 
teen years  has  been  an  ornament  of  the 
supreme  bench  of  Ohio,  was  retired  to 
private  life  by  the  convention  at  the  be- 
hest of  the  corporations  and  trusts  in 
Ohio  and  out  of  it.  Two  years  ago  Jus- 
tlfce_  Bradbury  met  the  same  fate  and 
went  to  his  doom  complaining  that  it 
was  the  trusts  that  had  ended  his  career 
as  a  member  of  the  court.  The  fate  of 
Attorney  General  Frank  S.  Monnett  is 
known  to  every  schoolboy  in  Ohio.  He 
fought  the  trusts  and  they  destroyed 
him,  so  far  as  his  political  standing  fn 
the  Republican  party  is  concerned.  The 
platform  declared  that  combinations  of 
capital  "are  an  evil  which  must  be  met 
by  effective  legislation,  vigorously  en- 
forced." But  the  leaders  of  the  party 
have  effectively  smashed  every  officer 
who  dared  to  carry  out  this  policy,  and 
they  did  it  simply  and  solely  because  the 
contributing  trusts  demanded  it.  As  in 
the  case  of  the  far-famed  Maine  temper- 
ance law.  they  are  in  favor  of  an  anti- 
trust law,  but  against  the  enforcement 
of  It,  and  due  notice  has  been  served  on 
the  officers  likely  to  have  power  in  this 
direction  that  they  will  be  remembered 
in  evil  If  they  attempt  to  exercise  it. 

Judge  Mlnshall  was  known  as  a  fear- 
less ludge.  He  stood  straight  up  and 
offered  no  apologies  for  his  decisions. 
He  was  beloved  by  the  bar  of  Ohio,  and 
the  members  of  It  did  what  they  could 
toward  his  renomlnatlon.  But  they 
butted  their  head  against  a  stone  wall. 
His  turn-down  had  been  decreed  fronj 
above;  their  resistance  to  the  ukase  was 
futile.  The  Standard  Oil  company,  the 
Salt  trust  and  other  combinations  of 
capital  demanded  the  retirement  of 
Judge  Mlnshall.  The  claim  has  been 
made  that  the  trusts  were  tg  have  this 
as  the  price  of  the  campaign  fund  that 
they  contribute  annually.  And  this  is 
the  way  the  Republican  "party  can  be 
safely  trusted  to  deal  with  this  prob- 
lem!" 


THE    TELEPHONE  PATENTS. 

The  decision  of  a  Ma.'ssachusetts 
court  the  other  day  in  a.  suit  Involving 
the  validity  of  what  is  known  as  the 
recond  patent  on  the  Bi;rliner  tians- 
mltter  is  likely  to  work  a  further  revo- 
lution in  the  telephone  business,  as  the 
entire  field  is  now  practically  open 
for  the  organization  of  independent 
companies  wherever  sufficient  capital 
can  be  raised  to  build  a  plant.  For 
the  past  twenty  years  the  Bell  people 
have  controlled  the  main  pat«.nis  on  the 
parts  of  a  telephone  necessary  to  con- 
struct anything  more  than  a  mere 
speaking  tube.  Vhe  original  B^l!  pat- 
ent was  only  for  limited  uSe  unt'i  the 
syndicate  secured  the  exclusive  right  lo 
the  Berliner  patent  on  an  impiovcd  con- 
tact transmitter.  This  patent  \\'Ar>  is- 
sued in  November.  1880,  to  Emilo  Ber- 
liner and  ran  lor  sevtiiteen  yt»ara.  In 
1891  the  Bell  people  secured  a  second 
patent  which  was  Intended  to  cover  the 
principle  described  In  the  first  Ber- 
liner patent,  although  there  was  a 
slight  improvement  on  that  invention. 

The  possession  of  this  additional 
patent  served  to  prevent  the  formation 
of  many  independent  telephone  com- 
panies on  devises  of  other  Inventors  for 
fear  that  they  would  be  declar,>d  in- 
fringements of  the  second  Berliner 
patent.  The  patent  cfTice  had  Isjued 
a  great  many  patents  on  various  kinds 
of  improved  transmitters  and  on  other 
Improvements  In  telephones,  but  capi- 
talists were  afraid  to  put  money  into 
companies  to  work  these  patents  on  ac- 
count of  the  fear  that  they  would  be 
thrown  out  as  infringements.  The  Bell 
people  hoped  that  their  patent  of  1891 
would  carry  them  along  for  another 
seventeen  years  In  the  full  possession 
of  all  the  rights  enjoyed  under  the 
first  Berliner  patent.  An  Independent 
company  was  organised  some  time  ago 
In  Massachusetts  and  made  use  of  a 
telephone  system  that  with  some  im- 
provements  was   based  on     practically 


the  same  principle  involved  In  the  first 
Berliner  patent.  The  Bell  people 
promptly  brought  suit  for  infringement 
but  the  court  declared  that  there  was 
no  infringement. 

Tnls  decision  will  strengthen  the  posi- 
tion of  the  telephone  companies  already 
in  the  field  and  encourage  the  formation 
of  others  In  communities  that  are 
now  without  competition  in  the  tele- 
phone business. 


TECHNICAL  TRAINING. 

An  impressive  commencement  address 
was  delivered  recently  at  Stevens  Insti- 
tute, Hoboken,  X.  J.,  by  Arthur  G. 
Glasgow,  a  graduate  of  that  school  who 
Is  now  pursuing  his  profession  Jn  Lon- 
don. He  has  had  opportunities  to  ob- 
serve the  alarm  with  which  both  manu- 
facturers and  statesmen  in  Great  Brit- 
ain have  observed  the  Increase  of 
American  and  German  commerce  and 
the  serious  losses  which  their  own  has 
sustained  during  recent  years.  He  de- 
clares that  the  British  students  of  the 
situation  are  practically  unanimous  in 
the  opinion  that  the  relative  decline  of 
British  trade  is  due  to  the  higher  tech- 
nical training  now  afforded  In  Germany 
and  the  United  States. 

In  ttiese  countries  there  has  been  dur- 
ing the  past  few  years  a  higher  de- 
velopment of  the  handicrafts,  and  the 
effect  has  been  very  marked.  It  is  agreed 
among  all  British  thinkers  who  have 
studied  the  question  that  the  industrial 
salvation  of  their  country  is  to  be  found 
only  In  higher  and  more  general  tech- 
nical education.  Mr.  Glasgow  says  that 
the  more  he  extends  his  observation  and 
experience  the  more  thoroughly  con- 
vinced does  he  become  that  very  much 
of  a  nation's  strength  and  progress  de- 
pends upon  this  kind  of  education. 

The  nation  with  the  largest  number  of 
graduates  from  good  schools  of  tech- 
nology, other  things  being  equal,  has  an 
incalculable  davantage  in  the  race  for 
industrial  supremacy.  Such  is  the  con- 
current testimony  of  those  who  have 
had  the  best  opportunities  of  studying 
the  industrial  siMation  and  its  controll- 
ing factors. 


GOVERNMENT    BY  THIEVES. 

The  Philadelphia  papers  continue  to 
denounce  the  plundering  of  that  city  by 
those  who  are  entrusted  with  the  man- 
agement of  Its  affairs.  One  paper  plainly 
asserts  that  thieves  govern  the  city  and 
the  great  state  of  Pennsylvania  and 
that  Senator  Quay  is  the  chief  of  the 
gang  of  bandits.  For  the  second  time 
within  a  few  months,  it  points  out, 
franchises  worth  hundreds  of  thousands 
of  dollars  have  been  given  away  to 
members  of  the  gang  of  thieves,  the 
officials  bestowing  the  franchises  being 
members  of  the  same  gang. 

Some  months  ago  A.  L.  John.son,  a 
brother  of  Mayor  Tom  Johnson,  of 
Cleveland,  Ohio,  applied  for  franchises 
to  build  certain  street  railway  lines  in 
Philadelphia,  guaranteeing  3-cent  fares 
and  universal  free  transfers.  This 
spurred  the  looters  to  pass  a  bill  au- 
thorizing the  secretary  of  state,  a  sub- 
chief  of  the  gang,  to  grant  charters  to 
build  railroads  not  only  in  Philadelphia, 
but  in  other  cities  of  the  state.  Under 
this  law  the  secretary  of  state  at  once 
granted  free  franchises  to  members  of 
the  gang  of  thieves  to  build  whatever 
lines  they  chose,  permitting  5-cent 
fares,  and  making  no  stipulation  what- 
ever about  transfers,  and  this  in  the 
face  of  an  offer  by  John  Wanamaker  to 
pay  $2,500,000  cash  for  the  franchises:, 
that  the  gang  voted  away  to  itself  for 
nothing,  Wanamaker  having  deposited 
$250,000  as  an  assurance  that  he  meant 
business. 

This  is  the  natural  result  of  a  state, 
or  city,  getting  into  the  suicidal  habit 
of  going  one  way  politically  by  large 
majorities.  Parties  that  are  long  con- 
tinued in  power  and  grow  to  rely  con- 
fidently on  a  large  majority  become  cor- 
rupt. They  grow  careless  about  the 
character  of  their  candidates,  believing 
that  any  one  with  the  party  label  can 
win,  and  thus  corrupt  politicians  get 
into  office  and  rob  the  people.  But  the 
people  themselves  are  to  blame  when 
they  allow  such  conditions  to  continue. 
It  serves  the  people  of  Philadelphia  and 
of  Pennsylvania  right  to  rob  them,  be- 
cause they  have  long  known  the  char- 
acter of  Qua^'  and  his  tools.  The  people 
of  that  city  seem  rather  to  enjoy  being 
governed  by  thieves,  and  the  rest  of 
the  country  can  have  little  sympathy 
with  them  now. 


Russia  is  about  to  try  an  experiment 
which  If  successful  will  render  the  em- 
pire comparatively  Independent  of  Brit- 
ish or  American  coal.  The  plan  Is  to  use 
a  recent  Invention  for  the  purpose  of  cok- 
ing enormous  tracts  of  peat  to  be  found 
In  the  country.  A  large  experimental  fac- 
tory has  been  erected  near  St.  Petersburg, 
although  the  product  Is  already  In  use  on 
the  railroad  between  St.  Petersburg  and 
Moscow.  If  it  meets  required  tests  It  will 
be  adopted  generally  as  a  substitute  for 
coal,  which  will  be  of  vast  benefit  to 
Russia,  not  only  obviating  the  necessity 
of  sen.llng  largo  sums  out  of  the  country 
for  coal,  but  checking  the  consumption  of 
its  forests. 


Phy.^lclans  of  Aberdeen,  South  I>akota, 
annoutice  a  "successful"  operation  on  S. 
D.  Cone,  of  that  place.  Mr.  Cone  was 
suffering  from  a  cancerous  growth  m  hlch 
penetrated  the  passage  of  cmfwy  etcwnf 
prevented  the  passage  of  food  from  the 
stoma"?h.  To  overcome  this,  the  Inteitlne 
was  severed  and  attached  in  a  new  place. 
The  operation  "was  most  successful"  re- 
port the  physicians— but  the  patient  died 
on  Saturday.  Tiiere  seems  to  be  a  slight 
ambiguity  in  these  frequent  reports  con- 
cerning successful  operations.  It  would 
be  well,  perhaps,  to  consider  them  as  suc- 
cessful for  the  surgeon  rather  than  for 
the  oaUent. 


In  Chicago,  though  there  as  elsewhere 
church  proi>erty  Is  exempt  from  taxation, 
all  productive  or  Income-prod ^slng  prop- 
erty of  religious,  educational  or  charit- 
able institutions  has  been  put  upon  the 
tax  list.  This  is  a  policy  that  ought  to 
be  adopted  everywhere.  Public  sentiment 
Is  In  favor  of  exempting  the  property  of 
such  Institutions  necessary  for  their  own 
use  or  to  carry  on  their  work,  but  as  soon 
as  they  own  property  to  rent  or  for 
speculation,   it  should  be  taxed. 

The  man  who  drew  a  check  for  a  large 
amount  last  Saturday,  and  then  date.1  it 
Monday  so  as  to  save  the  2-cent  revenue 
stamp  would  have  felt  like  some  of  the 
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former  "peony- Vise  and  poutid- foolish" 
individuals  if  th^  bank  bad  happened  to 
have  aubpenwd  oil  Saturday.

Fort  Scott.  Kan..  July  3.— Dr.  J.  B.  Mc- 

Guire.  who  was  arrested  some  time  asjo 
ts  an  accomplice  with  Dr.  Thomas 
O'Toole.  of  this  ctly,  in  attempting  to 
defraud  the  Modern  Woodmen  of  tSje 
World  and  Royal  Neighbor  lotlpes  out  jf 
$8000  in.surance  by  goinp  through  a  mock 
death  and  burial,  has  just  made  a  Sworn 
confe.«sion.  which  has  been  filed  in  court 
here  along  with  the  statement  of  D.  H. 
Cox,  a  barber,  of  San  Antonio.  Texas. 
Cox  was  an  eyewitness  to  the  burial  of 
O'Toole  and  did  not  know  until  arrested 
as  an  accomplice  that  the  doctor  crawled 
out  of  one  end  of  the  Rrave  while  dirt 
was  being  siioveled  into  it. 

O'Toole  tuuk  out  the  life  insurance  li 
local  lodges  here  and  paid  one  or  two 
monthly  assessments  before  lie  left  for 

A  few  weeks  later  his  wife  re<-eived  a 
telegram  from  Dr.  McOuire,  whom  It 
seems  O'Took;  met  at  Juno.  Texas,  in- 
forming her  that  her  husband  was  dan- 
gerously sick  near  Sonora.  on  the  West- 
ern TtXi.13  prahle,  soventy-tive  miles 
from  a  rallr  )ad.  and  falling  her  there. 
Two  or  three  day«  after  ^ler  departure 
she  wired  the  lodgns  that  the  doctor  had 
died,  and  later  she  returned  and  began 
to  in-iuirt.'  ub.iut  the  Insurance. 

Shf  .said  the  doctor  had  died  of  small- 
pox and  istie  could  not  go  to  the  grave, 
but  that  she  stopi)ed  at  San  Angelo. 
Texa.s.  and  there  met  one  Dr.  McOuire. 
hor  husband's  friend,  who  was  with  him 
when  he  died  and  who  helped  to  bury 
him  near  .«?on.>ra.  Tlie  circumstances 
caused  suspicion,  and  later  it  develoi)ed 
that  the  O'Toole  grave  contained  only 
rocks,  boards  and  blanket.  A  Texas 
BheriJT  pursued  O'Toole  and  McGulre  2'>0 
miles  and  arrest' d  them  on  the  Klo 
Orande  river  as  they  were  entering  Old 
Alexico. 

McCuire  says  O'Toole  suggested  the 
scheme  to  him  at  Juno.  He  was  to  hire 
a  yoimg  man  named  I>.  H.  Cox  as  a 
traveling  companion  and  start  from  H.m 
Angelo  to  Sonora.  Texas,  feign  si(  Uness 
a  short  distance  out  and  send  the  young 
man  for  Mc(;uire  to  attend  him.  Th'- 
plans  were  executed  when  they  weriJ 
about  fifty  miU-3  out  of  San  Angeles. 
O'Toole  told  Cox  he  had  the  smalli)ox. 
Ui'on  his  arrival  Dr.  Mcduire  contirmed 
the  report.  At  midnight  of  the  next  day 
OToole  sui)pti.sedly  died.  Cox  was  kept 
'  away  fn-m  the  wagon  In  which  he  was 
lying  for  fear  he  would  catch  the  disease. 
He  helped  Mcduire  tlig  the  grave  The 
burial  Is  described  by  Mc<Juire  In  these 
words  in  his  confe.ssion: 

"Aftt.r  « )'Toole  |)retended  to  be  dead. 
I  gave  Ben  an  awful  cursing  for  not  go- 
ing away  soont-r.  I  was  afraid  Ken  would 
hear  him  br^-athing.  Next  morning  I 
sent  Ben  after  tools  to  dig  th#.  grave. 
O'Toole  stayed  in  the  hack  pretty  well 
all  the  time.  After  the  grave  was  dug. 
I  got  Ben  to  help  me  roll  the  hack  back 
near  the  grave. 

"I  threw  in  tht*  old  (juilt,  and  O'Toole 
Jumi)ed  out  of  the  grave  and  then  went 
out  <>n  his  hands  and  knees  through  an 
optJiing  in  the  brush  and  went  off. 
while  Ben  and  I  were  nillng  the 
grave.  I  told  BiMi  to  tako  my  horse  and 
go  back  home.  I  then  got  In  the  hack 
and  drove  on  up  th^  road  toward  .So- 
nora. I  overtook  O'Toole  In  about  two 
or  three  mile.a.  He  got  In  the  hack  and 
cairie  on  to  Sonora  with  me." 

He  goes  on  to  tell  about  .spending  sev- 
eral days  at  .^an  Angelo  with  Mrs. 
O'Tiiole,  during  which  time  she  and 
Met'tuire  went  to  the  clerk  of  the  local 
Woodmen's  lodge  and  had  him  take 
McUuire's  statement  in  writing  as 
proof  of  O'Tnole's  death. 

Young  Cox's  statement  corroborates 
Mc(}ulre's.  He  says  he  was  cautioneil 
to  stand  some  distance  away  to  prevent 
his  cacthing  the  disease  when  the 
wagon  with  O'Toole  in  It  was  backed 
Up  to  the  grave.  The  grave  was  un- 
der a  large  oak  tree  and  was  sur- 
r<  onded  by  thick  underbrush.  He  .saw 
Mt'iUire  lift  O'Toole  out  of  the  wagon 
ami  put  him  into  the  grave.  After  some 
blankets,  boards  and  dirt  had  been 
thrown  in  l)y  Mi<Juire  to  cover  the 
body.  Cox  we^t  up  and  beloved  fill  the- 
Ijrave.  McGuirc  painted  a  headboard, 
giving  the  name  <>f  the  deceased  and 
the  date  of  his  death.

In  the  'varsity  four,  Cornell  was  first; 
tlmft  11:3a  3-5;  Pennsylvania,  second; 
timo,  11:45  2-5.  Columbia,  third;  time, 
11:51  3-i).  The  best  previous  record  for 
this  distance  was  10:31  1-5. 

In  the  freshmen  race.  Pennsylvania 
was  first;  time,  10:20  1-5;  Cornell,  sec- 
ond: time,  10:23;  Columbia,  third;  time. 
10:36  1-5;  Syracuse,  fourth:  time.  10:44. 
The  previouts  record  for  the.  freshmen 
eight  for  this  distance  was  9:19*^. 

The  first  crews  in  the  'varsity  eight 
rowed  the  following  strokes  during  the 
race:

Not  only  was  a  new  record  for  'var- 
sity eights  made,  but  It  1«  more  re- 
markable that  the  four  leading  crews 
in  the  race  each  broke  the  old  record 
by  many  seconds. 

The  race  was  rowed  in  water  that 
was  very  advantageous  and.  while  this 
may  have  helped  the  time,  still  it  did 
not  seem  to  assist  the  freshmen,  who 
rowed  under  almost  the  same  condi- 
tions. 

The  'varsity  TPice  was  the  most  ex- 
citing of  the  day.  although  the  other 
two,  with  much  uncertainty  over  the 
winners,  caused  a  fiurry.  The  fact 
that  Pennsylvania  had  been  picked  as 
a  *Juro  winner  of  the  four-oared  event. 
l>ut  that  Cornell  beat  her  out  easily, 
whetter  the  appetite  of  the  thousands 
upon  the  shore  and  observation  train 
for  the  other  contests. 

The  phenomenal  feature  of  the  races 
is  that  had  not  the  Cornell  frenchmen's 
boat  broken  in  the  last  half  mile.  Cor- 
nell would  last  night  have  been  the  vic- 
tor. Columbia  is  happy,  for  her  oars- 
men have  come  up  from  a  very  bad 
place  to  the  second  place  In  a  slx-slded 
contest,  after  giving  the  winners  a  hard 
fight. 

Georgetown,  a  new  rival  for  honors, 
and  to  whom  little  attention  had  been 
I>ald.  got  inside  the  time  record,  and 
hung  on  to  the  leaders  with  a  tenacity 
that  surprised  everybody.  Pennsylvania 
was  never  In  the  race  with  Its  second 
crew,  and  Syracuse,  with  its  very  light 
oarsmen,  was  outrowed. 

The  'varsity  race  was  one  of  the 
fiercest  struggles  ever  witnessed  In  col- 
lege aquatics,  and  had  any  of  the  crewfi 
in  the  lead  failed  because  of  physical 
weakness,  the  tall-enders  were  ready  to 
take  their  places  and  make  good  time 
at  that.  As  It  w^s.  although  the  race 
was  one  of  the  most  severe  ever  rowed, 
there  was  not  a  sign  of  dl*<tress  In  any 
boat. 

It  was  a  minute  after  ii:30  when  the  six 
'varsity  crews  lined  up  at  the  start, 
there  being  a  slight  delay  because  of  the 
breaking  away  of  Cornell's  stake  boat. 
The  rtferee  gave  the  usual  warnings, 
and  at  the  report  of  the  pistol  the  start 
was  practically  uniform,  Cornell  having 
the  only  advantage;  because  of  the  ab- 
sence of  a  st.ike  boat  she  had  to  make 
a  fiying  start.  It  was  evident  before 
twenty-five  strokes  had  been  rowed  that 
the  pace  cut  out  by  Cornell,  Wisconsin, 
Columbia  and  Georgetown  was  too  much 
for  the  light  Syracu.se  crew  and  the  sec- 
ond Pennsylvania,  for  they  began  to 
drop  behind  Into  a  second  section.  At 
the  half  mile  there  was  not  two  feet  be- 
tween the  first  three  boats,  while  George- 
town had  dropped  a  half  length  behind 
them.  Columbia  was  leading  at  this 
point. 

At  the  mile  Cornell,  with  pretty  rowing 
and  no  apparent  raising  of  her  stroke, 
had  taken  the  lead  away  from  Columbia 
and  Ivad  about  half  a  length  advantage. 
Wisconsin  had  tried  In  vain  to  steal 
seeond  place  from  Columbia,  and  from 
this  point,  although  close  to  Columbia's 
stern,  never  managed  to  draw  up  on 
her. 

From  the  mile  and  half  point  to  the 
3-mlle  point  at  the  bridge  it  was  one  of 
the  most  remarkable  feats  of  enduranct 
ever  witnessed.  Cornell,  rowing  a  slow 
stroke  to  the  minute,  kept  the  nose  of 
her  shell  just  a  scant  half  length  In 
front  of  Columbia,  who.  with  her  faster 
stroke  and  a  clean-running  boat,  made 
desperate  efforts  to  reach  her  rival. 
Wisconsin,  a  half  length  behind  Colum- 
bia, made  equally  great  efforts,  but  they 
seemed  to  be  of  no  avail,  and  Georgetown 
held  on  to  the  trio  of  pacemakers  with  a 
tenacity  that  won  for  her  the  plaudits 
of  the  spectators.  Those  who  watched 
the  terrific  pace  looked  at  any  moment 
to  see  one  of  the  four  leaders  go  to  pieces, 
but  they  swept  down  under  the  bridge 
without  changing  position.  Here  It  was 
that  Columbia  made  a  desperate  attempt 
to  take  the  lead.  Her  stroke  hit  up  a 
swinging  gait  and  her  boat  in  less  than 
five  seconds  had  evened  with  Cornell. 
The  leading  crew  raised  its  stroke  slight- 
ly, and,  taking  the  lead  again,  passed  on 
toward  the  finish  line,  increasing  ttie  lead 
until,  when  the  line  was  crossed,  they 
had  a  length  and  a  quarter  advantage 
over  Columbia.  Wisconsin  had  found 
herself  unable  to  get  any  more  .speed  In 
the  last  mile  and  finished  two  lengths 
and  a  half  behind  Columbia. 

Georgetown  had  hung  on  like  a  young 
bulldog  and  finished  only  a  scant  two 
lengths  behind  the  Wisconsin  crew. 
Syracuse  and  Pennsylvania  were  dis- 
tanced.

Boston.  July  3. — Harvard  university 
was  treated  to  a  startling  surprise  last 
week  when  the  Harvard  Crimson,  the 
official  college  paper,  appeared  with  the 
astonishing  announcement  that  the  Har- 
vard corporation  haxi  voted  at  Its  meet- 
ing to  rescind  Its  vote  conferring  the 
degree  of  LL.D.  upon  President  McKln- 
ley. 

The  same  issue  contained  a  detailed 
account  of  an  attempt  to  blow  up  Me- 
morial hall  with  a  bomb,  of  which  the 
chief  component,  according  to  the  Crim- 
son's account,  was  picric  acid.  The  news 
Item  was  accompanied  by  a  suitable 
editorial  on  the  second  page  of  the  paper 
condemning  in  vigorous  terms  the  spirit 
of  vandalism  that  had  suggested  the 
violation  of  one  of  Harvard's  sacred  me- 
morials. 

Upon  Investigation  It  was  shown  that 
the  Memorial  day  Issue  was  a  "fake" 
number,  published  by  unnamed  editors 
who  are  supposed  to  be  Identified  with 
the  famous  "Med  Fac,"  who  a  few  years 
ago  sent  an  honorary  medical  degree  to 
Cazr  Alexander  III  of  Russia,  and  which 
that  monarch  recognized  by  forwarding 
to  the  "Med  Fac"  a  letter  expressing  his 
thanks  and  his  deep  appreciation  of  the 
favor  which  American  science  had  seen 
fit  to  confer  upon  him. 

The  editors  of  the  Crimson  were  dumb- 
founded when  they  found  copies  of  the 
Memorial  day  issue  of  the  paper  at  their 
doors.  The.v  made  strenuous  efforts  to 
prevent  the  paper  from  circulating,  and 
informed  the  newsdealers  on  Harvard 
square  that  they  would  be  prosecuted  for 
libel  If  they  sold  the  Crimson  over  their 
counters.  One  of  the  newsdealers  con- 
sented, as  a  special  favor  to  the  editors, 
to  refrain  from  selling  the  sheet,  but  the 
other  Informed  the  collegians  that  he 
would  continue  the  sale.  The  few  copies 
of  the  paper  that  remained  were  selling 
at  $1  a  copy. 

The  managing  editor  and  the  business 
manager  of  the  paper  went  to  Chief  of 
Police  Cloyea,  in  Cambridge,  and  urged 
him  to  prevent  ttie  circulation  of  the 
paper,  but  that  officer  Informed  them 
that  he  could  do  nothing.  Then  they 
went  to  the  court  house  and  tried  to  get 
an  injunction  restraining  the  self-ap- 
pointed publishers  from  getting  out  an- 
other number.  The  incident  Is  regarded 
by  the  university  at  large  as  the  most 
effective  hoax  that  ever  has  been  perpe- 
trated by  the  "Med  Fac."  The  "fake" 
issue  was  an  exact  counterpart  tyoo- 
graphically  with  the  regular  numbers  of 
the  official  organ  of  the  university.  It 
contained  all  the  advertisements,  all  the 
oflUclal  notices  by  instructors  and  pro- 
fessors, in  exactly  the  form  and  type  to 
which  the  regular  readers  of  the  paper 
are  accustomed.

An  open  window 
during  the  night  gave  Capt.  Brown  a 
severe  cold,  from  which  she  has  not  re- 
covered, and  It  Is  feared  may  not.  She 
refused  to  give  up  for  the  first  few  days. 
and  set  about  finding  a  headquarters 
for  the  work  she  had  been  sent  to  do. 
The  place  In  the  little  Wylle  avenue 
court  was  taken  temporarily.  Then  the 
brave  little  Hebrew  woman  broke  down 
and  has  been  growing  steadily  worse. 

Capt.  Brown,  not  long  ago.  turned  her 
back  on  her  father's  palatial  home  In 
New  York,  gave  up  her  former  religion, 
and  enlisted  in  the  Salvation  Army. 
Since  then  she  has  l)een  estranged  from 
her  relations.  A  message  sent  from 
Pittsburg  Saturday  evening,  telling  of 
the  daughter's  illness  brought  a  reply 
from  the  telegraph  company  that  Capt. 
Brown's  family  had  sailed  for  Europe 
some  time  ago.  and  were  thought  to  be 
In  Switzerland  for  the  summer.  Efforts 
were  made  to  get  the  cable  address. 
Mrs.  Col.  Brewer,  of  New  York.  in 
charge  of  the  slum  work,  sent  word 
that  Capt.  Brown  would  be  w.^11  cared 
for. 


Of  Bardo  Scotti,  a  Banana 
Dealer  of  Minne- 
apolis. 

Minneapolis,  July  3.— Bardo  Scotti.  the 
descendant  of  a  race  of  Sicilian  kings  and 
at  present  engaged  In  the  banana  busi- 
ness in  Minneapolis,  was  leading  man  In 
what  was  almost  a  tragedy  on  Third  street 
yesterday   morning. 

One  day  last  week  when  the  thermome- 
ter stood  just  under  the  100  mark,  Bardo 
drove  by  the  West  hotel  and  saw  a  great 
crowd  gather  around  a  liorse  that  had 
fallen  dead  from  the  heat.  Bardo  was 
badly  scared.  His  horse  Beppo  represent- 
ed the  greater  part  of  all  his  worldly 
wealth.  What  If  Beppa.  too.  should  drop 
dead?  Bar  do's  face  wore  a  troubled  look 
all  day.  Towards  evening  he  drew  up  at 
a  harness  shop  and  bought  one  of  those 
horse  bonnets.  It  nearly  broke  his  heart 
to  let  go  of  the  75c  but  he  thought  it  the

COTTON  CONDITION. 

Monthly    Report   of   the   De- 
partment Statistician. 

Washington.  July  3.— The  monthly  re- 
port of  the  statistician  of  the  department 
of  agriculture  will  show  the  average  con- 
dition of  cotton  on  June  25,  to  have  been 
81.1.  as  compared  with  !<l.r.  on  Mav  30,  75.8 
on  July,  1900,  87.8  at  the  corresponding 
date  in  1899,  a  1-year  average  of  86.3  and  a 
lo-vear  average  of  87.2.  A  c^^nditlon  of 
81.1  is,  with  the  exception  of  the  July  con- 
dition reported  last  year,  the  lowest  re- 
corded condition  at  this  season.  With  the 
exception  of  Mississippi,  where  the  condi- 
tion is  one  point  alwve  the  mean  of  the 
averages  reported  on  July  1  In  that  state 
for  the  last  ten  years,  ajid  In  CHtlahoma, 
where  the  figures  available  for  compari- 
son cover  only  six  years,  the  condition 
throughout  the  entire  cotton  belt  com- 
pared unfavorably  with  the  10-year  av- 
erages. Not  only  was  the  condition  on 
June  25  the  lowest  condition  recorded  with 
the  exception  of  last  year  for  the  cotton 
region  as  a  whole  at  this  season,  but  in 
Georgia  and  South  Carolina  also  it  was  the 
lowest  during  the  entire  period  of  thirty- 
five  vears  for  which  rtKord^  are  available, 
while  in  North  Carolina  it  was  the  lowest 
one  with  one  exception  during  the  same 
period. 

Excessive  rains  followed  by  a  heavy 
growth  of  grass  and  weeds  have  caused, 
much  damage  in  Alabama,  Georgia,  South 
Carolina  and  North  Carolina,  while  In 
Louisiana  and  Texas  the  growth  ha.«  be^n 
retarded  by  drought.  The  gravity  of  the 
situation  Is  greatly  increased  in  North 
Carolina,  Soutl.  Carolina  and  Georgia  and 
to  some  extent  in  other  states  by  a  scar- 
city of  labor.

The  members  of  the  Duluth  board  of 
trade  this  mornin^g  voted  to  have  the 
board  of  directors  abolish  the  Issuance  of 
tickets  to  clerks.  There  are  about  ten  or 
a  dozen  of  these  outstanding.  They  are 
mostly  held  by  clerks  in  offices  who.  in  tho 
absence  of  the  head  of  the  ofHce.  go  on  the 
floor  and  do  the  trading  for  the  house.  The 
abolition  of  these  will  mean  that  member- 
ships for  the  clerks  will  have  to  l>e  taken 
out  to  allow  them  to  go  on  the  floor. 

There  arc  only  two  or  three  member- 
ships said  to  be  open  for  sale  now.  When 
new  memberships  are  desired  after  those 
are  out  of  the  way.  they  will  have  to  l>e 
bought  direct  from  the  board.

SUBDUED  WATCH  DOGS. 

Jamefi  Seymour,  an  old  burglar,  who  h»« 
spent  most  of  his  life  in  the  state  prisons 
of  New  York  and  New  J<='rsey  for  house- 
breaking, has  just  begun  another  ten 
years'  term  lor  Jobs  coinin;lleil  in  Mount 
Vernoii,  Ptlham  and  other  suburban 
towns.  Chief  Foley  found  fourteen  houses 
which  Seymour  attempiea  to  enter  and 
Seymour  was  convicted  of  getting  inio 
two  of  tl^tni  and  carrying  away  a  lot  of 
silverware  and  clothing,  says  the  New 
York  Sun. 

In  both  houses  large  watchdogs  were 
kept  on  guard  and  Chief  Foley  and  the 
owners  were  at  a  loss  to  understand  how 
the  burglar  could  have  pried  open  the 
windows  without  causing  them  to  bark 
and  arouse  the  households.  Curijsity  fln- 
allv  Ud  the  chief  to  qufsiion  Seymour  and 
the  old  burglar  gave  him  the  recipe  just 
before  he  left  for  Sing  Sing  prison. 

"Get tin"  past  dogs  is  dead  easy  if  you 
know  how  to  go  about  it,  "  said  ihe  bur- 
glar. "Old  crooks  understand  the  trick 
so  well  thiit  its  not  often  a  dog  bothers 
them.  He  may  give  a  few  growls  if  he'j 
in  he  house,  but  tliere's  a  way  to  quiet 
him  quick.  Some  people  are  tooilsh  en- 
ough to  think  that  burglars  carry  steak 
chops,  dOK  bread  or  something  of  the  kind 
about  in  their  |>ockcts  to  feed  the  critiers 
with  or  that  they  chloroform  them,  buS 
this  is  a  mistake. 

"All  we  have  to  do  is  to  hunt  up  a  horse 
just  ifore  we  start  on  the  job  and  rub 
our  ha:ids  several  times  up  and  down  on© 
of  his  legs,  at  the  same  tlm.e  toucniag  the 
fetkck.  It  don't  matter  what  kind  ol  an 
old  rfkate  he  is.  There's  somk-tiiing  abou« 
the  scent  of  a  horse's  fetlock  that  will 
make  any  dog  vour  friend  the  miiuiie  he 
smells  it  Ive  tried  it  dozens  of  lime« 
and  it  never  failed."  . 

Seymour  then  told  how  he  got  into  a 
house  in  New  Jersey  which  was  guarded 
bv  four  of  the  finest  bulldogs  he  ever  taw. 
""I  knew  that  the  brutes  were  there,  ana 
that  they  were  likely  to  make  me  trou- 
ble ■•  said  he.  "so  just  before  I  tackled 
the  place  I  stopi)ed  alotig  the  street  and; 
rubbed  mv  hands  a  good  five  minutes  on 
the  fetlocks  of  an  old  horse  tha.t  waa 
hitchetl  ;o  a  cab  standing  in  front  of  a 
rum  shop.  Then  I  made  for  the  house 
and  beaan  careful  like  to  pry  open  the 
window  to  the  dining  room. 

"It  was  moonlight  and  I  could  see  all  ot 
them  silver  shining  on  the  sideboar.i.  but 
It  look.'d  like  a  mighty  risky  job  to  try 
to  get  It  with  them  four  ugly  brutes 
stretched  out  a  guardin'  it.  But  things 
were  slow  with  me,  and  I  was  determined 
not  to  let  the  chance  go  by.  so  I  sawed 
the  catrh  and  then  raisM  the  sash  easy 
so  as  not  to  make  any  noise. 

"Once  or  twice  one  of  the  dogs  gave  a 
low  growl,  and  1  had  to  lay  low.  but  when 
1  finallv  got  the  sash  up  enough  to  shove 
in  my  hands  it  was  all  over.

"I  never  heerd  anybody  explain  it.  The 
receipt  was  give  to  me  by  an  old  man  In 
Trenton  prison  that  used  to  steal  dogs, 
and  I've  bc-en  u.sin"  it  ever  since  when  oc- 
casion requires.

the  delight  of  the  fashion  fairies  and  of 
our  mothers  and  grandmothers,  and  It 
is  certainly  a  garniture  too  becoming  to 
be  left  anv  lonser  on  the  shelf  of  de- 
parted m'lties.  But  as  yet  it  is  only  seen 
on  Inipoited  gowns  of  the  haute  mou- 
veanle  ftimiliew.  and  even  then  it  is  gen- 
erally most  si)arsely  employed  and  al- 
ways in  black. 

There  are  many  charming  things  to  be 
.seen  In  midsummer  hats.  These  are 
broader  in  the  brim,  and  have  a  softer 
and  more  fluffy  effect  than  many  of 
those  to  be  seen  early  In  the  season.

COOKING  VEGETABLES. 

"Vegetables  are  best  in  their  own  sea- 
son. Just  as  nature  develops  them,  not  as 
man  forces  them." 

The  good  housekeeper  will  give  as  much 
care  and  attention  to  the  cooking  and 
dressing  of  vegetables  as  she  devoies  to 
other  foods;  while  indifferent  cooks  en- 
tertain the  mistaken  idea  that  very  little 
skill  is  required.  And  to  the  negligent-iind 
monotonous  manner  of  preparing  them  is 
due  a  very  prevalent  Indifference  and  fre- 
quent di&taste  for  niiiny  of  our  most  val- 
uable green,  summer  vegetables. 

KOOD  VALUE  OK  VKGiiTABLES. 
On  account  of  the  large  percentage  of 
water  that  enters  into  the  consumption  of 
vegetables.  especlall>  the  green  and  fresh 
grown.  Ihev  do  not  rank  high  for  their 
nutrient  value,  but  an'  none  the  less  valu- 
able, dletically,  for  ihe  reason  that  they 
furnish  a  large  quantity  of  organic  fluids 
which  must  accompany  the  focS  supply  to 
meet  the  requirements  of  the  vital  econ- 
omy. The  potato,  which  does  not  properly 
belong  to  summer  V' getables.  Is  remark- 
able for  the  large  amount  of  starch  it  con- 
tains and  for  this  reason  must  be  cooked 
with  utmost  care  In  order  to  render  It  di- 
gestible. Some  other  vegetables  contain 
starch,  but  the  chief  constituents,  aside 
from  water,  of  the  \egetable3  which  be- 
long more  properly,  t.)  Jhe  summer  season 
are  sugar,  mineral  •  lements  and  matter 
that  supplies  bulk  ti'  the  food. 

SELECTING  \  KGETABLES. 
Unfortunately  all  h  >usewives  cannot  ob- 
tain their  green  vei-itables  direct  from 
the  garden  and  while  there  are  certain 
kinds,  such  as  corn  md  peas,  which  soon 
lose  their  "sweetness  "  if  they  stand  long 
before  cooking,  most  liuyers  can  get  veg- 
etables not  over  tw- nty-four  hours  old; 
and  when  selecting  s  N.h  as  we  have  men- 
tioned. It  Is  wise  to  !>ay,  If  necessary,  a 
little  more  for  the  freshest  vegetable. 

Selecl  green  vcget  ibles  that  are  crisp 
and  lulcy  and  have  not  been  from  field 
or   garden   over  a   djiv. 

Roots  and  tubers  »>:i'iuld  be  plump  with 
fresh,  unshrlveled  ski:i».  While  we  are  not 
discussing  vegetables  that  have  been  kept 
through  the  winter  i;  is  well  to  warn  all 
Inexperienced  housfrWives  against  the  use 
of  vegetables  that  hive  begun  to  germi- 
nate, especially  pofa;  les.  The  sprouts  of 
these  vegetables  cont  dn  a  poison  similar 
to  belladonna,  the  plaa  belonging  to  same 
family  as  the  dea<llv  nighjshade. 
CARB  OP  VE'IKTABLES. 

Whan  vegetables  punot  be  cooked  as 
soon  as  gathered,  they  should  he  kept  in  a 
cool,  dark  i)lace;  the  niter  leaves  or  pods 
should  not  be  removi-  \  until  they  are  to 
be  cooked.  Lettuce,  cr -ss  and  spinach  may 
he  wastied  quickly-  ainl  carefully  In  cold 
water,  put  In  a  cold,  .lark  place,  covered 
from  the  air  and  be  kopt  crisp  and  nice 
for  some  time.  Asparagus,  corn,  in  husk, 
and  celery,  may  be  k-  pt  fresh  by  cutting 
off  a  little  of  the  stem  ''nd  and  the  cut  end 
only  stood   In  cold   w;iter. 

Medlum-slsed.  and  no^ overgrown  vege- 
tables are,  as  a  rule,  the  best  to  select. 
Most  vegetables  that  t!  >  not  contain  starch 
are  best  If  not  quite  mature,  especially 
those  that  contain  .  onsideral)le  woody 
fiber.  These  grow  tough  an<l  hard. 
TO  PREPARE  AND  COOK. 

Nearlv  all  vegetabl'  s  shoul  '  be  thor- 
oughly washed  before-  they  are  cooked; 
roots  and  tubers  shou  J  be  scrubbed  witii 
a  small  brush  kept  for  the  purpo.se.  before 
they  are  pared;  and  :'ll  shoots,  stems  and 
loaves  thoroughly  washed,  but  not  allowed 
to  remain  In  water  for  any  length  of  time 
if  they  are  fresh.  The  best  plan  la  to  place 
them  In  a  colander  or  wire  basket  and  let 
cold  water  run  over  them. 

Remember  that  to  preserve  the  color, 
flrmne-sa  and  iulcea  of  young,  green  vege- 
tables they  should  lie  cooked  In  bollmj;, 
salted  water,  as  the  solvent  power  of 
soft  water  will  destroy  their  color  and 
firmness  and  draw  out  the  nutrient  Juices 
anil  salts  Into  the  water;  and  If  this  is 
draJIned  off  and  thrown  away,  we  lose 
almost  all  the  value  as  well  as  the  flavor 
of  the  vegetables,  and  they  are  Insipid 
and  flat. 

As  a  rule  young,  green  vegetables  are 
cocked  too  long.  They  should  be  cooked 
raiiidly  without  cover  except  spinach,  and 
onlv  until  they  are  tender,  no  longer,  us- 
Ir.jr'as  little  water  a.'-  iiosslble.  If  they  are 
ccoked  after  thev  become  tender,  they 
urow  dark  colored  and  un.sightly,  stroi.g 
In  flavor  and  therefore  unpalatable.  Grams 
81  d  legumes  (pear,  beans  and  lentils, 
rec.ulre  more  water  In  cooking  as  they 
lose  most  of  their  moisture  in  the  ripen- 
ing process.  WDted  vegetables  also  requue 
ni«  re  water,  but  If  these  cannot  be  fre.sh- 
ened  before  cooking  they  should  not  oe 
used.  Have  the  wa'.-'r  freshly  boiled  for 
the  vegetables;  since  water,  as  soon  as  It 
begins  to  boll,  parts  with  Its  gases  and 
becomes  flat  and  Insipid:  so  put  In  the 
vgptableg  as  .soon  as  the  boiling  begins 
and  keep  It  cooking  rontlnuoualy.  but  not 
too  rapidly,  for  the  t- mperature  cannot  Dc. 
Increased,  after  water  reaches  the  boiling 
point,    bv   violent   bubbling. 

All  vegetables  belonging  to  the  tubers 
are  better  steamed  or  baked  and  many 
others  are  much  finer,  notably  asparagus 
and  voung  cabbage. 

Onions  nnd  cabbage,  on  accouiU  of  the 
strong  odor  of  the  valotlle  oil,  shoulu  b3 
cooked  in  plenty  of  water,  the  water 
changed  several  limes  according  to  thi 
age  and  variety.  These  vegetables  are 
more  delicate  If  allowed  to  soak  In  un- 
salted,  cold  water  for  an  hour  before 
cooking.  Never  let  vegetables  remain  m 
the  water  when  once  done. 

I'nless  you  can  hive  your  vegetables 
fresh  from  the  garden  you  will  find  peas, 
corn  beets,  squash,  turnips,  pumpkin  and 
tomatoes  are  improv>-d  by  adding  Just 
enouKh  sugar  to  restore  their  natural 
sweetness;  about  a  tablespoonful  to  a 
quart.  Tomatoes  are  usually  Improved 
bv  the  addition  of  a  little  .«ugar  to  correct 
the  acidity,  as  they  partake  more  of  the 
nature  of  a  fruit  than  a  vegetable  and 
arc    In  some  seasons,  oulte  tart. 

A  very  simple  yet  effective  way  to  de- 
stroy the  odor  from  cooking  onions  o' 
cnbliage.  Is  to  keep  a  small  quantity  o^ 
vinegar  simmering  on  the  .stove  near  the 
ves.sol  containing  the  vegetables.  This 
does  not  spoil  the  flavor  of  the  vegetables 
as  some  other  remedies  do.  Add  salt  to 
peas  and  beans  when  they  are  partly 
done.  _ 

TIME  FOR  roOKTNG. 

Much  depends  on  thn  age  and  cond.ltlon 
of  the  vegetables,  ami  also  the  mantier  In 
which  thev  are  cooked,  fresh  yocng  veg- 
etables requiring,  of  course,  much  less 
time.  A  table  can  ^Ive  you  only  the  ap- 
proximate length  of  iime.  TTse  judgm.^nt 
and  common  sense  an^l  when  the  vertta- 
bb'P  are  tender  do  not  cook  then,  longer.

Mrs.  A.  W.  G.  writes:  Will  you  kindly 
send  me  some  cake  recipes  made  of  pastry 
flour,  also  doughn^lts?  Will  you  tell  me 
why  there  Is  always  bubbles  In  my  cake? 
1  very  much  enjoy  your  department. 

It  is  not  necessary  to  buy  two  kinds  of 
flour  for  bread  and  caJte  baking  If  you  can 
get  a  blended  flour  that  is  satisfactory. 

Bubbles  in  cake  are  caused  mosH  fre- 
quently by  using  a  flour  not  suitable,  not 
beating  the  yolks  sufficiently,  using  too 
much  baking  powder  and  not  having  it 
mixed  thoroughly  through  the  flour  or  In 
the  iKitter  and  having  the  oven  too  slow 
when  the  cake  goes  In. 

BONN^ BELLE  CAKE. 

Cream  two  cups  of  sugar  with  one  and 
one-half  cups  of  butter  until  very  light. 
Separate  six  eggs;  beat  die  yolks  until 
light  and  frothy,  then  add  to  the  butter 
and  sugar;  add  a  teaapoonful  of  vanilla 
extract:  beat  well;  then  add  a  cup  of  wat- 
er not  too  cold.  Measure  three  and  a  half 
cups  of  flour  that  has  l>een  well  sifted; 
add  three  teasponnfuls  of  good  bakliig 
powder;  sift  thoroughly  again  and  add 
to  the  cake  mixture.  Beat  the  batter  un- 
til light  and  smooth:  then  add  the  whites 
of  the  eggs  beaten  to  a  stiff  froth;  fold 
these  In  carefully,  but  do  not  beat,  until 
thoroughly  mixed  through  the  batter.  Do 
not  stir  the  batter  after  these  are  mixed 
In  This  may  be  u.sed  for  layer  or  loaf 
cake-  if  for  the  latter,  fruit  may  be  re- 
quired according  to  kind  and  quality  of 
flour  used.  Judgment  and  knowledge  of 
different  kinds  of  l>atter  is  necessary  as 
We  have  previously  explained  in  former 
Articles 

If  yoii  use  a  good  baking  powder  it 
should  be  sifted  with  the  flour  and  the 
cake  is  improved  by  allowing  plenty  of 
time    for    mixing    before    placing    In    'Jie 

rtVf*n  

NEW  ENGLAND  DOUGHNUTS. 

One  quart  of  flour  sifted  before  meas- 
uring Add  to  this  four  level  teaspoon- 
fuls  of  baking  powder,  a  level  teaspoonful 
salt  same  of  ground  cinnamon  and  grat- 
ed nutmeg.  Beat  two  eggs  until  light;  add 
a  cup  of  sugar  and  beat  again;  then  add  a 
cup  of  milk  and  two  tablesixx)nfuls  of 
melted  butter  or  thick,  sweet  cream.  Make 
a  hollow  in  the  flour  and  pour  in  the 
liquid,  mixing  gradually  Into  the  flour  un- 
til you  have  a  dough  soft  aa  can  l>e  handl- 
ed easily.  Turn  out  on  the  floured  board; 
toss  lightly;  roll  out  about  half  an  Inch 
thick  and  cut  Into  round  shapes  or  rings. 
Fry  In  deep,  hot  fat,  turning  them  several 
times  before  they  are  done  to  Pre\;ent 
their  cracking  and  looking  unsightly.  The 
hole  in  the  center  should  gradually  close 
up  and  the  doughnut  be  perfectly  round 
when  done.  Do  not  have  fat  too  hot;  try 
first  with  a  piece  of  dough.

Manila,  July  4.— Civil  government  in 
the  Philippines  has  been  auspiciously 
Inaugurated.  Commissioner  Taft  was 
escorted  by  Gen.  MacArthur  and  Gen. 
Chaffee  from  the  palace  to  a  great  tem- 
porary tribune,  just  outside  the  plaxa 
Palacio.  Standing  on  a  projecting 
center  of  the  tribune,  William  H.  Taft. 
the  new  civil  governor  of  the  Philip- 
pines, took  the  oath  of  office,  which  was 
administered  by  Chief  Justice  Arellano. 
Governor  Taft  was  then  introduced  by 
Gen.  MacArthur,  tho  guns  of  Fort  San- 
tiago being  fired  by  way  of  a  salute. 

A  feature  of  the  inaugural  address  of 
Governor  Taft  was  the  announcement 
that  on  Sept.  1,  1901,  the  commission  wttl 
be  increased  by  the  appointment  of 
the  native  members.  Dr.  Wardo  De- 
tavera,  Denito  Legarda  and  Jose 
Luzuriaga.  Before  Sept.  1  departments 
will  exist  as  follows:  Interior,  Worces- 
ter; commerce  and  police,  Wright;  jus- 
tice and  linance,  Ide;  public  instruction, 
Mose«. 

Of  the  twenty-seven  provinces  organ- 
ized. Civil  Governor  Taft  said  the  in- 
surrection still  exists  in  five'.  This  will 
cause  the  continuance  of  the  military 
government  in  these  sections.  Sixteen 
additional  provinces  are  reported  with- 
out insurrection.s,  but  as  yet  thoy  have 


not  been  organi«ed.    Four  provinces  are 
not  ready  for  civil  government. 

The  speaker  predicud  that  with  the 
concentration  of  troops  into  larger  gar- 
risons it  would  be  necess*ary  for  the 
people  to  assist  the  police  in  the  preser- 
vation of  order.  Fleet  launches  will  be 
procured,  he  said,  which  will  facilitate 
communication  among  the  provinces,  as 
well  as  aid  the  postai  and  revenue  de- 
partments. In  conne«  tion  with  educa- 
tional efforts.  Civil  Governor  Taft  said 
that  adults  should  b'  educated  by  an 
observation  of  Amerii  an  methods.  He 
said  that  there  was  :.  reasonable  hope 
that  congress  would  i  rovide  a  suitable 
tariff,  one  that  would  assist  in  the  de- 
velopment of  the  Islai-as.  Instead  of  an 
application  of  the  Un/.ed.  States  tariff. 

According  to  the  ci\Jl  governor  there 
4s  an  unexpended  balance  In  the  insular 
treaiiury  of  13.700,000,  ind  an  annual  in- 
come of  $10,000,000.  lie  said  that  any 
possible  friction  betw<  n  civil  and  mili- 
tary subordinates  sh  uld  be  discour- 
aged. The  patrlotlBT  i  of  the  leading 
Filipino  was  commeu'led.  In  conclu- 
sion Civil  Governor  '"  :ift  reiterated  a 
hope  expres?e<1  by  the  iiiesident  that  in 
future  the  inhabitants  Aould  be  grate- 
ful for  the  American  Philippine'^  vic- 
tories, and  that  thej  would  be  indis- 
solubly  linked  in  ties  <i  affection  with 
the  common  country.

In  the  heat  for  tho  grand  challenge 
cup  today  the  conditions  were  even  blot- 
ter than  yesterday.  A  bright  hot  sun 
was  shining  and  there  was  no  wind. 
There  was  a  decided  increase  In  attend- 
ance and  the  American  flags  were  very 
liberally  displayed. 

Soon  after  11  a.  m.  the  Leanders,  pad- 
dling to  the  start  for  their  race  with  the 
Belgians,  were  loudly  applauded  along 
the  course,  but  their  reception  was  quite 
eclipsed  by  that  given  to  the  Americans 
as,  a  few  minutes  later,  they  followed. 
The  contrast  in  the  style  of  the  two 
crews,  whom  everj'body  expected  to  see 
fighting  it  out  In  the  final  heat,  was 
more  marked  than  ever. 

There  was  only  five  minutes'  difference 
between  the  two  races,  and  no  sooner 
had  l^mplre  William  sent  the  Leanders 
and  Belgians  off  than  Umpire  Putman's 
launch  took  Its  place  to  start  the 
Americans  and  the  Thames  crew.  The 
former  seemed  even  more  confident  than 
yesterday.  There  was  a  capital  start, 
and  the  Pennsylvanlans  had  three- 
fourths  of  a  length  lead  before  the 
tDD  of  the  island  was  reached.  Thev 
rowed  eleven  strokes  in  the  first  quarter, 
twenty-two  In  the  first  half  and  forty- 
one  during  the  first  minute.  The  Ameri- 
cans went  away  steadily  and  easily 
from  that  point  and  dropped  their 
stroke  to  thirty-eight.  Tftey  did  half 
the  distance  In  3:30.  Their  opponents 
did  the  half  In  3:42.  Opposite  the  Lean- 
der enclosure  the  Pennsylvanlans  were 
three  lengths  ahead,  and  although  they 
again  eased  considerably  and  the  others 
spurted,  the  Thames  men  were  never 
able  to  make  up  anything. 
Passing  the  grand  stand  the  Americans 


Young  eyes  that  closed  in  sleep  last 
night  still  shining  brightly  with  antici- 
pations of  the  glorious  Fourth,  opened 
this  morning  sorrowfully  on  a  wet  and 
sodden  world,  with  a  steady  rain  falling 
out  of  a  dull  gray  sky.  This  dampener 
on  the  enthusiasm  that  was  boiling  over 
last  night  was  not  only  effective  on  the 
young  folks,  but  many  older  people  that 
had  planned  to  observe  the  day  partook 
of  the  disappointment. 

Still,  it  is  never  so  bad  that  It  might 
•%ot  be  worse,  and  almost  everybody 
managed  to  get  some  sort  of  enjoyment 
out  of  it.  Luckily  the  rain  did  not  con- 
tinue to  fall  as  It  was  falling  when  peo- 
ple woke  up  this  morning.  Not  very 
long  after  8  o'clock  it  ceased,  though  the 
sky  still  continued  to  be  overcast,  and 
the  sun  persisted  In  refusing  to  shine 
and  cheer  up  the  appearance  of  things. 

The  rain  upset  calculations  all  around, 
though  it  did  not  Interfere  with  a  cele- 


ers  may  be  found  on  the  sides  of  the 
houses. 

Lots  of  fireworks  and  explosives  were 
set  off  last  night,  but  nature  did  the  very 
best  piece  of  work  in  the  pyrotechnic 
line  that  was  going.

It  Is  he  who  is  the  father  of  the  cele- 
bration, and  has  worked  Indefatigably 
for  its  success.  Last  evening  he  went 
home  confident  that  nothing'  but  wea- 
ther could  mar  the  success  of  the  cele- 
bration. Every  detail  had  been  carefully 
planned  and  followed,  and  there  was 
nothing  that  he  could  think  of  that  had 
been  neglected.    The  committees  had  all 


could  not  resist  a  llttlf  spurt,  and  they 
rowed  past  with  a  doz>n  strokes  at  the 
rate  of  forty-one  to  we  mij^ute.  .  The 
Americans  had  a  very  .Tlehdly  reception 
and  a  number  of  their  countrymen  suc- 
ceeded in  giving  them  s.  very  respectable 
college  yell.  The  band  played  "The  Belle 
of  New  York.'' 

Ellis  Ward,  the  American  coach,  who 
was  In  the  umpire's  latinch,  expressed 
himself  as  being  thoroughly  satisfied 
and  confident.    He  said: 

"I  told  them  they  must  not  make  that 
spurt  at  the  end,  but  I  suppose  they  were 
so  excited  and  pleased  that  they  could 
not  resist  It." 

Tl)o  Leander- Belgian  race  was  a  hard 
one,  but  not  so  severe  as  expected.  The 
Leanders  got  off  with  surprising  rapid- 
ity, at  the  rate  of  forty-three,  and  se- 
cured a  bare  length's  lead  at  the  top  of 
the  island.  The  Belgians  soon  struck  a 
rapid  gait  and  began  to  come  up,  but 
they  could  not  catch  tho  Leanders.  Off 
Fawley  court,  which  they  did.  In  3:24, 
the  Leanders  were  again  clear.  Off  the 
(rrosvenor  club  the  Belgians  spurted 
and  nearly  got  up  level.  A  splendid  race 
home  followed,  the  I^eanders  winning 
by  a  bare  length. 

The  Leanders  finished  very  strong, 
and  in  the  opinion  of  experts  they  could 
have  made  much  better  time.  On  one 
point  all  were  agreed,  arjd  that  was  that 
tomorrow's  meeting  V-tHween  the  Lean- 
ders and  the  Americans  will  be  a  des- 
perate race.  The  leanders  have  greatly 
Improved.  They  now  scull  well  together 
and  today's  race  will  do  them  further 
goo3.  The  Pennsylvanlans  have  shown 
themselves  to  be  in  the  pink  of  condi- 
tion. 

There  was  some  criticism  yesterday 
because,  after  the  fini.sh,  the  Americana 
rowed  straight  to  their  boat  house  and 
rattled  their  oars  in  the  rowlocks  as  a 
compliment  to  their  opponents.  The 
Americans  today  made  ample  amends. 
The  moment  the  Thames  crew  crossed 
the  line  the  Pennsylvania  crew  gave 
them  a  lusty  college  cheer,  and  then, 
paddling  home,  housed  their  boat  and 
stood  on  the  raft,  again  cheering  the 
Thames  crew  as  the  latter  housed  their 
boat  at  the  same  place. 

The  cheering  was  overheard  on  Hen- 
ley bridge,  and  the  cHbwd  which  wit- 
nessed the  scene  begaii  cheerln?  tho 
Pennsylvanlans.  Ellis  Ward  and  Gral- 
uate  Manager  Hart  are  both  delli?htpd 
with  the  easv  race,  which  Ward  said 
was  Anly  paddling.  'But."  he  added, 
"it  gets  us  against  Leander,  and  now 
we  will  do  the  best  we  can  to  make  to- 
morrow another  Fourth  of  July."

The  weather  gave  little  encourage- 
ment to  the  idea  of  holding  the  parade 
this  morning,  but  as  the  morning  hours 
passed  and  there  was  no  rain,  and  only 
lowering  skies,  it  was  decided  to  go 
ahead.  At  about  10:30  o'clock  the  parade 
formed  on  First  street  and  moved  down 
Third  avenue  eaet  to  Superior  street 
and  passed  west. 

It  was  a  magnificent  demonstration, 
and  all  along  the  line  of  march  the 
walks  and  streets  were  filled  with  cheer- 
ing crowds.  The  music  of  band  after 
band  filled  the  air.  the  inspiring  sounds 
of  the  Scotch  bagpipes  were  heard,  and 
i<av  banners  and  decorations  were  in 
evidence  everywhere.  It  was  a  triumph- 
ant exhibition,  a  fitting  cli-max  to  the 
weeks  of  preparation.  Of  course  the 
bad  weather  lessened  the  number  of 
people  taking  part  to  some  extent,  but 
the  colunmK  covered  twenty  blocks  or 
more.

Interesting  Ceremonies  Con- 
ducted By  Masonic  Order. 

The  Masonic  order  frequently  officiates 
at  the  laying  of  cornerstones  and  has  s 
prescribed  ritual  for  such  occasions  thai 
is  very  impressive  and  eflCective.  but  the 
order  is  not  allowed  to  ofificiate  at  th« 
laying  of  cornerstones  of  any  but  publiQ 
or  Masonic  edifices.  The  ceremony  can 
only  be  performed  by  the  grand  master 
or  a  specially  authorized  deputy.  The 
order  for  the  parade  is  all  outlined  in 
this  ritual,  and  It  is  provided  that  where 
the  grand  ofl^cers  are  not  able  to  b« 
present  there  shall  be  substitutes  named. 

In  accordtince  with  this,  the  grand 
lodge  officers  for  today's  ceremony  wer« 
as  follows: 

Grand  Master,  Gideon  S.  Ives,  St 
Peter;  acting  deputy  grand  master.  H. 
M.  Tusler,  of  St.  Paul;  senior  grand 
warden,  W.  A.  McGanagle;  junior  grand 
warden,  Enoch  Scott,  of  Winona;  acting 
grand  marshal,  E.  H.  Foote.  of  Red 
Wing;  acting  grand  treasurer,  J.  P. 
Johnson,  of  Duluth;  acting  grand  set^ 
retary,  C.  P.  Montgomery,  of  St.  Paul; 
acting  tyler,  Henry  Van  Brunt,  of  Du- 
luth. . 

The  cornerstone  is  at  the  corner  ol 
the  building  next  the  street  and  avenue, 
and  upon  the  building  rising  above  th« 
stone  was  built  a  platform  for  the  us« 
of  the  grand  officers.  The  position  wai 
excellent,  giving  a  full  view  to  the  peo- 
ple all  around  by  reason  of  Its  height 
above  the  street,  and  thus  permitting 
them  to  see  the  entire  ceremony. 

When  the  procession  reached  the 
library  site  the  lines  parted  and  th€ 
grand  master  of  the  Masons  passed 
through,  preceded  by  the  grand  marshal 
and  grand  tyler  and  followed  by  the 
other  grand  officers,  the  mayor  and  city 
officials.  All  ascended  the  platform. 
The  remainder  of  the  procession  sur- 
rounded the  platform.  The  stone  was 
suspended  about  six  feet  above  the  bed 
upon  which  it  was  to  go. 

Before  the  Masonic  exercises  opened, 
Hon.  L.  C.  Harris  read  the  Declaration 
of  Independence.  He  has  a  strong, 
clear  voice  and  was  easily  heard  and  his 
reading  was  very  effective. 

The  Masonic  proceedings  opened  with 
music,  after  which  the  grand  marshal 
announced:  .        ..  ^^  . 

"In  obedience  to  the  order  of  the  most 
worshipful  grand  master  of  Masons  for 
the  state  of  Minnesota,  I  do  now  re- 
quire all  persons  who  are  here  assembled 
to  preserve  silence  and  to  observe  due 
order  and  decorum  during  the  cere- 
monies of  this  occasion.  This  procla- 
mation I  make  once,  twice,  thrice.  In  tha 
south.  In  the  west  and  in  the  east." 

The  grand  secretary  read  the  letter  In- 
viting the  Masonic  fraternity  to  lay  tfa« 
cornerstone. 

The  grand  master  then  announceaf 
"Brethren:  We  are  about  to  commence 
a  great  work.  Masonry  teaches  ns  that 
before  entering  upon  any  great  and  im- 
portant undertaking  we  should  first  In* 
voke  the  blessing  of  the  Deity.  Let  us 
unite  with  our  grand  chaplsin  in  tn« 
performance  of  that  duty." 

The    grand     chaplain     delivered 
prayer,  which  was  bri«f  v^  i 
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Music  followed  the  prayer,  and  the 
grand  master  said:  * 

'Right  worsKiipful  gra)id  treastireT,  It 
hati  ever  been  the  custom  on  occasions 
like   the   present     to     deposit   within   a 

•  cavity  in  the  cornerstone  to  be  laid  cer- 
tain memorials  of  the  period  at  which 
the  edifice  was  erected,  so  that  in  tCie 
lapse  of  ages,  if  the  fury  of  the  elements 
or  the  slow  but  certain  ravages  of  time, 
should  lay  bare  its  foundation,  an  endur- 
ing record  may  be  found  to  bear  testi- 
monv  tj  the  energy,  industry  and  cul- 
ture of  the  people  of  that  period  Has 
such  a  deposit  been  prepared  for  this 
occasion?" 

Itie  grand  treasurer  responded  in  the 
affirmative,  and  the  grand  secretary 
read  the  following  list:

The  grand  master  then  directed  that 
the  box  be  deposited  in  the  eavlty.  and 
said:  "May  the  Supreme  Architect  of 
the  universe  grant  that  age;^  shall  pass 
away  ere  it  again  be  seen  by  man." 

They  placed  the  bix  In  the  cavity,  and 
-^•hile    this    was    being    done    the    band 
played  and  there  was  singing. 

The  grand  marshal  presented  a  trowel 
to  tCie  grand  master,  who  said: 

"The  trowel  in  operative  masonry  is 
used  to  spread  the  cement  which  unites 
the  building  into  one  common  mass.  Its 
symbolic  u.se  is  to  spread  the  cement  of 
brotherly  love  and  affection  which  unites 
Into  one  groat  fraternity  all  members 
of  the  Masonic  family  wheresoever  dis- 
persed around  the  globe." 

The  grand  master  presented  the 
square,  level  and  plumb  to  the  grand 
master,  saying:  •'Most  worshipful 
grand  master.  I  present  you  with  these 
working  tools  of  operative  masonry 
which  were  considered  by  oui-  ancient 
brethren  as  the  most  valuable  jewels  of 
the  lodge,  symbols  of  Important  trutSis 
and  teaching  lessons  of  wisdom  and 
morality." 

The  grand  master  addressing  the 
deputy  grand  master,  and  the  senior 
and  juiiior  wardens,  said:  "Right  wor- 
shipful brethren,  you  will  receive  the 
Implements  of  your  office.  With  your 
assistance  and  that  of  the  craft,  I  will 
now  proceed  to  lay  the  comer  stona  of 
this  edifice,  according  to  the  custom  of 
our  fraternity.  IJrother  grand  marshal, 
you  will  direct  the  craftsmen  to  furnish 
the  cement  and  prepare  to  lower  the 
stone." 

The  grand  master  then  spread  a  por- 
tion of  the  cement  while  the  stone  was 
lowered  slowly  one-third  of  the  dis- 
tance, when  it  stopped;  it  was  lowered 
another  third  and  stopped  and  finally 
the  remaining  third  of  the  distance  was 
covered  and  the  .stone  lowered  to  its 
proper  place,  the  band  playing  during 
the  lowering  of  the  stone. 

The  grand  master  said:  "Right  wor- 
shipful deputy  grand  master,  what  is 
the  implement  of  your  office?" 

■The  deputy  grand  master  replied, 
"The  square." 

"What  are  its  moral  and  Ma.«?onic 
uses?"  asked  the  grand  master,  and  the 
deputy  grand  ma.^iter  replied:  'To  square 
our  acticms  by  the  square  of  virtue  and 
to  prove  our  work." 

The  grand  master  then  commanded, 
"Apply  the  square  to  those  portions  of 
the  corner  stone  which  should  be  square 
and   make  report." 

The  deputy  grand  master  then  ap- 
plied the  square  to  the  four  upper  cor- 
ners and  replied,  "Grand  master  I  find 
the  stone  to  be  square.  The  craftsmien 
have   done   their  duty." 

Here  the  Scottish  Rite  quartet  sang 
one  ver?e  of  music.  The  grand  master 
then  asked,  "Right  worshipful  senior 
grand  warden,  what  is  the  proper  Im- 
plement of  your  ofTice?" 

"The  level,"  replied  he. 

"What  are  its  moral  and  Masonic 
uses?"  a.sked  the  grand  master. 

"Morally,  it  teaches  equality,  and  we 
use  it  to  lay  horizontals,"  was  the  an- 

•  Bwer. 

The  grand  master  then  commanded, 
"Apply  the  level  to  that  portion  of  the 
stone  which  needs  to  be  proved  and 
ffnake  report." 

He  applied  the  level  to  the  top  surface 
and  said:  "Most  worshipful  grand  mas- 
ter. I  find  the  stone  to  be  level.  The 
craftsmen  have  done  their  duty." 

Here  another  ver.se  of  music  was  sung 
fcy  the  Scottish  Rite  quartej. 

The  grand  master  then  said:  "Right 
•worshipful  Junior  grand  warden,  what 
Is  the  proper  implement  of  your  office?" 

"The  plumb,"    was  the  answer. 

"l^Tiat  are  its  moral  and  Masonic 
ti.^es?"   was  the  next  <iuestion.- 

The  junior  grand  Warden  replied: 
"Morally,  It  teaches  rectitude  of  con- 
duct, and  we  use  it  to  try  perpendi- 
culars." 

"Apply  the  plumb  to  the  stone  and 
make  report,"  was  the  command. 

The  plumb  was  applied  to  the  side  of 
the  stone  and  the  jimior  grand  warden 
replied:  "Most  worshipful  grand  mas- 
ter, I  find  the  stone  to  l)e  plumb.  The 
craftsmen  have  done  their  duty." 

At  this  point  the  third  verse  of  music 
•wag  sung  by  the  Scottish  Rite  quartet, 
after  which  the  grand  master  struck 
the>  stone  three  times  with  his  gavel 
and  said: 

"This  corner  ston#  has  been  tested  by 
the  proper  Implements  of  masonry.  I 
find  that  the  craftsmen  have  skillfully 
and  faithfully  performed  their  duty,  and 
I  do  declare  the  stone  to  he  plumb,  level 
and  square,  welj  fonned.  true  and 
trusty,  and  correctly  laid  according  to 
the  rules  of  our  ancient  craft.  May  the 
building  be  conducted  and  completed 
amid  the  blessings  of  plenty  health  and 
peace.      Amen." 

All  responded:  "So  mote  It  be." 

"Brother  grand  marshaJ,"  said  the 
grand  master,  "you  will  present  the 
elements  of  consecration  to  the  proper 
officers." 

The  grand  marshal  then  presented 
vessels  of  corn  to  the  deputy  grand 
master,  wine  to  the  senior  grand  war- 
den and  oil  to  the  junior  p-aij;!  warden. 
The  deputy  grand  masTer  said  as  he 
scattered  the  corn  on  the  stone: 

"I  scatter  tWIs  corn  as  an  emblem  of 
plenty.  May  the  blessings  of  boun- 
teous heaven  l>e  showered  upon  us,  and 
upon  all  patriotic  and  benevolent  under- 
takings and  Inspire  the  hearts  of  the 
people  with  virtue,  wisdom  and  grati- 
tude." 

Again  the  response,  "So  mote  it  be," 
lii-as  made  by  all. 

As  he  poured  the  wine  on  the  stone, 
the  senior  grand  warden  said:  "I  pour 
this  wine  as  an  emblem  of  Joy  and  glad- 
ness. May  the  Great  Ruler  of  the  uni- 
verse bless  and  prosper  our  national, 
state  and  city  government,  and  may  the 
union  of  the  state  in  harmony  and 
fcrotherly  love  endure  through  all  time. 
Amen." 

Response,  "So  inote  It  be." 

The  Junior  grand  warden  poured  the 
•11  on  the  stone,  saying:  "I  pour  this  nil 
«9  an  emWem  of  peace.  May  its  bless- 
ings abide  with  us  continually.  May 
the  Grand  Master  of  heaven  and  earth 
•Bhelter  and  protect  the  widow  and 
i>rphan,  the  afflicted  and  the  sorrowing 
everywhere,  and  niay  our  loved  frater- 
nity long  exist  to  pour  the  oil  of  joy 
upon  the  hearts  of  all  who  are  In  dis- 
tress.     Amen." 

Response:       "So  mote  it  be."

I  c^^mgrxtu- 
late  you  on  the  beautiful  ceremony 
which  has  attended  the  laying  of  this 
corner  stone.  The  representatives  of  a 
craft  here  gathered  for  a  splendid  pur- 
pose typify  a  l>ody  of  men  as  broad  and 
generous  us  the  influence  of  Itie  bocks 
that  will  be  her'e  assembled.  It  Is  alto- 
gether fitting  and  proper  that  the 
trowel  of  a  master  mason  lay  the  bed 
of  cement  which  binds  this  stone  lo  its 
foundation.

Init  not 
least  and  of  the  highest  pride,  your 
piiblis  school  system,  which  seems  to 
me.  crowned  as  It  Is  with  the  mngnlfi- 
cent  high  school  building,  so  near  us, 
the  highest  and  be.st  attestation  of  the 
genius  of  your  civilization.  Next  year, 
and  In  the  years  thereafter,  dividing

"Hnw  natural  it  Is  for  us  then,  hav- 
ing In  our  minds  these  two  great  events 
to  1-^ake  the  connection  between  thewj, 
to  consider  for  the  moment  the  import- 
ance ot  each,  not  only  individually,  but 
In  their  relation  to  each  other. 

'  How  mnch  has  education  done  for 
this  republic  and  its  people!  How 
much  has  this  republic  and  its  people 
done  for  the  cause  of  education!  Be- 
fore education  existed  liberty  was  un- 
known. With  the  mind  of  man  In  the 
thr.ildom  of  ignorance,  there  was  no 
room  for  thought  of  lndeT>fln<lent  action. 
Civil  liberty  owes  Its  birth,  yea  its  very 
existence,  to  education.  Despotism  and 
demagogy  breed  upon  ignorance.  TJni- 
\  ersal  education  Is  the  best  of  all  rem- 
edies to  cure  and  prevent  euch  evils. 
Show  me  a  land  shrouded  In  ignorance 
and  I  win  show  you  a  land  where  fxee • 
dom's  sunlight  has  never  shone. 

"These  are  self-evident  truths  that 
need  no  discussion  to  enforce  them,  an  1 
which  all  men  must  admit.  The  ccm- 
vion  tschools  <rf  the  TTnited  States  are 
better  bulwarWi  to  the  libertj-  of  -  our 
l>eople  than  all  tWkKuns  of  all  the  ships 
and  all  the  forts  wTK^h  money  can  buy. 
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'The  education  of  the  pei>ple  in  not  only 
11  means,  but  the  best  means  of  attain- 
ing that  which  all  allow  to  be  a  chief 
end  of  govemment.'  Our  fathers  r«c- 
cgnlzed  ihls.  Tley  know  that  in  order 
to  keep  the  fiame  of  patriotism  bright 
they  must  here  have  a  people  who 
coubl  ar>preclale  Its  bleeslngs,  and  tiic 
ciilbrst  icit'cr  of  the  oountrj'  ma-:* 
prt'vlslon  for  the  education  of  the  dti- 
t*in  CO  txlsirnt  with  the  prepaiatloT  of 
the  fields  for  harvest. 

"And  the  United  States  of  today,  with 
all  that  we  have  to  t»e  proud  of— first  in 
commercial  activity,  ilrsl  la  wealtJi. 
first  in  natural  advantages,  first  In  me- 
chanics, rtret  in  the  arts  and  sciences — 
wears  no  brighter  medal  than  that 
which  marks  her  first  in  the  field  of 
geneiral  education.  The  common  schools 
of  this  republic  are  In  the  main  respon- 
sible for  this  condition.  Fostered  as 
state's  proudest  monuments,  and  ii 
needs  no  voice  of  mine  to  invoke  the 
care  and  devotion  of  a  people  like  yours 
they  are  by  the  state,  they  are  the 
to  he  thrown  around  our  common 
schools  in  the  future  as  In  the  past  that 
they  may  continue  to  be  and  to  grow 
graaier  and  niore  useful  and  more  gen- 
eral In  tl.eir  influence  than  ever  before. 
"The  library  has  played  a  most  Import- 
ant part  In  the  education  of  the  world. 
Even  before  the  art  of  printing,  when  the 
gathering  of  work.s  imparting  the  know- 
iedgt'  of  men  to  men  meant  much  more 
In  the  cost  and  more  in  the  trouble  than 
we  in  this  day  can  conceive,  that  natural 
and  irresistible  desire  to  aoHUIro  know- 
ledge led  to  the  .stablLshment  of  libraries 
whitrh.  when  we  considor  the  conditions 
of  the  day  In  which  they  exlste<l,  excite  us 
to  boundless   wonder. 

"The  ancient  Egyptian  kings,  speaking 
of  books  as  they  were  known  to  that 
civilization,  called  them  the  dispensary  of 
the  soul.  They  gathered  about  them 
from  all  quarters  of  the  known  world  the 
written  knowledge  which  existed.  Little 
of  it  hiis  been  handed  down  to  modern 
times,  l>ut  the  museums  of  the  old  world 
hold  enough  .so  that  we  of  this  day  and 
generation  n»ay  seen  the  original  tree 
from  which  lias  been  plucked  fruit  so  ripe 
and   luscious. 

"Rome,  through  the  Caesars  given  to 
conquetits  and  the  fame  of  battle,  yet  had 
time  for  the  founding  of  libraries.  Greece, 
the  home  of  ancient  philosophy  und  art 
and  science,  has  be<4U(*alhed  lo  us  her 
(Choicest  trea.suros  through  libraries  gath- 
ered In  a  spirit  of  civic  pride.  Charla- 
magne.  the  greatest  king  of  medieval 
tlme7<.  recognizeil  the  value  of  education 
when  he  compelled  with  hte  edict  for  a 
regular  maimer  of  like  the  study  of  let- 
ters, und  he  founded  a  Mlirary  which  adds 
n»ore  to  the  luster  of  his  fan»e  than  the 
st(<ry  of   his  conquests. 

"But  we  do  not  need  to  cite  examples 
in  order  to  provide  the  value  of  the  Inest- 
imable l)l»salng  which  you  are  about  to 
enjoy.  In  the  language  of  another.  'Does 
not  the  judgment  of  all  the  wise,  does 
not  the  experience  of  .all  enlightened 
slates,  does  not  the  whole  history  of  clv- 
iliKation,  concur  to  declare  that  a  varied 
and  ample  lltjrary  ls_  one  of  the  truest, 
most  con*ttan.t.  most  permanent  aivd  mottt 
economi<al  instriimerilallties  to  Increase 
and  diffuse  knowledge.  •  •  *  a  vast 
store  house,  a  vast  treasury  of  all  the 
facts  which  make  up  the  history  of  men 
and  of  nature,  so  far  as  that  history  has 
been  written,  and  all  the  truths  which  the 
Inquiries  and  exi>erlence  of  all  thi>  races 
and  ages  have  found  out.  and  all  the  opin- 
ions which  have  i)een  promulgated,  and 
all  the  emotion.s.  Inriges,  sentiments  and 
eji}iir;iile»  from  all  the  richest  and  most 
Instructive  literature,  the  whole  past 
speaking  to  the  j>resent  and  future^ — a 
silent,  yet  wise  and  eloquent  teacher, 
dead  yet  speaking.' 

"Contemporaneous  with  the  founding  of 
the  republic  began  the.  founding  of  public 
and  private  libraries. '  For  many  years 
their  growth  was  slow.,  their  sphere  and 
influence  limited.  KorttstK  had  to  be  hewn, 
fiekb*  cleared  and  culttx'ated.  homes  erect- 
ed, money  earned,  and  it  took  time  to  add 
In  the  degree  In  which  there  exists  today 
the  blessings  of  library  facilities  to  the 
counthless  others,   which  we  enjoy. 

"In  the  days  of  Webster.  Rufus  Choate 
declared  In  the  rnltetl  States  senate,  that 
so  limited  In  number  or  Iwoks  were'  the 
libraries  of  this  country  that  no  one  ex- 
c»>eded  5o,(»0)  volumes  and  that  a  student 
and  author,  who  desired  to  acquire  and 
Impart  a  knowledge  of  the  past  and  the 
progress  of  the  sciences,  was  compelled  to 
go  to  Europe  and  drink  at  their  foimtain 
while  writing  to  Americans  and  to  Amer- 
ican posterlt.v.  In  fifty  years  from  that 
time,  the  in>rarle.s  of  the  t'nlted  States 
far  exceeded  in  number  those  of  any 
other  country  on  the  face  of  the  globe  and 
the  aggregate  number  of  books  In  their 
public  libraries  more  than  equadrupled 
that  of  any  other  country  on  earth. 

"So  in  books,  a."  in  all  things  else.  Amer- 
ica leads  the  world.  There  Is  scarcely  -a 
city  of  any  importance  In  the  United 
States  which  does  not  have  Its  one  or  more 
public  and  college  or  school  libraries.  As 
a  means  of  education  to  the  |)eiip;e.  their 
value  cannot  be  estimated.  Take  my  own 
city  of  Minneap<)Us.  A  few  years  ago 
there  was  founded  Within  our  midst  a 
public  lli)rary,  and  today  It  contains  over 
100.<iiiu  volumes  ami  Us  circulation  last 
year  to  sav  nothing  of  the  use  made  ot 
It  within  the  walls  of  the  building  which 
is  by  far  Its  greater  use.  was  over  6  (l.tXH. 
"A  library  Is  at  once  the  source  of  biith 
iroral  and  Intellectual  Improvement. 
•Good  books  are  the  uplifts  of  the  soul. 
They  make  character:  they  Inspire  nohle 
thoughts;  they  are  an  Incentive  and  a 
guide.' 

"There  Is  no  city  In  the  country  in  which 
a  public  library  exists  but  that  it  .at  once 
sves  and  recognizes  ll«  value  and  Its  im- 
pcrlancp.  Hundreds  whose  hotirs  have 
been  wasted  In  idleness  or  vice  ;ind  within 
It  sheltering  walls  a  welcome  day  anft 
n'ght  In  companions  that  speak  the  no- 
blest and  best  of  thought  and  sentiment. 
"Set  uiKjn  the  hillside,  this  building  will 
not  be.  as  night  closes  In.  a  dark  and  un- 
seen pile  of  ma»M>nry:  but  the  light  which 
shines  within,  the  spirit  of  the  books  wll! 
make  of  It  a  blazing  beacon  throwing  Its 
rav.s  throughout  your  entire  communliy  to 
bUsS  and  brighten  wherever  they  may 
come.  Tlie  professional  man  may  hero  find 
stimulus  and  aid.  which  his  working  li- 
brary does  not  afford.  The  man  of  busi- 
ness cares  may  here  enjoy  rest  and  recre- 
ation. The  humblest  working  man  In 
your  midst  can  here  si>enrt  an  hour  d^ily. 
wh'ch  will  lighten  the  burden  of  his  labor 
and  aid  him  In  pointing  his  children  ;he 
wav  to  a  higher  and  better  education  and 
a  higher  and  better  life. 

'•I  thank  God  that  we  live  In  a  country, 
the  spirit  of  which  fosters  such  ^nsUlu- 
tions  as  this;  that  we  form  a  part  nf  a  i  eo- 
ple  who  lielleve  in  making  lighter  the 
burdens  r.f  life;  making  smooih.-r  Its 
pathway  and  teaching  a  future  of  hope. 
I  thank  lUm  wb-i  guided  the  cirivals  <.f 
Coruinbus  and  the  prow  of  the  Ma.-llower 
that  this  home  of  liberty  was  founl;  that 
to  its  shores  came  men  and  wom^n  se«'k- 
Ing  Its  blessings  and  with  strength  and 
courage  enough  to  here  found  a  m'gnty 
r;.puhllc  of  freedom.  1  thank  Him  asmn 
that  on«^  of  Its  chief  corner  stones  is  edu- 
cation—education of  a  broad  and  generous 
kind,  which  woidd  extend  Its  benefits  to 
all.  lifting  the  lowest  from  the  lowliest 
pl.ane  to  the  highest  opportunity;  that 
this  spirit  Is  the  spirit  of  a  people  and  has 
entered  and  controlled  men  to  the  extent 
that  accumulated  wealth  Is  held  as  a 
sacred  trust  to  ite  used  to  bless  and  glad- 
den  and  elevate,  rather  than  to  oppress, 
enslave   and    destroy. 

"If  we  would  perpetuate  the  blessings 
we  enjoy,  strong  as  we  are.  great  as  we 
sre.  prosperous  as  we  are;  let  us  remem- 
ber on  this  day.  of  all  others,  the  duties 
our  position  casts  upon  us.  If  we  would 
keep  our  'talents'  we  must  use  them.  If 
advanced  knowledge  and  civilization  has 
enabled  us  to  reach  greater  heights  than 
others  have  reached,  the  school  through 
which  we  have  passed  was  not  all  It 
shoidd  have  been  were  we  not  there  also 
taught  to  lift  to  our  side  our  wcakor 
brothers  If  we  would  remain  the  leader 
we  must  lead,  face  boldly  every  duty,  ac- 
cept, as  becomes  the  exemplar  of  highest 
national  advancement,  every  trust. 

"Re.sponslblMty  Is  the  whip  and  spur 
which  forces  to  the  utmost  effort  the  will 
and  power  of  man.  Groat  crises  bring 
great  responsibilities  and  these.  In  every 
instance,  add  to  historj-  names  branded 
with  failure  or  crowned  with  success  as 
the  opportnnty  which  they  gave  m-as  wast- 
ed or  accepted.  The  life  of  a  nation  is  a 
succession  of  events.  l)etween  which  ap- 
pear Interims  of  quiet,  giving  a  chance 
to  recuperate  the  weakened  forces  of  the 
last  coniest  and  to  prepare  them  for  the 
next.  Man  may  be  great  In  this  resting 
time,  but  the  attention  of  the  wopid  is 
not  centered  upon  him  until,  armed  oap- 
a-plc,  he  stands  at  the  head  championing 
some  movement,  siKial,  political  or  reli- 
gious, which  Is  hrond  enough  In  Its  In- 
flTi««nc*  tt>  arfest  the  attentinn  and  chal- 
\€mg^   the   consideration   ot   the  -world. 

"The  revolutionary  period,  which  this 
day  brings  up,  was  one  of  these  crises.  It 
brought  the  gi-avest  responsibilities  and 
li  found  men  ready  equlpi>€d  to  face 
them  and  discharge  the  duty  of  the  time. 
'Washington,  Jefferson.  Hamilton,  Adams. 
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There's  a  business  reason  for  it. 
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quality  hl^rh.  IVople  know  what  it 
means  when  we  talk  Pianos  and 
prices,  and  so  "busy  times"  are  the 
rule   these   days. 
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For  fifty  years  a  leader— it  is  now 
betttn-  than  tver.

"How  well  the  n  n  and  women  of  that 
day  and  time  Ixmc  rhe  brunt  and  burden 
of  the  hour,  fac.,!  their  responsibilities, 
herw  cheerfulb-  e\ .  -y  .sacrifice  demanded 
by  tlie  god  of -war  n-as  offered,  how  nobly 
they  rose  to  every  .ccashm  and  measured 
ijp  to  everv  iduty  how  with  prophetic 
\islon  they  Saw  riie  future  nation  and 
laid  foundatifms  1  oad  and  deep  enough 
to  sustain  the  in  ■r.«itructure  succeeding 
generations  hav.  built,  all  mankind 
knows.  No  grand.r  monuments  can  be 
erected  to  their  nv  morv  than  those  that 
have  already  brea-  ed  the  storms  of  pass- 
ing time;  no  tiow  tribute  can  be  paid  to 
them  by  mortal  i  -ngue  or  love-Inspired 
pen.

"The  world  has  inoved  onward  and  up- 
ward with  mighty  strides  since  they  left 
It.  The  point  of  view  ft-om  *1i16h  they 
looked  has  recedert  so  far  ihat  «*<>  will 
never  retrace  our  steps  to  It.  We  are 
called  upon  to  me>'t  problem.^  of  which 
they  never  dreamed,  to  deal  with  instru- 
mentalities they  never  saw,  to  face  qpn- 
ditlons  they  never  approached.  The  ma- 
terial advancement  of  a  ceatary  has 
chaneed  the  features  of  the  world  so  that 
he  who  left  If  a  himdred  ypars  ago  would 
not  know  It  could  he  come  back  today. 
The  colonies,  which  constituted  tite  orig- 
inal unl(m.  contained  only  a  Utile  ovtr 
^W.Oflo  square  miles  of  area.  The  I'nlon  of 
today  Is  over  l.iMO.rtXt  sotiare  miles  In  ex- 
tent. Two  million  tive  hundred  tliousand 
people  heard  the  shouts  that  told  of  the 
victory  of  Yorktown.  while  7n,on<i.ooe  under 
the  stars  and  stripes  are  thinking  of  ll 
today-  The  entire  enrollment  of  the  con- 
tinental army  was  less  than  2ri«i,(1»X>  men. 
Grant  lost  TO.ftflO  in  one  campatpn  and 
more  than  .I.OOO.tvtci  lirst  and  last  rharched 
under  the  stars  and  -sjtrlnrs  and  the  stars 
and  bars.  It  took  Washington  nine  days 
to  go  from  Mt.  Vernon  to  New  York  to 
take  with  upllted  arm  his  oath  as  first 
president  of  the  United  fttales.  One  can 
now  traverste  the  distance  in  five  hours. 
The  age  of  steam  bad  not  begun  when 
the  revolution  ended  and  yet  today  we 
have  within  the  limits  of  the  nation, 
then  ahotit  to  be  ushered  into  b«dng.  over 
2tX>.<HX)  miles  of  railway,  employing  over 
IMW.OOO  men  and  women  and  holding  as 
with  wy'thefi  of  steel  every  part  of  our 
broad  countrv  In  fraternal  embrace,  •an<l 
stretching  alongside  of  them  to  glisten 
In  the  sunlight  over  a  million  mllej*  of 
telegraph  wire,  carrying  over  75.000.(»uO  of 
messages  every  year.  It  took  a  week  for 
the  swiftesi  courier  to  bring  the  news  of 
Cornwaills'  .defeat  from  Yorktown  to 
I'hlladelphla  and  more  than  a  month 
for  the  story  to  cross  the  Atlantic  and 
cause  the  formation  of  a  new  British  cab- 
inet. Today  It  would  be  known  In  both 
places  almost  before  the  echo  of  the  last 
gun    had    died    aw.ay. 

"With  no  manufactories  to  speak  '-'  In 
the  colonies  thiit  form»-'d  tlve'  federal 
union,  today  we  have  over  five  millions 
of  men  and  women  earning  their  liveli- 
hood lu  the  faotorlos  of  this  land  and 
turning  out  every  voar  In  value  over  $2,- 
'Mi)X'*iM*yti  of  produce.  The  foreign  trade 
of  17U0.  both  Import  and  export,  aggre- 
gated something  like  |46.<jOij.O(W.  lu  the 
year  190)  it  aggregated  over  $2.000.tWO,«eO. 
The  receipts  ot  the  government  in  the 
first  year  of  its  existence  was  less  than 
J4.5O0,i"O0  and  Us  expenses  about  $3,100,000. 
In  the  5'ear  1900.  11<>  years  later,  the  re- 
ceipts of  the  government  had  grown  to 
the  enormous  sum  of  $567,000,000  and  her 
expenses  to  $487.7ix).0'J0.  ,        ,  ^ 

"The  century  which  has  just  closed  nas 
undouotedly  accomplished  more  practical 
results  for  humanity  and  clvlllzati  )n  than 
centuries  oX  preceding  time.  It  startds 
above  them,  innhls  respect,  as  some  'J^'Jy 
mount.iln  pe-ak  among  the  lower  rails 
which  murks  the  gradual  uplift  of  the 
range.'  •  •  »  'It^has  been  the  nge  of 
applied  Bclence,  Scientific  d1«cov«>r>'  and 
mechAndcal  Invention  have  gone  hand  In 
hand  to  extend  fhe  dominion  of  man  over 

nature.*  ^^         ^ 

"The  mind  <iaTin<>t  grasp  the  figures 
which  tell  of  the  advancement  of  a  cen- 
tury. They  astonish  us  when  we  read 
them;  the^  appal  us  when  we  attempt  to 
amwi^ciate  them.  WTth  all  this  material 
advancement  the  mind  of  man  has  kept 
pace.  In  fadC  it  has  been  the  pioneer, 
and  it  Is  Idle  tot  aiivone  to  claim,  if  any 
such  there  be.  that  the  brain  of  mankind 
has  stood  still  .WhIIft  everything  else  un- 
der the  sun  Mfls  gi\na  forward.  Its  ex- 
pansion luus  been  the  development  of  a 
world  end  without  ft  we  would  be  where 
we  were  a  hundreil  years  ago.  Man  knows 
today  who  he  IS.  \*hat  he  Is.  what  he 
needs,  what  he  mii;=t  have  and  wTiat  he 
Is  entitled  to  14  a  gr?>n  ter  degree  th.on  ever 
before.  Reallzihg  then  what  w^e  are  and 
what  we  have,  the  changed  conditions, 
the  dftmands  of  the  day  and  of  the  time 
we  should,  if  we  do  not,  fe«  the  weigtit 
of  the  resi'Onslbllllv  which  rests  upon  us 
as  cltlzMis  of  a  republic  that  stands  s.s 
the  high^"^  example  of  successful  ropu- 
lar  government  and  material  advance- 
ment If  In  propor'tlcn  to  the  value  of 
the  trust  committed  to  our  care,  cur 
duty  to  care  for  it  »Ticr'*ases  we  have^  In- 
deed as  citizens  a  responsibility  which 
doe«  and  wUl  call  for  the  exercise  of  tite 
greatest  patriotism  and  the  most  unsel- 
fish  CO n*»l deration.  ,,    ..w   *   . 

"America  today  stands  for  all  that  la 
best  tn  the  gv>vemm©nt  of  nations.  Am- 
erican enterprise  4s  the  standai^  of  the 
world.  The  Stars  and  Stripes  Is  the  ac- 
cepted emblem  of  hope  and  promise 
where^'er  our  flag  floats.  We  are  respon- 
sible for  the  perpetuation  of  these  condi- 
tions and  their  advancement  to  the  high- 
est   ffuctlflcation,    for    there    can    be    no 


staying  in  the  operation  of  the  great  luw 
cf  ci  ve  opraent;  there  can  be  no  reslin^r 

pUct:;  no  slaudlns  still.  Nation;?,  una 
men,  must  either  go  onward  or  bacKward. 
What  we  have  seen  but  tits  Lha  vision  lor 
what  wt»  are  to  see.  Thu  progress  of  the 
oast  is  but  the  promise  of  the  future. 
Human  endeavor  has  not  restched  the 
mountain  top.  It  stands  In  the  foothills 
and  views  afar  the  summilt  to  which  it 
climbs.  The  highest  patriotism  with  the 
courage  of  convioiion  are  arms  that  we 
must  carry.  This  is  no  time,  on  age, 
no  place  for  the  coward,  the  weak  .and  the 
v,aclllatlng  Today  demands  men  and 
women  who  grasp  the  situation  and  who 
can  rise  to  the  occasion.  Precedent  niust 
not  control  where  conditions  are  no  .onger 
similar.  If  untrodden  country  lies  betore 
us  and  our  duty  calls,  we  must  be  the 
pioneers  who  discover  its  richness  and 
apidj'  Its  advantages. 

"The  ,nem4>ers  of  the  oonstitutl'>nal 
convention  found  no  ntodel  by  which  to 
frame  the  organic  law  of  our  land.  They 
knew  that  in  some  way  must  be  worked 
out  the  perpetuation  of  a  republic.  It  was 
a  result  that  the>'  wanted  not  a  plan. 
They  stn>ck  out  boldly  for  It;  they 
workt-Hl.  guided  by  the  beacon  light  of 
principles;  they  never  lost  sight  of  Its 
glimmer;  they  refused  to  be  discouraged; 
they  were  too  courageous  t-o  be  frightened; 
they  knew  their  duty;  they  went  right 
on,  and  on,  and  on,  regardless  of  all  criti- 
cism and  ail  opposition  until  their  accept- 
ed work  t>ecame  the  coostitution  of  a 
republic. 

"We  can  commend  their  example  to  the 
men  and  women  of  the  present  day.  When 
we  neoti  courage,  we  can  find  in  their  lives 
Instances  Ihe  most  sublime;  when  we 
need  hope,  their  success  In  the  face  of  dif- 
ficulties unnumbered  will  give  It;  when 
we  fear  patriotism  swallowed  up  in 
party  strife,  we  have  but  to  call  up  their 
memory  and  lis  fires  will  bum  again; 
when  statesma.nshlp  Is  In  doubt  ana  the 
course  Is  shrouded  in  tlie  glo<jm  of  uncer- 
tainty, their  l<jfty  purpose  and  the  land 
marks  which  they  left  stainding  guide  the 
way. 

"We  make  mistakes  In  the  administra- 
tion of  cojr  trust.  The  fathers  ,lid  the 
same  in  the  adminlstratlim  of  theirs.  Hu- 
man Judgment  is  not  infallible;  human 
foresight  Is  not  perfect,  and  the  man  or 
people  who  fail  to  recognize  this  fact  in 
calculatihR  the  chances  of  human  endea- 
vor will  fall  into  grevlous  error.  What 
we  should  do  is  to  strive  to  attain  as  near 
the  perfect  as  possible.  Profit,  not  be  dis- 
couraged, by  erroir;  and  blaze  (he  way 
so  that  Those  who  come  after  may  walk 
In  safety  over  the  path  upon  which  we 
may  have  stirmbled.  The  sea  of  time  has 
floating  in  it  many  derelicts.  Jf  we 
would  avoid  them,  we  must  kffl?p  our  eyes 
oi}>en  and  a  firm  grasp  uiwn  the  steering 
wheel.  V.'e  may  be  deceived.  Men  who 
are  trusted  may  betray.

WashinfTton  July  4.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.) — Iowa  is  a  state  which  will  be 
watched  with  great  interest  from  a  po- 
litical viewr>olnt  for  the  next  three 
years.  There  is  a  bare  possibility 
that  the  next  Republican  candidate  for 
the  presidency  may  come  from  this 
state.  There  are  two  prominent  uien 
holding  high  political  offices  in  that 
state  who  are  anxious  to  have  Gover- 
nor Shaw  the  man  referred  to,  nomin- 
ated for  the  presidency  by  the  Repub- 
Ocan  convention  of  1904.  The  two  men 
referred  to  are  William  Boyd  Allison 
and  Jonatlian  Francis  DoHiver,  who 
now  represent  the  Hawkeye  state  in  the 
United   States  senate. 

They  have  reasons  for  being  anxious 
regarding  Governor  Shaw.  if  they 
could  induce  the  leaders  of  the  Repub- 
lican party  to  take  up  the  present  chief 
executive  of  their  state  and  nominate 
him  for  the  presidency,  it  would  give 
them  considerable  relief.  On  March  3, 
1903,  Senator  Allison's  term  expires  in 
tbe  United  States  senate.  Mr.  Allison 
and  hh»  friends  fear  that  If  Governor 
Shaw  does  not  become  a  presidential 
candidate  in  the  next  national  cam- 
paign, he  will  endeavor  to  succeed  Mr. 
Allison  in  the  United  States  senate. 
This  is  also  the  view  said  to  be  held 
by  Mr.  Dolliver.  If  Shaw  should  not 
succeed  Mr.  Allison,  he  might  take  it 
into  his  head  to  try  conclusions  with 
Senator  Dolliver.  The  easiest  way»to 
get  ri  dof  Governor  Shaw,  these  men 
think,  is  to  have  him  nominated  to  head 
their  national  ticket  in  1904.  This 
would  keep  him  out  of  the  senatorial 
fights  whether  elected  or  defeated. 

There  is  another  man  that  Allison  and 
Dolliver  fear.  His  name  is  A.  B.  Cum- 
mings.  At  present  he  is  the  leading 
candidate  for  the  Republican  guber- 
natorial nomination  in  Iowa.  If  he 
reaches  this  goal,  it  is  a  certainty  that 
he  has  an  ambition  to  come  to  the 
United  States  senate  in  place  of  either 
Allison  or  Dolliver.  Mr.  Allison  has 
announced  positively  that  he  is  not  a 
candidate  for  the  presidency.  This 
announcement  was  made  a  few  weeks 
ago.  This  means,  so  the  people  of 
Iowa  thinK.  that  Mr.  Allison  has  given 
up  whatever  ambition  he  ever  had  in 
the  past  of  becoming  president  of  the 
United  States,  and  also  proves  to  his 
constituents  in  the  Hawkeye  state  that 
he   is  anxious   to  have  one   more  term, 

at  least,  in  the  ITnlted  States  .«ienate.

Politicians  in  the  Republican  party 
throughout  the  country  have  become 
convinced  that  the  Republican  presi- 
dential prize  in  1904  will  not  go  a-beg- 
ging. Candidates  for  the  Republican 
nomination  in  that  year  are  rapidly 
coming  to  the  front. "  At  least,  tfiie  can- 
didates referred  to  are  willing  to  make 
the  race,  and  a  good  many  of  them  are 
being  quite  extensively  advertised  by 
the  newspapers  throughout  the  country. 
At  the  present  time  the  names  of  those 
who  are  candidates  for  the  Republican 
nomination  are  as  follows:  Vice  Presi- 
dent Theodore  Roosevelt.  Xew  York; 
Governor  Benjamin  B.  Odell,  New  York; 
Senator  Marcus  A.  Hanna.  Ohio;  Sena- 
tor J.  B.  Foraker,  Ohio;  Senator  G.  W. 
Fairbanks,  Indiana;  Senator  S.  M.  Cul- 
lom,  Illinois;  Senator  John  C.  Spooner, 
Wisconsin;  Governor  A.  B.  Shaw,  Iowa. 

Senator  Hanna  still  maintains  that  he 
Is  not  a  presidential  candidate.  His 
friends,  howeA-er,  believe  that  if  the  Re- 
publican convention  of  1904  sEiows  any 
enthusiasm  regarding  his  candidacy,  he 
will  enter  the  race  and  capture  the  nom- 
ination, if  he  is  able  to  do  so.  There  is  a 
possibility  that  he  is  not  an  aggressive 
candidate  for  the  nomination,  though 
his  political  enemies  in  all  parties  main- 
tain that  for  months  past  he  has  been 
working  quietly  in  every  state  In  the 
ITnlon  to  advance  his  own  interest  In 
this  direction.  In  the  event  that  Sena- 
tor Hanna  Is  really  seeking  the  presi- 
dency, he  will,  of  course,  have  the  assist- 
ance of  President  McKlnley  and  will  be 
supported  with  all  the  power  the  present 
administration  has  at  its  command- 
,lt  is  intimated  that,  in  case  William  Joi- 
nings Bryan  again  develoi>8  any  great 
amount  of  stretigth  for  the  Democratic 
nomination  in  ihe  next  national  eampaign, 
former  Senator  John  M.  Thurston  may  be 
brought  forward  by  the  Republican  lead- 
era  to  oppose  Mr.  Bryan  at  the  polls.  Mr. 
Thurston,  however,  win  not  figure  very 
extensively  as  a  presidential  candidate 
unless  it  is  known  in  advance  that  Col. 
Bryan  will  head  the  Democratic  national 

ticket  for  a  third  time.

It  matters  little,  politicians  here  say, 
where  the  candidates  cona'e  from,  who  will 
head  the  Republican  and  Democratic  na- 
tional tickets  in  the  next  national  cam- 
paign, so  far  as  the  vlee  presidency  is 
concerned.  It  Is  still  maintained  that  the 
Southern  states.  If  not  entitled  to  first 
place  on  the  tickets  of  the  two  dominant 
parties,  sbould,  at  least,  be  permitted  to 
name  the  vice  presidential  candidates.  It 
is  not  likely  that  ttie  South  will  be  hon- 
ored with  a  man  for  first  place  on  their 
tickets,  but  U  Is  understood  that  the  lead- 
ers In  both  parties,  as  above  stated,  con- 
cede that  the  candidates  for  second  place 
on  the  national  ticketa  shall  be  selected 
from  some  state  south  of  Mason  and 
Dixon's  line.

Was  Orator   of    Day   at 

the    Philadelphia 

Celebration. 

Philadelphia,  ^uly  4.— Several  thottsand 
Persons  gathered  in  Independenre  hall  to- 
day to  see  and  licar  Wu  Ting  Fang,  the 
CStin«se  minister,  orator  of  the  day  at  the 
municipal  celebration  of  Independtnce 
das'.  The  friendly  reception  given  the  dis- 
tinguished guest  must  have  allayed  all 
fears  for  his  safety,  based  on  tbe  fact  that 
he  had  received  an  annoaymous  Jcticr 
threatening  him  with  bodily  harm. 

When  the  Chinese  diplomat  slepn:-d  to 
tbe  front  of  the  platform  he  wa.*  given  a 
rousing  reception  and  u  waa  MM»e  tune 
before  quiet  could  be  restored.  k' 

His  speech  was  heard  with  marked  at- 
tention and  every  patriotic  utterance  was 
loudly  cheered. 

Minister  Wu  began  with  an  expression 
of  his  gratification  of  the  honor  shown 
him  and  regret  over  tbe  circamttances 
which  prevente<l  his  acceptance  of  tlie  in- 
vitation a  year  ago.  Referring  to  tl»e  day 
he  sketched  the  many  Important  events 
which  had  occurred  upon  Its  annlversxr- 
ies.  He  made  humorous  reference  to  the 
fact  that  China  furnished  America  with 
firecrackers  and  then  m  a  serious  %'elii 
traced  a  similarity  in  the  educational 
system  of  China  which  gave  the  humblest 
citizen  an  opportunity  to  Decome  part  of 
the  government  and  the  electoral  system 
of  the  Union.  He  defined  the  canons  of 
Confucius  and  Menclus  as  the  (Magna 
Charta  of  China  and  quoted  the  words  ot 
Menclus: 

"People  are  the  most  important  element 
in  a  nation,  the  spirits  of  the  land  and 
grain  are  the  next,  the  sovereign  Is  the 
lightest." 

His  closing  tribute  to  the  United  States 
was  as  foKows:  "This  nation,  it  seems  to 
me.  has  not  sprung  into  existence  with- 
out a  manife.st  destiny.  There  must  l)« 
some  noble  ends  for  .which  the  independ- 
ence of  the  United  States  was  established. 
It  was  to  demonstrate  to  the  world  what 
great  good  to  mankind  a  free  and  Inde- 
pendent i>eople  can  do:  to  establish  'a 
government  of  the  pe^^pje,  by  the  people 
and  for  the  people,"  to  preserve  law  and 
order;  to  treat  all  people  alike  with  fair- 
ness and  justness:  to  do  away  with  sel- 
fish and  clannish  Reeling;  to  make  Ameri- 
can patriotism  synonymous  with  falf 
play,  with  the  love  of  mankind,  with  free- 
dom and  liberty  In  accordance  with  law 
and  bistlce.  By  pursuing  these  ends  this 
republic  will  become  the  greatest  power  on 
the  earth  and  vou  citizen^  of  this  great 
country-  will  l>e"ttiore  than  ever  respected 
and  loved  by  all."

Mont., 
19tJ  miles  east  of  Great  Falls,  at  3:02  yes- 
terday afternoon  by  three  masked  men 
who  blew  open  the  express  car  and 
wrecked  the  through  safe  with  dynamUc, 
securing  $83,000. 

The  robbery  in  daylight,  was  one  of  the 

boldest    that    has    ever    occurred    In    the 
West. 

One  of  the  robbers  boarded  the  "blind 
baggage"  car  at  Hinsdale,  a  sutlion  about 
twenty  miles  ea.si  of  Wagner.  He  ap- 
peared to  be  a  common  hobo,  but  when 
the  conductor  discovered  him  at  a  stop 
almost  immediate. y  afterward,  he  drew  a 
heavy  Colt's  revolver  and  ordered  him  to 
return  to  the  rear  of  the  train  on  penally 
of  Instanl  death.  The  hobo  then  climbed 
over  the  locomotive  tender  and  at  the 
point  of  his  revolver  compelled  the  e.njjl- 
neer  and  llreman  to  slop  Ihe  train  ai  a 
ravine  a  lew  miles  east  ox  Wagner,  where 
his  confederates,  two  in  number,  both 
masked.  Uiy  in  wait.  He  then  compelled 
the  rireman  and  engineer  to  abandon  the 
engine  and  firing  began  on  both  sides  of 
the  'rain  as  it  came  to  a  stop. 

Passengers  on  the  irain  began  to  look 
out  of  the  windows  and  a  brakeman 
alighted  on  one  side  of  the  train,  while 
Traveling  Auditor  Douglas  aMghled  on  the 
t^posite  side.  Both  instantly  became  the 
target  of  Winchesters  in  the  hands  of  ^ne 
robbers,  but  both  escaped  without  in- 
jury. 

A  passenger  on  the  tourist  coach,  who 
was  leaning  out  of  the  window,  was 
struck  bv  a  stray  bullet  and  seriously  In- 
jured. It  is  impossible  to  ascertain  how 
seriously.  Two  other  passengers  were 
shot,  but  neither  was  seriously  Injured. 

To  wreck  the  door  of  the  express  car 
with  dynamite,  with  which  both  the  con- 
federates that  appeared  from  the  ravine 
were  liberally  supplied,  was  the  vrork  of 
an  insjant.  The  express  messenger  was 
compelled  to  leave  the  car  at  the  point 
of  a  rifle  and  the  through  safe  was  im- 
mediately dvnamlted.  The  ttr.st  charge 
did  not  break  U  open  and  four  others  m 
(luick  succession  were  necessary  before  it 
was  forced.  ,         ,    ,       .. 

The  robbers  hurriedly  gathered  in  its 
contents,  consisting  of  specie  sn.pments, 
drafts,  coin  and  negotiable  paper,  and 
retreated,  keeping  the  train  crew  and 
passengers  off  at  the  point  of  their  rifles. 
All  ihree  disappeared  and  were  not  seen 
later. 

Th«^  chances  of  capturing  the  men  are 
exceedingly  slight,  since  they  have  sev- 
eral hours'  start  of  the  posse. 

St.  Paul,  July  4.— Reports  of  the  robbery 
were  received  In  St.  Paul  late  yesterday 
afternoon.  They  were  at  once  comniunl- 
cated  to  David  Allman,  chief  of  ihe  Great 
Northern'  secret  service,  and  before  8 
o'clock  the  coast  system  had  posted  a 
reward  of  $50tiO  gold  for  the  apprehension 
of  the  robbers.

of  drink,  having  Imported  for  consump- 
tion during  the  year  liKW  in  fbund  num- 
bers 2.i0.iXX),U00  pounds  of  tea,  as  against 
116.500.*.00  pounds  imported  for  consump- 
tion by  Russia,  S3.3  millions  by  the  United 
States.  7,5<x>,000  by  tht;  Netherlands,  about 
6.5i>0,ix>i)  by  Germany  and  nearly  2,5w,t>^jO 
by  France.  A  comparl.'ion  of  the  tea  con- 
sumption of  the  past  year  with  that  of 
earlier  periods  discloses  the  fact  that  tea 
Is  bf.oming  more  i)oi)ular  as  a  beverage  In 
the  Kuroix-:m  countries,  though  little  more 
than  h<»Mlng  Its  own  In  the  United  States, 
•where  i-offee  is  the  favorite  beverage,  in 
1!<00  the  per  capita  consumption  in  the 
"United  States  was  9.8  pounds  of  coffee 
end  1.1  pounds  of  tea;  in  the  United 
Kingdom  «  pounds  of  tea  and  .71  of  a 
pound  of  coffee.

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ENORMOUS  FIGURES. 

The  figures  of  Interest  and  dividend 
aisburaements  on  bonds  and  stocks  of 
the  public  market  and  other  promin- 
ence for  the  month  of  July  almost  stag- 
ger <  omprehension.  reaching  the  huge 
total  of  $123,000,000.  According  to  a 
compilation  and  comparison  made  by 
the  Boston  Transcript  this  exceeds  last 
year's  July  total  by  $17,500,000  and  last 
January's  record-making  ag.gregate  by 
11.3,500,000.  Some  $15,000,000  of  the  $17,- 
600,000  increase  over  last  year  comes 
from  dividends,  and  the  par  value  of 
chares  paying  this  month  is  nearly  two 
and  one-tialf  billions,  an  increase  of 
$700,000,000  over  last  year's  July  total  of 
stccks  paying  dividends. 

These  figures  are  enormou.s,  and  re- 
4iu]re  a  strong  effort  of  the  mind  com- 
pletely to  grasp.  The  combined  result 
of  giod  crop.s,  strong  national  resorces. 
Bound  business  conditions  and  radical 
xetonstructlon     of    railway     finance,  is 


seen  In  an  increase  In  total  July  divi- 
dends paid  from  $16,400,000  ten  years 
ago,  to  $53,800,000  this  month.  Com- 
paring with  July,  1894,  when  the  effects 
of  the  1893  panic  were  manifest,  this 
month's  dividend  payments  are  J34,000,- 

000  greater,  an  incSirease  of  175  per  cent. 
Extending  the  comparison,  we  find  a  bil- 
lion and  one-half  more  par  value  in 
shares  paying  this  July  than  in  18»4,  a 
gain  of  180  per  cent.  The  seven  years' 
increase  in  par  value  of  bonds  paying 
July  interest  is  42  per  cent,  and  tne 
amount  paid  has  swelled  in  the  same 
time  by  38  per  cent. 

The  grand  total  of  all  securities  paying 
this  month  is  six  billion  par  value,  a 
two  and  one-half  billion  Increase  since 
1894.  This  huge  mass  of  capital  pays 
out  this  month  $53,000,000  more  than  was 
disbursed  to  Investors  in  July  of  the 
year  following  the  panic,  a  gain  of  75  per 
cent  in  seven  years.  In  the  last  four 
years  the  dividends  paid  by  American 
public  corporations  have  doubled  or  In- 
creased by  100  per  cent;  in  the  last  eight 
years  they  have  trebled,  or  Increased  by 
150  per  cent;  in  twelve  years  they  very 
nearly  have  quadrupled.  Meanwhile 
interest  payments  have  taken  some 
twenty  years  to  double.  Recent  railway 
finance  and  good  times  have  made  more 
for  security  of  small  Interest  yield  on 
bonds,  and  the  "cream"  has  gone  to 
owners  of  the  equities  or  shares. 

THE  GLORIOUS  FOURTH. 

From  July  4,  1776,  to  July  4,  1901,  is 
a  far  cry,  but  it  is  not  so  far  that  the 
glorious  memories  that  hover  around 
the  first  Fourth  of  July  are  beginning 
to  dim,  or  that  the  American  people 
have  forgotten  their  heritage  of  lllx?rty, 
which  this  day  typifies.  Since  that 
day  a  century  and  a  quarter 
have  passed,  and  today  is  the  one  hun- 
dred and  twenty-fifth  anniversary  of  the 
birth  of  a  nation  that  has  waxed  great 
and  glorious  aradng  the  nations  of  the 
world,  and  that  is  even  row,  with  its 
starry  banner  lloatlng  around  the  world, 
the  leader  In  many  things.  It  Is  the 
leader  in  social  and  political  lil>erty,  the 
leader  in  commerce  and  the  leader  in 
all  that  makes  greatness  in  a  nation 
and  its  people. 

Those  who  believe  that  the  birth  of  a 
free  nation  such  as  this,  to  set  an 
example  to  the  world  of  what  can  be 
done  in  the  Interests  of  humanity  as 
distinguished  from  the  intereats  of 
kingships  and  such  Ilk,  is  the  work  of 
Him  who  rules  all  things,  may  find 
ample  reasoning  to  support  their  be- 
lief in  the  fortunate  position  of  the 
country  on  the  map  of  the  world.  Its 
location  seems  beyond  question  the 
work  of  Providence,  for  in  no  other  spot 
on  the  earth's  surface  are  conditions  so 
favorable.  The  United  States  could 
not  fulfill  its  mission  of  making  known 
the  good  there  is  in  a  democratic  gov- 
ernment in  any  other  quarter  of  the 
globe. 

The  spark  of  liberty  took  fire  on  that 
first  Fourth  of  July  in  a  little  fringe  of 
territory  along  the  Atlantic  shore  of  a 
great  continent.  Once  fanned  Into  a 
blaze  by  the  steadfast  spirits  of  those 
patriot  fathers  whom  we  are  glad  to  re- 
member on  this  anniversary  It  spread 
over  the  tremendous  area  waiting  for  Its 
coming  with  magnificent  speed  and  Its 
burning  lighted  the  world.  West- 
ward and  still  westward  went  the 
wave  of  fire.  The  single-handed  energy 
of  George  Rogers  Clarke  carried  the 
torch  into  the  Northwest  territory  and 
laid  the  foundation  of  the  sturdy  states 
between  the  AUeghanies  and  the  Mls- 
sl.sslppl  river.  Napoleon,  the  embodi- 
ment of  the  Idea  of  one-man  govern- 
ment, bullded  better  than  he  knew  when 
he  added  Ltiuisiana  to  the  growing  em- 
pire of  free  government.  Westward 
still  went  the  glorious  fire  till  it  met  the 
waters  of  the  Pacific  and  since  then 
the  tide  of  immigration  has  been  Mow- 
ing in  and  is  still  filling  up  the  broad 
expanse  over  which  lloats  the  fiag  of 
the   free.      ' 

This  anniversary  comes  In  a  time  of 
unexampled  prosperlt.v.  of  a  prosperity 
so  great  that  it  is  raising  questions 
that  It  win  take  all  of  the  patriotism 
and  all  of  the  wi.sdom  of  the  country  to 
solve.  The  bounds  set  by  the  oceans 
have  been  overleaped  and  an  enterprise 
in  behalf  of  a  weak  and  struggling 
peojile  has  added  to  the  care  of  the  na- 
tion territories  far  beyond  the  seas, 
that  bring  with  them  a  horde  of  other 
questions  that  will  again  tax  the  pa- 
j  triotlsm  and  honesty  of  the  nation. 
Ihe  future  is  full  of  problems  and  it  is 

1  good  to  think  on  this  day  of  what  the 
people  have  done  in  the  past,  and  to 
reason  therefrom  that  they  will  again 
deal  lightly  with  the  questions  that  will 
confront  them,  and  that  the  Fourths  of 
Julj-  in  the  future  will  have  still  more 
glorious  deeds  to  add  to  the  crown  of 
glory   that   decks  the   American   people. 

THE  FISCAL  YEAR. 

The  end  of  the  fiscal  year  of  the 
United  States  government  has  not  al- 
ways been  June  30.  nor  have  the  re- 
ports of  different  departments  been 
made  with  that  promptness  which  Is  so 
commendable  today.  In  the  oiden  days 
the  year  ended  with  Sept.  30,  and  the 
detailed  reports  which  were  made  to 
congress  only  covered  calendar  years 
and  were  eleven  months  old  when 
presented.  It  must  be  remembered 
that  In  those  days  the  means  of  com- 
munication were  not  what  they  are  now 
and  that  reports  from  coUectois,  post- 
masters, army  disbursing  oflScers  and 
otlier  outside  functionaries.  If  a  good 
distance  from  the  general  routes  of 
travel  and  traffic,  were  slow  in  arriving 
at  headquarters.  If  they  contained 
Inaccuracies  requiring  that  they  be  re- 
turner for  correction,  this  took  time 
also.  Then  In  the  case  of  postal  and 
army  accounts,  and  the  like,  tlie  de- 
partments to  which  they  respectively 
belonged  had  to  an.alyze  and  otherwise 
work  them  over  so  as  to  make  them  fit 
into  the  regular  departmental  reports 
for  submission  to  the  treasury.  Alto- 
gi»ther.  the  period  between  Sept.  30  and 
the  first  Monday  in  December  was  quite 
Insufficient  for  putting  the  balance 
sheets  into  form  to  send  to  congresa. 

In  1834  attention  was  first  called  to  the 


matter  of  improvement  by  Levi  Wood- 
bury, of  New  Hampshire,  then  secretary 
of  the  treasury,  who  wrote:  "It  ap- 
pears to  the  undersigned  that  a  cliange 
in  the  fiscal  year  and  of  the  time  when 
the  annual  appropriations  begin  would 
be  a  great  improvement  in  the  flnancial 
operations  of  the  government.  If  the 
year  was  to  commence  after  the  last 
day  of  March  instead  of  September,  and 
the  annuaf  appropriations  begin  from 
the  same  date,  many  delays  and  em- 
barrassments could  be  avoided,  and  the 
information  on  the  receipts  and  expen- 
ditures of  the  previous  year  to  be  laid 
before  congress  each  session  would  be 
much  more  full  and  accurate." 

As  usual,  when  appealed  to  by  th« 
ofltlcer,  it  has  specifically  empowered  to 
advise  It  on  any  class  of  business,  con- 
gress studiously  Ignored  Mr.  Wood- 
bury's suggestion.  He  was  not  dis- 
couraged, however.  In  1836  and  1838 — 
short  session  years — he  renei\ed  it;  and 
in  1839,  at  the  opening  of  the  long  ses- 
sion, he  said  In  his  report:  "A  change 
in  the  commencement  of  the  flscai  year 
is  again  recommended  for  reasons  too 
obvious  to  need  repetition." 

President  Van  liuren's  term  ended  In 
1841  and  Mr.  Woodbury  who  had  mean- 
while been  elected  to  the  senate  took 
his  seat  in  that  body.  In  June  1842  In 
the  midst  of  the  long  session  Senator 
Evans  of  Maine  introduced  a  bill  to 
make  the  fiscal  year  begin  on  July  1 
in  and  after  1843.  This  was  a  com- 
promise between  the  system  then  In 
vogue  and  that  recommended  by  Mr. 
Woodbury  and  had  the  advantage  of 
dividing  the  year  a  little  more  evenly. 
It  has  continued  ever  since  and  its  ad- 
vantages  are   apparent   to   all.

APPALLING  MORTALITY. 

Six  hundred  deaths  within  six  days  In 
(jreateir  New  York,  due  to  the  intense 
heat.,  are  reported.  This  Is  an  appalling 
death  lirit,  and  the  fortunate  people  who 
live  in  Duluth  can  well  congratulate 
themselves  on  the  fact  that  they  are 
favored  with  a  temperate  and  health- 
giving  climate,  devoid  of  the  oppressive 
and  deadly  heat  that  mows  down  the 
dwellers  in  the  torrid  commtinities  in 
the  East,  South  and  West. 

The  period  of  intense  heat  through 
which  New  York  and  other  cltie.s  have 
been  passing  has  been,  in  point  of  tem- 
perature and  humidity,  am  trying  as  the 
worst  days  of  August  often  are,  and  yet 
it  is  recorded  of  Aug.  14.  1853.  that  200 
deaths  resulted  from  the  heat  in  New 
York  city,  and  that  during  the  four  days 
ending  with  the  14th  400  persons  were 
fatally  prostrated.  The  city  then  con- 
tained only  altout  one-fourth  the  pres- 
ent population,  nor  does  it  apjiear  that 
the  heat  was  any  more  exce«sive  at  that 
particular  time  than  it  was  la.st  week. 
For  some  reason  the  hot  weather  proves 
less  destructive  of  life  in  the  large  cities 
now  than  formerly.  Whether  this  is  due 
to  the  housing  of  the  poorer  people  in 
larger  and  better  buildinfis,  or  to  more 
temperate  hal>its,  or  to  greater  facili- 
ties for  getting  about  the  city  and  to 
the  beache.?  and  breathing  places,  or  to 
other  causes,"  is  a  question.  And  yet  the 
mortality  statistics  today  are  startling 
in  their  nature.

Thirty  Thousand  Dollars 

Missing    From    San 

Francisco  Mint. 

San  Francisco,  July  4.— Concerning  the 
re(i>or^.  that  a  short  ige  had  been  discov- 
ered in  the  San  Francisco  branch  mint, 
the  Chronicle  today  says,  six  bags  of  gold. 
«ich  contalr.lng  t<>-*i  in  $»  gold  pieces, 
have  disappeared  frc-m  the  mint  and  no 
trace  of  the  thief  has  been  discjvered, 
although  Superintendent  L«ich  and  his 
force,  assisted  bV  l^^Irector  of  Mint  Rob- 
erts and  his  stdft  of  experts,  have  been 
at  work  on  the  roy8ter>'  since  June  29.  The 
annual  ci  unt  of  the  coin,  amounting  to 
$25 000 two  beKan.jast  Friday.  On  Saturday 
six  bags  were  round  to  be  missing  from 
the  cashier's  vault.  As  the  cashier's 
books  tallied  wivto  ttipse  of  the  other  de- 
partm^^nus,  th«^  ofli^Ials  were  forced  to. 
the  conclusion  Wiat  somebody  icquamted 
with  the  inside  affairs  of  the  mint  had 
taken  the  money.  Director  Roberts,  of 
Washington,    D.C.,    made    the    following 

statement:  .._  .      ^  ...     

"We  have  been  very  retuctant  to  con- 
.  elude  that  a  8horta,ge  exists.  We  have 
fought  against  the  belief  that  ih?re  Is 
anything  wronjr.  btjt  after  three  days' 
work  in  checking  calculations  and  going 
over  the  count  we  have  still  to  face  the 
situation  of  $3«,«K)  less  in  coin  than  the 
books  call  for. 

""There  appears  to  be  no  escape  from 
the  conclusion  that  some  one  or  more 
persons  emploved  in  the  mint  has  been 
faithless  to  the  trust  reposed  in  him  or 
them.  •n.«<»re  is  a  i^osslbillty  of  an  ever - 
navmpfnt  to  depositors.  It  is  ImproJtable. 
however,  that  so  large  an  o^-erpay^»ent 
could    l>e  made."  ^         .   ,..,

It  was  well  along  toward  e\'enlng  when 
the  construction  train,  with  Its  banners 
drooping.  slow^Iy  backed  up  and  stopped 
on  the  onrioslte  side  of  Pewee  creek. 
The  crowd  cilmljed  down  the  embank- 
ment to  the  foot  bridges  that  were  hast- 
llv  Improvised  from  the  seats  used  in  the 
flat  cars,  the  narrow  stream  was  crossed, 
and  a  dusty,  dejected  and  tired  people 
filed   up  the  bank. 

In  the  grove  that  stretched  away  to- 
ward tbe  creek  from  the  platform  were 
seated,  in  groups  on  the  ground  and  on 
improvised  seats,  the  excursionists  from 
Mefopolia,  presenting  .1  marked  contrast 
to  the  home-comcrp.  so  comfortable  and 
good  natitred  did  they  Took.

most  approved  frontier  style,  some  of  his 
experience  wllh  the  Indians  and  buffaloes.

The  public  library  of  the  city  of  Du- 
luth,  which  Is  so.-nj  to  be  housed  in  the 
handsome  new  building,  the  corner 
Btone  of  whloh  was  laid  today,  is  the  re- 
FUlt  of  the  earntMt  endeavors  of  women, 
like  many  another  potent  factor  in  the 
uplifting  and  advancement  of  humanity. 
The  little  seml-puljUc  library  of  1000 
volumes  that  preceded  the  handsome 
one  of  36.000  volumes  that  is  a  source 
of  pride  to  the  city  today  was  gathered 
by  the  faithful  hands  of  women,  and 
when  It  went  up  in  the  flames  that  de- 
stroyed the  Grand  Opera  House  build- 
ing, which  was  its  home,  it  was  the 
th'Uiprhl  and  energy  of  these  same  wo- 
n.en  that  induced  the  city  authorities  to 
crt^ate  the  public  library  that  exists  to- 
day. In  the  thoughts  that  attend  the 
coreniDnies  of  loying  the  crner  stone  of 
the  new  buildingr.  the  earnest  and  lov- 
ing efforts  of  the  %vomen  of  Duluth 
should  be  rememi)ered,  for  the  founda- 
tion work  is  theirs,  as  well  as  much  of 
the  .superstructure. 

In  the  '"boom  days"  of  Duluth.  when 
real  estate  was  failing  all  over  itself  in  | 
Its  efforts  to  reach  the  top  notch  in 
inices  as  rapidly  as  possible,  and  when  | 
the  town  was  beginning  to  think  of  its  j 
duties  as  a  city.  It  was  the  women  that  I 
thought  of  the  need  of  a  library,  so  the^y  j 
formed  one.

The  city  was  not  long  without  a  11-  I 
ibiary,  and  again  It  was  the  women  that  . 
filled  the  breach.  Soon  after  the  de-  , 
etruction  of  their  little  library  they  re- 
alized that  the  city  was  gettinsj  old 
enough  and  large  enough  to  have  a  li- 
brary of  its  own.  So  they  appeared  \ 
before  the  city  council  and  pulled  every  t 
wire  they  could  find  until  that  body  took  I 
the  reiiulred  action.  The  result  was  j 
the  public  library  of  the  city  of  Duluth.  j 
which  was  started  ia  March.  1890,  and 
opened  to  the  public  in  May.  The  pub- 
lic reading  room  was  opened  in  the 
following  August.  The  pr-?sent  quarters 
In  the  Masonic  Temple,  or  at  least  a 
portion  of  them,  were  occupied.

The  lib^ry  of  36.000  volumes,  to  which 
the  board  IS  constantly  adding,  of  course 
is  a  well  selected  and  admirably  ar- 
ranged collection  of  books.  In  addition 
to  the  general  works  there  ia  a  very  line 
(ollectlon  of  Americana,  the  selection 
of  most  of  which  students  of  American 
history  owe  to  Dr.  Charles  L.  Codding, 
the  secretary  of  the  board.  At  present 
this  collecfion  Is  hardly  available  for 
use  owing  to  the  lack  of  room  in  the 
present  quarters,  but  it  will  have  a  room 
In  the  new  Imllding. 

To  Benjamin  F.  Wade,  the  prominent 
Ohio  man,  the  library  Is  Indebted  for  a 
donation  of  1,000  volumes  of  government 
publications,  some  of  which  are  rare 
and  valuable.  This  donation  was  made 
while  Mr.  Wade  was  visiting  his  friend 
Judge  Ensign  in  this  city. 

The  library  is  not  in  the  beat  position 
at  present  for  receiving  government 
puhMcatlons.  and  that  is  a  mat- 
ter that  Its  friends  can  bestir 
themselves        about        to       good      ad- 


llbrary  building.  The  chief  characteris- 
tic of  this  style  is  the  volirted  capital  to 
Its  column,  and  in  this  design  the  Ionic 
portico  (Tetra  style)  Is  the  main  feature 
of  the  design,  and  here  Is  concentrated 
the  decorative  effect.  This  portico  will 
have  an  educational  interest  as  It  will 
be  a  duplication  of  the  north  psrtico  of 
the  Erechtheum  on  the  Acropolis  of 
Athens  both  in  design  and  detail.  That 
ancient  structure  Is  one  of  the  finest  ex- 
amples of  the  lonlo.  The  general  de- 
sign of  the  building  Is  quiet,  simple  and 
dignified.  Surmounting  the  building  ia 
a  dome. 

The  material  used  on  the  exterior  is 
Port  Wing  sandstone,  faced  smoothly 
and  laid  in  regular  courses.  The  site  is 
140  by  150  feet  in  size  and  the  building 
100  by  108  feet,  or  nearly  square.  It  will 
be  seen  that  the  size  of  the  building  and 
that  of  the  site  will  permit  extensions 
to  be  made  in  future.  The  building, 
however,  as  at  present  planned,  will 
have  every  appearamt-  of  being  complete 
both  on  the  inside  and  outside.

Besides  the  main  library  and  reading 
rooms  the  library  has  reading  roorae  in 
West    Duluth    and    the    West    End,    the 

foimer  established  in  December,  18D2, 
and  the  latter  established  in  January, 
1897.  At  first  the  West  Duluth  lll)rary 
was  supported  by  a  payment  of  $50  per 
month  toward  the  expense  of  mainten- 
ance, the  women  of  West  Duluth  fur- 
nishing the  reading  matter.  Now,  how- 
ever, the  West  Duluth  branch,  like  that 
in  the  West  End,  Is  a  part  of  the  public 
library  and  Is  supplied  with  books, 
newspapers  and  magazines  from  the 
head  library.  The  library  also  supplies 
the  reading  rooms  of  the  two  Bethels 
with  magazines  and  newspapers. 

The  yearly  circulation  of  the  library 
ran  from  16.863  volumes  Ijetween  Oc- 
tober. 1S90,  and  March.  1S91,  steadily  up 
to  113.979  volume^^  In  the  year  en<ling 
with  March.  1S96.  After  that  there  was 
a  falling  off  to  93,123  In  1S9S.  since  which 
there  has  been  a  steady  increase,  which 
Is  still  In  progress.  The  circulation  last 
yiar  was  95.304  volumes. 

The  contract  for  the  new  building 
provides  that  it  .«hall  l)e  ready  for  oc- 
cupancy in  the  early  fall,  but  it  is  not 
expected  that  it  will  be  occupied  before 
December.    It  Is  hoped,   however,    that 


vantage.  The  library  is  now  on  the 
•"remainder  list."  and  the  title  Is  sig- 
nificant. It  should  l>e  on  the  regular 
list,  and  it  would  not  take  a  great  deal 
of  effort  to  place  It  there. 

Perhaps  the  most  Interesting  bit  of 
history  in  the  not  very  eventful  career 
of  the  library  is  the  securing  of  a  do- 
nation of  $75,000  from  Andrew  Carnegie, 
the  great  philanthropist  and  business 
man,  for  the  building  of  a  new  library. 
The  efforts  of  The  Evening  Herald 
are  responsible  for  the  fact  that  Mr. 
Carnegie  was  prevailed  upon  to  turn 
toward  Duluth  In  his  search  for  suit- 
able places  to  make  donations  ot  inoney 
for  library  purposes.  In  the  summer  of 
1S99  William  T.  Thompson,  the  editor  of 
The  Herald,  wrote  a  letter  to  Mr.  Car- 
negie, who  was  then  residing  in  Scot- 
land, in  which  he  set  forth  the  need  of 
better  accommodations  for  the  Duluth 
public  lil)rary,  the  amount  of  work  it 
wa.s  doing,  the  liberal  provisions  for  Its 
maintenance  by  the  city,  and  other 
cogent  reasons  why  Duluth  wa.s  a'  good 
place  for  one  of  the  Carnegie  libraries. 

The  effort  was  entirely  suece.ssful.  On 
Oct.  21.  1899.  this  latter  was  received 
from  Mr.  Carnegie:

In  The  Evening  Herald  of  Oct.  23.  1899. 
this  communication  was  published,  and 
It    was   the    first    intimation    the    pul)llc 
had  that  this  munificent  gift  had  been 
offered.      No    time    was    lost    ai>out    ac- 
cepting Mr.  Carnegie's  terms.    The  city 
purchased   three  lots   at   the  northwest 
corner  of  Second  street  and   First  ave- 
nue west,   moved  a  building  that  stood 
there   off    the   ground,    and    the   lil>rary 
Itoard    proceeded     to    prepare    for    the 
erection    of    a    building.      Mr.    Carnegie 
had  sent  word  that  the  funds  had  lieen 
placed   at    the   board's    disptisal.

THE  NEW  BUILDING. 

Built  In  Ionic  Style   of   Port 
Wing  Stone. 

The  library  building  In  the  present 
stage  of  Its  construction  gives  but  a  bare 
Idea  of  the  handsome  appearance  It  will 
present  when  completed.  An  examina- 
tion of  the  part  already  completed  and 
a  study  of  the  cut  which  Is  published  In 
The  Herald  today  will,  however,  give  a 
fair  Idea  of  what  the  building  is  to  be. 

By  common  consent  the  classic  orders 
of  Greece  in  the  line  of  architecture 
have  always  been  considered  the  most 
appropriate  for  libraries  and  museums, 
and  of  these  orders  the  lonle  is  the  most 
symbolical  of  wisdom.  It  symbolizes 
"the  wisdom  to  contrive  all  great  and 
Important  undertakings."  It  Is  the 
I)nlc   style    that    was   selected   for   this 


The  main  entrance 
be  on  Second  street, 
feet  back  from  the  lot  line.  There  are 
three  doors,  a  central  one  5  feet  4  Inches 
In  width,  and  one  at  either  side  3  feet  3 
Inches  In  size.  These  admit  to  an  en- 
trance hall  twenty  feet  wide.  To  the  left 
is  a  door  leading  to  the  future  newspaper 
room,  which  Is  expected  to  be  used  for 
the  present  as  an  art  rw^m.  At  the  right 
Is  the  juvenile  room,  which  for  the  pres- 
ent will  be  used  as  a  club  room,  '''he 
Idea  of  having  these  rooms  on  the  lower 
floor  is  that  the  newspaper  room  may 
be  e-aslly  accessible  from  the  street  and 
the  juvenile  room  in  a  position  where 
the  noise  and  disturbance  which  there  is 
always  sure  to  be  cannot  disturb  the 
other  patrons  of  the  library. 

A  stairway  eight  feet  In  width  will 
lead  to  the  public  and  delivery  space  on 
the  second  floor.  This  public  rotunda  is 
designed  to  harmonize  with  the  exterior 
and  will  be  thirty-three  feet  In  height  to 
the  top  of  the  dome.  The  delivery  space 
will  be  large  and  well  lighted  from  the 
dome.  From  this  delivery  room  all  parts 
of  the  library  can  be  seen. 

The  stack  rooms  will  be  In  the  rear 
and  at  one  side  of  the  delivery  room. 
The  arrangement  Is  such  that  there  will 
be  light  down  the  aisles.  For  the  present 
one  story  will  accommodate  all  the  cases, 
but  the  arrangement  will  permit  of  an 
additional  story. 

In  the  southeast  corner  of  the  second 
floor  will  be  the  reference  room  32  by  40 
feet  In  size.  On  the  avenue  side  of  the 
building  on  the  second  floor  will  be  the 
general  and  juvenile  reading  rooms, 
both  large  and  well  lighted. 

The  librarian  will  have  an  office  Just 
off  the  delivery  room,  and  back  of  it  a 
private  room.  Opening  off  the  dellver.y 
room  will  also  be  the  catalogue  and 
working  room. 

On  the  first  floor  there  will  be  a  pack- 
ing room,  engineer's  room,  bindery  or 
store  room,  lavatories,  etc. 

The  boilers  will  be  placed  entirely  out- 
side the  building.  The  heating  and  ven- 
tilation will  be  by  direct  and  Indirect 
steam  heating  with  exhaust  shafts  until 
such  time  as.  a  fan  system  will  be  re- 
quired. 

The  building  Is  to  be  fireproof  and 
will  be  handsomely  finished  In  every  par- 
ticular. 

The  capacity  of  the  library  In  all  parts, 
including  stack  rooms,  reading  rooms, 
store  rooms,  etc.,  is  figured  at  125.460 
volumes.  With  galleries  added  in  the 
three  stack  rooms  it  will  be  Increased  to 
171.920  volumes. 

The  architect  of  the  building  Is  A.  F. 
Rudolph  and  the  contractors  who  are 
building  it  are  Pear^m  &  Fawcett.

But   even    with    these    the   demand    nas 
been  significantly  strong,  particularly  In 
finished  lines.    The  fact  that  buyers  seem 
to    be    disregarding    the    possibilities    of 
harm  to  the  situation  from  labor  trou- 
bles is  one  that  asserts  itself  in  the  midst 
of  all  calculations  that  give  prominence 
to  apprehensions.     As  has  been  repeat- 
edly   observed    in    this   column.    tCie   one 
fattjr  that  persists  through  the  chang- 
ing phases  of  the  weeks  is  a  consumption 
larger   and    longer    lived    than   anything 
allowed   for  in  forecasts  based  on   pre- 
cedent.     It    Is    impossible    to    measure 
the  extent   to   which   the  strike  in   mills 
of    the    American    Sheet    Steel    company 
and  the  American  Steel  Hoop  company 
will    cut    djwn    production.      Both   sides 
are  willing  to  have  a  shut  down  for  ten 
days,    and   it    will    take   another   to  de- 
velop any  real  test.

The   Hoen    Building    In 

Baltimore  Destroyed 

By  Fire. 

Baltimore.  July  4.— The  stx-story  brick 
and  iron  buildln:?  on  North  and  Lexington 
streets,  directly  opposite  the  city  hall,  and 
known  as  the  "Hoen  building,"  was  dc- 
stroyetl  by  fire  today.  It  took  fully  an 
hour  to  get  the  flames  under  control.  All 
of  the  floors  except  the  first  were  occu- 
pied by  Hoen  &  Co..  lithographers  and 
printers.  Their  loss  may  reach  $300,000,  as 
they  had  many  voluable  cuts  and  litho- 
graphic apparatus  which  it  1»  almost  im- 
possible to  replace.  Other  occupants  of 
the  building,  all  of  whom,  are  on  the  flrst 
floor,  are  the  Southern  Electric  company, 
the  Hammond  Tyi>ewrlter  company,  the 
Cash  CoiU  company,  Gately  &  Haskell 
bookblndecs,  Baltimore  County  Mutual 
Fire  Insurance  company  and  the  Belgrav- 
la  Land  company.  No  statement  of  thi» 
losses  of  these  concerns  Is  obtainable,  but 
a  rough  estimate  places  the  damage  et 
$150  000  The  loss  on  the  building  prwably 
wuf  reach  $200,tt00,  making  the  total  loss 
atwut  $^50,000  all  of  which  is  salr  to  be 
covered    by    Insurance.

I  said  finally— we  \\efc  still  standing  on 
the  steps. 

"Most  certainly:  ^11  American  lib- 
raries are  now.  .  K  ej-y  library,  too,  has 
its  hotel  and  restaurant  in  the  build- 
ing." 

"Keeping  a  librnry.  open  twenty-four 
hours  must  requii'  many  attendants?" 
I  suggested.  , 

Oh.  no;  the  book<  are  all  open."  . 
"All  open — and  ;.<»t,  many  lost?" 
"How  can  they  b^?  You  are  evi- 
dently not  acquainted  with  the  fact  that 
there  Is  no  such  tb  ng  as  private  owner- 
ship of  books  aii.\  more.  The  police 
make  the  round."  if  the  houpes  every 
day  and  If  they  find  a  book  which  has 
not  the  library  mark  on  it  they  confis- 
cate It;  If  they  ft  id  one  that  has 
been,  out  more  thin  two  weeks  they 
simply  take  It  up  and  return  it.     '.. 

"Yes."  he  continued,  "the  private 
ownership  of  books  was  a  bad  thing.  A 
man  would  collect,  say.  fifty  iMJoks,  un- 
der the  idea  that  culture  consisted  In 
knowing  a  few  good  things  well,  and 
he'd  neglect  all  the  vast  literature  that 
young  America  is  producing  every  day. 
it  was  the  wrong  Idea;  it  kept  people 
away  from  the  libraries.  Now  we've  got 
them  coming;  they  read  everytlfiing,  and 
one  great  consequence  is  that  out  of  a 
population  of  6,563.422  New  York  has 
3.231,569  active  working  novelists.  1,- 
0.'^i6,735  ill  or  dying  and  232,650  retired. 
People  find  out  how  simple  it  is.  and 
they  naturally  want  to  try  it." 

By  this  time  \\e  had  passed  through 
the  great  doors  of  the  building  into  the 
corridor.  A  stream  of  people  was  com- 
ing up  from  a  broad  staircase  that 
seemed  to  lead  an  underground  pass- 
age. 

As  we  piissed  through  the  gateway 
leading  to  the  main  hall  I  was  asked 
to  register  my  name,  age,  etc..  and 
when  I  had  done  so  the  attendant 
handed  me  a  small  blue  ticket. 

What's  that  for?"  I  asked  Mr.  Wll- 
burforce. 

"There  you  have  the  most  wonderful 
system,"  he  exclaimed.  delightedly, 
"that's   good    for  a   suit   of  clothes." 

Come  Into  my  office  and  I  will  ex- 
plain that  ticket  to  you.  and  then  you 
will  understand  thoroughly  the  genesis 
of  the  present  wonderful  library  sys- 
tem." 
When  we  were  .««eated  he  proceeded: 
"Some  years  ago  a  movement  was  in- 
augurated among  millionaires  to  found 
public  libraries.  They  (the  million- 
aires) started  in  by  giving  the  buildings 
and  sites:  then  they  gave  books:  then, 
when  the  thing  got  going  down  hill  so 
to  speak,  they  began  lo  give  money  to 
run  them,  and  !?o  fast  and  friously  did 
th?y  give  away  tlft»lr  money  that  the 
city  finally  stopped  it  because  the  poor 
house  wag  becoming  overcrowded  with 
men  who  had  once  been  the  nation's 
most  distinguished  citizens.  In  the 
meantime  the  library  had  become  a 
great  and  magnific-ent  institution,  and 
other  millionaires  who  asked  to  get  on 
the  band  wagon,  so  to  speak,  began  giv- 
ing money  away  to  help  various  plans 
to  bring  the  people  here.  For  three 
years  the  city  was  library  mad,  and  it 
was  the  'Library  party'  that  won  at  tlie 
last  election.  Many  people  v.ould  not 
come  to  the  library  because  they  were 
not  dressed  well  enough.  This  Is  why 
we  give  out  suits  of  clothes.  On  Satur- 
day afternoons  w'e  ^ve  all  the  young 
men  neckties;  ctti  rainy  days  we  give 
away  umbrellas, "ruli^rer  shoes  and  rain 
coats.  It  is  triie  th^^re  has  been  some 
little  complaint  libotit  the  rain  coats 
given  on  the  ItkVt  rainy  day,  but  the 
superintendent  of  the  gentlemen's  fur- 
nishing department  (he  is  also  in  charge 
of  the  periodical  dlviWon  of  the  library) 
has  looked  Into  the  matter  and  assures 
me  that  the  next  consignment  is  above 
reproach.  '        ' 

"We  have  a  vaudeville  entertainment 
In  the  biographical  room  on  Wednes- 
day: free  tickets-^o  qil  the  theaters  are 
judiciously  dlst^^^utefl.  To  catch  the  so- 
ciety folks  we  ha-ve  bridge  whist  rooms, 
and  on  every  second  Monday  the  Lib- 
rary Cotillion  club  meets  In  the  po- 
litical economy  room.  There  are  100 
vitascope  and  music  boxes  scattered 
throughout  the  building.  There  is  a 
smoking  room  for  gentlemen,  and  In 
front  of  each  lady  reader  there  Is  a 
small  niche  In  the  table  where  she  may 
put  her  gum.  I  am  now  trying  to  in- 
duce a  charitable  old  millionaire  to 
provide  a  fund  to  buy  the  gum      and 

"Old  gentlemen  with  bald  heads  are 
given  house  caps  as  they  enter,  while 
people  who  like  fresh  air  are  provided 
with  electric  fans.  There^  are  thirty 
opticians  In  attendance " 

Just  then  there  was  a  noise  of  a 
scuffle:  it  came  through  the  open  win- 
dow which  overtooked  the  main  read- 
ing room.  We  both  .lumped  up.  A  tall 
man  In  uniform  had  his  knee  on  the 


chest  of  a  prostrate  victim.  After 
pulling  something  from  him  he  pro- 
ceeded .with  the  aid  of  an  assistant,  to 
tie  a  pair  of  spectacles  over  his  eyes. 

There  you  are!  That's  It!"  ex- 
claimed itr.  Wllburforce,  with  evident 
delight.  "An  everyday  occurrence.  Our 
opticians  examine  everybody's  eyes  as 
they  go  in  and  give  them  the  glasses 
they  need.  It  is  compulsory  to  wear  the 
spectacles  assigned,  but  frequently 
strangers  to  the  city,  who  have  not 
been  in  the  habit  of  wearing  glasses, 
try  to  fool  us  by  hiding  them  away 
when  they  get  to  their  seats.  But  they 
can't  fool  us,"  he  added,  with  a  chuckle, 
rubbing  his  bloodless  hands  together 
and  turning  his  back  on  the  scene  in 
the  main  reading  room,  where  the 
reader  and  the  optician  were  still  roll- 
ing about,  struggling  on  the  floor.  "By 
and  by  people  will  learn  that  when  we 
say  'wear  glas.ses'  we  mean  it.  and  that 
we  mean  also  to  enforce  the  law.  Before 
we  start  on  our  trip  through  the  library 
I  shall  take  you  into  t.he  health  de- 
partment."  

"Have  you  many  books  on  health?"  I 
asked,  as  we  neared  the  doors  over 
wlhlch  was  the  sign  "Health."  and 
through  which  many  people  were  going 
In.  but  no  one  coming  out. 

"None  at  all.  none  at  all.  Books  on 
health  are  not  allowed  In  the.  library. 
Modern  library  science  regards'  them  as 
the  most  Injurious  of  all  literature. 
People  who  read  them  are  always  pick- 
ing 3Ut  the  wrong  thing  to  do;  con.oump- 
tlves  are  always  trying  to  follow  the  ad- 
vice given  to  strong-lunged  people. 
Chronic  rheumatics  try  to  Imitate  ath- 
letes, and  so  does  the  Injurious  work  go 
on.  We  have  taken  out  all  books  on 
health,  and  In  their  place  we  now  have 
the  health  department.  Ttie  health 
board  was  at  one  time  a  separate  and 
powerful  department  of  the  city  govern- 
ment, but  now  it  is  an  adjunct  of  the 
library.  The  advantages  of  this  are 
manifold.  People  who  were  In  the  habit 
of  spending  hours  in  a  library  trying  to 
find  out  what  was  the  matter  with  them, 
and  how  the.v  could  cure  it,  now  go  to 
the  health  department  and  learn  Just 
what  they  want  In  a  minute.  The  as- 
sistant librarian,  who  Is  president  of 
the  health  board.  Is  also  chief  priest  of 
the  reading  cure  sect,  which  has  sup- 
planted the  faith  curlsts.  When  the 
city's  physicians  are  called  to  attend  the 
sick  poor,  instead  of  taking  a  satchel  of 
medicines  and  instruments,  they  carry 
a  bundle  of  books.  Some  truly  miracu- 
lous cures  have  been  wrought  in  this 
way.    For  Instance: 

"A  man  who  was  dying  of  heart  dis- 
ease, consumption,  kidney  trouble,  rheu- 
matism, neuralgia,  spinal  meningitis 
and  chilblains  was  made  to  sit  up  by  the 
reading  of  a  single  poem  by  Ella  TMheeler 
Wilcox.  Another  who  hadn't  had  the 
use  of  his  limbs  for  three  years  listened 
quietly  to  a  chapter  of  'Eben  Holden,' 
then  suddenly  threw  away  his  crutches 
and  ran  three  miles." 

We  passed  into  the  health  department. 
A  row  of  physicians  were  vaccinating  a 
long  line  of  would-be  readers. 

"Before  going  into  the  library,"  said 
Mr.  Wllburforce,  "every  one  must  be 
vaccinated  and  receive  antitoxin.  If 
you  notice,  those  being  vaccinated  are 
standing  over  what  appears  to  be  a 
radiator;  in  reality  It  Is  our  quick  fumi- 
gating machine,  which  assures  safety  to 
all,  as  any  person  standing  there  three 
minutes  is  rendered  absolutely  Innocu- 
ous. This  was  brought  about  by  the 
discovery  that  in  books  are  many  germs 
capable  of  spreading  disease." 

We  then  passed  Into  the  library  proper. 
The  first  room  that*  we  entered  was 
called  the  new  book  room,  and  this,  I 
was  assured,  was  the  most  popular.  It 
was  crowded  at  the  time. 

"We  get  a  new  novel  every  hour,  and 
as  these  books  are  brought  to  us  fresh 
from  the  bindery  by  our  special  messen- 
gers, employed  for  that  purpose,  they 
are  placed  In  the  refrigerating  depart- 
ment for  a  half  hour  to  cool.  When  the 
copy  can  be  handled  without  burning 
one's  hands.  It  Is  nailed  to  one  of  the 
moving  tables  which  you  see.  the  crank 
is  turned  and  the  book  Is  started  down 
the  line.  At  the  end  of  an  hour  another 
book  Is  started  In  the  same  way.  and  In 
this  fashion  a  person  who  has  secured  a 
seat  near  the  distributing  desk  can  keep 
up  with  the  popular  novels  of  the  day. 
The  man  who  has  seat  No.  1  has  been 
there  four  weeks.  He  has  developed  a 
fine  speed,  being  able  to  read  a  book  'n 
a  half  hour,  which  enables  him  to  get  a 
little  sleep  between  books.  He  Is  be- 
ginning to  get  fagged,  and  the  sporting 
edition  of  the  Chronicle  said  this  morn- 
ing that  he  would  last  only  a  few  days 
more.  The  man  in  No.  2  Is  a  newcomer. 
The  woman  who  had  that  seat  gave 
promise  of  being  a  prize  reader,  having 
had  the  position  three  weeks,  and  still 
being  fresh,  when  her  husband  died.  She 
tried  to  get  his  relatives  to  put  off  the 
funeral,  but  at  the  end  of  a  week  thev 
Insisted  on  burying  him.  She  Is  now  at 
the  end  of  the  line,  but  I  still  hope  to 
see  her  In  flrst  place." 

We  went  down  a  flight  of  steps.  My 
guide  turned  up  his  coat  collar  and  ad- 
vised me  to  do  the  same. 

"We  are  now  In  the  cold  storage 
room,"  he  said,  as  we  entered  a  draughty 
place  The  temperature  could  not  have 
been  more  than  10  degrees  Fahrenheit, 
but  even  at  that,  steam  was  coming  from 
many  of  the  small  compartments  in  the 
refrigerators  that  lined  the  room.  He 
onened  one  of  the  little  doors,  wet  his 
finger  and  touched  a  book  that  lay  with- 
in. A  hissing  sound  showed  Its  high 
temperature.  .v,.^^ 

"We've  had  that  work  there  three 
months,  but  have  not  been  able  to  get  it 
at  a  heat  at  which  It  may  safely  be 
handled.  It  is  Hallle  Erminie  ^l^^s 
latest  work.  Put  more  Ice  on  that,  he 
said  sadly  to  the  attendant  as  we 
mounted  the  steps  again. 

Our  next  visit  was  to  the  Insomnia 
Room.  Here  we  found  "R«<?hf  d  Car- 
vel" dramatizations  of  E.  E.  Rose,  the 
works  of  Harry  Thurston  Peck  and 
many,  many  copies  of  'The  Bookman.^ 
The  room  was  filled  with  readers,  each 
provided  with  a  lounge.      They  were  all 

"You  do  not  need  to  walk  so  softly," 
said  my  guide,  "you  could  not  v.ake 
them  If  you  tried.  We  only  let  desperate 
cases  In  here,  people  whom  our  physi- 
cians are  certain  have  not  slept  In  years. 
The  average  man  would  not  v/ake  up 
after  reading  tht  books  kept  here,  and 
even  many  of  these  people  are  only 
brought  to  life  again  by  the  Jse  <  f  elec- 
tricity. 

"Shall  I  show  you  next  the  sterilized 
editions  of  Marie  Corelll.  our  malted 
copies  of  Edwin  Markham  or  the  un- 
fermented  collection  of  Mary  Wllklns? 
A  new  machine  that  has  just  been  put 
In  would  Interest  you,  I  am  sure.  We 
put  In  a  book  at  one  end,  turn  the  crank 
and  get  out  two  copies  suited  to  different 
readers.  Thus,  we  have  the  Henry 
James  Souffle  and  the  Henry  James  with 
a  plot  Injected,  or  Edith  Wharton  as  Ae 
would  have  written  If  she  hadn  t  read 
Meredith  and  James,  and  vjith  Whurtcn 
with  titles  that  .•»nni.v  to  her  books."

Temperature. 

Pittsburg,  July  4.— Frequent  heavy 
show-?rs  during  the  last  twenty-four  hours 
have,  it  is  thought,  effectually  broken  the 
hot  spell.  At  10  a.  mi  the  mercuiy  stc^rd 
at  77  degi  ees.  The  sun  has  been  obscured 
by  clouos  all  morning  ajid  the  weather  is 
Hihreatering.

WITH  A  TRAPPER. 

In  187S  I  spent  two  months  in  the  Price 
county  woods  in  company  wiln  a  hunter 
and  trapper  who  had  never  seeti  a  theater 
or  a  street  car,  and  who  could  neither 
read  nor  write,  said  Otis  Harper,  of  Me- 
nominee, according  to  the  Milwaukee 
Sentinel.  "I  was  threatened  with  con- 
sumption and  mv  parents  took  the  advice 
of  an  old  physician  in  Green  Bay.  where 
we  th'^n  hved,  and  started  me  out  into 
the  forest.  It  might  have  been  a  false 
alarm  but  I  doubt  it.  1  cooildn't  eat  or 
sleep  and  was  losing  flesh  rapidly.  So  I 
was  put  In  charge  of  Bill  Ostrand«,r,  the 
trapoer  and  hunter  referred  to.  who  was 
raised  in  the  valley  of  the  Kickapoo  in 
Vernon  county.  He  was  told  that  I  should 
not  leave  the  woods  for  sixty  days,  and  I 
didn't  see  a  soul  but  Bill  during  that 
time.  In  a  week  I  was  leading  the  old 
trapper  by  several  laps  at  ;very  uieal  we 
ate  in  out  old  shacK,  and  inside  of  a 
month  I  ci.uld  tote  a  pack  weighing  150 
pounds  and  follow  him  mile  after  mile  en 
a  pair  of  snow  shoes.  The  smell  of  the 
pines,  ihe  crisp,  cold  air,  everythln^'^ur- 
roundtng  me.  seemed  to  be  bracing.  We 
even  slept  out  of  doors  while  :he  ther- 
mometer was  below  zero  and  I  never  once 
coughed.  — 

"Bill  Ostrander  was  one  of  the  best  trap 
pers  in  Wisconsin,  and  although  ignor- 
ant as  a  mule,  so  far  as  books  .ir?  con- 
cerned, was  hlgbl.v  educated  in  woodcrafts 
He  knew  everything  worth  knowing  about 
the  habits  of  the  wild  anlmjtls  of  the  for- 
ests, but  not  from  the  books.  We  caught 
900  marltn  and  a  number  of  beaver  and 
otter,  all  of  which  were  plentiful  twenty 
years  ago. 

"Ostrander  had  an  orIgIn.il  sch?me  for 
catchi:ip  marten.  We  would  kill  a  porcu- 
pine, cook  him  whole,  tie  a  rope  around 
the  carcass  and  drag  him  across  count?y, 
stopping  evcrj-  few  hundred  feet  to  bore 
a  hole  with  an  Inch  augur  in  a  tree.  Just 
above  thir  hole  we  would  drive  a  horse- 
shoe nail,  allowing  the  point  to  slant  down 
Into  the  hole,  pointing  inward.  Then  we 
would  shove  a  small  piece  of  the  cooked 
porcunine  Into  the  far  end  of  the  augur 
nole  aJid  march  on,  repeating  the  perform- 
ance dozens  of  times  durlne  the  day.  all 
the  time  dragging  the  cooked  poi'cuplne 
over  the  snow  or  ground  to  leave  the  trail 
for  the  martens  to  follow— and  If  they 
were  In  the  neighborhood  they  followed  it 
to  their  doom.  They  like  nothln»r  better 
ihan  cookei'  porcupine,  and  w^ould  shove 
their,  noses,  which  are  much  like  a  weas- 
el's. Into  the  augtir  holes,  but  thev  could 
never  pull  them  out  for  In  attemntlng  It 
they  drove  the  sharp  point  of  the  nail 
Into  the  bnck  cf  the  neck.  There  they 
would  hang  until  we  came  back  over  the 
route  the  next  dav  to  gather  their  skins. 
A  marten  Is  a  fool  animal,  and  one  of  the 
few  you  can  Induce  to  walk  blindly  into 
such.i  slniple  trap. 

"Did  vo;i  ever  see  an  otter  at  nliy?  T« 
Is  a  larreit  sl.eht.  They  are  lust  like  chil- 
dren and  very  fond  of  sliding  down  hill. 
I  saw  ctter.  that  winter,  a  jrreat  many 
times,  go  to  the  top  of  a  high  hill  that 
was  covered  with  snow  and  slide  to  the 
bottom  one  after  the  other,  and  th«=<n 
scamper  back  to  the  top.  repeating  the  ^ 
performance  over  and  over. 

"Th^v  travel  across  country,  sometimes 
going  twenty  miles  from  one  cre*>k  lo  an- 
other, .'ind  when  they  come  to  a  hill  .vhere 
there  is  a  good  chance  for  a  slide  they 
stop  and  frolic  like  so  many  younrsterw, 
Thev  have  their  favorlt*»  pl^ce*.  and  the 
higher  and  steeper  the  hill  the  better  they 
lik«»  it."

Nothing     Done    Toward 
Getting  Detention  Hos- 
pital For  Insane. 

Duluth  has  a  detention  hospital  for 
the  Insane  coming  from  the  state  board 
of  control,  but  nothing  hart  been  done  In 
regard  to  It  so  far.  though  Six  months 
have  elapsed  since  the  state  legisla- 
ture authorized  such  Institutions  In 
cities  of  over  50.000  inhabitants. 

The  law  does  not  neceseaiily  call  for 
a  building  for  this  purpose,  but  it  does 
reouire  that  arrangements  shall  be 
made  for  the  temporary  care  of  the  In- 
sane in  cases  where  it  is  thought  that  a 
short  delay  will  obviate  the  necessity  of 
lending  the  patient  to  the  asylum  for 
The  insane.  This  may  be  a  ward  n  a 
hospital,  or  any  other  suitable  place 
The  measure  is  an  excellent  one,  the 
atithonties  say.  and  they  further  ^y 
that  it    cannot     be    provided     any  too 

^There  are  many  reasons  why  It  is  de- 
sirable. The  matter  of  expense  la  not 
intonsidemble.  The  expense  of  takin? 
a  patient  to  an  asylum  for  the  insane  s 
quite  large,  and  it  could  be  avoided  in 
many  cases  if  there  was  a  place  of  de- 
tention. Furthermore,  the  county  has 
o  pav-  it.  and  if  the  place  of  de  entlon 
provided  by  law  Is  used  the  state  is 
required  to  foot  the  bill.  In  full  half 
of  the  ca.=es  that  go  through  the  pro- 
hate  court  the  patients  recover  In  a 
short  time,  their  aberrations  «<  Jih^ 
being  due  to  temporary  causes  that  are 
removed  when  the  patients  are  con-

Start  Up  In  Few 

Days. 


Machinists'  Strike  Is  De* 

laying     Opening    of 

Match  Factory. 


These     Two     Industrial 

Plants  Will  Be  Warmly 

Welcomed. 


Kxperts  are  Ijusv  at  the  plant  of  the 
Diiluth  Box  comi)any  installing  machin- 
ery. As  previously  announced,  the  com- 
jmny  ha.s  lease<l  the  planing  mill  of  the 
MeiTlli  &  Rinjj  Lumber  company.  Five 
costly  machines,  to  be  used  in  the  malt- 
ing of  boxes,  are  already  in  place,  and 
they  are  to  be  followed  hy  three  more, 
making  eight  in  all.  The  strilte  of  the 
machinists  in  the  East  ha.s  caused  delay 
Jn  having  the  plant  ready  for  operation. 
The  machines  for  the  factory  all  come 
from  Rochester.  N.  Y..  and  advices  from 
these  state  that  the  delayed  consign- 
ment of  machinery  will  be  forwarded 
within  a  few  day^.  It  is  now  believeii 
that  the  factory  can  be  started  within 
tlie  next  two  weeks. 

Abuut  thirty  workmen  will  be  em- 
ployed at  the  start,  and  this  number 
may  be  au^nunted  later.  Skilled  em- 
ployes will  lie  required  to  operate  the 
n-.achines,  but  the  remainder  of  the  help 
will  be  secure*!  in  Duluth  if  ix)S8lble. 
Considerable  lumber  for  use  at  the  fac- 
tory has  already  been  purchased  at 
local  mills.  Norway  pine  i«  used  almost 
exclu.«ively.  The  company  owns  a  mill 
at  Spider  Lake.  Wis.,  about  twenty 
miles  west  of  Ashland,  and  the  product 
of  their  own  mill  will  be  used  largely 
at  the  new  factory. 

The  plant  is  equipped  to  make  boxes 
of  all  sizes.  A  considerable  portion  of 
tl\e  output  will  be  shipied  to  Tona- 
wanna,  N.  Y..  from  which  point  the 
Eatstern  trade  will  be  supplied. 

Mes.sTS.  J.  Smeaton  and  (ieorge  Lam- 
phler.  of  the  company,  have  recently 
moved  to  Duluth  from  Tonawanda,  in 
order  to  be  In  a  pogition  to  give  the 
operation  of  the  plant  their  personal 
supervision.  Other  Bastern  parties  are 
Identified  with  the  company. 

The  new  factory  will  start  out  with  a 
patronage  already  assured,  and  as  they 
are  equipped  to  manufacture  anything 
for  which  they  receive  an  t>rder,  there 
Is  no  dxiubt  of  a  prosperous  future  for 
the  new  enterprise. 

AFFECTED  BY  STRIKE. 
Although  no  factories  or  shops  In  Du- 
luth are  affected  by  the  machinists' 
strike,  still  it  is  making  its  intluence 
felt  in  various  ways  In  this  city.  This 
is  notably  the  case  in  plants  where  new 
machinery  is  to  Ije  Installed.  Were  it 
not  for  the  stj-ike  the  factory  of  the 
Duluth  Match  company,  at"  the  old 
Marinette  Iron  works,  in  West  Duluth. 
would  now  be  in  operatum.  The  man- 
agement etatcv:]  some  weoks  ago  that 
the  plant  would  be  iiroducing  matches 
July  4.  but  the  unexpected  has  hap- 
pened, and  now  it  is  given  out  that  the 
factory  cannot  possibly  be  placed  In 
readinees  for  operation  before  Aug.  1. 
Most  of  the  new  machinery  is  already 
In  place,  but  there  is  some  of  the  in- 
voice which  still  remains  at  the  factory 
In  the  E^ast.  The  firm  has  constantly 
reiterated  its  promise  that  the  machin- 
ery would  be  shipped  at  an  early  date, 
but  there  are  still  several  pieces  to  be 
received.  The  Eastern  firm  Is  power- 
less on  account  of  the  strike  of  the 
machiniste,  and  there  seems  to  be  no 
Lnimediate  pQssJbility  of  a  eettlement. 
This  particular  factorj-  Is  operating 
with  about  half  of  its  complement  of 
men.  At  this  time  there  seems  to  be  no 
possible  doubt  that  matches  made  !/• 
uluth  will  be  on  the  market  early  In 
August.  Two  hundred  people  will  l>e 
employed  at  the  outset.  al>out  half  of 
this  number  to  be  men  and  the  remain- 
der girls  and  boys.  As  previously 
stated,  the  skilled  operatives,  who  will 
take  charge  of  the  intricate  machinery, 
will  come  from  outside  Duluth,  but  as 
far  as  possible  the  employes  will  be  se- 
cured in  this  city. 

WEST  DULUTH  BRIEFS. 

The  rain  of  last  night  failed  to 
dampen  the  enthusiasm  of  West  Du- 
luthions,  and  the  nation's  birthday  is 
being  observed  according  to  the  per- 
sonal inclination  of  the  citizens.  The 
cars  going  to  Duluth  this  morning 
were  laden  with  people,  who  are  not  to 
be  denied  the  pleasures  of  a  holiday,  no 
matter  how  inclement  the  weather.

Someone  Had   Evidently 

Been  Stringing  Agent 

Withrow. 

Humane  Officer  Withrow,  hearing  a 
report  that  "Bosco,  the  Wild  Man  from 
Borneo,"  with  the  Pawnee  Bill  side  show, 
was  insane  and  fit  for  an  asylum,  that

One  of  the 
latter  says  that  the  "wild  man"  Is  far 
from  being  the  Idiot  that  some  of  the 
reports,  evidently  sent  out  for  advertis- 
ing purposes,  have  alleged  him  to  be.

Defeated  Pennsylvania  In 

Final  Heat. 

Most  Exciting  Race  Ever 
Seen  at  Henley. 


Henley,  July  5.— To  the  disappoint- 
ment of  all  the  Americans  at  Henley,  the 
Leander  Rowing  club  crew  this  morn- 
ing defeated  the  crew  of  the  university 
of  Pennsylvania  In  tfie  final  heat  for  the 
grand  challenge  cup.  There  was  bright 
sunshine,  and  puffy  cross  winds  blew 
from  the  Bucks  shore,  slightly  favoring 
the  Leander's  station.  The  followers  of 
the  British  crew  evinced  ttie  greatest 
confidence  and  Leander  money  was 
everywhere  available,  but  their  confi- 
dence never  exceeded  anything  beyond 
even  money.  The  Pennsylvanlans' 
friends  picked  up  several  hundred 
pounds,  and  a  Philadelphia  occupant  of 
a  boathouse  Is  said  to  have  Invested 
£500  in  favor  of  his  crew. 

The  Pennsylvanians  reached  their 
boathouse  at  11  o'clock,  apparently  as 
fit  as  possible,  while  many  of  the  fol- 
lowers of  the  red  and  blue  showed  marks 
of  the  intence  strain  of  the  final  minutes. 
The  crew  stripped,  chatted  and  laughed 
as  cooly  as  though  going  out  for  practice. 

Ellis  Ward,  the  American  coach, 
placed  a  miniature  American  flag  upon 
the  rudder  of  his  boat  as  the  coxswain 
came  to  the  boathouse,  and  said  to 
Smith: 

"Keep  that  as  far  ahead,  my  boy,  as 
you  can."

•  Both  crews  at  the  start  showed  no 
trace  of  nervousness,  and  were  s^nt 
away  In  capital  style,  the  Penn«^ylvani- 
ans  rowing  forty-three  to  the  minute 
and  I..eander  rowing  forty-two.

end  of  Temple  island  the  Americans  led 
by  a  third  of  a  length.  At  Fawley  the 
time  was  3  minutes  25  2-6  seconds,  with 
Leander  three  feet  ahead.  From  there- 
on It  was  a  spleiidid  struggle,  out  of 
which  the  Leanders  gained  Inch  by  inch. 
The  mile  was  rearhed  in  5  minutes  16 
seconds,  with  the  I^eanders  half  a  length 
ahead,  which  they  increased  to  three- 
qimrters  of  a  length.  At  the  Isthmian 
the  Pennsylvanians  made  a  desperate 
spurt,  but  It  was  of  n(^  avail,  and  two 
men  weakened  perceptibly  opposite  the 
grand  stand.  The  (..eanders  won  by  a 
length  In  7  minutes  4  4-5  seconds. 

"It  was  a  grand  race,"  said  Coach 
Ward,  as  the  Leanders  cro8se«d  the  fin- 
ish line.  "We  wer--  simply  outrowed, 
and  have  no  objectl'  n  to  make." 

It  certainly  was  tli'>  beet  and  most  ex- 
citing tussle  ever  se^  n  at  Henley.  There 
aws  scarcely  the  advantage  of  three 
feet  In  the  Leander .-  station. 

The  cheering  for  the  contestants  as 
they  struggled  for  the  lead  was  terrific. 
Even  Henley  had  never  before  heard 
such  wild  applause  ;<»  greeted  the  Penn- 
sylvanians and  the  I.,e«nders  all  down 
the  course,  and  thr  cheering  was  de- 
lirious from  the  pai  tieians  of  the  Lean- 
ders as  the  latter's  !  lat  crossed  the  line 
at  the  finish  ahead  f  the  Pennsylvani- 
ans.

Philadelphia,  July  5. — There  were  two 

deaths  from  heat  and  ten  prostrations 
reported  up  to  10  o'clock  this  morning, 
when  the  government  thermometer 
registered  86  degrees,  a  rise  of  6  degres 
since  8  o'clock.  The  day  promises  to  be 
very  uncomfortable,  as  the  humidity 
registers  79  per  cent. 

Washington,  July  5. — Today  opened 
warm  again,  with  the  mercury  stand- 
ing at  86  at  10  a.  m.  In  the  thermometer 
et  the  weather  bureau.  This  was  a  rise 
of  6  degrees  in  a  little  less  than  an  hour 
and  a  half.  The  downtown  thermome- 
ters, about  10  o'clock,  registered  88. 
There  is  no  break  of  a  permanent  char- 
acter In  the  heat  wave  yet  in  sight  in 
this  section. 


St.  Louis,     July  5.— At     8    a.  m.     the 
thermometer  registered  86  decrees. 


Kansas  City,  July  5.— Although  the 
atmosphere  seemed  stifling,  the  gov- 
ernment thermometer  registered  only  82 
degrees  at  8  a.  m.  The  first  death  from 
heat  was  reported  during  the  night. 


Cleveland,  July  5. — The  total  precipi- 
tation of  rain  in  this  city  during  the. 
night  was  1.54  inches.  The  storm  was 
the  most  violent  of  the  summer.  Nearly 
every  f^treet  car  in  the  city,  as  well  as 
the  6Uburl>an  roads,  were  tied  up  as  the 
result  of  prostrated  trolley  wires  or 
washouts.  Hundreds  of  telephones  were 
burned  out  by  lightning.  The  telegraph 
companies  also  suffered  much  damage. 
The  heavy  rain  caused  a  sharp  drop  in 
temperature,  the  government  thermom- 
eter early  today  registering  75  degrees.

Louis,  according  to  the  official  obser- 
vations taken  at  8  o'clock,  were  at  that 
hour  the  hottest  cities  in  the  United 
States.  Both  recorded  84,  which  is  9  de- 
grees above  the  average  for  this  week 
of  July  during  the  past  thirty  years. 
Relief  has  come  in  New  England  and 
the  temperature  is  below  the  season- 
able average  there.

This  Item  In  the  month- 
ly reports  of  the  office  have  led  some 
people,  strange  as  It  may  seem.  to 
think  that  the  clerk  was  not  very 
rapid  in  making  his  collections  from 
the  county.  There  Is  no  collection  for 
work  done  for  the  county.

Want  County  to  Pay  Small- 
pox Bills. 

Three  more  apr>ea]s  from  the  action  of 
the  county  board  In  refusing  to  pay  the 
e.rpenses  of  range  towns  and  villages  in 
caring  for  smallpox  cases  have  been  made 
to  the  district  court.  The  village  of  Hib 
blng  had  a  claim  of  $5406.90,  the  town.ship 
of  Ml3sul>e  Mountain  has  a  claim  of 
$3037.83;  and  the  township  of  Stunts  had 
a  claim  of  $513.16,  all  of  which  were  turned 
down  by  the  board  of  county  commission- 
ers. Similar  action  by  the  board  In  a  num- 
ber of  other  bills  have  been  followed  by 
ap|>eals,  and  the  district  court  at  the  next 
term  will  be  asked  to  pass  on  the  ques- 
tion of  whether  the  county  has  to  reim- 
burse the  cities,  towns  and  villages  for 
their  expenses.  So  far  the  city  of  Duluth 
has  not  presented  a  bill  for  Its  smallpox 
expenses.

After  seven  years  of  quiet,  thorough 
work,  the  Woman's  hospital  on  East 
First  street  Is  to  be  closed.  The  work 
has  outgrown  its  pr^-sent  quarters  and 
no  other  building  can  be  found  to  rent. 
In  view  of  the  fact  that  Duluth  is  build- 
ing one  hospital  at  present,  it  was 
thought  unwise  to  try  to  solicit  funds 
for  another  building.  The  lack  of  a 
building  suitable  for  progressive  hos- 
pital work  is  the  only  reason  for  closing 
an  institution  that  Ls  so  well  established 
and  so  much  needed. 

During  the  seven  years'  existence  of 
th«  hospital  it  has  c  >ne  valuable  work 
and  has  made  a  record  that  It  can  leave 
with  pride.  Some  of  the  facts  and  sta- 
tistics connected  w  th  the  Institution 
will  be  of  interest  at  this  time,  and  they 
have  been  prepared  by  the  board  of  di- 
rectors, consisting  of:  Mrs.  W.  C.  Ag- 
new,  president;  Mrs.  T.  W.  Hoopes.  vice 
president;  Mrs.  J.  T.  Hale,  secretary  and 
trea.surer;  Mrs.  C.  F.  Leland,  Mrs.  S.  H. 
Rothermel  and  Mrs.  H.  C.  Crawford. 

The  Women's  host  ital  was  opened  In 
December,  1893.  and  waa  incorporated 
In  Novembfr.  1|98.  From  December, 
1893,  to  AprlT  1,  19'a.  816  women  and 
children  have  been  a  imitted  to  the  hos- 
pital. Of  these  thein  were  357  medical 
cases.  172  surgical  (  ises.  262  obstetrical 
cases  and  53  unfortunate  women  have 
been  cared  for. 

The  growth  has  been  steady.  In 
1893-94  69  patients  w  re  admitted.  Last 
year  there  were  i:'.-  patients.  In  the 
seven  years  ther^  h  ive  been  28  deaths. 
The  benefits -of  the  Institution  have  been 
distributed  among  all  natl  )nalitles,  and 
all  forms  of*  religious  belief  have  been 
represented  aMnong  ihe  inmates.  There 
have  been:  tuthenwis.  150;  Methodists. 
73;  Presbyterians  6s.  Episcopalians,  55; 
Catholics,  86;  Conffregatlonalists.  15; 
Baptists.  33;  UnitaMans,  4;  Jewish.  15; 
unclassified.)  327. ;  The  management  is 
not  sectarian.  • 

The  Income  ^rom  jiatlents  and.a,  small 
monthly  doniitton  from  the  city  not 
being  sufficient  to  r  ilntain  the  hospital, 
the  association  has  been  obliged-  to  sup- 
plement this  by  ab'.ut  $500  a  year.  This 
has  been  done  by  neans  of  entertain- 
ments, subscriptjo  is  and  a.ssoclatlon 
dues  ($1  per  year)  Such  money  has 
been  used  for  ftbspital  appliances,  for 
charltv.  and  for  making-  good  the  usual 
losses  due  to  uncollected  accounts.  The 
charity  work  done  cannot  be  computed, 
but  the  b  joks  of  the  hospital  show  300 
days'  charity  work,  or  an  average  of  114 
days  for  each  year  of  the  hospital's  ex- 
istence. 

The  hospital  has  been  sustained  and 
managed  by  a  small  number  of  women 
who  have  given  much  time  and  labor  to 
the  task,  and  it  is  with  much  regret  that 
they  find  themselves  forced  to  give  up 
the  work.

Agricultural  Society's 

Receiver. 


He  Charges  Hr.  Scovill 

With    Incompetence 

and  Negligence 


Asks  His    Removal  and 

Appointment  of 

New  Man. 


Edward  McCue,  one  of  the  creditors 
of  the  St.  Louis  County  Agricultural  so- 
ciety, is  dissatlsfled  with  the  present  re- 
ceiver, and  he  has  applied  to  the  district 
court  for  a  change  in  a  very  decided 
manner.  His  petition  for  the  ch'inge, 
which  is  i">awn  up  by  his  attorney.  S. 
L.  Smith,  formerly  city  attorney,  has 
been  filed  In  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the 
district  court. 

He  charges  that  the  present  receiver, 
Josiah  B.  Scovill,  is  "Incompetent,  in- 
efftclent  and  negligent,  and  wholly  un- 
fitted to  perform  the  duties  of  his  office; 
that  though  requested  by  the  court,  and 
particularly  by  a  judge  thereof,  he  has 
neglected  and  refused  to  make  a  proper 
or  any  report  of  his  doings  as  receiver; 
that  he  has  collected  moneys  to  the 
amount  of  $200,  which  he  retains  and 
fails  to  report  to  the  court  or  a.ccount 
for.  and  which  have  not  t>een  applied  to 
the  payment  of  claims  against  the  so- 
ciety, and  that  he  has  failed  and  ne- 
glected to  collect  or  attempt  to  collect 
other  moneys  due  the  society,  which 
money<3  petitioner  Is  advised  are  due 
and  collectable." 

Continuing  his  charges.  Mr.  McCue 
avers  that  tCie  receiver  could  have  rent- 
ed the  grounds  and  buildings  and  made 
several  hundreds  of  dollars  out  of  it, 
but  that  he  negligently  permitted  divers 
persons  to  use  the  grounds  and  build- 
ings without  compensation,  and  that 
meantime  he  has  wrongfuljy  expended 
moneys  to  keep  the  fences  and  track  in 
repair.  Mr.  McCune  also  charges  that 
the  receiver  has  negligently  permitted  a 
default  judgment  for  rent  to  be  entered 
against  the  society,  without  any  Investi- 
tlon,  protest  or  defense. 

He  asks  that  the  receiver  be  removed 
and  some  competent  person  be  appointed 
to  fill  the  place,  and  that  Receiver  Sco- 
vill be  required  to  account  to  the  court 
for  his  doings.  The  matter  will  come  up 
in  special  term  of  district  court  tomor- 
row morning,  a  note  of  issue  having 
been  filed. 

The  complaint  about  the  Judgments 
refers  to  the  fact  that  Henry  W.  Wheel- 
er, the  owner  of  t<ie  grounds,  recently 
got  judgment  for  $1000  for  rent  against 
the  society,  together  with  an  order  for 
the  sale  of  the  buildings  to  pay  the 
rent.

Is  tlie  Imperial  City  Shorn  of 
Its  Glamour. 

Seldom  has  a  population  had  to  suffer 
so  severely  for*  the  sins  of  Its  rulers  as  the 
misguided  people  of  Northern  China.  I 
have    seen    countries   devastated    by    war 

during  the  Franco-German  struggle  and 
during  the  Russian  campaign  in  the  Bal- 
kans, writes  the  Pekln  correspondent  of 
the  London  Times,  but  none  presented 
such  a  scene  of  desolation  as  the  region 
traversed  by  the  railway  between  the 
mouth  of  the  Pei-ho  and  Peking.  It  Is,  of 
course.  In  many  cases,  difllcuU  to  distin- 
guish between  the  destruction  wrought  by 
the  Boxers  and  the  Chinese  troop^  and 
that  inflicted  by  the  allied  forces,  and. 
as  far  as  the  latter  are  concerned,  allow- 
ance must  be  made  both  for  the  legitimate 
exigencies  of  warfare  and  for  the  natural 
tendency  toward  reprisals  which  a  conflict 
with  a  barbarous  foe  is  t>ound  to  stimu- 
late. Yet  it  cannot,  I  fear,  be  denied  that 
our  vaunted  civilization  has  little  reason 
to  be  proud  of  the  mark  which  It  has  left 
on  Northern  (Shlna  In  the  last  year  of  the 
nineteenth  century.  Not  that  the  Chinese 
themselves  have  any  right  lo  standards, 
they  have  l)een  treated,  on  the  whole, 
with  a  leniency  they  can  hardly  under- 
stand, but  those  are  not  the  standards 
which  Wsetern  nations  nave  set  up  for 
themselves.  From  the  mouth  of  the  Pei- 
ho  to  Tien-Tsin,  and  from  Tien-Tsin  half 
way.  at  least,  to  Peking,  not  a  single  vil- 
lage not  a  single  house  has  been  spared. 
It  Was  formerly  one  of  the  most  prosper- 
ous districts  In  Northern  China;  a  fertile 
agricultural  district  cultlvaled  with  all  the 
patience  and  Industry  of  the  c:hinese  peas- 
ant, who  found  in  the  neighboring  cities 
of  Tien-Tsin  and  Peking  a  ready  market 
for  his  produce.  In  normal  times  it  would 
at  this  season  have  been  covered  with 
winter  crops  ready  to  burai  forth  into 
fruit  at  the  first  approach  of  spring.  To- 
day It  is  a  wilderness.  Not  a  furrow 
breaks  the  monotony  of  the  drab-colored 
waste.  The  once  busy  roads  over  which 
long  strings  of  heavy  Chinese  carts  and 
beasts  of  burden  plowed  their  way  un- 
ceasingly from  market  to  market  are  de- 
serted, the  once  crowded  villages  are 
empty.  The  whol  population  seems  to 
have  disappeared,  save  the  coolies  actually 
impressed  Into  the  service  of  the  allied 
forces.  As  one  nears  Peking  the  desola- 
tion   grows    less    Intense. 

To  the  right  and  to  ihe  left,  especially 
as  one  approaches  Chlen  Men.  great  gaps 
In  the  formerly  unbroken  array  of  gaudy 
shopfronts  and  quaint  signboards  which 
lined  the  long  thoroughfare  on  either  side 
show  the  ravages  of  fire  during  the 
troubles,  one  of  the  grealest  conflagrations 
in  the  Chinese  city  having  been  kindled 
In  the  early  days  by  the  Boxers  them- 
selves, who  Imagined  that  their  tutelary 
deities  would  not  allow  the  flames  to 
spread  beyond  the  solitary  European 
drug  shop  which  they  had  doomed  to  de- 
struction. The  great  tower  surmounting 
the  Chlen  Men  has  Itself  dlsappefired. 
and,  as  one  passes  through  the  central 
archway,  formerly  opened  only  for  im- 
perial processions,  the  long  vista  of  open 
gateways,  through  which  the  eye  plunges 
almost  Into  the  heart  of  the  Forbidden 
City  brings  home  to  him  with  starUlng 
suddenness  the  mV>asalre  of  the  blow 
that  has  been  dealt  to  the  pHde  of  the 
Celestial  Empire.  If  for  a  moment  I  had 
a  feeling  as  of  profanation  at  the^  read- 
fng  of  the  veil  which,  d"rt"»,.S™y/^i?ird 
visit  to  Peking,  invested  with  a  weird 
fascination  the  mysterious  life  concealed 
behind  those'  porta'^s.  that  feeling  ^^^^^^ 
nassed  awav  when,  turning  off  Into  tne 
F^ratlon  Quarter.  I  was  brought  face 
fif^ace  with  the  visible  results  of  the 
consplracT  hatched  behind  the  pink  walls 
of    the   Imperial   palace.   ^.      ,  .^,   ^„ 

Today  It  is  chiefly  In  the  i"*r*eTia.\pa- 
laces  that  one  can  measure  the  lengths 
to  which  some  of  our  allies  have  gone  In 
this  direction.  In  the  Summer  Palace, 
the  mo?t  beautiful  of  all  the  Imperial 
residences,  and.  Indeed,  the  only  one  that 
can  be  called  beautiful,  an  Indian  sen  try 
mounts  guard  over  the  single  chamber 
IS  which  the  British  authorities  have 
sUred  for  safety  the  few  articles  of  in- 
ferior value  left  behind  them  by  the 
Russians  after  they  had  packed  off  all 
the  priceless  treasures  accumulated  by 
the  Dowager  Empress.  The  winter  pal- 
lace  now  Qccunled  bv  Copnl  Waldersee 
and 'the  German  headquarters  staff,  has 
been  stripped  equally  bare,  and  in  the 
Forbidden  Cltv  the  great  bronze  lions 
and  peacocks  in  the  courtyards,  a  few 
of   the   sacrlfical   vessels   in   the   temples.

In  one  of  the 
small  rooms  occupied  by  the  emperor 
one  curious  relic  has,  however,  been  over- 
looked, which  ought  to  have  had  a  pe- 
culiar interest  for  the  Russians.  It  is 
a  piece  of  silver  plate,  representing  Rus- 
sia the  Liberator  restoring  freedom  to 
the  Bulgarian  people.  It  was  originally 
made  by  order  of  the  czar  Alexander 
III.  for  presentation  to  the  Sobranye  at 
Sofia,  but  before  Its  completion  Prince 
Alexander  at  Battenberg  had  lost  favor 
in  the  eyes  of  his  imperial  kinsman,  and 
the  gift  was  never  forwarded  to  Itg  con- 
templated destination.  But  In  1897  an  op- 
portunity was  at  last  found  of  putting 
it  to  a  new  se.  when  Prince  Ukhtomsky 
was  sent  out  with  presents  from  the  czar 
to  the  Son  of  Heaven.  The  date  and  In- 
scription were  altered,  and,  though  many 
of  the  Bulgarian  accessories  still  betrayed 
its  Identity.  It  was  pas.sed  on  to  the  em- 
peror of  China  as  a  symbolical  represen- 
tation of  Russia  the  Liberator  reslorlng 
to  him  the  Leao-tong  Peninsula!  If  the 
Emperor  Kwang  Hsu  has  any  sense  of 
humor  he  must  have  appreciated  the 
grimness  of  the  joke  when  Russia  the 
Liberator  relieved  him  a  few  months  lat- 
er of  all  further  anxiety  about  the  future 

destinies  of  Leao-tong. 
Many  and  great  are  the  outward  ana 
,  visible  changes  which  at  once  strike  the 
eye  of  any  one  who  knew  Peking  in  the 
old  days,  but  there  Is  another  and  mora 
subtle  change  less  easy  to  describe.  Shorn 
of  all  the  mvstery  which  threw  a  weird 
glamor  over  Its  hidden  life,  the  squalor 
of  Pekln  seems  to  stand  out  now  abso- 
lutely naked  and  unshamed.  Formerly 
for  instance,  there  was  at  lea«t  a  sug- 
gestion of  exotic  grandeur  in  the  stately 
outline  of  halls  and  temples  and  the  oc- 
casional shimmer  of  yellow  tiles  througft 
the  trees  which  were  the  only  glimpse 
of  the  Forbidden  City  allowde  to  the 
"outer  barbarian"  from  the  Tartar  walla. 
Omne  Ignotum  pro  magnlflco.  Now  Its 
inmost  sanctuaries  have  been  laid  Mxe. 
The  treasures  of  bygone  centuries  whicli 
may  have  helped  to  disguise  tne  ravages 
of  senile  decay  have  became  the  spoils 
of  the  conquerors,  and  nothing  Is  left  to 
hide  the  decrepitude  of  a  slovenly  old  age. 
The  barbaric  gaudlness  of  the  very  throne 
room  Itself  Is  overlaid  with  the  ae«umu- 
lated  filth  of  years  the  red  an^.'fo'''i2£t 
quer  of  the  pillars  has  peeled  off  In  grej* 
«ibs  cobwebs  and  birds  neets'  defile  tha 
^ntM  ceTllnls.  The  same  atmosphere 
of  dirt,  discomfort  and  neglect  ^TS?^ 
the  orlvate  apartmenU  o' ^'^"^.,"*?P*r£J 
iid  dowager  empress  and  the  dilapidated 
f^mplerilcred  to  the  dynasty.  The  foul 
and  tattered  robes  of  the  few  eunuchs 
who  still  hang  about  the  «mPr'-"^\,P»2*;Sif 
are  only  less  offensive  than  the  oily  smUe 
fo  which  they  train  the'r  evil  counte- 
nances in  the  pres^ce  of  the  hated  fw- 
elgner.  Sturdy  weeds  have  grown  up  be- 
tween the  marble  flags  of  the  fPac»ous 
courts,  and  pools  of  fetid  water  lurk  be- 
neath the  marble  bridges  of  ornamental 
streams  Here  and  there  a  magnificent  ar- 
ray of  gilded  lions  and  bron«e  vases  of 
the  Ming  dynasty  or  the  painted  fretwork 
of  a  cloisonne  screen  behlnci  an  ancestral 
shrine  serves  only  to  heighten  by  force 
of  costrast  the  general  sense  of  desola- 
tion.

It  Is  his  purpo.^  to  modify  the  reg- 
ulations so  as  to  comi>el  this  class  of  pub- 
lication to  pay  8  cents  a  pound  instead  of 
one  as  now.  This  new  regulation.  It  Is 
said    will  be  Issued  In  a  few  days. 

Secretary  Hitchcock  stated,  after  the 
cabinet  meeting,  that  tBe  proclamation 
opening  for  settlement  the  Wichita,  Ki- 
owa and  Comanche  lands  In  Oklahoma 
win  be  given  to  the  press  for  publication 
next  Mond.-iy  morning.

To  Recover  For  Ore. 

The  Iron  Belt  Mining  company  of  Wis- 
consin has  brought  suit  against  the  Du- 
lulh  Furnace  company  in  the  United 
States  court  to  recover  $13,C00  alleged  to  be 
due  aa  damages  by  reason  of  the  failure 
of  the  defendant  to  carry  out  a  contract 
for  the  purchase  of  ore.  The  plaintiff 
claims  to  own  mines  In  Ihe  countj,-  of 
Iron,  In  Wisconsin,  and  to  have  contract- 
-ed  to  deliver  the  defendant  20.000  tons 
of  ore  on  the  cars  In  that  county  dur- 
ing 1900.  The  Iron  was  to  be  at  least  50.94 
per  cenl  metallic  Iron  and  not  to  exceed 
007  in  phosphorus  and  the  price  w.is  to 
be  $2.84  a  ton.  The  plaintiff  claims  that 
the  defendant  never  took  the  ore  and  It 
finally  sold  It  for  $2.16  a  ton.  It  asks  the 
difference  amounting  to  $13,000.

PINGREE'S  HUNT. 

Former  Governor  Tells  How 
He  Killed  Elephant. 

Writing  from  Durban,  South  Africa,  ex- 
Governor  H.  S.  Plngree  thus  describes  his 
first  elephant  hunt,  says  the  Philadelphia 
North  American. 

There  were  four  of  us  who  went  up  from 
Port  Elizabeth  to  Cradock  on  business, 
viz:  Col.  Ell  R.  Sutton,  Walter  Sutton, 
his  brother,  who  is  employed  by  the  colo- 
nial  government   to^  bore   wells;   Joe,    my 

son,  and  myseif-  On  our  way  we  had 
passed  throug-h  the  district  Inhabited  by 
elephants.  A  farmer,  who  lives  about 
ten  or  fifteen  miles  from  Addo,  a  railroad 
station  located  in  the  midst  of  the  ele- 
phant district,  had  persuaded  us  to  stop 
over  on  our  return  for  an  elephant  hunt. 

As  all  the  horses  which  can  be  found  In 
this  part  of  Africa  have  either  been  com- 
isandered  by  hte  British  or  taken  l>y  the 
Boers,  we  were  told  by  Mr.  Willets,  the 
farmer,  that  if  we  accepted  thejrnvitatlon 
it  would  be  necessary  for  us  to  flfid  horses 
for  our  i>arty,  with  the  exception  of  two. 
which  he  had  kept  in  hiding  In  charge  of  ■ 
a  Kaffir  back  in  the  mountains.  One  of 
these,  wtUph  he  said  was  ,the  better  one.  he 
proposedn^hat  I. should  ride,  and  that  he 
would  rid*  the  other.  He  guaraj\teed  that 
the  horse  would  keep  me  out  of  reach  of 
the  elephants,  but  before  giving  him  a  def- 
inite answer  I  told  him  I  would  make 
some  Inquiries  ln|  Oradiock  a^bout  the 
horses,  and  if  I  found  it  was  all  he  had 
described  I  would  agree  to  stop  a  week 
with  him,  if  necessary,  to  shoot  an  ele- 
phant. 

I  found  eut  that  what  Mr.  Willets  said 

fibout  the  horse  was  true.  So,  when  we 
eft  Cradock  at  8:30  o'clock  In  the  fore- 
noon, Addo  was  our  destination.  Walter 
Sutton  had  written  Mr.  Willets  that  we 
would  arrive  either  Tuesday  or  Wednes- 
day (the  second  week  In  April),  and  for 
him  to  make  an  effort  to  secure  three 
horses.  We  arrived  at  Addo  at  3  o'clock 
In  the  afternoon.  Mr.  Willets  was  at  the  . 
station  to  meet  us.  and  he  drove  us  out  to 
his  farm.  Walter  Sutton  had  procured  one 
elephant  gun  in  Cradock,  and  'two  Lee- 
Metford  and  a  Winchester  sporting  rifle. 

A  Kaffir  called  us  promptly  at  6:30 
o'clock  the  next  morning.  He  gave  us  cof- 
fee, and  told  us  the  "Baas"  was  readv.  I 
drank  my  coffee,  put  on  mv  old  whil^e 
shirt  without  the  collar  and  cuffs  and 
went  out  to  see  my  horse.  "All  right," 
he  said.    "It   Is   that   bay  over  youder." 

In  addition  to  my  rifle  I  carried  Joe's 
revolver,  so  that  he  could  carry  a  kodak. 
The  Dutchman  said  if  we  got  In  clo.se 
range  he  could  shoot  an  elephant's  eye 
out  with  the  re\'olver.  The  first  day  we 
traveled  about  thirty  miles.  We  BAyi  no 
elephants,  but  we  did  find  some  stale 
elephant  tracks,  which  they  call  "spoor." 
During  the  day  we  had  seen  plenty  of 
springbok  and  other  kinds  of  deer.  Willets 
made  the  Kaffirs  we  had  with  us  He  down 
early,  telling  them  they  would  have  to  go 
on  ahead  at  midnight. 

"U'e  did  not  start  again  in  the  morning 
until  about  7  o'clock,  when  we  followed  up 
the  trail  the  Kaffirs  had  taken,  and  about 
U  o'clock  we  heard  them  blowing  their 
horns  off  to  our  left.  The  Kaffirs  pounded 
arc^und  In  the  bush  all  the  afternoon, 
keeping  within  a  mile  and  a  half  or  two 
miles  of  us,  while  we  kept  in  the  open. 
We  saw  no  elephants. 

All  next  dav  we  hunted  until  about  4 
o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  without  any 
better  success,  when  one  of  the  Kaffirs 
ran  up  and  said  that  he  had  discovered 
fresh  "spoor,"  which  he  was  certain  had 
been  made  that  day.  I  asked  him  how  he 
knew  they  were  fresh  tracks.  "No  dew- 
fall  on  them  spoor,  baas."  he  said.  The 
farmer  told  ue  to  go  on  with  our  lunch, 
and  he  would  go  on  and  Investigate.  After 
being  absent  about  half  an  hour  he  re- 
turned and  said  that  the  Kaffir  w&s  right; 
that  the  elephant  could  not  be  more  than 
four  or  five  miles  away,  as  the  tracks 
were  very  fresh.  We  immediately  broke 
camp,  and  the  farmer  told  the  Kiaffirs  to 
follow  up  the  tracks,  and  to  blow  their 
horns  once  when  they  caught  a  glimpse 
of  the  elephants,  aa  he  would  follow  close 

behind  them.  ....,* 

Willets  cautioned  us  not  to  let  onr 
horses  get  their  heads  down,  "for,"  said 
he  "a  horse  is  more  dfrald  of  elephants 
than  Governor  Plngree,  and  if  they  smell 
them  they  will  be  difficult  to  manage. 

We  went  down  a  lon«r  hill  and  up  an- 
other, and  when  we  had  gained  the  sum- 
mit the  Kaffirs  stood  pointing  toward  a 
clump  of  high  bushes,  and.  sure  enough, 
there  stood  one  big  elephant.  Further  on 
we  could  see  several  more.  Willets  saia 
there  were  only  two  more,  but  I  can  take 
my  oath  there  were  half  a  dozen.  It  was 
the  biggest  elephant  I  had  ever  seen  any- 
where At  that  time  Jumbo  seemed  like 
a  calf  elephant.  I  would  have  given  a 
good  deal  if  I  could  have  been  as  cool  as 
that  Dutchman.  He  told  us  the  wind  was 
lust  right,  and  that  the  elephant  was  with- 
in range  so  they  all  dismounted  except 
me  I  was  going  to  dismount,  but  Joe  said 
If  the  elephant  charged  I  could  not  get 
back  on  the  horse  so  I  kept  the  saddle. 

Willets  said  I  could  fire  from  the  horse 
all  right,  and  cautioned  us  not  to  fire  until 
he  pave  the  word,  and  then  for  all  of  us 
to  fire  together.  I  felt  certain  that  I 
could  hit  the  animal,  for  it  wa^  standing 
perfectly  still  and  looked  as  big  as  the 
Bide  of  a  mountain.  He  was  only  about  an 
clKhth  of  a  mile  away.  The  Dutchman 
counted  "One— two— three— fire!  '  And  we 
all  banged  away  together. 

I  saw  the  animal  fall  down  on  one  of  his 
knees,  if  not  both  knees,  which  was  bet- 
ter than  a  drink  of  whisky  for  me.  The 
ljr»"hman  told  us  to  keep  on  firing,  and  no 
squad  of  soldiers  evsr  poured  forth  such 
a  volley  as  we  did.  "If  the  elephant 
doesn't  scream."  said  the  Dutchman,  '  the 
other  elephants  wHl  run  away  as  soon  as 
they  hear  the  firing,  but  If  he  screams 
they  will  be  coming  back  to  the  rescue, 
and  we  will  have  to  clear."  After  we  had 
been   firing  for   some   time   the  elephant 
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could  not  be  seen  anywhere,  and  Willets 
rode  toward  the  place  where  he  stood. 
When  he  got  to  the  place  he  turned  aroynd 
In  hie  saddle  and  waved  us  to  cotne  on. 
We  rode  un  jttst  In  time  to  see  the  last 
kick,  and  when  the  animal  was  dead  we 
counted  the  hgles  In  him,  but  there  were 
so  many  I  am  ashamed  to  repeat  it. 
There  were  holes  enough  for  all  of  ue. 

When  I  told  Willets  how  big  the  ele- 
phant appeared  to  me  he  said:  "This  is 
not  a  large  elephant;  it  is  only  two-thirds 
grown." 

The  farmer  wanted  us  to  follow  u|>  the 
others,  but  I  told  Wm  I  had  seen  enpugh 
of  them;  that  all  I  wanted  them  to  do  Was 
to  keep  out  of  sight.  I  wanted  to  bring 
back  a  part  of  the  trunk  as  a  suovenlr,  but 
Walter  Sutton  said  it  would  not  keep. 
After  we  had  all  sat  down  on  the  ele{^bant 
we  went  back  to  where  the  KajQrs  wera 
holding  the  horses  and  had  coffee.

The  First  infantry  is  praised,  and  the 
artillery  is  complimented  as  a  nrst- 
class  organization,  all  that  the  state 
could  ask.

ghowers  were  fairly  general,  and  In 
some  localities,  especially  in  the  north- 
eastern and  middle-eastern  sections,  they 
were  conloua.  The  soil  Is  amply  moist 
generally,  and  some  lowlands  are  too 
wet.  There  was  some  local  damage  by 
hail  in  several  counties,  but  no  exten- 
■»ve    hall    storms    are    reported. 

"The  heavy  rains  of  the  two  preceding 
weeks,  and  current  rains,  left  some  low 
lands  In  scattered  localities  too  wet  anJ 
■ome  injudy  to  corn  and  small  grains 
baJs  resulted  therefrom.  Otherwise,  the 
conu.tiona  were  generally  very  favorable 
for  gaud   growth   of  all  crops. 

"Wheat,  cats,  spring  rye  and  barley 
ere  generally  In  head  or  heading,  and  the 
earliest  filling.  Winter  rye  is  generally 
ripenln?  and  harvest  has  begvm  In  the 
-  -  floiUheastern  counties  with  prospects  of 
a  bountiful  yield.  While  there  are  some 
fields  of  grain  that  are  comparatively 
thin  and  weedy,  the  general  outlook  for 
a  bountiful  crop  la  very  gratifying.  A 
number  o<  correspondents  report  wheat 
and  oat  straw  heavy,  and  there  Is  some 
apprehension  of  the  grain  lodging.  Sev- 
«ral  southern  localities  also  report  the 
appearance   of   rust    In   some   fields. 

"Corn  has  Improved  In  a  number  of 
localities  very  much,  and  cultivation  Is 
being  actively  prosecuted  where  possi- 
ble, but  many  fields  on  low  or  flat  lands 
are  too  wet  for  satisfactory  or  rapid 
work.

"F'.nx  and  millet  seeding  Is  not  fully 
completed;  the  la<te  Isown  t»  making 
good  projrress  and  the  early  sown  is  gen- 
erally in  thrlftv  condition,  but  ther«»  Is 
some  report  of  limited  damage  by  cut- 
worms. The  general  flax  ouiiook  Is  very 
encouraging.  ... 

"Potatoen.  on  the  whole,  have  nmde 
good  progress,  but  bugs  are  reported 
numerous  and  active  in  a  number  of  lo- 
calities. ^  ^    ,   .

IS  DELAYED. 

Weather  Prevents  Begin- 
ning of  Work  on  Su- 
perior Street 

According  to  the  arrangements  made 
with  the  board  of  public  works  the 
street  railway  company  was  to  begin 
this  morning  to  tear  up  Its  tracks  at 
Third  avenue  east  preparatory  to  lay- 
ing the  new  rails,  and  for  the  repaying 
of  Superior  street.  The  company,  how- 
ever, did  not  begin  this  morning.  The

The  con- 
tmctors.  Watterworth  &  Fee,  who  are 
to  do  the  repaying,  are  all  ready  to  be- 
gin as  soon  as  the  street  railway  com- 
pany gets  its  new  rails  down. 

It  was  expected  that  the  street  rail- 
way oonipany  would  have  its  plans  for 
the  straightening  of  the  tracks  at 
Eighth  avenue  west  ready  for  the  exam- 
ination of  the  board  of  public  works  by 
Wednesday  of  this  week,  but  the  plans 
have  not  yet  been  pre.sented.  The  com- 
pany had  plans  ready  at  the  time  it 
asked  for  permission  to  put  in  the  new 
"Ys"  at  Eighth  avenue  west  and  Third 
avenue  west,  and  to  change  the  curve 
at  Third  avenue,  but  the  board  of  public 
works  held  that  the  tracks.  If  laid  ac- 
cording to  those  plans,  would  run  too 
close  to  the  curb,  and  a  change  was 
asked.  The  proposition  for  the  im- 
provements at  Eighth  and  Third  ave- 
nues west  in  the  line  of  switches  Is  re- 
garded very  favorably  by  the  board,  and 
It  Is  not  likely  that  permission  to  con- 
struct them  will  be  refused.  Since  the 
owners  of  the  property  abutting  the 
corners  of  Third  avenue  west  have  no 
objection  to  the  tracks  running  closer  to 
the  curbs,  the  members  of  the  b^ard 
have  also  withdrawn  their  objectlans. 

The  eitreet  railway  company  has  also 
put  in  a  new  switch  for  the  double 
truck  Interstate  cars  at  Main  street  and 
Lamborn  avenue,  on  Connor's  Point, 
West  Superior,  and  with  the  new 
switches  put  in  on  this  side  the  com- 
pany hopes  to  keep  the  new  cars  at  reg- 
ular distances  apart  wlien  they  are  de- 
layed by  the  opening  of  the  bridge.  The 
new  switches  will  be  put  In  when  the 
new  rails  are  laid  on  Superior  street.

Dr.   Bracken  Looks  For 

Smallpox    Next 

Winter. 


Suggests  the  Formation 

of  a  County   Board 

of  Health. 


The  Lumber  Camps  Will 

Have  to  Be  Closely 

Watched. 


Dr.  H.  M.  Bracken,  secretary  of  the 
state  board  of  health,  has  written  a  let- 
ter of  suggestions  along  the  line  of  pre- 
paring for  next  winter's  struggle  with 
smallpox  In  the  lumber  woods,  and  It  Is 
probable  that  some  action  will  be  taken 
at  the  meeting  of  the  county  board  next 
Monday  afternoon. 

Dr.  Bracken  uf  gee  that  steps  be  taken 
immediately  to  form  a  county  board  of 
health,  and  he  submits  several  excellent 
suggestions  about  how  the  board  can 
save  expense  for  the  state  and  county, 
and  how  some  measures  may  be  taken 
that  will  curtail  the  spread  of  smallpox 
next  winter.  Re  seems  to  take  it  for 
granted  that  there  will  be  another  run 
of  it  next  winter.  His  letter  is  as  fol- 
lows: 

"I  trust  If  you  have  not  yet  appointed 
a  county  board  of  health  that  you  will 
give  attention  to  the  matter  at  your 
earliest  possible  convenience.  The  ex- 
pense of  caring  for  contagious  diseases 
resta  now,  accozding  to  law,  on  the 
county.  The  county  board  can  do  much 
In  protecting  the  county  against  un- 
necessary expense,  not  only  in  an  execu- 
tive capacity  in  dealing  with  unorgan- 
ised districts,  but  also  In  an  advisory 
capacity  in  acting  with  the  state  btiard 
of  health  in  suppressing  the  first  out- 
breaJu  that  may  occur  in  the  county. 

"Undoubtedly  there  will  l>e  a  return 
of  smallpox  with  the  return  of  winter  In 
the  lumbering  districts.  The  counties 
should  not  be  burdened  with  this  ex- 
pense, nor  should  the  state.  Many  of 
these  lumberjacks  are  non-residents  of 
the  state.  The  lumbermen  themselves 
have  a  responsibility,  and  they  should 
be  compelled  to  make  provision  and 
care  for  those  who  may  be  sick  within 
their  camps. 

"Undoubtedly  there  are  many  shaoks 
in  the  lumber  camps  which  housed 
smallpox  patients  last  winter.  These 
places  are  sources  of  Infection  unless 
they  have  been  thoroughly  disinfected. 
It  win  be  to  the  Interest  of  your  county 
to  insist  upon  it  that  the  lumber  camps 
in  which  smallpox  occurred  last  winter 
are  thoroughly  dlelnfected  or  burned  at 
the  expense  of  the  owners.  Of  course, 
burning  Is  the  most  thorough  means  of 
disinfection,  and  the  cheapest  when 
dealing  with  the  older  buildings." 

The  suggestion  that  the  lumbermen 
be  compelled  to  bear  a  share  of  the  ex- 
pense of  their  own  smallpox  cases  will 
probably  meet  with  favor  among  the 
county  authorities.

Fargo— Mrs.  Charles  Melquist,  whose 
husband  mysteriously  disappeared  two 
months  ago,  has  disposed  of  her  interests 
here  and  gone  to  the  coast  10  look  up  a 
l>rother-in-law,  from  whom  she  thinks 
she  will  be  able  to  learn  something  of  lier 
husband.  While  everything  seemed  to  In- 
dicate murder  at  the  time  of  the  disay- 
peRran<'e,  Kargoans  are  gradually  becom- 
ing convinced  that  Melquist  must  have 
run  away.  His  wife  was  said  to  be  some 
years  his  senior,  and  It  I3  hinted  there 
was  anomer  woman  in  the  case. 

Two  heavy  rains,  accompanied  by  much 
wind,  did  some  damage  to  grain  Wed- 
nesday morning.  Some  of  the  largest 
grain  was  lodged  and  .<ome  is  covered 
with  water.

St.  Paul,  July  5.— Acting  State  Ento- 
mologist Forbes  has  issued  a  circular  In 
regard  to  the  appearance  of  grasshop- 
pers in  the  Red  River  valley,  threaten- 
ing the  destruction  of  all  the  crops. 
Professor  Forbes  says: 

The  Red  River  valley,  all  the  way  from 
Wilkin  county  to  Kittson  county,  is  suf- 
fering from  an  attack  of  grasshoppers. 
The   Rocky  mountain  locust,   or  grass- 
hopper, IS  very  generally  present,  espe- 
cially in  the  southern  part  of  the  valley. 
Much   damage,    however,    is   being   done 
in  some  localities  where  this  species  Is 
not  present.    The  distribution  over  this 
regijn    is    quite      general,    though      the 
grasshoppers  are  much   worse  in  spots. 
At  .Mooitiead  and  Ada  they  are  present 
in  numbers  sufficient  to  do  great  damage 
if  conditions  favor  their  work.     Fortu- 
nately the  farmers  have  bt^n  assisted  In 
their  work  of  combatting  the  insects  by 
two    important    conditions;    one    is    the 
cool    weather   which    has   restricted    the 
activities    and    dampened    the    ardor    of 
the  grasshoppers;    the  other  is  that  the 
grasshoppers  are  quite  generally  para- 
sitized by  red  mites  which  attach  them- 
.selves   to  the  animal's   wings  or  to   the 
back  beneath  the  wings  and  there  thrive 
on   the  substance  of  the  hopper  beyond 
the  influence  of  the  weather.     In  some 
situations,    however,     the    grasshoppers 
have   cleaned   up  many   acres  of  young 
wheat,    flax   and    potatoes.       Since     the 
rains  many  of  these  fields  are  recovering, 
but    others    are     still     suffering    severe 
trimming  at    the   edges.     It    is   not    un- 
common  to   see  great   fields   as   bare  as 
they  were  before  the  seed  was  sown.     As 
a  general  thing,  however,  the  grasshop- 
pers have  been  more  of  a  menace  and  an 
annoyance  than  a  veritable  scourge,  but 
all  must  admit  that  the  possibilities  of 
the  situation  are  immense,  and  that  it  is 
worthy  of  the  most  vigorous  treatment. 

The  damage  is  mostly  being  done  by 
two  closely  related  species,  the  Rocky 
Mountain  locust  and  the  White  Moun- 
tain locust.  Both  are  migratory;  both 
are  destructive,  and  both  may  breed  in 
the  Red  River  valley.  They  are  very 
much  alike  in  appearance,  and  it  takes 
an  expert  to  distinguish  between  tCie 
two.  The  Rocky  Mountain  locust  is  a 
little  the  larger,  and  is  said  to  be  the 
more  voracious.  The  destructive  abili- 
ties of  the  White  Mountain  hx-ust  and  of 
other  native  grasshopixsrs  is  very  gen- 
erally underestimated.  Several  times  In 
the  history  of  agriculture  in  Minnesota 
it  has  proven  to  be  very  destructive,  and 
where  favored  by  weather  canditlona, 
may  cause  great  damage.  A  small  flight 
of  grasshoppers  was  seen  last  fall  to 
come  Into  Otter  Tall  county  from  the 
west,  but  almost  all  of  the  grasshoppers 
doing  damage  in  Minnesota  this  year 
were  bred  in  Minnesota.  Other  small 
swarms  probably  crossed  the  state  line 
from  the  Dakotas.  where  they  breed  per- 
manently. The  Red  River  valley  should 
be  regarded  as  the  eastern  limit  of  the 
breeding  ground  of  this  species. 

The  state  entomologist  has  been  fur- 
nishing assistance  to  the  farmers  from 
the  funds  set  aside  by  the  legislature  for 
the  purpose  of  combatting  injurious  in- 
sects, though  the  sum  appropriated 
would  be  insignificant  in  case  of  a  gen- 
eral outbreak  it  has  been  made  to 
cover  quite  a  large  territory  in  the  Red 
River  valley  this  season.  The  state  en- 
tomologist has  made  a  uniform  practice 
oi  furnishing  ken^sene  to  such  farmers 
aa  would  provide  them.selves  with  hop- 
perdozers.  The  purchase  or  manufac- 
ture of  hopperdoiers  i»y  the  farmers  la 
calculated  t6  furnish  some  assurance 
that  he  will  u.se  the  oil  supplied  him  for 
the  intended  purpose.  The  farmer  gets 
his  oil  by  applying  to  a  county  com- 
missioner, selected  by  tlie  state  ento- 
mol«>gisl  as  local  agent,  for  an  order 
upon  some  dealer  in  oil  with  whom  spe- 
cial arrangements  have  l>een  made  for 
furnishing  oil  to  the  farmers  for  this 
purpose.  The  farmer  signs  a  promise 
to  use  the  oil  for  the  killing  of  grass- 
hoppers by  means  of  the  hopperdozers. 
and  for  no  other  pur|>ose.  Oil  has  l)een 
furnished  farmers  at  various  pointa  in 
the  counties  of  Kittson.  Marshall,  Polk, 
Norman.  Otter  Tail.  Clay  and  Wilkin. 
In  Clay  county,  where  the  most  serious 
outbreak  exists,  the  whole  community 
is  fighting  grasshoppers,  and  they  were 
caught  by  hundreds  of  bushels  every 
day  during  several  weeks.  In  this 
county  there  are  enough  gra.s3hoppers 
present  to  completely  destroy  the  crojw 
and  to  be  a  menace  another  year  to  the 
whole  state.  The  farmers  of  this  county 
have,  however,  taken  hold  of  the  prop- 
osition in  excellent  good  spirit,  and  they 
have  the  situation  well  in  hand. 

It  Is  hoped  that  the  county  commis- 
sioners of  all  the  counties  in  which 
damage  has  been  done  this  year  will 
find  it  posBible  to  arrange  for  the  super- 
vision of  the  plowing  during  the 
autumn  of  all  stubble  fields  and  other 
ground  in  which  grasshopper  eggs  have 
been  laid.  This  is  the  most  general  ap- 
pearance of  the  Rocky  Mountain  locust 
that  ha«  occurred  In  Minnesota  in  many 
years,  and  the  crops  of  the  state  must 
be  regarded  as  in  peril  until  the  stubble 
fields  from  this  year's  grain  are  plowed. 
W  are  very  much  in  need  of  legislation 
which  will  make  it  possible  for  compe- 
tent authorities  to  compel  the  plowing 
of  fields  in  which  grasshopper  eggs 
have  been  laid,  for  they  are  veritably 
seeds  of  trouble. 

HOPPKRiS  VERY  THICK. 
Crookston.  Minn.,  July  5. — Portions  of 
the  townships  of  Russia  are  being  de- 
vastated by  grasshoppers,  and  in  some 
localities  they  are  destroying  a  large 
area.  Theodore  Noesen  was  in  the  city 
this  afternoon  and  says  that  on  his 
farm  a  tract  of  160  acres  seems  doomed 
already.  Sixty  acres  of  wheat  have  been 
swept  clean  off.  The  insects  are  so 
mimeroue  that  it  Is  impossible  to  walk 
through  the  fields  with  one's  eyes  open. 
Millions  of  hoppers  settled  down  in  the 
city  this  afternoon  and  the  sidewalks 
have  been  covered  with  them.

This  officer  finds  that  In  many  cases  the 
officers  who  have  been  In  commajid  cf  the 
posts  and  districts  have  lacked  tact  In 
dealing  with  the  natives,  and  that,  despite 
orders  from  headquarteirs,  the  trextment 
to  which  the  Filipinos  have  been  subject- 
ed  has  been  cruel  and  harsh. 

He  asserts  that  In  some  cases  villages 
have  been  burned  cm  slight  provocation. 
and  that  some  officers  have  even  resortea 
to  torture  In  trying  to  extract  informa-

tlo«  from  the  native*. 

He  Is  not  specific  In  these  statements, 
though  he  says  that  in  many  cases  the 
officers  who  improperly  treated  the  na- 
tives were  young  volunteers  without  ex- 
perience. 

This  officer  says  that  wlvUe  large  num- 
bers of  the  natives  have  taken  th^  oath 
of  allegiance,  ihey  hate  the  Americans 
more  than  they  ever  did  the  Spaniards, 
and  would  rise  tomorrorw  If  they  thought 
they  could  drive  tibe  AJnerloapa  o^t.

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TOO  MUCH  MEXT  EATEN. 

Now  that  the  Duluth  butchers  have 
raised  the  prices  of  meat  to  an  almost 
prohibitive  rate,  why  not  reduce  the 
consumption  of  that  foo4>  especially 
during  the  summer  months.  It  is  a  well- 
known  fact  that  the  people  of  the  United 
States  eat  too  much  meat.  They  eat 
more  In  the  aggregate  and  per  capita 
than  any  other  country.  Scientists  say 
it  is  not  well  to  eat  so  much.  An  emin- 
ent French  physician.  Dr.  Champlon- 
erre,  of  Paris,  recently  read  a  paper  be- 
fore the  French  academy,  In  which  he 

treated  this  subject  in  a  most  interest- 
ing- manner. 

Dr.  CJhampionerre  contends  that  ap- 
pendicitis has  evoluted  in  the  last  twenty 
years.  He  thus  combats  the  theory  held 
by  physicians  generally  that  the  disease 

has  existed  from  time  immemorial,  and 

that   medical  science  has  only  recently 

advanced  far  enougb  to  recognize  It.  He 

does  not  contend  that  appendicitis  is  a 

new  disease,  because  the  appendix  has 

always  existed  and   been   liable  to   in- 
flammation.    But  he  does  hold  that  its 

frequency  has  increased  very  greatly. 
The    main    reason    for    this,     in    Dr. 

Championerre's  opinion.  Is  the  Increased 

consumption  of  meat.    When  the  masses 

cf  the  people  ate  little  meat  and  people 

subsisted   chiefly   upon   vegetables,    ap- 
pendicitis was  almost  unknown. 
Dr.    Champlonerre   says:      "Its    direct 

connection  with  the  intestines  makes  the 

appendix    the    depository    of    the    most  l^'l^j-^- ^"'^-^^ '^^p"  ^^^^^y     hundreds      of 


the  trusts.  He  mentions  tea.  Doee  he 
not  know  that  when  the  DIngley  tariff 
Imposed  a  duty  of  10  cents  a  pound  on 
tea.  the  price  of  tea  to  the  consumer 
was  ralsied  10  cents  a  jvound?  There  is 
no  general  revision  of  the  triff  pro- 
posed by  Mr.  Babcock  and  tther  West- 
ern Republicans,  so  that  legitimate 
business  Interests  will  find  nothing  at 
which  to  take  alarm,  but  there  is  a 
general  demand  that  an  end  shall  be 
put  to  the  conditions  which  permit  the 
holding  up  of  the  citizens  of  this  coun- 
try by  the  trusts,  to  permit  the  latter 
to  sell  to  the  foreigner  for  less  than 
we  can  buy  here  at  home.  The  Republi- 
can party  failed  to  perform  Its  duty 
In  this  respect  in  the  last  congress.  It 
will  have  another  chance  at  the  session 
beginning  in  December.  Should  It  again 
fail  to  act,  the  people  may  call  upon  the 
Democratic  party  to  come  to  their  aid.

Epidemic      of 

Epizootic. 


There  are  reports 
of  a  horse  epidemic 
In  the  tiastern 
cities  which  seems 
to  reproduce  the 
Bonditions  of  the  epizootic,  or  Krip,  cf 
Iwenty-stver  years  ago.  This  will  natu- 
rally cause  fsome  anxiety  to  horse  owners 
Df  the  West,  lest  the  disease  should  hproad 
In  this  diieotion.  The  epidemic  of  1S74 
came  In  the  winter  and  was  attributed 
to  the  dampness,  if  not  cold,  of  th.it  se«- 
•on.  This  attack  comes  in  the  summer, 
but  the  tbeory  has  already  been  mooted 
Ihat  it  is  due  to  the  wet  season  .hat  has 
prevaiM.  It  does  not  appear  to  be  a  very 
severe  ailment,  but  it  will  be  none  the  leys 
Inconvenient  if  it  spreads  to  many  cities. 
The  theory  which  is  advanced  to  account 
for  it  permits  the  ho{>e  that  a  change 
In  tlie  weather  may  terminate  it  in  the 
East  and  check  its  spread  to  the  WiBt.

vlrulent  Infections  of  the  body,  and  since 
the  organ  has  no  outlet,  these  toxics 
nlultiply.  Increase  in  power,  and  finally 
work  the  most  violent  consequences.  I 
Jiave  shown  that  to  infect  the  intestines 
is  to  affect  the  appendix.  Now,  to  go 
further,  Incontestlble  records  prove  that 
every  epidemic  multiplies  Intestinal  in- 
fections, and  that  particularly  has  this 
been  found  true  of  Influenza.  The  change 
in  our  food,  the  shifting  from  vegetable 
to  animal  foods,  has  worked  structural 
changes  in  the  intestines  and  made  them 
more  liable  to  disease.  Animal  food 
contains  to  a  much  greater  degree  prop- 
erties inimical  to  health,  and  the  con- 
sumption of  meat  Is  Increasing  dally. 
I  have  never  seen  or  heard  of  a  vegetar- 
ian being  a  victim  of  appendicitis.  In 
countries  where  a  vegetable  regime  still 
obtains,  appendicitis  is  practically  un- 
known, and  finally  In  the  two  countries 
where  meat  eating  has  its  greatest  vogue 
—England  and  the  United  States— there 
are  more  ca.ses  of  appendicitis  than  in 
the  rest  of  the  entire  world  put  together. 
Do  not  these  facts  point  their  obvious 
moral?" 

The  reduction  of  the  meat  habit  would 
mean  a  great  reduction  In  the  cost  of 
living,  especially  In  Duluth,  and  If  It 
would  lessen  the  number  of  cases  of  ap- 
pendicitis, why  not  give  It  a  trial. 

REVISING  THE  TARIFF. 

It  is  bepinhing  to  be  the  quite  com- 
mon opinion  that  the  Republican  lead- 
ers will  not  allow  and  amendment  of 
the  tariff  laws  at  the  coming:  session  of 
congress;  that  th«^  hfgh  duties  of  the 
Dingley  i&w  \\'A\  not  t>e  lessened,  but 
whatever  changes  are  brought  about  In 
the  existing  tariff  rates  will  be  effected 
by  reciprocity  treaties.  A  gentleman 
who  stands  clos?  to  the  administration, 
and  who,  on  the  recent  presidential 
trip,  had  an  opportunity  to  a.scertain 
the  views  of  the  president  and  members 
of  the  caV)lnet,  is  reported  to  have  said 
recently: 

"I  feel  certain  that  there  will  be  no 
rf.duction  ordered  In  the  present  tariff 
rates  during  the  coming  tsesslon  of  con- 
giess.  Any  one  who  has  looked  care- 
fully Into  the  talk  about  putting  <ertaln 
articles  on  the  free  list  will  have  no 
difficulty  in  tracing  It  to  a  political 
source.  The  great  money  Interests  of 
the  country,  represented  in  the  indus- 
trial plants,  their  owners  and  opera- 
tives, have  no  eympathy  with  the  de- 
mand for  tariff  modifications.  The  so- 
called  trusts  are  soutmI  business  con- 
cerns, organized  on  laisine^'s  principles 
and  operated  to  the  benefit  of  the  gen- 
eral public.  I  do  not  hear  any  demamV* 
from  the  lalx^ring  people  that  the  tariff 
be  cut  down.  The  case  is  much  like  the 
recent  strike  of  machinists,  when  the 
men  in  our  shop  were  told  by  a  walking 
delegate  that  they  must  strike  In  sym- 
pathy with  others  who  had  gone  out. 
Our  men  had  no  complaints  to  make 
and  did  not  wish  to  stop  working.  But 
the  walking  delegate  had  to  do  eome- 
thing  to  earn  his  pay  and  his  Industry 
took  that  form. 

"The  cry  for  tariff  changes  looks  to 
me  vei  y  much  like  an-effort  to  ral.'^e  an 
issue.     It  is  quite  certain  that  the  men 
who   are   directly    affected    by    the   pro- 
posed changes  are  not  party  to  the  de- 
mand.    We  have   found   by   experience 
that  when  congress  takes  up  the  tariff 
qi-'eetion  for  di.«!CUSs1on  it  Is  a,|flgnal  for 
|>usiness  paralysis.    Mojiufacturers    and 
merchants  are  afraid  to  move  in     the 
transaction  of  their  business  as  long  as 
there  Is  doubt  as  to  w  hat  rates  are  to  be 
established.     The  country  Is  now  enjoy- 
ing a  remarkaV)le  degree  of  prosperity, 
all  of  which  will  be  disturbed  as  soon  as 
congress  begins  to  talk  of  tainff  changes. 
I  remember  some  years  ago  the  duty  on 
tea  was  lifted,  but  it  did  not  have  the 
effect  that  was  predicted.    The  price  of 
tea  was  immediately  raised  on  the  other 
side  in  proportion   to  the  tariff  reduc- 
tion, and  our  people  paid  as  much  for 
tea  on  the  free  list  as  they  did  when  a 
duty  was  exacted. 

It  may  be  that  the  laws  will  no  be 
changed,  but  there  is  unquestionably  a 
demand  for  relief  in  some  way.  and  it 
id  doubtful  if  reciprocity  treaties  will 
accomplish  the  needed  results.  The 
senate  refused,  at  its  last  session,  to 
ratify  any  of  the  reciprocity  treaties  ne- 
gotiated by  .Commissioner  Kascson,  and 
it  is  likely  to  refrain  from  taking  any 
action  next  winter.  It  Is  questionable, 
also,  whether  the  gentleman  quoted 
above  expresses  the  views  of  President 
McKInlcy.

WOMAN'S  SALOON   RIGHTS; 

They  Are  Equal  to  Those   of 
Men. 

Denver,  Col.,  July  5.— Colorado  women 
have  the  same  privileges  as  men  of  en- 
tering saloons,  winerooms  and  restau- 
rants and  calling  for  any  kind  of  drinks 
they  wish  Judge  Palmer  dt-cided  the  ques- 
tion in  a  suit  to  test  the  power  of  ti..^ 
ci!v  to  clcse  restaurants  that  sell  'iqucr 
with  meal.-  on  Sunday. 

The  ruling  is  a  victory  for  th«»  restau- 
rants. In  deciding  the  case  Judge  Palmer 
held  that  .i  restaurant  may  sell  liquors 
to  its  patrons  on  Sunday,  that  the  city 
ordinance  prohibiting  winerooms  and  the 
sale  of  liquor  to  women  is  unoonstltuJion- 
al  that  women  may  enter  saloons  and  s-i- 
loonkeepers  may  sell  them  l>eer  and 
whisky  the  same  as  to  men;  that  9alo<in- 
keepers  niav  conduct  winerooms  in  con- 
rettion  with  their  sabKjns  and  In  them 
serve  drinks  to  men  and  women.  The  de-

Any  enactment  relative  to  the  sale  or 
liquor  whereby  a  woman  Is  prohibited 
from  purehaping  liquors  under  the  sanue 
circumstances  that  a  man  Is.  Is  in  viola- 
tion of  her  rights  under  the  equal  suffra,ga 
con»titutional  provision  and  is  in  viola- 
tion to  the  rieht  given  a  saloonkeeper  to 
sell  to  a  woman  as  well  as  a  man.  By 
that  act  the  last  vestige  of  inequality  be- 
tween man  and  woman  under  the  laws  or 
the  state  of  Colorado  was  swept  away.

'  ORE  ROADS 

Still  Decline  to  File  Their 
Tariffs  With  Com- 
mission. 

St.  Paul.  July  5.— Next  Tuesday 
morning  the  new  railroad  commission 
will  grapple  with  the  ore  rate  cases 
which  were  settled  last  fall  by  the 
former  commission,  but  have  been  re- 
oiiiened. 

The  order  of  the  former  commission 
was  disregarded  by  the  ore  roads,  which 
withdrew  their  Urtffs  and  refused  to 
keep  any  on  file,  claiming  they  had 
carried  ore  only  on  private  contracts, 
and  had  no  regular  tariffs.  Instead 
of  commencing  proceedings  at  once  t^o 
make  the  roads  comply  with  the  law, 
the  new  commission  paid  no  attention 
ti)  the  matter  until  it  was  brought  up 
Ly  the  roads  themselves,  asking  to  have 
the  case  reopened.  The  commission 
agreed  to  do  so  on  condition  that  the 
roads  file  their  tariffs  and  acknowl- 
edge the  authority  of  the  commission. 
The  roads  insist  that  carrying  ore  is 
interstate  business,  as  its  final  destin- 
ation is  Cleveland.  They  protested 
against  the  condition,  and  the  com- 
mi.s.«i.)fi  obligingly  removed  It,  agree- 
ing to  take  up  the  case  at  a  formal 
hearing   on   July   9. 

The  commission  had  retained  Senator 
Clapp  as  special  counsel  in  the  ore  rate 
cases,    but    did    not    consult    him    until 
after  this  amended  order  had   l)een   is- 
sued.       At     the    re<ji!est    of    Commis- 
sioner Staples,  Attorney  fJeneral  Doug- 
las was  called  Into  consultation.  Messrs. 
Clapp  and  Douglas  agreed  in  advising 
the    commission    to   get    prompt    action 
from  the  courts  on  the  legal  end  of  the 
question — the  authority  of  the  commis- 
sion over  the  ore  rates.      The  majority 
of    the    commission    took    this       advice 
against  their  will,  and  ordered  the  Du- 
luth   &    Iron    Range    and    the    Duluth, 
Missahe    &    Northern    to    file    their    ore 
tariffs  with  the  comml.ssion  before  July 
9.  nr  appear  on  that  date  to  show  cause. 
The   roads  have   refused   to  file   their 
tariffs  and  say  they  will  Usht  the  com- 
mission's  authority    all    the    way   down 
the   line.       The  railroad   attorneys   will 
appear  before  the  commi.<»aion  Tuesday 
morning  at  10  o'clock,  in  answer  to  the 
order  to  show  cause.      They  will  claim 
that  ore  rates  are  a  matter  of  private 
contract  and  not  subjet^t  to  state  regu- 
lation: also  that  the  ore  traffic  Is  inter- 
state commerce.       It  will   then  be  "up 
to"   the  commission. 


WILL    SEND  MILITIA 

If  the  Striking  Miners  Do  Not 
Withdraw. 

Denver,  July  5.— Striking  miners  are 
reported  to  be  still  In  possession  of  the 
property  surrounding  the  Smuggler- 
Union  mine  at  Tellurlde.  where  a  riot 
occurred  early  In  the  week  and  resulted 
In  the  driving  out  of  the  mn-unlon  men. 
It  is  stated  that  Governor  Orman  will 
."lend  militia  to  the  scene  Immediately. 
If  \tif  strikers  shall  persist  In  surround- 
ing the  mine  after  the  arrival  of  a  com- 
mission sent  by  the  governor  to  demand 
their  withdrawal,  and  open  negotiations 
for  the  settlement  of  the  strike.  Th? 
commission  will  arrive  at  the  mine  late 
this  afternoon.

Washington  Bureau. 

Washington,  July   5.— (Special   to  The 
Herald.)— The  little  Spanish  prize  gun- 
boat   Alvarado,    captured    at    Santiago, 
has  started  on  a  mission  of  an  experi- 
mental character  which,  if  fruitful,  may 
lead  to  the  establishment  of  a  system  of 
itinerant    recruiting    stations     for     the 
navy.       The  Albarado   is   now     In     ttie 
North  Carolina  sounds  and  Inland  waters 
of   the   Southern   states,    engaed    In   en- 
listing fishermen   and   seafaring  people 
for   the   naval    service.     These   persons 
can  not  be  reached  by  the  ordinary  re- 
cruiting  stations   in    towns,    as   few   of 
them  ever  get  far  from   their  smacks 
and  huts  of  the  sounds.     The  navy   is 
now  several  hundred  seamen  short,  and 
is  adopting  this  method  to  facilitate  en- 
listments.    Suggestion    has    been    made 
that  a  floating  recruitlrx  station  for  both 
army  and  navy  should  De  sent  down  the 
Ohio  river,   visiting  towns  on   the   way 
and  setting  forth  the  advantages  of  life 
in  the  two  military  services. 
... 

The  remarkably  improved  condition  In 
the  public  health  ih  Cuba,  and  especially 
in  the  cities  of  Havana  and  Santiago, 
since  American  sanitary  methxls  were 
introduced.  Is  made  the  subject  of  a 
recent  report  to  the  war  department  by 
MaJ.  Corgas,  surgeon  of  the  medical 
corps.  From  the  report  It  appears  that 
Havana  Is  almost  as  healthy  now  as 
the  majority  of  the  cities  of  this  coun- 
try. 

While  the  sewerage  system  is  in  need 
of  extension,  the  drainage  has  been  .so 
imoroved  tht  Havana  has  had  less  yel- 
low fever  in  the  past  two  years  than  pos- 
sibly at  any  time  In  Its  history.  MaJ. 
Gorgas  points  out  that  the  more  health- 
ful Havana  Is  and  the  greater  Its  free- 
dom from  yellow  fe\'er.  the  more  this 
country  becomes  free  from  tCie  disease 
cropping  out  In  Southern  ports.  A  ma- 
terial reduction  in  the  death  rate  of  Ha- 
vana has  resulted. 

For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of 
Havana  the  city  has  been  free  entirely 
this  month  from  yello*-  fever.  MaJ. 
Gorgas  says  that  this  condition  was  due 
to  the  fact  that  a  large  amount  of  money 
and  labor  has  been  expended  In  the  de- 
structl)n  of  the  mosquitoes,  which,  it 
has  been  ?hown,  thransmit  yellow  fever 
germs  with  their  sting.  There.  Is  a 
peculiar  .species  of  the  insect,  however, 
which  breeds  the  disesise.  and  Investiga- 
tion has  shown  that  where  soldiers  have 
been  bitten  by  these,  yellow  fever  almost 
invariably  results.  In  destroying  the 
mosquito  a  force  of  seventy-five  men 
has  been  employed  and  over  1400  gallons 
of  oil  used  In  preventing  the  propaga- 
tion of  the  Insect. 

The  surgeon  general  of  the  marine 
hospital  service  lately  issued  special 
orders  to  surgeons  of  his  corps,  warning 
them  to  protect  all  patients  In  hospitals 
from  the  bite  of  mosquitoes  and  to  take 
precautions  to  prevent  them  from  enter- 
ing wards  where  contagious  patients 
are  treated.  In  order  to  prevent  the 
spread  of  diseases. 

In  his  forthcoming  annual  report 
Rear  Admiral  RradfonS,  chief  of  the 
bureau  of  equipment,  will  make  an  ap- 
peal for  the  equipment  of  American 
men-of-war  with  a  system  of  wlreloss 
telegraphy.  As  soon  as  the  appropria- 
tion Is  obtained-Admiral  Rradford  will 
recommend  the  system  to  be  adopted  for 
the  naval  service.  In  the  meantime  he 
is  getting  all  the  information  available 
regarding  systems  In  operation  and  un- 
dergoing development.  Believing  that

Action  has  not  yet  been  taken  upon  his 

recomuieodatlon.

The  monthly  bulletin  of  the  American 
Republics  contains  the  following:  There 
Is  said  to  be  a  good  market  for  pLinos, 
organs  and  other  musical  instruments 
In  the  state  of  Yucatan,  Mexico. 

Ramiro  Fernandex,  representing  the 
Urban  Railway  company  of  Guatemala, 
Central  America,  la  reported  to  have  se- 
cured a  concession  for  .a  tramway  from 
Guatemala  City  to  Ouardo  Viego.  The 
material,  etc.,  for  the  construction  of 
the  same  will  be  Imported  free  of  duty. 

The  government  of  Uruguay  Is  said  to 
l>e  obtaining  Information  with  a  view  to 
the  installing  of  a  large  pumping  plant 
at  Montevideo. 

The  Mexican  Mining  and  Developing  - 
company,  of  the  City  of  Mexico,  has 
secured  the  contract  for  the  construction 
of  a  large  market  building  at  Toluca. 
The  value  of  the  contract  Is  said  to  be 
$.100,000,  Mexican  money.  Considerable 
building  material  will  be  needed. 

The  various  railroads  In  the  state  of 
Yucatan  are  about  to  discard  wood  fuel, 
in  view  of  timber  having  become  so 
scarce  in  that  country.  Negotiations 
are,  therefore,  being  conducted  with  a 
view^  to  the  importing  of  American  coal. 
Felipo  G.  Canton,  of  New  York  city,  who 
acts  as  American  purchasing  agent  for 
the  principal  Yucatan  railroads,  states 
that  some  15,000  tons  of  coal  will  be  re- 
quired for  consumption  by  the  various 
lines  for  the  first  years. 

Reports  state  that  the  Southeastern 
Railway  company,  of  Yucatan,  will  ai>on 
lot  contracts  for  about  |5.0OO.0O<4  worth 
of  material  for  the  proposed  line  In  Yu- 
catan, to  be  300  miles  long.  The  con- 
cession authcjrizes  the  construction  of 
lines  from  Pato  to  the  bay  of  Esplrlto 
Santo,  with  a  branch  to  the  bay  of  As- 
lenslon;  from  Valladodid  to  a  point  on 
the  line  from  Pato  to  the  bay  of  Esplrltu 
?anto,  and  from  a  point  between  the  line 
from  Pato  and  the  bay  of  Esplrltu  Santo 
to  the  coast  of  the  river  Hondu,  frontier 
of  Bollze. 

R.  A.  Gordon,  superintendent  and  en- 
gineer for  Llndo  Bros.,  at  Port  Limon. 
( 'oata  Rico,  is  reported  to  be  In  the  mar- 
ket for  wire  lath,  expanded  metal  wire 
uloth.  to  be  used*  for  ceilings,  and  par- 


titions In  buildings  now  under  course  of 
construction  In  that  region.  He  also  re- 
quests catalogues  and  prices  on  turbine 
wheels,  dynamos  and  Ice-maklng  ma- 
chines. 

Messrs.  M.  Meldona  and  J.  A.  Lapez.  of 
Sequl,  Monora.  Mexico,  are  contemplat- 
ing the  erectlDn  of  a  plant  for  reducing 
silver  ores.  They  will  require  lultable 
machinery. 

The  government  of  Venezuela  has  con- 
tracted with  a  French  firm  and  Tuodoro 
Urdaneta,  an  engineer  of  Caracas,  for 
paving  an  avenue  In  the  capital,  three 
kilometers  In  length  by  twenty  meters 
in  breadth,  with  cement  gutters  and 
pavement  on  either  side.  The  execution 
of  this  plan  will  lead  to  the  placing  of 
Important  orders  for  cement  and  build- 
ing materials. 

The  French  consul  at  Buenos  Ayres. 
writing  on  the  preparation  of  codfish 
destined  for  the  Argentine  republic,  ^aya 
that  the  flab  should  be  heavily  salted 
with  a  very  good  quality  of  salt,  and 
closely  packed  In  boxes.  If  the  codfish 
Is  well  prepared,  the  double  «lnc  box  Is 
superfluous  and  unnecessarily  Increases 
the  shipping  expenses.  The  Norwegian 
codfish  comes  sometimes  in  plain  wooden 
boxes  and  sometimes  in  zlnc-llned  boxes. 
The  Norwegian  and  Scotch  codfish  have 
the  largest  sale  In  the  republic,  due  in 
great  measure  to  the  manner  of  prepara- 
tion, which  always  Insures  the  product 
arriving  In  good  condition.  This  Is  an 
article  of  food  much  esteemed  in  the 
South  American  republics,  and  especially 
so  In  the  Argentine  republic.

NEW  TITLE. 

King    Edward    Wants    a 

More  Comprehensive 

Appellation. 

New  York,  July  ».— Commenting  upon 
Mr.  Chamberlain's  announcement  In  the 
house  of  commons  that  the  title  of  King 
Edward  will  be  changed,  the  London  cor- 
respondent of  the  Tribune  says: 

The  king  cannot  well  be  made  emperor 
of  self-governing  colonies  such  as  Can- 
ada and  Australia.  In  circles  generally 
well  informed  the  impression  prevails 
that  the  words  "sovereign  of  Great 
Britain"  will  be  added  to  the  present 
ceremonial  title,  which  is  "Edward  by 
the  grace  of  God.  of  the  United  Kingdom 
of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  king,  de- 
fender of  the  faith,  emperor  of  India." 
Some  people  in  England,  however,  be- 
lieve that  the  addition  will  be  a  complete 
one.  and  Canada,  Australia  and  South 
Africa  will  be  separately  mentioned.  The 
attitude  of  the  opposition  will  depend  on 
the  character  of  the  bill.  If  It  should  at- 
tempt to  extend  the  title  of  emperor  to 
any  part  of  the  king's  dominions  outside 
of  India  It  will  be  stoutly  opposed. 


New  York,  July  5.— A  dispatch  to  the 
Herald  from  London  says:  Arrange- 
ments have  been  perfected  by  which 
the  Diamond  Match  company,  limited, 
of  England,  becomes  amalgamated 
with  Bryant  &  May.^  the  famous  firm  of 
match  makers  of  Bow.

Sturia,  now  of  New  York,  but  who  for- 
merly lived  here,  was  in  the  city  last 
week  gathering  evidence  to  be  used  in  a 
suit  for  divorce,  which  she  has  brought 
against  her  husband  In  New  York.  The 
action  recalls  a  peculiar  story.  About 
twenty  years  ago  Mrs.  Sturla  suddenly 
appeared  in  a  house  on  Ninth  street, 
between  Grayson  and  Walnut.  She  was 
then  about  16  years  of  age  and  seemed 
to  be  very  innocent.  With  her  ehe  had 
a  bov  4  or  5  months  old- 

The  character  of  the  house  was  not 
of  the  best,  and  some  of  the  neighbors 
formed  a  committee  to  call  on  the  girl 
and  urge  her  to  move.  To  this  commit- 
tee she  said  that  she  was  the  wife  of 
W  H.  Sturla.  and  that  the  child  was 
here.  In  a  few  days  Sturla  appeared 
at  the  house.  He  was  said  to  be  a  gamb- 
ler, and  gamblers  frequented  his  rooms, 
where  cards  were  played.  After  a  short 
time,  in  response  to  warnings  from  the 
neighbors,  the  couple  disappeared. 

According  to  the  story  Mrs.  Sturls 
told  last  week,  her  husband  deserted 
her  some  years  ago.  She  says  that 
when  gold  was  discovered  in  the  Klon- 
dike he  went  there,  she  furnishing  him 
the  money,  and  that  was  the  last  f-he 
saw  of  him.  She  says  that  last  month 
she  met  another  woman  who  claimed  to 
b'»  the  wife  of  W.  H.  Sturla.  She  says 
that  after  she  left  here  her  father  died 
and  left  her  $100,000. 

Her  visit  to  Louisville  was  to  secure 
affidavits  that  she  and  Sturla  lived  to- 
gether here  as  husband  and  wife.  She 
secured  the  affidavit  of  Alexander  Mor-, 
ris  one  of  the  men  who  called  on  her  to 
warn  her  of  the  character  of  the 
Ninth  street  house.  The  others  are 
dead.

Throughout  the  South.  In  Southern  CalU 
fornla   and    the    Middle    West,    there    aro 
many  places  where  soil  and  climate  ar« 
particularly    adapted  ,to    flower    growing, 
and  the  field  Is  open  for  some  energetic  in- 
dividual to  start  an  Industry  which  evenl- 
ually  might  become  as  great  as  those  of 
renown  at  Graase  or  Nice,-  says  the  Kan- 
sas Otty  Star.    The  Americans,  it  1«  said, 
are  the  greatest  scent  using  people  In  th«( 
world.    Every  year  thousands  of  doUara' 
wdrth  of  perflmies  and  pomades  are  Im- 
ported   and    distributed      throughout      the 
states.    The    best    violet    pomade,    which 
is  one  of  the  most  expensive  made,  sells 
at   wholesale   for   not    less    thah   $2.50   per 
pound,    while    a    number    of    others    are 
hardly    less   expensive.       In   the    hope   of 
eventually  supplying  this  demand  vWets 
during  the  last  few  years  have  been  pro- 
duced by  the  ton  in  Southern  California. 
Pomadfes  are  first  made,  a  sort  of  stock, 
from     which    the    skillful     perfumer    ex- 
tracts the  odors  by  moans  of  ale  hcO^Tne 
refuse,  or  waste  material,  he  then,  with  a 
little    Judlatoue    dootorlng,     makes    into 
soaps,    other    pomades    or    loHet    waters. 
From   roses,    potnades   are   usually    made 
through  the  process  called  "exhaustion;" 
stated    simple.    It    Is    the    following    way: 
Great    pans    filled    with    lard    or    beef    fa» 
are  covered  thickly  with  the  petals  of  th« 
blossoms  and   then   heated   by   steam.   As 
they  l>egin  to  give  up  their  essences  their 
color   pales,   an    occurrence    which    is    the 
signal  for  their  removal.  The  '.ard  Is  then 
covered  with  fresh  petals  which  again  are 
only    allowed    to    remain    on    its    siirface 
long  enough  to  lose  their  fragrance.  Three 
or    four    times    the    lard    Is    thus    strewn 
with   fresh  petals  until  It  has  become  so 
thoroughly    saturated     with     their    odors 
that  It  will  receive  no  more.  The  fat  then 
Is  placed   In   a   sieve   and   the   thick   sub- 
stance which  is  pressed  out  of  It  is  called 
pomade. 

The  dlstll'-atton  of  scent  Is  usuallv  done 
bv  a  machine  which  collects  the  water  or 
oil  and  thus  obtains  the  very  quintessence 
ot  perfume.  Something  of  its  value  may  be 
conceived  when  It  Is  known  that  10,000 
pounds  of  rose  leaves  produce  but  one 
IKJund  of  the  essence,  but  of  such  Intense 
strength  are  these  essences  that  with  the 
aid  of  oils,  resin  or  some  animal  secre- 
tions, perfumers,  through  ccmbinatlons 
.and  manipulations,  can  obtain  from  them 
almost  anv  desired  scent.  They  can.  moi^- 
over,  keep  strictly  In  pace  with  the  fash- 
Ions.  It  is  because  of  this  that  we  occa- 
sionally read  of  the  Immense  sales  which 
some  favored  orchid  perfume  has  had, 
although  we  mav  know  that  this  particu- 
lar flower  Is  quite  lacking  in  the  charm 
of  fragrance.  At  one  time  we  had  thrust 
upon  us  innumerable  golden  rod  perfumes, 
because  the  plant  was  then  being  talked 
about  for  the  national  flower.  The  sweet 
scented  golden  rod.  solldago  odorata, 
however.  Is  the  only  one  of  the  great  tribe 
which  has  any  perceptib'.e  odor  and  thax 
being  similar  to  anfce  would  hardly  be 
agreeable  to  wear  continually  alMjUt  one  ■ 
clothes.  At  the  present  time  violet  is  the 
most  fashionable  scent,  and  the  flower 
ha-s  been  perfected  to  an  astonishing  de- 
Kree  Besides  the  output  from  varlou» 
other  places  300,000  pounds  of  these  blos- 
soms are  used  annually  at  -Grasse  in 
France,  and  40.000  pounds  at  Cann^'J^^ 
Nice,  fo  obtain  thU  perfume  the  flowers 
have  to  be  treated  in  quite  a  dlfteren.  way 
from  roses.  Like  heliotrope  tuberoses 
jessamine  and  »nlgnonette.  they  cannot

Thirty    People  Poisoned 

Within  a  Month  In 

Toledo,  Ohio. 

Toledo,  Ohio,  July  5.— The  police  au- 
thorities here  are  convinced  that  some 
fiend  or  crank,  or  perhaps  several  of 
th'f.u.  are  responsible  for  a  number  of 
mysterious  poisoning  oases  which  have 
taken  x>lace  here  in  the  last  few 
months,  and  which  were  attributed  to 
other  causes.  These  mysterious  poison- 
ings commenced  with  the  Brillman 
family  last  winter,  when  eight  persona 
were  stricken  down,  two  of  whom  died. 
The  blame  was  placed  on  oysters  eaten 
at  the  time,  but  a  chemical  analysis 
showed  that  large  quantities  of  arsenic 
was  contained  in  the  oyster  stew  and 
had  been  placed  there  by  some  one  after 
the  oysters  passed  Into  the  hands  of 
the  Brillmans,  as  other  oysters  taken 
from   the  same  pail   were  all   right. 

On  June  13  last  the  entire  family  of 
Arthur  Miller,  living  at  1227  Farrer 
street  was  stricken  down  with  poison- 
ing and  the  blame  was  then  placed  on 
mutton  which  had  been  purchasetl  from 
a  local  butcher  and  made  into  a  broth. 
Those  poisoned  in  the  Miller  family 
were  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Miller,  their  five 
children  and  two  guests,  Mrs.  Sumner 
and  Mrs.  Earnest  Miller.  After  h  ard 
work  on  the  part  of  physicians  the 
lives  of  all  the  Miller  family  were  saved. 
About  a  gallon  of  the  mutton  broth 
was  turned  over  to  City  Chemist  Klrch- 
nvaler  for  analysis,  and  he  reported 
that  the  broth  contained  a  large  quan- 
tity of  arsenic.  The  reason  given  why 
the  Miller  family  did  not  die  was  that 
a  double  quantity  of  broth  was  made 
from  that  at  first  intended,  and  that 
thl.^  reduced  the  poison  in  a  given  quan- 
tity of  broth,  so  that  the  physicians 
were  able  to  save  the  victims'  lives. 

The  police  claim  they  have  struck  a 
trail  and  expect  to  land  the  guilty 
party  or  parties  before  many  days  go 
by  Within  ten  days  after  the  poison- 
ing of  the  Milletr  family  four  other 
families  were  poisoned,  making  thirty 
persons  In  all.  and  the  blame  In  their 
cases  was  placed  on  pres.'«ed  com  beef 
which  the  victims  ate.  All  the  poison- 
ings took  place  in  the  c«ame  neighbor- 
hood The  beef  will  also  undergo  a 
chemical  analysis.  Some  weeks  ago  the 
entire  family  of  Attorney  C.  T.  L^wis 
were  stricken  down  with  poisoning  from 
soup,  and  all  came  near  dying.  The 
hired  girl  did  die.

the        birth        of       i  civilization;  of 

the  reason  for  the  eaclsie-nce  of  separate 
nations  and  of  the  pijitlon  of  Iisrael 
among  them.  Then,  a.-<  its  second  task, 
the  liook  unfolds  the  h  story  of  the  Im- 
mediate ancestors  of  l-rael  In  greater 
fulness.  According  t,o  .mother  analysis, 
th  book  may  be  stu^it- i  as  tracing  the 
hLstory  of  Israel  fr9m  the  three  great 
events  of  the  creation.  tiv,e  fiood  and  the 
call  of  Abraham.  It  i.^  a  book  of  gen- 
erations. It  gives  tlje  iradltion  of  the 
generation  of  the  hejiv.  u  and  the  earth, 
of  Adam,  of  Noah,  and  follows  thla  up 
with  the  generations  ■<(  the  heads  of 
three  of  the  great  divi.«;  ms  of  the  race, 
with  especial  emphasl;-  on  the  gene- 
alogy of  the  people  of  Israel  and  allied 
peoples. 

The  first  chapters  arr-  not  aimed  to 
constitute  a  cosmlcal  history  in  the 
strict  sense  "bf  that  term;  they  are 
rather  a  religious  air.l  mrtpU  interpre- 
tation 6f  the  Ideas  of  the  early  history 
of  the  world  that  existed  In  the  minds 
of  the  people  In  the  day  In  which  the 
chapters  were  written.  If  inspiration 
had  undertaken  to  give  an  accurate  his- 
tory of  the  formation  of  the  world,  it 
would  have  to  Include  many  things 
wholly  unintelligible  to  the  world  of  the 
day  in  which  the  l)ook  was  written.  The 
Bible  does  not  preten<l  to  be  science;  it 
is  rather  a  history  of  how  God  has  re- 
vealed himself  in  the  lives  of  the  people 
who  have  been  properly  called  pre- 
eminently the  "people  of  God."  And  yet 
It  seems  surprising  how  nearly  the  first 
chapter  of  Genesis  comes  to  modern 
geological  history  in  Its  sequence  of 
the  stages  of  creation.  There  are  other 
oriental  poems  of  the  creation,  but 
they  seem  full  of  puerilities  and  of  no- 
tions that  belong  to  the  conception  of 
many  gods.  This  one  is  freed  of  everj' 
trace  of  polytehism,  and  presents  the 
idea  of  one  God,  whose  spirit  was 
brooding  upon  the  face  of  the  waters  at 
the  initial  period  of  the  earth's  forma- 

Tl.e  effort  t.>  harmcnize  Genesis  w«th 
modern  science  has  b.-en  an  unwise  ex- 
penditure    of     Intellectual     energy,   be- 
cause it  is  a  mistake  to  think  that  the 
truthfulness  of  the  Bible  ever  demand 
ed    such  a  vindication.     If    one    grasps 
the  religious  import  of  the  first  chapters 
of  the  book,  then  it  will  not  trouble  him 
a  particle  to  note  the  fact  that  some  of 
the    physical    conceptions    of    the      first 
chapter  are  not  only  Irreconcilable  with, 
but  are  directly  oppo.sed  to  the   tearh- 
ings  of  modem    sclent  e.     For    Instance, 
the  idea  of  a  firmament  in  the  heavens, 
such  as  is  suggested  by  the  sixth  verse, 
none    other     than     the    old     idea     that 
there  is  a  hard  and  fast  dome  of  some 
metallic    or    other    firm    substance    en- 
closing all  the  air  above  us.   and   that 
the  stars  and  sun  are  fixed  in  this  dome, 
and   that    there   are    windows,    or  aper- 
tures. In  It  through  which  the  rain  de- 
scends from    the   great   body   of   water 
supposed  to  enclose  the  whole  exterior 
surface   of    thle    dome.      This    was    the 
idea    of   the   ancient    world,    but   every 
school  child  today  knows  its  falsity.    If 
the  inspired  writer  had  sought  to  teach 
the  true  story  of  the  physical  world,  his 
religious  message  would  have  been  lost 
in    the    vain    effort    to   force   upon    the 
minds  of  the  people  Information  entirely 
beyond  their  intellectual  horizon. 
SOME   DETAILS. 
The  earth  wa«  waste  and  void  with- 
out the  special  care  of  the  Divine  pres- 
ence.    Things   began   to   take  on   form 
jmd    life   only    when   the  voice  of   God 
spoke  the  word  of  command.    The  light 
that  shone     then.  cAme    as    a    division 
from  the  darkness  and  constituted  the 
first  day  of    creation.     The  expression. 
"There    was     even»iiag    and     there  was 
morning,  one  day."  sounds  peculiar  in 
the    ear    of   one    wl»-5    is    acustomed    to 
reckon  the  day  from  midnight  to  mid- 
night.    But  the  form  of  language  will 
b<»  better  understood  when  it  is  remem- 
bered that  the  Jews  reckoned  their  re- 
ligious day  from  sunset  to  sunset.    The 
language  does  not  necerwarlly  require  us 
to    think    of    the    o>-4gln^l    darkness    as 
constituting  a  part  bT  the  first  day;  it  is 
simply  the  natural  way /or  one  to  have 
expressed  himself     m     fhe  day  of    the 
writer.     The  difficulty  that  occurs  to  us 
now    was    not    at   all    present     to     the 
writer.  ^      ,. 

The  chapter  aims  to  represent  the 
process  of  creation  in  a  story  of  seven 
days'  happenings.  Yet  these  days  are 
not  to  be  reconciled  with  the  ages  of 
geology,  although  many  well-meant  ef- 
forts have  been  made  to  do  that. 
Geology  teaches  that  animals  and 
plants  came  into  existence  togflttn«r 
from  the  first,  while  these  chapters 
represent  them  as  coming  Into  eocist- 
ence  on  separate  and  successive  days, 
with  the  creation  of  the  luminaries  oc- 
cupying a  day  that  intervened  between 
the  creation  of  the  first  forms  of 
life  and  the  creation  of  the  first  deiri- 
zens  of  the  deep.  This  will  help  once 
more  to  emphasize  the  fact  that  the 
purpose  of  this  chapter  Is  religious 
rather  than  sclentlflb  or  historical.      It 


teaches  that  God  made  things  as  we  see 
them,  rather  than  how  He  made  them. 
In  response  to  the  Divine  will  things 
came  into  being.  This  teaching  1»  not 
violated  by  the  fundamental  teachings 
of  evolution  as  a  method.  We  must  be 
careful,  however,  not  to  speak  of  matter 
as  having  in  itself  the  potentiality  of 
all  things  that  afterwards  seem  to  come 
out  of  it.  Potentiality  is  never  fully 
present  without  produclnflr  the  result 
that  is  said  to  lie  potenttsil.  Genesis  does 
not  say  a  word  about  the  creation  of 
matter.  It  only  tells  us  that  the 
Divine  will  energised  In  matter  to  pro- 
duce the  world  as  we  see  and  know  tt. 
It  is  not  interested  in  the  vexed  phi- 
losophic question  of  what  was  the  ori- 
ginal form  of  all  things,  but  rather 
finds  its  chief  Interest  In  the  onward 
movement  toward  man — the  spiritual 
counterpart  of  his  Maker,  In  the  ex- 
pression. "Let  us  make  man."  there 
seems  something  peculiar  until  one 
thinks  of  the  idea  so  often  repeated  in 
the  Old  Testament  of  attendant  spirits 
ministering  to  God  and  doing  his  bid- 
ding everywhere.  To  these  the  writer 
represents  the  Deity  as  speaking  the 
words  introductory  to  the  last  stage  of 
creation. 

There  is  no  pessimism  in  this  chapter. 
One  pessimist  has  said  that  this  Is  the 
worst  possible  world;  and  another  pes- 
simist has  replied,  no  this  is  not  the 
worst  possible  world,  but  It  Is  worse 
than  no  world  at  all.  That  man  of 
the  very  olden  time,  who  wrote  the  first 
chapter  of  Genesis,  was  wiser  than 
either  of  these  learned  grumblers  of  the 
modern  world.  He  looked  upon  the 
world  as  the  creation  of  a  good  Qod. 
and  knew  that  when  God  had  finished 
his  handiwork  He  called  it  good.  yes. 
very  good.  God  blessed  it  all.  and  there 
was  a  sabbath  of  rest  from  the  cre- 
ative fiats.  TTius  the  writer  traces 
to  God  the  origin  of  all  the  seasons  and 
days  of  the  religious  system  of  the  Jews. 
The  very  lights  that  were  placed  In  the 
heavens  were  put  there  in  part,  at  least, 
to  Indicate  the  seasons  for  feasting 
and  sowing  and  harvesting.  In  short, 
all  creation  has  some  religious  signifi- 
cance Life  and  being  have  had 
their  origin  In  God  and  have  their  true 
meaning  only  as  they  render  Him  ser- 
vice. 

TWO  GREAT  TRUTHS. 

'In  the  beginning  God  created."  Tliese 
sublime  words  that  open  the  pages  of 
the  Holy  Bible  contain  the  fundamental 
truth  at  the  basis  of  life.  This  world 
is  not  the  product  of  fortuity.  It  was  not 
a  blind  movement  of  atoms  that  caused 
things  to  be  what  they  are.  It  was 
the  action  of»a  personal  spirit  of  in- 
telligence and  will  that  caused  things 
to  be  Spirit  ia  the  ultimate  origin  of 
all  things  as  It  Is  always  the  essential 
element  in  every  reality.  Thought  is 
the  first  product  of  spirit,  but  thought 
finds  expression  in  deeds.  God  is  from 
eternity,  and,  no  doubt,  his  thought  of 
the  creation  of  the  world  was  from 
eternity,  but  the  Scripture  conceives 
the  execution  of  the  plan  as  marking 
the  beginning  of  time. 

It  is  Important  to  emphasize  the  idea 
that  God  was  in  the  world  at  the  very 
beginning.  It  is  his  world,  and  to 
Him  belongs  the  lordship  of  it  all.  "In 
Him  we  live  and  move  and  have  our 
being."  This  is  not  the  devil's  world.  He 
is  an  intruder,  as  is  all  evil.  Evil  It  not 
natural  to  man.  All  sin  is  foreign  to 
his  nature.  It  is  sickness.  This  wlU 
be  emphasized  more  in  the  next  les- 
son. But  God,  who  was  in  the  world 
at  the  beginning,  is  in  it  all  along  and 
blesses    it    with    His   righteous   energy. 

Second  only  to  the  thought  that  God 
Is  the  personal,  spiritual  creator  comes 
the  thought  that  man  is  the  spiritual 
culmination  of  all  things  that  God  has 
made.  AH  else  is  but  the  preparation 
for  the  existence  of  man.  When  all 
else  had  been  made,  then  God  made 
man  and  gave  him  dominion  over  all 
the  earth  to  use  it  to  the  glory  of  the 
Maker. 


"God  set  the  diadem  upon  his  head. 
And    angel   choirs   attended." 

No  preparation  was  too  extravagant 
for  man.  and  no  care  ia  too  painstaking 
for  him.  The  God  who  made  him  and 
endowed  him  with  such  .spiritual  sus- 
ceptibilities has  revealed  Himself  to 
him  at  many  periods  of  his  existence 
as  the  Supreme  One  who  offers  His  lov- 
ing care  as  a  Father  and  Savior.  The 
human  heart,  when  at  Its  best,  re- 
sponds: "Thou  has  made  us  for  thy- 
self, and  our  hearts  are  restless  till 
they  rest  in  Thee." 

The  Scripture  says  that  God      made 
man    in    His   own    image.    It    has    been 
very  well  said  that  man  could  not  be^ 
gin    to   understand    what    that    expres- 
sion  meant   until   Christ   came   in     the 
form  of  man.   He  was   Divinity  in  the 
form  and  fashion  of  man.  He  was  man  i 
caught  up  and  dignified  anew  with  the  ' 
spirit  and  character  of  God.   It  w^as  in 
His    likeness   that    man    was   originally 
made.  He  Is  the  archtype  of  our      hu-  , 
manity.  ' 

Christ  spoke  his  estimate  of  man  in 
terms  unmistakable.  Man  is  so  highly  i 
valued  at  the  throne  of  God  that  Gk>d 
sent  His  Son  to  redeem  him,  to  seek 
him  out  of  his  evil  and  his  sin  and 
bring  him  back  to  the  heart  and  home 
of  his  heavenly  Father.  The  parable  of 
the  lost  sheep  Is  eloquent  In  Its  ex- 
pression of  the  divine  valuation  of 
man.  It  Is  a  parable  of  seeking  and 
saving  and  welcoming.  The  litter  fea- 
ture of  It  is  amplified  in  the  longer 
parable  of  the  prodigal  son.  There  Is 
Joy  in  heaven  at  the  repentin^r  and 
home-coming  of  every  sinner. 

Thus  does  God  estimate  man.  What 
does  man  think  of  himself?  Alas!  too 
often,  he  lives  as  If  he  thought  that 
none  of  the  dignity  and  grandeur  of  the 
image  of  Grod  pertained  to  his  character. 
The  swine  wallows  in  the  mire,  and 
the  butterfly  wings  its  flight  from 
flower  to  flower  through  all  the  sum^ 
mer  day.  It  beloiigs  to  the  swinish 
nature  to  wallow  in  the  mud.  and  it  is 
right  for  the  butterfly  to  flit  its  sunny 
life  away,  but  maji  was  made  for  some- 
thing nobler  than  to  despoil  the  glory 
of  his  character  by  floundering  In  the 
mlre  of  sin  or  by  flitting  his  days  away 
in  the  thin  and  evanescent  delights  of 
a  world  of  mere  pleasure  seeking.  God 
calls  him  to  the  high  vocation  of 
Christlike  character  and  service.  Only 
in  responding  to  this  call  does  he  begin 
to   fulfill  the  plan  of  God   in  creating

New  York,  July  5.— J,  Pierpont  Mor- 
gan, the  most  notable  of  half  a  dozen 
or  more  milliofiaires,  who  arrived 
home  from  Europe  yesterday  on  Ham- 
burg-American liner  Deutschland,  an- 
nounced on  landing  that  he  would 
take  several  days  to  thoroughly  digest 
the  n«ws  of  the  happenings  since  he 
left  Southampton  before  he  would  ex- 
press his  opinioti  at  any  length  on  sub- 
jects in  which  the  public  is  most  vitally 
interested. 

So  great  was  the  flotilla  of  boats 
that  accompanied  the  Deutschland 
from  quarantine  to  her  pier  in  Ho- 
boken  that  the  foreigners  aboard  of  her, 
forgetting  the  day  of  Independence, 
were  Justified  in  believing  that  a  gala 
occasion  was  being  made  for  the  re- 
turn of  the  party  of  distinguished  and 
wealthy  Americans  from  abroad.  Many 
ya<hts  surrounded  the  great  liner  when 
she  first  made  her  pause  at  quarantine, 
and  from  each  one  of  the  visitors  there 
was  a  noisy  salute,  while  flags  and 
bunting  floated  from  every  peak.  The 
passengers  on  the  Deutschland  thor- 
oughly enjoyed  the  demonstratictn  and 
did  not  neglect  to  give  hearty  cheers 
when  the  band  played  patriotic  airs. 

It  would  be  difficult  to  give  an  accu- 
rate estimate  of  the  wealth  represented 
by  the  men  to  whom  the  suites  of  rooms 
on  the  upper  deck  of  the  Deutschland 
had  been  turned  over.  With  Mr.  Morgan 
were  W.  L.  Elklns.  P.  A.  B.  Widener 
and  Clement  A.  Grlscom.  There  were 
also  Pierre  Lorillard.  seriously  ill  during 
the  entire  voyage;  Claus  A.  Spreckels, 
Bernard  A.  Baker  and  John  I.  Water- 
bury.  On  board,  too,  were  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
W.  K.  Vanderbilt.  Jr..  Mr.  and  Mr.s. 
Harry  Payne  Whitney  and  Lieutenant 
Governor  Woodruff. 

It  was  with  difllculty  that  Mr.  Morgan 
was  persuaded  to  consent  to  even  th? 
shortest  kind  of  an  interview. 

"My  trip  abroad,"  said  Mr.  Morgan, 
answering  a  question  regarding  his 
health,  "has  been  one  of  great  enjoy- 
ment, and  I  return  home  stronger  than 
I  have  been  before  in  years.  My  time 
was  not  entirely  occupied  by  business, 
and  I  look  upon  my  trip  as  a  vacation." 

"How  did  y')U  find  the  English  money 
market?"  Mr.  Morgan  was  asked. 

"Prospe<rity  seems  to  be  as  general 
there  as  in  this  country.  I  have  been 
amused  by  the  reports  of  the  purchases 
made  by  me.  while  as  a  matter  of  fact 
about  the  only  things  that  I  bought 
were  two  oil  paintings  that  I  have  long 
wanted  to  possess.  I  left  those  pictures 
behind,  but  they  may  follow  me  to 
Amerda  later." 

"What  steps  are  being  taken  to  bring 
the  present  steel  strike  to  an  end?" 

"I  cannot  discuss  that  question.  If 
there  Is  a  strike  of  steel  workers  It 
has  l)een  brought  on  since  I  sailed  from 
Southampton." 

"How  about  the  purchas**  of  the  Ley- 
land  line  of  steamships  for  your  ac- 
count.   Mr.    Morgan?'   * 

"I  will  say  nothing  about  the  pur- 
chase of  any  line  of  steamships." 

Mr.  Wltener.  Mr.  Elkliis  and  Mr.  dls- 
eom  were  fcund  on  the  upjxi-r  deck  after 
tihe  customs  hoiMte  officials  had  boarded 
the  Deutxchlafid.  Knch  of  them  for  a  mo- 
ment turned  interviewer  and  a.«iked  fiue?- 
<ion  after  question  In  regard  to  the  news 
from  short.  E^ach  expressed  great  rogret 
for  'he  death  of  Albert  I-..  Johnson  and 
Jaci>b  3.  Rchers. 

"I  know  of  no  matter  of  gresit  public 
ln>ter(«t,"  saJd  Mr.  Widener,  "that  I  tun 
discuss,  and  I  certainly  shall  refuse  to 
discuss  matters  that  are  of  person.vl  Im- 
portance to  myself." 

This  remark  was  made  In  answer  to  a 
question  regarding  the  attitude  that  Mr. 
WldeKi^r  will  assume  concerning  th^e  grab 
of  Philadelphia  streets  for  transportation 
I>urpoi«e«.     Mr.    Widener  continued: 

"You  know  ever>-thlng  done  In  that  mat^ 
ter  has  been  since  Mr.  Elklns  and  1  left 
New  Yor.  More  than  that  we  are  not  ac- 
qtiatnted  with  the  present  situation.  Tbere 
may  have  iK-en  developments  since  we  left 
Southamp'ton.  As  our  interests  are  in- 
volved to  a  very  largo  extent.

Manila,  July  6.— The  forces  of  the  in- 
surgent leader.  Bellarmlno,  which  have 
recently  been  operating  around  E>onsol, 
province  of  Sorogon,  were  driven  across 
the  mountains  by  the  Second  infantry 
and  finally  captur,ed  by  the  Sixth  cav- 
alry. Bellarmino.  with  1000  men  and 
214  gun«,  surrendered  to  Col.  Wint,  at 
Albay,  capital  of  the  province  of  that 
rwme.  One  hundred  more  rifles  will  be 
surrendered  tomorrow. 

Later  in  the  day  the  official  announce- 
emnt  of  the  surrender  of  Bellarmino 
was  made.  According  to  this  account, 
Bellarmino,  who  has  been  operating  in 
the  province  of  Soreogona,  surrendered 
Thursday  last  at  L<egaspi,  on  Albay  bay, 
with  thirty-two  officers.  315  guns  and 
3000  rounds  of  ammunition.  The  rebel 
president  of  that  section  of  the  couir- 
try  and  many  Filipinos  accompanied 
Bellarmino,  who  gave  himself  up  to 
Col.  Theo  J.  Wint  of  the  Sixth  cavalry. 
In  all,  since  June,  1.  1082  insurgents 
have  surrendered  In  that  district.  Col. 
Wint'a  regiment  came  from  China  with 
Gen.  Chaffee.  Before  disembarking  at 
Legaspi,  Col.  Wint  went  to  Gen.  Chaffee 


and  asked  the  latter  if  he  desired  him 
to  clean  up  that  part  of  the  country. 
Gen.  Chaffee  replle<i:  "Yea,  but  I  do 
not  command  until  July  *•" 

In  three  weeks  Bc.Iarlmino  was  cor- 
nered, in  spite  of  the  belief  of  many 
ofiicers,  that  cavalr>  could  not  be  used 
in  such  a  country.  The  insurgent 
general,  Cailles,  who  surrendered  at 
Santa  Cruz,  Laguna  province,  June  24, 
and  his  friends  have  offered  to  nego- 
tiate with  Malvar,  the  insurgent  leader 
In  Southern  LAiBon,  for  the  latter's  sur- 
render, 

Fomer  Filipino  officers  who  belonged 
to  Malvar's  commar.d  report  that  fifty 
insurgents  were  klll'-d  and  that  many 
were  wounded  by  the  command  of 
Liieut.  ManacI  during  a  recent  two 
days'  fight  in  the  pn'Vince  of  Batangas. 

The  Twentieth  Infantry  has  been  or- 
dered from  Northern  Luzon  to  Ba- 
tangas. 

Civil  Governor  Taf  t  and  Military  Gov- 
ernor Chaffee  are  working  agreeably 
together.  iTiey  are  holding  informal 
conferences  and  are  arriving  at  mu- 
tual understandings,  a  state  of  affairs 
hitherto  almost  unknown  here.

Washington,  July  6.— The  report  from 
Brussels  that  former  President  Kruger 
is  being  urged  to  notify  the  powers  that 
unless  they  intervene  in  the  South 
African  contest  he  will  commission  pri- 
vateers is  not  treated  seriously  here. 

It  Is  well  understood,  as  one  outcome 
of  the  war  with  Spain,  that  the  United 
States  government  will  never  again,  ex- 
cept in  the  most  extraordinary  emer- 
gency. Issue  letters  of  marque,  and  the 
Fame  reasons  that  Impel  the  government 
to  thi^'  course  undoubtedly  will  operate 
to  prevent  our  government  from  recog- 
nizing any  tuth  warrants  Issujd  by 
any  other  nation,  even  wer?  that  nation 
In  full  standing. 


In  the  case  of  the  Sptniiih  war  both  cf 
the  belligerents,  by  agreement,  re- 
frained from  Issuing  commissions  to 
privateers,  and  It  i^w  has  been  many 
years  since  the  fla^  of  any  respectable 
nation  has  flown  ovir  such  craft.  In 
tihe  case  of  Mr.  KrilB  i'  U  Ut  extremely 
doubtful  whether  he  'would,  if  the  Issue 
were  forced  in  this  way.  be  recognized 
as  a  de  facto  president  authorized  to 
Issue  commissions  to  privateers.  That 
point  would  have  to  be  settled  at  the 
outset,  and  each  nation  whose  commerce 
was  affected  or  was  threatened  by  the 
privateers  would  determine  for  Itself  his 
competency.  It  is  scarcely  to  be  expect- 
ed that  they  would  decide  against  their 
own  oommerclal  interests,  so  that  Mr. 
Kruger's  privateers  would  find  it  dllTl- 
cult  to  secure  gen«ral  recognition. 

The  threat  to  send  out  privateers 
withoat  President  Kruger's  consent  is 
Idle.  It  Is  pointed  out  here  that  such 
craft  would  be  plj^tes  pure  and  simple 
and  the  civilized-  world  would  sweep 
them  off  the  seas  if  they  should  begin 
operations  against  the  commerce  of  the 
nations.

At  his  death  they  ceased  altogether. 
She  made  several  ineffectual  attempts 
to  Be:^re  a  settlement,  and  when  thef^e 
failed  she  came  to  this  country  and 
brought  out  a  book  which,  it  is  said,  had 
been  suppressed  In  England  and  Ger- 
many.   It  contained  her  contentions. 


Cincinnati.  July  6.-^Wlth  the  largest 
attendance  on  record,  the  twentieth  in- 
ternational convention  of  the  Christian 
Endeavor  society  began  here  today. 
Cool  weather  favored  the  delegates,  and 
the  business  session,  with  which  the 
cQnven||on  began,  was  carried  on  In  a 
pleasaint'  atmosphere,  after  the  severe 
hot  weather  of  the  past  ten  days.  Dur- 
ing the  early  hours  reception  aijja  rallies 
were  held  at  different  state  head- 
quarters. The  delegates  then  marched 
by  states  to  the  Auditorium,  where  the 
opening  session  of  the  convention  was 
held. 

Addresses  of  welcome  were  followed 
by  the  annual  reports  of  the  officers  and 
business  agents.  This  evening  the  regu- 
lation welcoming  ad.dresses  will  be 
heard  at  the  A«dltorlum.  President 
Clark  will  deliver  his  annual  address, 
and  Secretary  Beer  will  deliver  his  re- 
port on  the  societiee'  progress  during 
the  past  year. 

Three  large  auditoriums  and  a  large 
hall  have  been  arranged  on  the  old  ex- 
position grounds  adjoining  Washington 
park,  on  Elm  street.  A  large  platform 
has  also  been  constructed  In  Washing- 
ton park  for  overflow  open  air  meetings. 
Music  hall  has  been  designated  as  "Au- 
ditorium Endeavor."  Power  hall  Is 
called  "Auditorium  WHllston,"  and 
Horticultural  hall  Is  known  as  "Audi- 
torium Ohio."    Odean  hall  Is  the  fourth 

In  this  group. 

Only  two  of  the  auditoriums  will  be 

used  tonight  simultaneously.  Dr.  Ten- 
nis S.  Hamlin,  of  Washington,  will  pre- 
side In  one.  with  F.  H.  JacDbs,  of  Brook- 
lyn, as  musical  director.  Bishop  Samuel 
Fallows,  of  Chicago,  presides  In  the 
other,  with  Percy  F,  Foster,  of  Wash- 
ington, D.  C,  as  musical  director.  Solo- 
ists will  assist  the  chorus  of  1200  voices 
In  each  of  these  auditoriums.

fred Gaudier,  Toronto;  Rev.  W.  J.  Dar- 
by, Evansville.  Ind.,  and  Rev.  William

Tomorrow  the  dally  quiet  hour  meet- 
ings will  be  held  from  8  to  9  a.  m.  In  the 
churches,  and  the  visiting  delegates  will 
supply  over  200  pulpits  morning  and 
evening  in  this  city  and  vicinity.  Sun- 
day afternoon  the  auditoriums  will  be 
used  for  meetings  simultaneously  for 
children,  men  and  women  from  2  to  3:30 
In  the  afternoon,  and  other  meetings 
win  be  held  from  4  to  5  p.  m.

PRINCE  VON  HOHENLOHE 

The  Former    German    Imperial    Chancellor    Died 

Unexpectedly  at  Ragatz— Was  a  Warm 

Friend  of  Americans. 


Berlin,  July  6.— Prince  Von  Hohenlohe, 
formerly  German  Imperial  chancellor, 
died  at  Ragatz.  Switzerland,  last  even- 
ing. 

Prince  Von  Hohenlohe's  death  was 
generally  unexpected  here,  as  he  loft 
Berlin  several  weeks  ago,  apparently 
In  good  health,  although  his  Increasing 
weakness  was  evident.  The  prince  ar- 
rived at  Ragatz  extremely  exhausted. 
His  death  Is  attributed  to  the  weakness 
of  old  age.  The  arrangements  for  the 
transportation  of  the  body  to  Germany 
and  for  the  obsequies  are  not  yet  defin- 
itely determined  upon;  but  It  Is  expected 
that  the  remains  will  be  conveyed  to  the 
Hohenlche  ancestral  home,  at  SchllUngs- 
fuerst,  Batavia,  where  the  family  vault 
Is  situated  and  where  the  body  of  Prince 
Von  Hohenlohe's  wife  Is  Interred.  It 
Is  also  expected  that  Chancellor  Von 
Buelow  will  break  his  seaside  rest  and 
attend  the  funeral. 

Although  Emperor  William  has  fixed 
his  departure  on  his  trip  to  Norway  for 
Monday  next,  it  Is  deemed  likely  that 
his  majesty  will  once  more  postpone  the 
date  of  his  starting  on  his  trip  In  order 
to  enable  him  to  attend  the  obsequies. 
Owing  to  Emperor  William's  relation- 
ship to  Prince  Von  Hohenlohe,  his  ma- 
jesty always  called  the  prince   "Uncle 


Chlowlg." 

It  is  not  believed  here  that  the  body 
of  the  prince  will  be  brought  to  Berlin 
before  being  taken  to  SchlUlngsfuerst. 

The  oflftclals  of  the  nUlted  States  em- 
bassy Informed  the  correspondent  of  the 
Asoclated  Press  that  the  death  of  the 
former  chancellor  was  much  regretted, 
because  of  his  uniform  kindliness  to- 
wards Americans  and  American  inters 
ests. 

Prince  Von  Hohenlohe's  attitude^ 
through  his  chancellorship,  was  always 
fair  and  conciliatory  in  regard  to  Ger- 
man-American relations.  Although  he 
was  an  extensive  estate  owner,  be  did 
not  share  the  agrarian  hostility  to- 
wards the  United  States.  It  was  cer- 
tainly owing,  in  a  large  measure,  to 
Prince  Von  Hohenlohe's  friendly  spirit, 
during  several  trying  years,  that  Ger- 
many's rotations  with  the  United  States 
never  departed  from  feordlality.  He  re- 
ceived many  Americans  and  was  always 
friendly  to  them.  At  the  time  of  the 
death  of  United  States  Ambassador 
Theodore  B.  Runyon,.  In  1896,  which  oc- 
curred in  the  middle  of  the  night.  Sec- 
retary Jackson  went,  early  In  the  morn- 
ing, to  Inform  the  cabinet  ministers  of 
the  ambassador's  death,  but  only  found 
Prince  Von  Hohenlohe  ready  to  receive.

Manila,  July  6.— The  forces  of  the  in- 
purgent  leader.  Bellormlno,  which  have 
rerently  been  operatinsf  anmnd  Donsol, 
province  of  Sorogon,  were  driven  across 
the  mountains  by  the  Second  infantry 
and  finally  captur^ed  by  the  Sixth  cav- 
alry, nellarmino,  with  1000  men  and 
214  guns,  surrendered  to  Col.  Wlnt,  at 
Albay,  capital  of  the  province  of  that 
name.  One  hundred  more  rifles  will  be 
surrendered  tomorrow. 

L/ater  in  the  day  the  official  announce- 
enint  of  the  surrender  of  Bellarmlno 
was  made.  According  to  this  account, 
Hellarniino.  who  has  been  operating  in 
the  province  of  Soreogona,  surrendered 
Thursday  last  at  luegaepl,  on  Albay  bay, 
with  thirty- two  ofTicers.  315  guns  and 
3000  rounds  of  ammunition.  The  rebel 
president  of  that  section  of  the  couir- 
try  and  many  Filipinos  accompanied 
Eellarmino,  who  gave  himself  up  to 
Col.  Theo  J.  Wlnt  of  the  Sixth  cavalry. 
In  all,  since  June  1,  1082  insurgents 
have  surrendered  In  that  district.  Col. 
Wint'tj  regiment  came  from  China  with 
Gen.  Chaffee.  Before  disembarking  at 
Legaspl,  Col.  Wlnt  went  to  (Jen.  Chaffee 


and  asked  the  lattet  if  he  desired  him 
to  clean  up  that  part  of  the  country. 
Gen.  Chaffee  replie<l:  "Yes.  but  I  do 
not  command  until  July  4." 

In  three  weeks  Bf.larlmlno  was  cor- 
nered, in  spite  of  I  he  belief  of  many 
oflicers,  that  cavalrj  could  not  be  used 
in  such  a  country.  The  Insurgent 
general.  CalHes,  who  surrendered  at 
Santa  Cruz,  Laguna  province,  June  24, 
and  his  friends  have  offered  to  nego- 
tiate with  Malvar.  the  insurgent  leader 
in  Southern  LAizon,  for  the  latter's  sur- 
render. 

Fonier  Filipino  ofTicerg  who  belonged 
to  Malvar's  commar.rl  report  that  fifty 
insurgents  were  klU-d  and  that  many 
were  wounded  by  tl>e  command  of 
Lileut.  Manaci  during  a  recent  two 
days'  fight  In  the  pnvince  of  Batangas.

It  Is  well  understood,  as  one  outcome 
of  the  war  with  .'^pain,  that  the  United 
States  government  will  never  again,  ex- 
cept in  the  most  extraordinary  emer- 
gency, issue  letters  of  marque,  and  the 
Fame  reasons  that  Impel  the  government 
to  thii'  course  unJoub'.eaiy  will  operate 
to  prt^vinl  our  government  from  recog- 
nizing any  iii<-li  warrants  Issujd  by 
any  other  nation,  even  wer?  that  nation 
in  full  standing. 


In  the  C4Ee  of  the  Spini.'ih  war  both  cf 
the  belligerents,  by  agreement,  re- 
frained from  issuing  commissions  to 
privateers,  and  It  nov:  has  been  many 
years  since  the  fiaif  of  any  respectable 
nation  has  flown  o\  'r  such  craft.  In 
the  case  of  Mr.  Kru«  ^  It  Is  extremely 
doubtful  whether  he  'xvould,  If  the  issue 
were  forced  In  this  way,  be  recognized 
as  a  de  facto  president  authorized  to 
Issue  commissions  to  privateers.  That 
point  would  have  to  be  settled  at  the 
outset,  and  each  nation  whose  commerce 
was  affected  or  was  threatened  by  the 
privateers  would  determine  for  itself  his 
competency.  It  Is  scarcely  to  be  expect- 
ed that  they  would  decide  against  their 
own  commercial  interests,  so  that  Mr.  j 
Kruger's  privateers  would  find  It  dilTl- 
cult  to  secure  general  recognition. 

The  threat  to  send  out  privateers 
wlthoat  President  Kruger's  consent  Is 
idle.  It  is  pointed  out  here  that  such 
craft  would  be  plipate?  pure  and  simple 
and  the  civilized  world  would  sweep 
them  off  the  seas  If  they  should  begin 
operations  against  the  commerce  of  the 
nations.

PRINCE  VON  HOHENLOHE 

The  Former    German    Imperial    Chancellor    Died 

Unexpectedly  at  Ragatz— Was  a  Warm 

Friend  of  Americans. 


Berlin,  July  6.— Prince  Von  Holienlohe, 
formerly  German  Imperial  chancellor, 
died  at  Ragatz.  Switzerland,  last  even- 
ing. 

Prince  Von  Hohenlohe's  death  was 
generally  unexpected  here,  as  he  loft 
Berlin  several  weeks  ago,  apparently 
In  good  health,  although  his  increasing 
weakness  was  evident.  Ttie  prince  ar- 
rived at  Ragatz  extremely  exhausted. 
His  death  is  attributed  to  the  weakness 
of  old  age.  The  arrangements  for  the 
transportation  of  the  body  to  Germany 
and  for  the  obsequies  are  not  yet  defin- 
itely determined  upon;  but  it  is  expected 
that  the  remains  will  be  conveyed  to  the 
Hohenlclie  ancestral  home,  at  Schilllngs- 
fuerst,  Batavia,  where  the  family  vault 
Is  situated  and  where  the  body  of  Prince 
Von  Hohenlohe's  wife  is  interred.  It 
is  also  expected  that  Chancellor  Von 
Buelow  will  break  his  seaside  rest  and 
attend  the  funeral. 

Although  Emperor  William  has  fixed 
his  departure  on  his  trip  to  Norway  for 
Monday  next.  It  is  deemed  likely  that 
his  majesty  will  once  more  postpone  the 
date  of  his  starting  on  his  trip  in  order 
to  enable  him  to  attend  the  obsequies. 
Owing  to  Emperor  William's  relation- 
ship to  Prince  Von  Hohenlohe,  his  ma- 
jesty always  called   the   prince   "Uncle 


Chlowlg." 

It  Is  not  believed  here  that  the  body 
of  the  prince  will  be  brought  to  Berlin 
before  being  taken  to  Schlllingsfuerst. 

The  officials  of  the  nUlted  States  em- 
bassy informed  the  correspondent  of  the 
Asoclated  Press  that  the  death  of  the 
former  chancellor  was  much  regretted, 
because  of  his  uniform  kindliness  to- 
wards Americans  and  American  Inters 
ests. 

Prince  Von  Hohenlohe's  attitude, 
tfirough  his  chancellorship,  was  always 
fair  and  conciliatory  In  regard  to  Ger- 
man-American relations.  Although  he 
was  an  extensive  estate  owner,  he  did 
not  share  the  agrarian  hostility  to- 
wards the  United  States.  It  was  cer- 
tainly owing,  in  a  large  measure,  to 
Prince  Von  Hohenlohe's  friendly  spirit, 
during  several  trying  years,  that  Ger- 
many's rotations  with  the  United  States 
never  departed  from  cordiality.  He  re- 
ceived many  Americans  and  was  always 
friendly  to  them.  At  the  time  of  the 
death  of  T'nited  States  Ambassador 
Theodore  B.  Runyon,.  in  1896,  which  oc- 
curred in  the  middle  of  the  night,  Sec- 
retary Jackson  went,  early  In  the  morn- 
ing, to  inform  the  cabinet  ministers  of 
the  ambassador's  death,  but  only  found 
Prince  Von  Hohenlohe  ready  to  receive.

Young    American    Suc- 
cessful   la    Encounter 
With  a  Frenchman. 

New  York,  July  6.— According  to  a 
Paris  dispatch  to  the  Journal  and  Ad- 
vertiser, Albert  Hopkins,  son  of  the 
president  of  the  Women's  college  in 
Baltimore,  has  come  out  victorious  in 
a  duel  with  a  Frenchman,  Henri 
D'Estournel,  a  man  about  town. 
D'Estournel  found  fault  with  young 
Hopkins  for  wearing  an  American  flag. 
Hopkins,  who  is  an  athlete  and  used 
to  be  a  pitcher  at  St.  John's  college, 
Baltimore,  slapped  the  Frenchman's 
face  and  the  dispatch  says  this  led 
to  a  meeting  with  swords  in  the  Bois 
de  Boulogne  in  the  dawn.

DEACON  IS  DEAD. 

Boston  July  «.— Edward  Park  Deacon, 
member  of  a  wealthy  Boston  family, 
prominent  m  society  some  years  ago.  and 
who  nrarrled  a  daughter  of  Mrs.  WilUana 
Asior.  and  was  principal  In  a  sensational 
shooting  affair  In  Paris.  i<5  dead.  Mr.  Dea- 
con was  a  victim  of  brain  disease. 
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Th«  Rev.  Jolkn  Mason  Duncan,  presi- 
dent of  the  school,  has  gone  to  lay 
Craggencroft  claims  before  families 
and  communities  in  the  Dakotas.  Mon- 
tana and  Iowa.  The  Herald  had  this 
Interview   with  him  before  he  left: 

•Do  Craggencroft  conditions  please 
and  promise,  Mr.  Duncan?" 

"Yes.  Craggencroft  records  more 
growth,  more  promise  of  growth  and 
leas  loss  of  students  than  most  other 
Bchools  known  to  me  or  directed  by  me 
in  twenty-five  years.

"What  gives  Craggencroft.  Mr.  Dun- 
can, the  high  set  values  commonly  at- 
tached to  It?" 

"Three  things,  sir.  It  Is  private.  It 
Is  small.  It  is  at  Glen  Avon." 

"Won't  you  please  explain  this  a 
little  further?" 

"Certainly.        Many    carelessly    think 
that  a  private  school  Is  set  for  exclu- 
sive social  uses.      This  is  largely  false 
In   both   theory  and  fact;    strikingly  so 
at  Craggencroft.      The  core  value  of  a 
private  school  is  its  large  freedom  from 
the   ironclad   fixities   of   a   huge   system 
wisely  and  necessarily  rigid  and  rigor- 
ous.

It  is  the  child  and  the 
youth    and    the    girl    particularly    that 
suffer  from  it.      Instead  of  the  mainten- 
ance of  a  system  and  the  perfecting  It 
to    the    greatest    good    to    the    greatest 
number  and  under  the  law  of  the  sur- 
vival of  the  fittest,  the  aim  In  a  private 
school  Is  to  infuse  into  a  given  number 
of  children  the  thought  and  spirit      of 
some  one  approved  life,  that  life  Itself 
In  turn  the  center  of  a  similar  sympa- 
thetic   group    of    associate    lives.    That 
one    life   Is    the   dynamic    center   of   the 
school.       From  It  springs  the  elasticity 
demande<i  by  childhood.      Each  girl  and 
each   boy   by   virtue   of   the   freedom   of 
the  school   becomes  attached   at   many 
and  various  points  to  that  life.       It  Is 
the   spark    that   kindles,    the       fountain 
head   that  feeds,   the  dynamo   that   be- 
gets   and    supplies.    Contact    with    that 
life  Is  in  the  very  nature  of  a  private 
school  made  possible,  yea,  common  and 
natural,   and  with   that  contact   Is   Im- 
parted to  the  child  not  the  knowledge 
but  the  power  of  that  life.  The  .student 
gets    the   ideas    of    life,    the    color       of 
thought  and  of  sentiment,   the  cast  of 
character  that  that  private  school  man 
has.       That  man  that  has  not  wrought 
out  life  itself  in  the  white  heat  of  real- 
Ism  idealized  might  hear  classes,  even 
teach,    perhaps.    Ijut    he    could    not    or- 
ganize,   and   from   day   to  day   breathe 
soul-life    into    the    organism,   of   a    pri- 
vate   school.       I    am    sorry    I    may    not 
tell  you   the  long   list  of  glorious  com- 
pany  I   have   In  my  headship  of  a  pri- 
vate   school    like    Craggencroft.    T    am 
Borry  that  my  words  can  not  catch  fire 
and    blaze   along    these   lines    with    the 
fervor  and  joy  of  professional  privilege 
secured  to  me  and  my  associates  and 
our    students    at    Craggencroft.       It    is 
the  dignity  and  the  privileges  and  the 
certainties  of  such  school  life  that  give 
It    the    pricelessness   which    the    intelli- 
gent   have   always       recognized,       and 
which   withal  still  lies  within  reach  of 
the  wealth  of  the  rich,  of  the  self-sac- 
rifice of  all,  except  the  very  poor,  and 
oftcner    than    Is   thought    within       the 
ministry  of  love.

No  Ephraim  joined 
to  his  idols  is  let  alone.  Each  young 
life  is  bound  by  Immediate  social  ties 
to  one  larger  life.  Book  learning  pro- 
ceeds as  a  secondary  matter,  but  not  in 
a  secondary  way  within  the  larger  pro- 
cess  of   life  fusion. 

.  "You  can  see,  sir,  that  because  of  this 
primary  nature  of  a  private  school  it 
can  never  be  very  large.  And  in  this 
smallness  lies  the  second  unit  of  Crag- 
gencroft value.  Of  course,  this  must  not 
fall  below  the  degree  of  size  demanded 
by  emulation  and  competition.  I  am  not 
trying  to  develop  a  large  thing.  Size 
for  me  Is  determined  by  the  minimum 
demands  of  competition  as  suggested, 
and  the  necessities  of  financial  integ- 
rity. A  private  school  is  bound  by 
the  same  business  obligations  as  a  pri- 
vate man's  and  so  must  attain  a  debt- 
paying  power  either  by  earnings  or  en- 
dowments.

But  the  thoughtful  man 
would  scarce  venture  to  say  that  in 
the  former  case  as  much  Impartatlon 
Is  commonly  possible.  Small  classes 
and  full  time  allow  much  repetition  on 
the  part  of  both  teacher  and  student, 
and  repetltlo  mater  atudlorum  est.  you 
know.  Small  classes  reduce  the 
teacher's  chancee  of  missing  fire.  Small 
classes  render  outside  helpfulness  mofe 
nkely  and  more  uniform.   'Tis  hard  to

serve  one  and  neglect  others.  Small 
classes  do  away  with  this  invidious  dis- 
crimination: Of  whatever  volts  of 
energy  and  abiUty  a  teacher  has  six 
pupils  can  get  more  each  than  sixty 
could  get  each.  Speed,  certainly  and 
uniformity  are  thus  greatly  advanced 
and  friction  and  waste  and  discourage- 
ment are  reduced. 

"And  Craggencroft  is  at  Glen  Avop. 
Do  you  know  what  that  means?  It 
means  that  from  8  in  the  morning  until 
5  in  the  evening.  Including  both  tran- 
sit coming  and  going,  a  Craggencroft 
girl  or  boy  scarce  sees  or  hears  or  feels 
any  suggestion  or  sight  or  sound  of 
vice  and  immo.'ality  of  any  sort  or 
kind.

"The  best  way  to  keep  cheat  out  of  a 
half  bushel  is  to  chuck  it  full  of  wheat" 
is  unanswerable.  The  moral  cleanli- 
ness of  Glen  Avon,  Its  chaste  seclusion 
in  poetic  virtue  and  its  freedom  from 
commercial  and  municipal  distractions 
supply  us  an  educating  force  rarely 
equalled  in  schools  and  never  more 
needed  than  now.  .  I  have  no  mer- 
cenary motive  when  I  say  to  parents 
that  Glen  Avon  in  Itself  is  almost  an 
education  aside  from  Craggencroft. 
Again  allow  me  to  say  that  if  Crag- 
gencroft has  any  special  value  It  is  be- 
cause it  is  private  and  small  and  at 
Glen  Avon. 

"Will  the  property  be  in  any  way 
changed?"

The  sudden  disappearance  of  Michael 
Lalor  from  the  end  of  the  canal  pier  on 
Wednesday  morning  of  this  week  is  a 
source  of  anxiety  to  his  relatives  and 
friends,  and  the  conclusion  has  been 
reached  that  another  victim  has  been 
claimed  by  the  cold  waters  of  old  Lake 
Superior. 

Lalor  was  a  laborer,  about  37  years  of 
age,  and  has  been  employed  for  the  last 
two  months  by  Charles  Stone,  the  con- 
tractor on  the  cement  work  for  the  gov- 
ernment piers  at  the  ship  canal.  He  was 
sent  out  Wednesday  morning  to  the  end 
of  the  pier  to  wet  down  the  cement 
blocks  and  spread  burlap  over  them. 
He  was  out  on  the  end  of  the  pier  a  long 
time,  and,  finally,  another  man  was 
sent  out  to  learn  what  progress  was 
being  made.  He  returned  with  the  re- 
port that  Lalor  was  missing.  The  miss- 
ing man's  hat  and  coat  and  the  pail 
that  he  had  used  were  found  on  the  end 
of  the  pier,  but  no  trace  of  the  man  him- 
self. 

The  men  at  work  on  the  pier  say  there 
can  be  no  doubt  but  that  he  went  into 
the  water,  for  none  of  them  saw  Lalor 
return.  At  the  time  of  his  dl.sappear- 
ance  he  was  dressed  in  oilskins  and 
wore  heavy  rubber  boots.  It  Is  claimed 
that  this  suit^would  carry  him  down  as 
though  he  were  a  stone.  A  search  was 
instituted  about  the  waters  at  the  end 
of  the  pier  as  soon  as  Lalor's  disappear- 
ance was  noticed,  but  there  was  a  heavy 
sea  running  at  the  time,  and  the  prob- 
abilities are  that  the  body  was  carried 
some  distance  by  the  current.  It  is  be- 
lieved that  he  slipped  and  fell  in.  In- 
spector Cromwell  says  that  there  is  a 
sort  of  pocket  formed  on  the  outside  of 
the  pier  under  the  trestle  work  along 
the  pier  by  the  swirling  waters,  and  it 
may  be  possible  that  the  body  will  be 
found  there.  The  life-saving  crew  was 
at  work  all  the  morning  and  this  after- 
noon dragging  in  the  vicinity  of  the  end 
of  the  pier,  but  at  a  late  hour  this  af- 
ternoon  no  find   was   reported. 

As  soon  Li  Lalor  was  missed.  his 
effects  were  Inspected  at  the  St. 
Nicholas  hotel,  at  the  foot  of  Lake 
avenue,  and  the  name  of  his  brother. 
Thomas  Lalor.  from  a  little  town  in  Il- 
linois was  discovered.  This  brother 
arrived  In  the  city  this  morning  and  Is 
active  in  the  search  for  his  relative. 

Michael  Lalor  has  been  in  the  employ 
of  Mr.  Stone  for  about  two  months,  and 
by  his  employer  and  fellow  workmen 
was  regarded  as  a  very  faithful,  sober 
and  reliable  man.  The  Inspectors  say 
that  If  he  was  given  a  piece  of  work  to 
do  be  stayed  by  until  it  was  finished, 
no  matter  how  long  after  hours  he  had 
to  work  to  complete  It.  Previous  to 
working  for  Contractor  Stone.  Lalor 
worked  two  years  for  Robert  Whiteside, 
a  luberman  of  this  city. 

Shortly  before  his  disappearance,  La- 
lor bought  a  St.  Mary's  hospital  ticket. 
He  had  a  sick  and  accident  policy 
in  the  Union  Men's  Mutual  company 
and  a  life  insurance  policy  In  the  New 
York  Equitable  Life  Insurance  com- 
pany. It  is  said  that  he  had  a  large 
part  of  his  savings  In  the  bank,  but 
nothing  Is  definitely  known  about  this. 
His  brother  says  that  ^here  is  some 
doubt  as  to  Lalor's  having  much  money 
saved  as  he  was  of  a  very  generous 
nature  and  had  been  in  the  habit  of 
giving  his  money  away  to  those  less 
fortunate    than   himself.

Cincinnati,  July  -«.-^At  today's  session 
of  the  international  convention  of  the 
Society  of  Christian  Endeavor  President 
Clark  made   his  annual  address. 

In  openlnjf  his  address  President  Clark 
reviewed  the  work  of  the  Sunday  school, 
begun  In  the  last  part  of  the  eighteenth 
century,  and  the  work  of  popularizing 
Bible  study,  and  Ihe  printing  of  a  cheap 
Bible  In  the  nineteenth  century.  He  de- 
clared that  the  nineteenth  century  saw 
peculiar  perils  assailing  the  young  man 
and  that  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  was  started  to 
set  young  men  at  work  for  young  men  In 
a  new  evangelism.  Then  he  took  up  the 
organization  of  the  Young  People's  So- 
ciety of  Christian  Endeavor,  in  the  lasi 
twenty  years  of  the  nineteenth  century. 
"The  hour,"  he  continued,  "for  the  de- 
velopment of  new  methods  and  lines  of 
work  had  come,  and  today,  with  the  new 
centurv  only  six  months  old,  we  can  see 
why  the  twentieth  century  peculiarly 
needs  such  an  agency  as  the  Y.  P.  S.  C.  E.

The  complaining  witness  in  the  caie 
against  McElroy  is  George  D.  Bartlett, 
who  hired  Uie  defendant  to  go  out  to 
Winston.  Minn^  to  cook  in  a  lumber 
camp.  It  is  charged  that  the  complain- 
ant paid  the  fare  and  boarded  McKlroy 
for  some  time,  but  that  he  never  put  in 
an  appearance  at  the  work  which  he 
cont^-acted  to  do.

This  century  will  be  one  of 
mighty  combinations  and  tremendous  ag- 
gregations of  material  forces. 

"But  one  trust,"  he  continued.  "I  ven- 
ture to  say,  is  needed,  and  that  is  a 
church  trust.  There  should  be  a  religious 
clearing  house.  Flftv  new  sects  sprang  up 
In  the  United  States  alone  within  100 
years.  I  am  not  decrying  a  wise  denom- 
inatlonallson,  an  Idea  for  which  Christian 
endeavor  always  stands,  and  which  Is  as 
wide  apart  as  the  poles  from  a  decisive 
and  glorious  sectarianism.  But  there 
should  be  a  religious  clearing  house. 
There  should  be  a  combination  of  the 
Christian  forces  of  the  land  to  work  in 
harmony  for  the  advancement  of  the 
kingdom  through  their  own  churches  and 
denominations.  ,       .     ,,         ,^ 

•'The  society  does  not  aspire  to  be  such 
a  trust  for  the  church  at  large,  but  It 
does  aspire  to  promote  among  the  young 
the  spirit  of  harmony  and  brother.y  love 
and  united  service  for  the  Kingdom  of  our 
Lord   and   for   their  native  land. 

In  conclusion.  President  Clark  declared 
that  "not  only  are  the  great  Industrial 
forces  of  the  land  uniting,  but  the  devil  is 
marshalling  his  forces  at  the  beginnir« 
of  the  twentieth  century  as  never  before. 
Who  will  stem  this  tld«T  Who  will  op- 
pose the  united  front  of  evil?  Surely  an 
organization  which  has  fourid  its  way  In- 
to forty  denominations  and  Into  e\er> 
country  beneath  the  sun,  and  organiza- 
tion which  has  united  3  5W.OO0  young  Peo- 
ple of  e^ery  kindred  and  tribe  and  people 
and  tongue  and  color  and  creed,  has  sopie 
reason  to  think  it  was  called  into  being  by 
God  for  this  very  purpose.  The  church  of 
?hf  tw-yilelh  c.enfury  needs  more^slren 


of  Christian  Endeavor  to  every  climat* 
and  country  more  than  the  tact  that  thero 
are  national  Christian  Endeavor  unions 
in  the  United  States,  Canada,  Englaod, 
Sco^la^d.  Ireland.  Wales,  Australia, 
France,  Spain,  Germany,  South  Africa. 
India,  China,  Mexico,  and  Japan,  and  tl:at 
Christian  Endeavor  leaflets  and  consU- 
tuilons  majV  now  l)e  found  in  Chinese.  Jap- 
anese, Malagasy,  Persian,  Arabic,  Turk- 
ish, Greek,  Spanish,  Swedish,  Dutch,  Nor- 
wegian, Welsh,  Austrahan.  Hufigaiian, 
Coptic, '  Mexican,  Portuguese,  Indian,  the 
many  dialects  of  India  and  Africa. 

Unususil  as  It  is  to  report  any  back- 
ward step  in  Christian  Endea-vor,  still  it 
Is  necessary  to  do  so  lo  South  Africa, 
where  the  continued  hostilities  betweerv 
Briton  and  Boer  liave  made  It  seam  wise 
for  Secretarv  George  1.  W.  Kilbon,  of  th« 
South  African  Christian  Endeavor  union, 
to  suspend  his  work  for  a  lime,  expecting, 
however,  that,  when  peace  Is  dec'ared, 
the  work  will  be  taken  up  with  renewed 
energy  and  in  true  Christian  endeavor 
manner. 

We  must  pause  to  tell  of  the  cruel  blows 
dealt  lo  our  very  promising  work  in 
China.  Hundreds  of  Chinese  Christian 
Endeavorcrs  forfeited  their  lives  In  the 
past  year  at  the  hands  of  the  Boxers, 
rath^  than  recant.  Societies  were 
crushed  out  in  manv  Instances,  but  1  am 
glad  to  say  that  in  the  last  three  months 
particularly  there  Is  a  most  hopeful  out- 
look for  Christian  Endeavor  in  China, 
and  the  blood  of  the  martyrs  is  to  be  the 
seed  of  a  work  that  we  never  expected 
In  the  eerly  days.  China  Is  now  calling 
for  a  stecreiary  that  her  work  may  more 
speedily  be  accomplished  under  God's 
g^uidance. 

Very  naturally  the  Increase  in  Junior 
and  intermediate  societies  continues  to  be 
Interesting.  There  are  now  over  16,000 
Junior  societies  and  12ffi  Intermediate  so- 
cieties, the  first  with  4S3,000  members,  and 
the  Fecona  with  38.500. 

If  Christian  Endeavor  has  done  noth- 
ing else.  It  Is  worth  these  ^wenty  years 
of  effort  for  the  cheer  It  has  carried  Into 
such  places  and  Into  prisons  and  Jails 
In  this  ccuntrv.  T'here  is  no  i>age  of 
Christian  EJndeavor  history  more  inspir- 
ing »han  that  which  leMs  of  the  orogress 
made  among  our  brothers  in  bonds,  in  the 
twenty-five  and  more  prison  Christian 
Endeavor  societies  scattered  throughouitt 
the  great  prisons  of  the  United   States. 

The  business  meeting  of  the  United  So- 
ciety of  Christian  Endeavor  (the  corpora- 
tion) was  opened  by  President  Francis 
Clark  and  special  devotional  prayers  for 
the  late  Rev.  Dr.  Maltbie  BatKook,  who 
died  recently  in  Italy,  and  for  Rev.  J.  Wil- 
bur Chapman,  who  Is  seriously  ill  In  In- 
diana, were  led  by  the  Rev.  Floyd  W. 
Tompkins,  of  Philadelphia  and  Rev.  W. 
H  McMillan,  of  Pittsburg.  A  resolution 
of  condolence  was  ordered  sent  lo  the  rel- 
atives of  the  late  Dr.  Babcock.  and  a 
message  of  good  will  and  sympathy  was 
telegraphed  Dr.  Chapman.  The  report  or 
Treasurer  William  Shaw  was  then  sub- 
mitted.

A  very  seHoua  phase  in  the  electrical 
lJnemen'8  strike  developed  on  Friday  of 
this  week.  It  was  the  attempt  on  the 
part  of  same  person  or  persons  unknown 
lo  cripple  the  service  of  the  Zenith 
Telephone  company  by  cutting  three  of 
fce  cables  in  the  system.  The  act  was 
committed  on  the  night  of  July  3,  and 
in  addition  to  the  three  cables  put  out  of 
commission  through  human  agency,  the 
lightning  on  that  night  damaged  about 
Iwenty-five  more.  Manager  Krltzer,  of 
|»ie  Zenith  company,  has  no  hesitancy  in 
pronouncing  the  work  on  the  three 
cables  a.s  that  of  some  of  the  strikers  or 
their  friends.  He  says  that  lightning 
could  not  possibly  have  done  the  injury, 
the  evidences  of  the  cutting  being  ve:y 
plain.  No  attempt  was  made  to  cut  the 
wires  inside  the  cable.  The  rain  getting 
Into  the  cable  easily  ruined  about  twelve 
feet  of  the  wires  both  ways  from  the 
aperture.  The  striking  linemen  deny 
all  knowledge  of  the  cutting  and  charge 
the  Zenith  company  with  attempting  to 
gain  public  sympathy  by  making  the 
charge  against  them.  Both  telephone 
companies,  according  to  Manager  Krit- 
ler's  statement,  have  offered  a  reward 
of  $500  for  the  apprehension  of  the  guilty 
parties.  .         ^   ,, 

The  Electrical  Workers'  union  held 
another  meeting  last  evening  and  the 
strike  of  the  linemen  was  the  principal 
topic-  of  discussion.  The  members  of  the 
union  art""  averse  to  giving  out  any  of 
the  canclusions  reached  at  the  meeting, 
but  it  is  understood  that  the  principal 
discussion  was  over  the  charge  that  the 
tutting  of  the  cables  was  done  by  some 
of  the  members  of  the  union.  One  of 
the  men  prominent  in  the  strike  declared 
last  evening  that  the  union  has  from  the 
very  fiist  been  firmly  opposed  to  any 
act  that  would  damage  the  property  of 
the  telephone  companies,  and  says  that 
not  one  of  the  strikers  has  thought  of 
doing  such  a  thing. 

The  telephone  companies  are  still  firm 
!n  their  position  not  to  grant  the  de- 
mand for  eight  hours,  and  the  managers 
claim  that  the  only  thing  that  is  worry- 
ing them  Is  the  danger  to  the  systems 
arising  from  the  cable  cutting.  Manager 
Kritzer  said  Friday  that  the  threat  of  a 
boycott  was  not  a  source  of  alarm;  that 
the  Zenith  company  has  not  lost  a  single 
bobscrlber  yet.  but  has  received  new 
applications  for  "phones.  He  says  that 
the  company  does  not  fear  the  action  of 
the  strikers  in  the  matter  of  the  i)ro- 
posed  petition  to  the  council  in  which  it 
will  be  alleged  that  the  telephone  com- 
pany is  not  living  up  to  the  terms  of  its 

franchise. 

•    •    • 

There  will  bo  a  joint  meeting  of  the 
free  labor  bureau  commission  and  the 
flnan'-e  committee  of  the  city  council,  at 
the  council  chambers  this  evening,  to 
discuss  the  matter  of  funds  for  the 
establishment  and  maintenance  of  the 
tiureau.  The  commission  expects  to  a<sk 
the  council  for  an  appropriation  of  $1500 
to  defrav  the  expense,  and  there  is 
somewhat  of  a  divided  opinion  among 
the  aldermen  as  to  the  advisability  of 
making  this  appropriation.  Some  be- 
lieve that  the  employers  should  support 
the  bureau  by  the  payment  of  a  fee.  An 
understanding  will  probably  be  arrived 
HI  this  evening  l>etween  the  commiission 
and  the  finance  committee.

The  state  free  labor  bureau  was  for- 
mally opened  for  business  in  West  Su- 
perior on  Friday  of  this  week.  The 
bureau  is  establisshed  in  the  office  of  the 
board  of  public  works,  of  that  city, 
where  it  will  remain  until  permanent 
juartc-rs  have  been  found  on  Tower  ave- 
nue. J.  C.  Stewart,  former  secretary  of 
the  board  of  public  works,  has  been 
chosen  superintendent  of  the  bureau, 
and  has  been  indorsed  by  the  labor  or- 
ganizations of  West   Superior.

The  labor  orgnnlzations  of  this  city 
Aid  not  turn  out  in  as  large  numbers  for 
the  Fourth  of  July  parade  as  had  been 
planned,  the  threatening  weather  on 
the  morning  of  the  Fourth  being  respon- 
sible in  the  main.  There  was  a  very 
Bood  reprerientation  of  organized  labor 
In  the  parade,  however,  for  the  dele- 
pntes  of  the  Trades'  assembly  turned 
out  well,  and  large  delegations  were  in 
line  from  tho  'Lonshoremen's  union,  the 
Stonemasons'  union,  the  Carpenters  and 
Joiners'  union  and  the  Amalgamated 
Meatcutter.i"  union.  The  'Longshore- 
men's union  had  the  largest  number  of 

men  in  line.

Another  incident  of  interest  in  the 
world  of  labor  occurred  this  week  when 
about  a  dozen  of  the  workmen  employed 
to  niJve  the  I^erch  livery  barn  filed  Hens 
because  they  had  not  been  paid  for 
their  work.  These  Hens  cover  the  two 
lots  on  which  the  two  sections  of  the 
barn  now  stand  at  Fourth  avenue  west 
and  First  street.  T.he  lots  are  not  the 
property  of  Mr.  Lerch  and  the  barn  is 
there  temporarllv.  The  amounts  claimed 
range  from  $4.50  to  $22.20,  the  total 
amount  being  $149.20.  Baldwin  &  Bald- 
win are  the  attorneys  for  the  men.

It  is  quite  likely  that  before  long  we 
may  be  producing  all  our  own  sugar, 
and  that  alone  will  knock  off  an  eighth 
of  all  our  Imports  of  foreign  goods. 
Theer  Is  really  nothing,  sayis  the  New- 
York  Journal,  that  we  buy  abroad  that 
we  could  not  produce  Just  as  well  at 
home  If  we  set  bur  minds  to  it,  except 
possibly  diamonds  and  dukes. 

Two  J  ears  ago  there  wasn't'  a  sliver 
of  fence  on  what  is  now  Mr.  Watson's 
7000-acre  farm.  He  bought  seven  quar- 
ter sections  for  $.^5  apiece  and  accrued 
taxes.  He  had  nine  head  of  cattle  then. 
He  has  500  head  now.  Out  of  his  profits 
he  has  kept  buying  more  land  until  he 
has  got  a  very  likely  farm.  He  has 
made  $12,000  free  and  clear  in  two 
years. 

The  New  York  Sheet  Metal  Workers 
at  their  laet  regular  meeting  adopted 
an  amendment  to  the  constitution  of  the 
union  prohibiting  members  from  join- 
ing the  volunteer  or  standing  army  and 
navy,  except  in  time  of  war  lietween 
the  United  States  and  a  foreign  nation. 
The  feeling  that  prompted  this  action  is 
that  there  Is  a  growing  tendency  to  util- 
ize the  military  power,  not  merely  to 
preserve  order  and  prevent  bloodshed, 
but  to  suppress  strikes. 

Three  of  the  largest  shoe  manufactur- 
ing firms  In  Plymouth  county,  Mass., 
have  agreed  to  ask  their  employes  to 
w  ork  but  fifty-four  hours  a  week  during 
the  summer.  Two  of  these  firms  have 
decided,  also,  to  follow  the  same  sched- 
ule throughout  the  entire  year.  The 
men  will  receive  as  much  pay  for  their 
fifty-four  hour  week  as  they  formerly 
received  for  the  fifty-nine  hour  week. 
The  change  wae  made  voluntarily,  and 
apparently  because  employers  believe 
that  just  as  much  work  would  be  d.me 
as  before.  The  same  experiment  has 
been  made  in  other  lines  of  industries, 
and  seemingly  with  success.  More  arid 
more  In  New  England  the  manufac- 
turers are  trying  to  produce  a  higher 
grade  of  product  rather  than  a  cheaper 
Krade.  To  get  the  best  results,  says  the 
Boston  Advertiser,  it  Is  necessary  that 
the  workmen  shall  be  far  above  the 
average  In  Intelligence  and  In  efliciency. 
If  shorter  hours  of  labor  will  bring 
about  this  result,  then  it  Is  economy  to 
shorten  the  length  of  the  working 
day.

Handed    Down    By   the 

Supreme  Court  of 

Minnesota. 

St.  Paul.  July  6.— The  eupreme  court 
handed  down  ten  decisions  yesterday. 
The  lower  court  was  sustained  in  eight 
instances  and  reversed  in  two.  A  per 
curiam  decision  was  also  rendered  in 
the  suit  of  the  McGovern  heirs  of  Wa- 
seca. A  farm,  owned  by  Thomae  Mc- 
Govern, was  left  to  his  widow  without  a 
will,  and  on  her  death  to  her  son  Law- 
rence. The  other  heirs  demanded  a  par- 
tition, which  was  made  by  the  probate 
court.  Lawrence  claimed  the  land  by 
adverse  possession  and  appealed,  but 
the  supreme  court  sustains  the  partl- 

S.  D.  Hlllman.  who  took  teetimony  as 
referee  in  the  Metcalf  investigation,  and 
was  only  allowed  $5  a  day,  or  $85.  by  the 
district  court,  loses  his  appeal.  Hlllman 
claimed  $526.25.  and  adduced  Governor 
Lind's  promise.  The  supreme  court 
holds  that  the  governor  cannot  bind 
other  branches  of  government  to  pay 
more  than  regular  wages,  and  Hlllman 
must  get  his  extra  compensation  from 
the  governor  or  through  the  legislature. 
Georgia  C.  Hasty  wins  her  suit  against 
L.  W.  Bonness  &  Co.,  In  which  she  got  a 
judgment  for  $2840.13  for  logs  cut  from 
her  land.  The  land  was  an  eighty-acre 
tract  homesteaded  by  one  Noel,  who 
assigned  his  claim  to  the  plaintiff.  The 
assignment  was  not  recorded  by  the 
land  office  for  a  year,  and  during  that 
time  Segure  &  Bailey,  lumber  firm,  cut 
timber  from  the  land  and  sold  it  to 
Bonness  &  Co.  The  court  holds  the  act 
a  tresspass  and  the  verdict  not  exces- 
sive 

A  rental  agent,  who  Is  not  entrusted 
with  general  control  of  property.  Is  not 
the  owner's  agent  and  cannot  be  fined 
for  failure  to  abate  a  nuisance.  The 
court  so  decides  in  a  St.  Ttiul  case,  re- 
versing the  lower  court. 

The  Winona  county  court  is  re- 
versed In  the  case  of  H.  M.  Laml)erton 
against  Charles  M.  Youmans,  assignee 
for  William  H.  Yale,  former  lieutenant 
governor.  Lamberton  is  the  heir  of 
W.  J.  Lamberton,  who  bought  real  es- 
tate for  Yale.  He  bought  a  tract  in  1879 
for  4983.83,  on  which  only  $3789.35  was 
paid.  He  bought  another  In  1883  for 
$2675,  on  which  no  ayment  was  made, 
thouh  it  was  platted  and  sold  for  $10.- 
402  50.  When  Governor  Yale  assigned. 
In  1899,  H.  M.  Lamberton  put  In  a 
claim,  which  was  denied.  The  district 
court  held  that  the  claim  was  barred 
on  the  ground  of  laches,  but  the  su- 
preme court  declared  that  the  cir- 
cumstances  do  not 


forcing  the  trust,  by  which  he  was  to 
share    the    profits    equally. 

A  St  Louis  county  case  was  the 
Farmers  Trust  company,  a  corporation, 
limited,  respondent,  vs.  Asher  M.  Prud- 
den  et  al,  defendants,  Asher  M.  Prud- 
den  and  Lottie  W.  Pnidden,  appel- 
lants. ,  ^ 

In  consideration  of  the  extension  of 
the  time  of  payment  of  the  mortgage 
debt,  an  instrument  was  executed  by 
the  mrotgager,  assigning  to  the  mort- 
gagee the  rents  of  the  premises  to  be 
applied  on  the  mortgage  debt  then  past 
due.  It  provided  that  if  default  oc- 
curred in  the  mortgage,  a  representa- 
tive of  the  mortgagee  might  take  pos- 
session of  the  premises,  let  the  same 
and  collect  rents,  and,  if  necessary, 
eject  tenants. 

Held,  that  the  Instrument  constituted 
an  assignment  of  the  rents,  with  Inci- 
dental possession  for  the  purpose  ot 
collection,  and  did  not  convey  an  inter- 
est in  the  real  estate,  and  that  the 
mortgagee  was  entitled  to  foreclose  the 
lien  and  have  a  receiver  appointed  to 
collect  the  rents.  Other  rulings  of 
the  court  examined  and  held  to  contain 
no  revlsible  error.  Order  affirmed. 
Lewis,  J.

Some  of  my  readers  may  remember 
that  a  couple  of  weeks  ago,  under  this 
caption.  I  called  their  attention  to  the 
overthrow,  or  rather  the  evolution  or 
Ihe  Roman  repui>lic  into  a  senate-sov- 
ETned  nation.  I  think  there  was  food 
tor  thought  in  that  page  of  history. 

In  our  own  country  and  tinie.s  we 
have  been  through  several  processes  of 
evolution.  We  have  already  verified 
time  a«d  again,  when  comparing  this 
history  of  ours  to  that  of  other  nations, 
that  like  conditions  beget  like  results. 
In  other  words,  while  it  may  be  a  trite 
quotation,  we  are  realizing  it  in  our 
own  case  that  history  certainly  does  re- 
peat itself.  We  seem  to  pay  little  at- 
tention to  that  fact,  however,  and  go 
right  on.  perhaps  not  blindly,  but  cer- 
tainly as  if  we  were  deluding  our- 
selves into  the  idea  we  were  working 
on  original  lines. 

I  am  no  prophet  picturing  troublous 
times  ahead,  nor  a  philosopher  prat- 
ing about  the  "awakening,"  but  simply 
one  of  many  hundreds  of  thousands  of 
thinking  men  who  would  like  to  see  the 
past,  experience  and  history  taken  ad- 
vantage of  in  mapping  out  the  course 
■we  would  like  the  events  of  today  to 
follow.  Our  authoritie.s  tell  us  that 
Boon  after  the  period  we  last  glanced 
at  conditions  in  Rome  again  changed. 

'The  senate  sank  into  a  powerless  as- 
sembly of  imperial   nominees,   and   the 
FPirlt    of       RoYnan        freedom       wholly 
perished  with  the  extinction  of  stoicism. 
The  progressive  or  retrogre.ssive  steps 
In  the  phases  of  government  are,  after 
all.  but   the  application  of  the  ordinary 
principles  of  human  nature.  Despotism 
is    the    normal    and    legitimate   govern- 
ment of  an  early   society       in       which 
knowledge    has    not   yet   developed    the 
powers  of  the  people,  but  when  it  is  in- 
troduced   Into    a    highly    civilizod    com- 
ninnitv.  It  is  of  the  nature  of  a  disease, 
end    a   disease    which,    unless       it       be 
checked,    has   a   continual    tendency   to 
sprout       When  free  nations      abdicate 
their    political    functions,    they        gra- 
dually lo.<«e  both  the  capacity  and  desire 
for  freedom.       Political  talent  and  am- 
bition    having   no   sphere   for       action, 
steadily  decay,  and  servile,  enervating 
and   vicious   habits   proportionately   In- 
crease.      Nations  are  organic  beings  in 
a  constant  process  of  expansion  or  de- 
cay,  and   where  they  do  not  exhibit  a 
progress    of    liberty    they    usually    ex- 
hibit   a    progress    of   servitude.       In    a 
free    natirtn    beware    of    the    first    step 
toward  centralizing  power,  the  yielding 
Into  the  hands  of  one  man  authority  to 
act    without    legislative       consent       It 
presages  the  downfall   of  that  nation's 
liberty.     •    *    *    The  ascription,  by  the 
pagans,    of   divinity  to   kings   had   had 
no    approoiahle    effect      In        increasing 
their    authority    or    in    restraining    the 
limits    of   criticism    or   rebellion.       But 
the    ascription    of   a    divine    right       to 
kings.  Independent  of  the  wishes  of  the 
people,    has   been   one  of  the   most   en- 
during and  potent  superstitions  and  it 
is  even  now  not  wholly  vanished  from 
the  world. 

"A  series  of  social  and  political  causes 
diminished  the  personal  independence 
for  which  the  barbarians  had  been 
Boted,  and  which  had  been  preserved, 
particularly  preserved  by  the  people 
of  the  old  republics  until  the  acquisi- 
tion of  great  wealth  and  power  with 
the  coincident  debasement  of  morals 
and  the  debilitating  yielding  to  the 
^nauous  ease  marked  their  decay  and 
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their  retrogression  Into  kingdoms  and 
empires.      The  king  had  at  first  been, 
in    barbarous   times,    not   the  sovereign 
of  a  country,  but  was  simply  the  chief 
of  a   tril)e.    But   with   the   more  settled 
habits  of  the  ex-republicans  the  sover- 
eignty   a.ssumed    a    territorial    aii.stoc- 
racy.      The  kings  gave  their  chief  lead- 
ers portions  of  conquered  land  or  of  the 
royal    domains,    under    the    name       of 
benefices.       The   obligation   of   military 
service  was  attached  to  these  benefices 
and   by   slow.    and.    perhaps,   insensible 
stages,    each   of   which   has   been       the 
sul>ject    of    fierce    controversy.        was 
made        irrevocable      and        ultimately 
hereditary.       While  society  was      still 
disorganized  small  landlords  purchastMl 
protection  from  the  crown,  or  of  some 
important  chief,  by  surrendering  their 
estates,  which  they  received  back      as 
tenants  subject  to  the  condition  of  the 
payment  of  rent,  or  of  military  service. 
Others,  without  making  any  such  sur- 
render,   placed    themselves    under    the 
care  of  a   neighboring   lord   and       fur- 
nished   in    return    homage   or    military 
aid.      At  the  same  time,  the  free  peas- 
ant  folk,    the   common   people,    for   the 
most   part,   sank  into   serfs,   subject   to 
the  protection  of  the  land  owners.      In 
this  way  a  hierarchy  of  ranks  was  gra- 
dually formed,  of  which  the  sovereign 
was   the  apex   and   the  serf   the   basis. 
Legislation,    if   there   was   any,    was   a 
farce. 

"The  completed  legal  organization  of 
this  hierarchy  belongs  to  the  principles 
of  feudalism,  but  the  chief  elements  of 
feudalism  existed  before  Charlemagne 
and  the  moral  results  following  from 
them  may  be  already  discerned.  Each 
rank,  except  the  ver>'  highest,  was  con- 
tinually brought  into  contact  with  a 
superior,  and  a  feeling  of  constant  de- 
pendance  and  subordination  was  ac- 
cordingly   fostered. 

"I^lberty  was  Indeed  dead."

FANNY  MORANT  DEAD. 

An  American  Favorite  Twenty 
Five  Years  Ago. 

NewH  has  just  been  received  here,  says 
the  Drimatlc  Mitror.  of  the  death 
Nov.  1,  VJi»,  at  ItrlKhtuii.  KnKlaivl, 
the  famous  Fanny  Morant.  who  a  quarter 
of  a  century  ago  was  among  the  most 
lH>piilar  a<  ire.^.HOS  on  the  American  stage. 
Bhe  made  her  last  appearance  tw.mty 
yeitrs  ago.  and  so  eompletely  did  she  nUje 
Jn-rself  1m  her  retirement  from  the  pul).lc 
eye  that  her  old  a.»;so<iates  and  admirers 
long  since  lost  track  of  her.  She  is  re- 
mem  In-rtil  bv  old  theater-goers  however, 
«s  an  actress  of  rare  iH-rsonallty.  grace 
and  acct.mplishments.  and  regret  oyer  her 
pairing,  though  tardy,  is  none  the  less 
ebuere. 

Miss  Morant  was  born  In  Hami)shlre 
Couiitv.  Kngland,  In  \Kil.  She  received  her 
e<lucaUon  in  a  cimvent  In  Paris.  When 
she  was  but  16  her  father  died,  and  she 
became  the  bread  winner  for  her  mother 
and  two  younger  sisters.  For  a  tlmt-  flie 
was  a  governess,  but  that  occupation  111 
Buited  lier  feminrament.  and  she  decided 
to  g.  \nn>n  the  st.ige.  She  made  her  first 
BpiH-arance  at  the  l>ruary  Ixuie  th-ater 
under  the  management  of  James  Ander- 
son as  walking  l.uly  of  the  regul.ir  8to.k 
conipaiiv.  Her  talent  fur  the  stage  was 
fu^  markvd  that  very  scum  opp.irtualtles 
were  offered  to  her  to  advance  her.-elf. 
Fhe  umlerstudled  the  leading  women  oi 
the  company,  and  durln?  her  firs't  season 
■he  often   appeared   In    the    heroine    roifS. 

In  \>f>X  Mr.  Anderson  brought  her  to 
America  with  his  company  for  an  ei^rht 
months'    season.     At    Us   conclusion    Mi»s 


Morant  decided  to  remain  on  this  side  of 
the  Atlantic.  She  played  here  from  that 
time  until  her  retirement,  ao  years  ago. 
In  18.'>7-o8  she  made  a  starring  tour  over 
the  country,  and  \i\Htn  her  return  to  New 
York  she  was  engageu  as  leading  woman 
at  the  old  roadway  Theater,  under  the 
management  of  Edward  Kddy.  She  niailo 
her  first  appearance  there  on  October  18. 
l}<6^i.  The  following  summer  she  played 
in  San  Franclscxt,  again  with  James  An- 
derson. After  five  months  In  the  West 
she  came  back  to  New  York. 

On  January  28,  liWO,  Miss  Morant  was 
married  In  this  city  to  Charles  Smith,  a 
wealthy  manufacturer,  of  Warren,  R.  1. 
Her  marriage  did  not  Interfere  with  her 
stage  career.  She  was  engaged  by  James 
Wallack  to  play  the  role  of  the  Governess 
in  "The  Romance  of  a  Poor  Young  Man, 
and  her  success  in  the  part  led  to  a  perm- 
anent engagement  with  the  Wallack  com- 
pany. She  remained  a  member  of  that 
organization    until    the    spring   of   1869. 

MUs  Moranf.s  next  engagement— one  of 
the  most  Imiwrtant  of  her  career-was 
with  the  stock  company  at  ooth  s  the- 
ater. She  made  her  first  appearance  there 
as  the  Nurse  in  "Romeo  and  Juliet,  In 
AuKUst  18«9.  The  next  production,  was 
"Rip  Van  Winkle,  "  with  Joseph  Jeffer- 
son In  the  title  role,  in  which  Miss  Mor- 
ant played  "Oretchen."  Subse(iuently  at 
ooth's  Theater  she  made  notable  succe-ssea 
as  the  Queen  In  "Hamlet."  and  as  Lady 
Macbeth   with  Edwin  Booth. 

In  June,  1870,  she  became  a  member  or 
Augustin  Daly's  company  at  the  Fifth 
Avenue  theater,  making  her  ttrsi  appejir- 
ance  as  the  Countess  Clothilde  In  Sardou  s 
"Fernande."  In  the  spring  og  l»»'i.  she 
supported  Charles  Mathews  in  "Not  Such 
a  Fool  as  He  I^ioks"  at  the  Fifth  Ave- 
nue. She  remained  a  member  of  the  l>aiy 
company  until  1874.  taking  lmiK)rtant  parts 
In  Qall  of  the  productions  made  by  thai 
brilliant  organization.  Among  the  im- 
portant rok'.s  that  she  originated  was 
Oilvia  Alston  In  "Saratoga."  When  l>aly  s 
new  Fifth  Avenue  theater,  at  i2S  Broad- 
I  way,  was  oi>ened  In  1X73,  she  was  promin- 
ent In  the  ceremonies  attending  the  open- 
ing. Among  her  associates  there  at  that 
time  were  William  l>avidge,  Mrs.  Ot.Dert, 
Fanny  Davenport.

Mr.   Bacon  Is  chairman  of  the  board 
of  control  of  the  Tennessee   Coal   and 
Iron  company,   the  largest  corporation 
in  the  Birmingham  district.      This  cor- 
poration owns  and  works    the    largest 
amount  of  coal  lands  of  any  company 
In   the  South.   It  owns  and  works   the 
largest  number  of  Iron  furnaces  of  any 
company    In   the   district.    It  owns   and. 
works   the  largest  steel   plant  In       the 
South.       And       It       employs       several 
thousand  men.      The  company  owns  a 
total  of  428,648  acres  of  various  coal  and 
mineral  lands  In  the  states  of  Alabama 
and  Tennessee,   which     lands      yielded 
7,809,927  tons  of  the  five  products  of  the 
company  In  1899.      The  company  bosses 
the  men  who  work  these  acres  and  all 
men  connected  with  the  handling  of  the 
products,  from  miners  to  sales  agents. 
It  Is  autocrat  of      all— an      enormous 
sovereignty. 

Don  H.  Bacon  is  boss  of  the  company 
and  his  power  is  absolute  In  all  re- 
spects. 

Little  wonder  he  is  feared.  Uttle 
wonder  all  the  horde  of  employes 
tremble  In  his  presence.  Yet  with  all 
this  power  there  would  not  be  the  dread 
of  him  that  fills  the  minds  of  the  hun- 
dreds of  employes  were  It  not  for  the 
fact  that  he  Is  known  as  an  absolutely 
fearless  man  In  the  district.  All  real- 
ize that  to  come  Into  disfavor  in  his 
eyes  Is  to  lose  such  positions  as  are 
held.  The  amount  of  stock  you  may 
hold,  the  Influence  you  may  control 
does  not  count.  It  Is  all  the  same. 
Unless  you  have  his  favor  you  have 
no  position. 

When  he  was  first  appointed  chair- 
man of  the  board  of  control  he  came  to 
Birmingham  and  created  the  most  ab- 
solute sensation  of  the  year  by  asking 
for  resignations  and  discharging  men 
on  an  extensive  scale.  Men  of  money, 
men  of  training,  men  of  some  ability 
and  men  of  great  influence— all  fell  be- 
fore his  word.  I  do  not  recall  the 
number  of  changes  made,  but  they 
were  numerous.  One  story  Is  told  of 
a  visit  by  him  to  the  Ensley  steel  plant. 
There  he  found  men  at  work  with  a 
nervous  haste.  He  walked  In  the  place 
and  glanced  about  him.  He  asked  the 
name  of  workmen,  pointing  toward 
them  and  when  answered  requested  the 
superintendent  to  give  them  a  week's 
notice  and  let  them  leave. 

And  so  he  established  an  authority  no 
one  dares  question.  His  every  order, 
no  difference  to  whom  given  or  on 
what  subject.  Is  obeyed  with  a  start- 
ling alacrity.  His  presence  In  the  dis- 
trict keys  the  nerves  of  all  the  com- 
pany's employes  to  the  highest  pitch. 
He  commands  without  hesitation  and 
his  men  must  obey  without  hesitation. 

The  man— he  Is  small  of  stature,  cold 
eyes,  firm  jaws,  controlling  llpe,  broad 
brow,  elastic  step,  strongly  muscled, 
with  a  rather  loud  voice.  He  talks  by 
using  a  few  words.  He  never  hesitates 
to  tell  what  he  thinks  you  should  know. 
Then  he  stops.  He  spealcs  plainly, 
though  not  bluntly.  But  he  never  says 
too  much.  He  is  not  unkind:  but  he  is 
busy.  He  cannot  be  worried  by  long 
conversations.  He  has  too  many  duties 
to  perform  for  the  Tennessee  Coal  and 
Iron  company.    He  is  its  boes. 

Mr.  Bacon  is  a  Western  man.     He  is 
a  self-made  man.    He  is  a  man  who  be- 
gun at  the  very  bottom.     He  is  a  man 
who  at     one    time     performed   manual 
labor.    He  is  untiring.    And  the  success 
he  has  won  has  been  a  de^-erving  suc- 
cess   hard-worked   for.  and   for  a  long 
time  sparingly  given  him.    Little  else  is 
known  of  him,  because  he  is  feared.    He 
is  possibly  more  wonderful  than  Schwao 
— thp  mlllion-dollar-a-year-man.     If  he 
is  not  more  so,  he  is  certainly  as  mucn 
so     And  he  Is  different  in  one  respect. 
That  he   is  satisfied    to   be   Mr.    Bacon 
without  letting    the    world    know     too 
much   about  him  or  placing  himself  In 
public    light    always.    But    he    is    <ilder 
than    Mr.    Schwab.     That    may    be    the 
reason  of  it  all.  .

When  19  years  of  age  he  became  a  tele- 
eraph  operator  for  the  Cleveland  Min- 
ing company,  which  has  since  become 
the  Cleveland-Cliffs  at  Ishpemmg.  He 
studied  the  science  of  iron  minltig-an 
industry  then  in  Its  Infancy  as  far  as 
the  West  was  concerned.  He  began  at 
thi  bottom  in  the  state  of  Michigan 
and  grew  up  with  the  Industry.  By 
steps  successive  he  passed  from  oper- 
ator to  timekeeper,  to  cashier,  to  as- 
sistant superintendent  until  he  reached 
the  superlntendency  of  the  mine  m  1880. 
in  1883.  when  Jay  C.  Mor.se  reUred.  he 
became  agent,  or  manager,  for  the  mine. 
In  that  position  he  remaned  until  ibs., 
when  he  went  to  Minnesota. 

From  that  time  Mr.  Bacon's  rise  has 
been  as  natural  and  as  sequential  as  the 
rise  of  all  the  men  of  genius,  f«ir'es3- 
ness  and  ability.  From  manager  of  he 
Minnesota  he  soon  was  promoted  to  the 
presidency.  Then  he  was  further  pro- 
moted to  the  chairmanship  of  the  Ten- 
nessee coal  nnd  Iron  company,  where 
he  is  adding  to  his  success  and  reputa- 
tion by  the  manner  In  which  he  is  man- 
aging the  affairs  of  the  company— a 
company  with  $34,000,000  assets  and  em- 
ploying  al>out  14  OOP  men.

Canadian       horse 
owners    who    have 
been  bringing  their 
horses      into       the 
United    States,    os- 
tensibly   for   racing 
purposes  only,   are  somewhat  annoyed  by 
a  new  ruling  of  the  trea.sury  department. 
Secretary  Gage  has  decided  that  when  an- 
imals are  brought  Into  the  ITnited  States 
for   racing   or  exhibition   purpo.ses,    bonds 
to  the  full  value  of  the  animals  so  entered 
■hall    be  deposited    with    the   collector   at 
the  port  of  entry.      Heretofore  it  has  been 
the  custom   to   merely  deposit   a  nominal 
t>ond.    the  customs  officials   taking   It    for 
irranted  that  the  owner  Intended  to  export 
.the  animal  at  once.     This  concession  was 
made   so   that   there  might   he   the   fullest 
possii.le  attendance  of  foreign  horses.cows 
ami  otht-r  animals  at  the  various  agricul- 
tural  fairs  here.     Canadian  stock  owners 
w^ere    the    main   beneficiaries   of   the    priv- 
ilege.   It  was  learned  recently  that  certain 
owners    were    taking    advantage    of    this 
to  get  valuable  horses  and  slock  into  this 
country   for  the  purpose  or  selling  them. 
After  deiwsiting  a  small  bond  for  the  en- 
trance  of   a   blooded    horse,    for   instance, 
they    would   report    to    the   collector    that 
they    had   decided   not   to  take   the   hor.se 
back.  cLXvi.  duty  would  be  paid   In  prf»i>or- 
tlon   to  the  amount  of  the  bond.     In   this 
■way  ui>dervaluatlon  was  constantly  occur- 
ring.    Secretary  Gage  has  slopped  this  by 
notifying  all  collectors  that   the  value  of 
enlm.fls    thus    admitted    shall    be    clo.sely 
examined    into   and    bond   exacted    to    the 
full  limit.    Probal>ly  only'  a  small  number 
6f  the  Canadian   stockowners  abused   the 
privil»!ge  that  has  htrelofore  been  extend- 
ed, and  it  seems  too  bad  that  the  others 
dhoiild  suffer,  but   there  does  not  appear 
to   be   any  other   way    to  stop   the   fraud- 
ulent practice.

IS    PATRIOTISM    WANING? 

The  Fourth  of  July  with  its  attend- 
ant celebration  has  passed.  For  one 
day  the  nation  took  upon  itself  holiday 
attire  and  with  the  noise  of  drum  and 
cannon  and  the  shouts  of  the  populace 
celebrated  the  anniversary  of  the 
Declaration  of  Independence.  Why 
this  display  of  banners,  this  music,  this 
speechmaking.  this  jubilation?  The 
answer  comes,  because  125  years  ago 
the  continental  congress  declared  that 
"these  colonies  are,  and  of  right  ought 
to  be,  free  and  Independent  states." 

We  celebrate  the  Ijeginjiing  of  a  na- 
tion: a  meager  beginning  of  an  almost 
hopeless  attempt.  We  celebrate  an 
act,  against  the  ultimate  success  of 
which  the  chances  then  stood  ten  to 
one.  The  act  was  important  only  in 
it.s  relation  to  subsequent  events.  Had 
the  arms  of  the  fathers  become  nerve- 
less; had  no  assistance  come  from 
abroad,  the  declaration  of  independence 
would  have  been  a  hollow  mockery. 
Had  the  armies  of  the  Confederacy 
prevailed,  then  over  one-half  of  this 
great  empire  the  celebration  of  the 
Fourth  of  July  would  have  had  no 
meaning. 

It  may  be  Providf^ce — It  may  be  the 
chance  of  war,  but  this  day,  the  anni- 
versary of  the  nation's  birth,  has  be- 
come the  day  of  our  nation's  preserva- 
tion and  the  day  of  the  consummation 
of  the  greatest  victory  of  modern  times. 
When  on  July  4,  1863,  the  30,000  Con- 
federate soldiers  under  the  gallant 
Pemberton  laid  down  their  arms  and 
surrendered  to  the  victorious  Grant  at 
Vicksburg.  and  when  on  that  same 
day,  "Gen.  Lee,  the  flower  of  Southern 
chivalry,  beaten  and  backward  reeled, 
from  a  stubborn  Meade  and  a  barren 
field,"  and  the  army  of  the  Potomac 
stood  breathless  but  triumphant  on  the 
bloody  field  of  Gettysburg,  the  nation 
was  born  again — .and  the  Declaration 
of  Independence  became  a  living  thing. 
It  became  a  harmonious  declaration  of 
national  principles,  and  not  an  orucle 
to  be  construed  to  meet  the  exigencies 
of  the  hour.  Let  the  nation  celebrate 
the  declaration  of  the  fathers.  It  was 
a  daring  act.  but  of  far  greater  im- 
portance to  the  nation  and  to  the  hu- 
man race  was  that  other  declaration 
on  July  4.  1863— that  declaration  from 
the  cannon's  mouth — that  declaration 
emphasized  with  shell  and  grape  and 
cannister;  that  declaration  writtan  In 
blcod  by  the  remorseless  hand  of  death; 
that  declaration  which  announced  that 
those  United  States  of  right  ought  to 
be  and  are  forever  free  and  united.

to  the  details  of  the  destiuctio.i  of  the 
Spanish  squadron     off     Santiago,       re- 
membered   that   other   day,    thirty-five 
years  before,  when  amid  the  same  cele- 
bration   the   wonderful   news   came     of 
the  surrender  of  Pemberton  and  of  the 
awful   carnage  on   the   field  of  Gettys- 
burg.     These  days  marked  the  turning 
points  in  the  history  of  the  nation.  The 
Declaration-  of  Independence  gave   the 
colonies  a  standing  atiiong  the  nations 
of  the  earth.      The  new  baptism  of  July 
4,    1863,    completed    the    work    of       Ihe 
fathers  and  established  the  constitution 
ns   the  supreme   law   of  the   land.    The 
Fourth    of    July,    1898,    ushered    In    the 
new    era   of   world    influence.       To    this 
point  the  evolution  of  the  nation   had 
l>een  toward  unity— toward  a  solidified 
nationality    beneath    the      constitution. 
Shall   the  achievement  of  July  4,   1776, 
and  the  victories  of  1863  and  1898  be  ig- 
nored  and    the   fruits  destroyed?   Shall 
the  constitution  which  has  cost  so  much 
become  a  mere  shuttle  in  the  hands  of 
an    inconsistent    weaver?    Is    the   spirit 
of  "76,   and   '63  and   *98   departed?    Has 
the  .spirit  of  commercialism  swallowed 
up  the  ancient  patriotism  of  the  people? 
We  think  not.      When  the  time  comes 
for  an  expression:  when  the  people  see 
the  danger  in  which     the    constitution 
has  been   placed   by  the   builders  of  an 
imperial   policy,    there  will    be   but   one 
voice,    but  one   cry:    "The   constitution 
and  its  integrity  forever."

IT  LOOKS  LIKE  WAR. 

The  report  is  out  that  Congressman 
Llttlefield  of  Maine,  the  man  w  ho  stands 
in  Tom  Heed's  8hoe.<i,  will  throw  his  in- 
lluence  and  his  vote  in  the  scale  for 
tariff  reform.  Llttlefield  is  a  man  of 
brains  and  backbone.  It  was  Llttlefield 
who  stood  in  his  place  in  the  house  and 
pronounced,  in  language  that  admitted 
of  no  misunderstanding,  his  eternal  op- 
position to  the  Iniquitous  Porto  Rlcan 
tariff  act.  He  was  one  of  the  few  Repub- 
licans who  refused  to  be  whipped  into 
line  for  that  nefarious  piece  of  legisla- 
tion. He  was  borne  down  by  the  force 
of  numbers,  but  his  speech  went  out  to 
the  people  as  one  of  the  oeverest  ar- 
raignments of  the  Republican  admin- 
istration. Llttlefield  is  a  lawyer,  a 
statesman  and  a  patriot.  The  party 
lash  has  no  more  terrors  for  him  than  it 
had  for  James  G.  Blaine  or  Thomas  B. 
Reed.  Like  these  men,  whose  honored 
place  he  now  occupies,  he  is  a  protection- 
ist, but  not  a  blind  worshipper  of  a 
schedule.  He  knows  that  the  time  has 
arrived  for  the  nation  to  throw  oft  its 
industrial  swaddling  clothes.  He  knows 
that  the  time  has  arrived  when  the  peo- 
ple should  not  be  taxed  to  "build  up" 
Industries  which  are  menacing  the  trade 
of  every  corner  of  the  glol>e.  These 
things  he  knows,  and  he  has  the  hon- 
esty and  courage  to  declare  it  to  the 
world. 

To  the  intelligent  observer  of  the  com- 
mercial signs  of  the  times  it  seems 
strange  that  the  whole  Republican  party 
does  not  see  the  approaching  storm  and 
make  haste  to  avert  it  or  seek  cover. 
There  is  no  doubt  about  the  fact  that 
Europe  is  arming,  as  it  were,  against 
the  American  invasion.  The  attitude  of 
Russia,  brought  about  by  the  foolish  ac- 
tion of  Secretary  Gage,  Is  a  fit  index  of 
the  sentiment  over  continental  Europe. 
For  years  the  Ignited  States  has  kePt 
up  a  wall  against  their  products.  We 
were  exclusive  and  demanded  nothing 
of  them.  They  sought  our  markets  and 
we  fought  them  off.  Now  the  tables  are 
turned.  We  want  to  enter  their  mar- 
kets with  our  surplus,  and  their  turn 
has  come.  We  cannot  eat  our  pie  and 
keep  It  too.  We  cannot  exclude  foreign 
products  and  hope  to  be  allowed  to 
enter  foreign  markets.  The  problem  is 
so  simple  that  a  fool  ought  not  to  be  led 
astray.  Yet  we  find  a  large  majority  of 
a  dominant  party  advocating  a  policy 
which  will  hermetically  seal  every 
foreign  market  to  American  products. 

The  Republican  press  condemns 
Russia  for  what  it  Is  pleased  to  call  ex- 
cessive retaliation  for  the  countervail- 
ing duty  on  sugar  placed  there  by  Sec- 
retary Gage.  It  was  not  the  prohibition 
of  Russian  sugar  which  vvas  at  the  bot- 
tom of  the  action  of  Ru.ssia.  That  was 
but  an  excuse.  The  attitude  of  the 
American  congress  on  all  matters  of 
trade  was  at  the  bottom  of  this  affair. 
When  a  nation  negotiates  commercial 
treaties  and  then  repudiates  them,  it 
may  expect  some  kind  of  retaliation. 
Europe  is  going  to  teach  the  American 
people  that  the  time  has  come  for  them 
to  take  a  dose  of  their  own  medicine, 
and  it  will  be  given  with  a  large  spoon 
too. 

This  situation  Is  seen  by  Babcock  and 
Llttlefield  and  CuUom  and  many  other 
Republican  members  of  congress.  They 
know  that  the  tariff  must  be  revised, 
but  it  is  diflicult  to  get  a  proper  excuse 
to  attack  this  sacred  white  elephant  of 
the  G.  O.  P.  Babcock  cho.se  to  use  the 
tiust  as  a  medium  to  take  off  the  curse 
of  his  iconoclastic  innovation.  The  trust 
is  a  good  scapegoat — no  one  will  object, 
but  the  trusts. 


A  NEEDED  REFORM. 

So  great  has  the  abuse  of  the  second- 
class  privileges  of  the  postal  department 
become  that  Postmaster  General  Smith 
has  decided  to  take  the  matter  In  hand 
and  make  a  start,  at  least.  In  correcting 
some  of  the  most  flagrant  of  the  abuses 
which  come  within  his  authority.  There 
are  many  glaring  misuses  at  the  hands 
of  congressmen,  and  there  are  many 
things  outside  of  the  second-class  de- 
partment which  gp  to  make  the  annual 
deficit  in  the  postal  service,  but  they 
must  be  rectified  by  congress,  if  at  all, 
and  cannot  be  relieved  by  the  depart- 
ment without  authority. 

The  reform  which  Postmaster  General 
Smith  has  decided  to  inaugurate  has 
to  do  with  periodicals  of  various  kinds 
which  depend  largely  on  gift  enterprises, 
guessing  contests  or  nominal  subscrip- 
ti.in  rates  for  their  circulation.  By  the 
new  regulations  a  vast  amount  of  mat- 
ter which  is  now  sent  through  the  malls 
at  1  cent  a  pound  will  be  forced  to  pay 
at  lea^t  8  cents  or  will  not  be  carried. 
The  Herald  approves  of  this  move  of  the 
postmaster  general,  and  believes  that  it 
Is  a  step  in  the  right  direction.  People 
who  subscribe  for  a  newspaper  or  peri- 
odical with  which  some  premium  is 
given  do  so  largely  for  the  sake  of 
securing  the  premium  and  not  beoau.se 
they  want  the  paper  or  magazine.  They 
receive  it  because  it  is  included  In  the 
offer.  Then,  again,  complaint  Is  very 
frequently  heard  that  subscribers  who 


THE  GIANT  INDUSTRY. 

It  l.s  stated  by  Carl  Hovey  in  Ainslee's 
Magazine  that  the  value  of  railroad  in- 
vestments in  the  United  Sutes  is  113,- 
000.000,000.  This  Includes  37,000  locomo- 
tives and  1,500,000  c^rs.  He  estimates 
that  one-fifth  of  all  the  money  In  the 
world  is  invested  in  railroads,  and  says 
that  among  the  great  business  enter- 
prises of  the  country  the  railroad  Is 
"the  giant  of  them  all."  In  1899  the 
railroads  of  the  country  earned  $140,000,- 
000  on  190.000  miles  of  main  track  and 
60,000  miles  of  double  and  side  tracks, 
and  gave  employment  to  1,000,000  men. 

And  all  this  enormous  business.  In- 
comprehensive  in  volume,  has  grown  up 
In  seventy-three  years— during  the  life- 
time of  a  man.  In  1828  there  were  but 
three  miles  of  track  and  two  little  loco- 
motives. Then  consider  not  only  the 
railroad  business  itself,  but  the  other 
industries  that  it  calls  into  being  and 
supports— machine  shops,  locomotive 
factories,  steel  rail  plants  and  other  in- 
dustrial concerns  depending  largely 
upon  the  railroads  as  their  patrons. 

Then  these  million  workmen  support 
peihaps  3,000,000  or  4,000,000  other  people 
— wives,  children  and  other  dependents — 
besides  helping  to  support  business  men 
of  all  kinds  and  their  dependents.  The 
railroad  came  just  in  time,  as  great 
things  and  great  men  usually  do;  what 
could  the  country  have  done  without  it? 

ECONOMY  REQUIRED. 

An  annual  surplus  of  $75,864,990  is 
shown  by  the  government's  balance 
sheet  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  20, 
1901,  the  total  receipts  having  been 
$585,843,309,  and  the  total  disbursements 
$509,983,310.  The  previous  year's  sur- 
plus was  $79,527,060.  Although  the  total 
receipts  from  all  sources  ahowed  a  gain 
of  $18,607,457  over  last  year,  the  expen- 
ditures were  $22,269,519  greater,  reach- 


ing a  total  oniy^exc^ded  since  the  civil 
war  period  by  the  fiscal  year  ended 
June-  3»,  1899,  which  covered  the  end 
of  the  Spanlsh^nd  f  he  beginning  of  the 
Filipino  wars.  This  accounts  for  the 
reduction  in  the  surplus. 

The  surplus  during  the  coming  fiscal 
year  will  JJe  much  reduced  by  the  re- 
peal of  stamp  dutie.s  and  special  tax<is, 
the  estimated  decrease  being  $40,000,000. 
Yet  the  people  of  the  United  States  will 
still  be  contributing  the  enormous  sum 
of  $545,000,000  to  run  the  various  depart- 
ments of  the  government.  This  is  an 
enormous  sum,  and  there  are  very  many 
people  who  believe,  with  good  reason, 
that  It  is  too  heavy  a  burden.  There  is 
no  doubt  that  it  could  be  lightened  ma- 
terially without  impairing  the  efficiency 
of  any  department  of  the  public  service. 
The  practice  of  economy  in  expendi- 
tures would  make  possible  a  much 
greater  reduction  in  revenues  than  was 
effected  by  the  last  congress.  The  cost 
of  our  military  establishment  has  been 
Increased  nearly  $10,000,000.  although  the 
administration  claims  that  the  Filipino 
war  has  been  ended.  Civil  and  miscel- 
laneous expenses  have  been  increased 
$16,500,000,  and  the  cost  of  the  navy  has 
been  raised  $4.500,(»0.-  There  Is  need  of 
economy  at  Washignton,  and  the  people 
will  look  to  the  next  se88l6^^of  congress 
to  practice  it. 

It  was  stated  at  thi-  meeting  of  the  pres- 
ident and  cabinet  Friday,  that  the  date 
of  the  opening  of  the  Kiowa.  Comanche 
and  Wichita  reservations  will  be  an- 
nounced on  Monday.  It  comes  from  an 
authoritative  source  that  In  spite  of  the 
efforts  of  the  "aoonors"  and  the  "boom- 
ers" on  the  edge  of  the  reservations  to 
prevent  a  fair  distribution  of  the  newly 
opened  lands  by  d«  tiounclng  as  immoral 
any  form  of  lot-drawing  for  order  of  pre- 
eedence.  Secretary  Hltohcock  Is  going  to 
adopt  just  that  m.  thod.  Everyone  who 
wl.ihes  to  become  a  bona  fide  settler  may 
go  to  the  nearest  local  land  office  and 
prove  his  right.  If  be  can  do  this  he  will 
be  given  a  chance  li.  the  drawing  and  Ihe 
number  he  draws  will  determine  his  place 
In  the  order  of  the  selection  of  home- 
steads. There  will  i-e  no  more  race  run- 
ning or  fighting  ov  r  priority  of  claims, 
but  the  whole  affair  will  be  managed  with 
as  good  order  as  a  rural  vendue  in  the 
East. •     '

The  Southwest 
la  probably  th§  ouly  section  where  there 
are  not  plenty  of  railroads  to  care  for 
the  traffic.  

The  Sioux  City,  la..  Commercial  club 
has  employed  a  "  ommlssloner"  to  look 
after  railroad  rate^  for  that  city.  There 
Is  plenty  of  work  that  such  an  official 
could  do  In  beha'lf  of  Duluth.  Railroad 
freight  rale  discrimination  now  diverts  to 
other  channels  trade  that  should  come  to 
Duluth.

In  the  week  the  girl  had  located  the 
cell.  rente<l  a  cottage  outside  the  walls 
and  stocked  It  with  tools  and  proviiians. 
and  laid  the  plan  to  defeat  justice  ine 
plan  was  boldness  Itself.  It  was  to  flijd 
two  trusty  meit  and  escorjce  my-self  In 
the  cottage  and  dig  a  tunnel  to  the  ceil 
of  the  condemned.  The  distance  wns  ISO 
feet,  and  we  must  go  under  the  street, 
under  the  yard  wall,  and  then  under  the 
wall  of  the  jail.  The  cottage  was  one  of 
three,  and  had  a  soace  of  onlv  twenty 
feet  on  each  side  of  It.  The  other  cot- 
taires  wore  ownM  by  the  famlll-w  occu- 
Dvlng  them,  and  the  people  were  bound 
to  watch  any  strangers  moving  \n.  To 
dig  Ihe  tnrnel  was  the  work  of  niontha. 
and  to  rtHi  lt«  other  mouth  Into  the  cell 
was  a  feat   the  oldest   engineer  and   tn« 


nerviest  sort  of  a  crook  might  well  hesi- 
tate ovor.  I  ridiculed  the  whole  plan  at 
once,  but  Miss  Fay  took  it  up.  point  by 
point,  and  so  well  did  she  argue  that 
after  three  or  four  hours  I  agreed  that 
there  was  one  chance  in  a  thousand  that 
success  might  be  achieved. 

The  first  move  was  to  find  a  family  to 
occupy  the  cottage.  It  was  not  very  dif- 
ficult for  me  to  get  hold  of  an  oldish 
woman  who  would  assist  us  to  ?arry  the 
scheme  through.  She  opened  a  boarding- 
hou.se,  but  took  in  only  three  men  of  us. 
We  were  supi>osed  to  be  railroad  men, 
and  to  come  and  go  before  dayii.^iht  and 
after  dark.  Now  and  then  we  did  come 
and  go.  but  It  was  only  to  deceive  the 
neighbors.  As  soon  as  we  settled  In  the 
house  w©  began  work  on  the  tunn'?l.  and 
we  never  put  in  less  than  fourteen  iiours 
out  of  the  twenty-four.  The  two  men 
with  me  knew  what  they  were  being  paid 
for  and  could  be  depended  upon.  The 
cellar  of  the  cottage  gave  us  room  /or  the 
dirt  excavated,  and  It  seemed  as  If  luck 
was  with  us  from  the  start.  It  was  win- 
ter, with  but  few  people  passing  on  the 
side  street,  and  the  ground  being  hard 
frozen  there  was  less  danger  of  the  roof 
of  the  tunnel  falling  In.  One  can  run  a 
ditch  on  the  surface  as  straight  a?  a  rule, 
but  when  you  come  to  run  a  tunnel  It  is  a 
different  thing.  We  had  sewers  and  gas 
and  water  pipes  and  beds  of  rock  to  look 
for.  and  the  far  end  must  reach  a  (pertain 
cell  Inside  the  jail.  To  say  th.at  I  sweat 
blood  over  that  job  w^ould  be  drawing  It 
mild.  We  went  over  or  under  the  pipes 
In  the  street,  made  a  couple  of  elbows  to 
avoid  big  rocks,  and  finally  reached  the 
prLson  wall.  From  the  J^all  we  were  to 
go  under  a  coal  shed  until  reaching  the 
prison  wall,  and  there  would  be  no  chance 
to  take  sights  above  ground.  Fortunate- 
ly for  us.  we  struck  an  old  abandoned 
sewer,  and  this  find  saved  us  at  least  a 
month's  digging.  We  followed  it  up  to 
the  prison  wall,  and  then  we  were  twen- 
ty-five feet  from  the  spot   we  wanted   to 

The  pall  had  a  cellar,  but  under  only 
iwo-thlrds  of  the  space.  The  new  wing 
rested  on  a  bed  of  rock  and  cement.  In 
the  ordinary  way  we  had  to  w^ork  around 
the  pipes  we  progressed  only  by  inches. 
Toward  the  last  of  our  work  Miss  Fay 
called  at  the  cottage  of  a  night  and 
even  crept  into  the  tunnel.  She  made  the 
arrangement  for  the  future,  and  I  alone 
was   taken   Into   her   confidence. 

At  last  there  came  a  night  when  we 
began  work  on  the  flagstones  forming 
the  door  of  Dee's  cell.  I  had  gotten  a 
note  to  him,  and  he  knew  what  we  were 
doing.  It  was  two  nights  later  before 
we  bnoke  through  and  ho  dropped  down 
among  us.  As  we  emerged  into  the  cel- 
lar of  the  cottage  I  halted»to  tell  him  the 
story  of  the  girl,  and  when  I  had  finished 
it.  I  said 

"You  mus-t  make  a  choice.  You  must 
either  marry  the  girl  and  settle  down  to 
an  honest  life,  or  I  will  give  you  up  to 
the  prison  authorities  before  you  can 
leave  the  house.' 

He  did  nc<  hesitate.  He  was  touched  by 
her  devotion  and  glad  enough  of  aiT  op- 
portunity to  drop  his  profession.  In  an 
hour  he  was  at  the  appointed  place.  She 
was  there  to  greet  him  and  a  clergyman 
was  there  to  marrv  them.  Then  they 
went  away  Into  hiding.  and  It  was 
months  later  before  they  crossed  the  sea 
to  make  a  home  In  a  foreign  land,  ine 
escape  and  the  tunnel  were  discovered, 
of  course,  but  the  cottage  was  empty 
and  the  late  occupants  could  not  be 
traced.

"About  21  years  ago 
John  L.  Sullivan  was  beat  known  as  rTie 
Roxbury  strong  boy.  Although  he  began 
to  spar  at  several  exhibitions  in  Boston 
in  187»,  it  was  not  until  the  spring  of  ISWJ 
that  he  began  to  attract  general  atten- 
iion.  It  wag  then  at  the  wind-up  of  a 
benefit  in  Music  hall.  Klven  to  Jot^  Ooss. 
that  the  latter  discovered  and  admitted 
that  the  Roxbury  lad  was  a  great  boxer 
and  tighter,  as  Gosa  was  sent  sprawling 
from  a  blow  from  that  mighty  righx  hand, 
which  afterward   became  world-famous. 

"George  Rooke.  the  one-time  middle- 
weight champion.  who  had  become  a 
heavyweight,  was  the  next  one  to  reqeive. 
in  one  round,  all  demonstration  he  desired 
of  Sullivan's  quality.

Donaldson,  which  brought  him  more  prom- 
inently before  the  country  as  a  great 
tighter.  .      .

"An  offer  was  then  made  to  match  Sulli- 
van against  any  man  In  the  world,  and  the 
match  with  John  Flood  followed.  They 
fought  on  a  barge  on  the  Hunson  river, 
Sullivan  winning  in  eight  rounds. 

"A  few  months  later  he  was  matched 
with  Paddy  Ryan  for  ihe  championship 
of  America  and  W-'KH)  a  side.  Some  rec- 
ords insist  that  1:  was  for  the  champion- 
ship of  the  world,  for  Ryan  had  beaten 
Joe  Goss.  who  came  into  the  title  through 
the  retirement  of  Jem  Mace. 

"Sullivan  and  Rynn  fought  nine  yerv 
fast  rounds  in  eleven  minutes,  Sullivan 
winning  easily.  

"His  challenge  to  the  world  then  came, 
and  no  one  accepting,  the  title  became  his 
by  default,  and  he  then  began  a  series  of 
Queensberry  rules  contests,  all  limited 
to  four  or  six  rounds.  All  the  be.st  heavy 
weights  living  went  down  before  Sullivan 
in  quick  lime,  and  he  became  recognized 
and  was  styled  by  all  the  sporting  frater- 
nity as  the  champion  of  all  champions. 
Sullivan's  tour  of  the  country  with  an 
offer  of  $1000  to  any  man  who  cou.d  stay 
before  him  four  rounds  marked  the  de- 
cline Of  old-style  fighting,  and  todav  the

Foundation  Walls  For  the 

Adventure  Mill  Nearly 

Completed. 


Houghton.  Mich.,  July  6.— (Special  to 
The  Herald.)— Both  the  Quincy  and 
Wolverine  mines  broke  their  best  pre- 
vious records  of  production  on  June,  the 
former  with  an  output  of  1205%  tons  of 
mineral,  the  latter  with  a  production  of 
upwards  of  277  tons  of  mineral.  As  the 
Wolverine  mineral  carries  the  largest 
percentage  of  copper  of  any  in  the  dis- 
trict, the  proportion  of  ingot  In  the 
crude  mineral  running  about  87  per 
cent,  the  actual  production  of  refined 
copper  by  the  Wolverine  during  June 
was  upwards  of  240  tons,  secured  at  a 
profit  of  about  140,000,  or  at  the  rate  of 
l$8  pep  share  annual  earnings,  equal  to 
about  14  per  cent  on  the  priv.'e  of  the 
stock  at  the  close  of  June.  Osceola  and 
Wolverine  are  probably  earning  the 
largest  returns  on  market  price  of  any 
of  the  dividend-paying  shares  of  the 
district  at  the  present  time.  The  heavy 
production  of  Quincy  is  giving  hope  to 
the  shareholders  who  have  been  antici- 
pating a  larger  dividend  in  August.  The 
general  opinion  seems  to  be  that  the 
Quincy  will  pay  a  dividend  of  about  $6 
next  month,  bringing  the  profit  dis- 
bursements of  the  year  to  the  same  total 
as  in  1900.  The  Quincy  has  had  some 
very  heavy  expenditures  for  the  past 
three  or  four  years,  during  which  time 
a  vast  amount  of  money  has  been  spent 
in  betterments  both  underground  and  on 
surface  at  the  mine.  So  large  a  mine  as 
the  Quincy  will  never  get  past  the  stage 
of  requiring  considerable  sums  at  fre- 
quent intervals  for  new  work,  until  the 
mine  is  nearlng  its  end.  which,  in  the 
case  of  this  property,  will  be  de^^ades  in 
the  future,  but  the  heaviest  expendi- 
tures are  at  an  end.  and  the  Quincy  is 
fully  equipped  for  large  and  economical 
production  for  many  years  to  come. 

At  the  Michigan  mine  both  shafts  are 
sinking  In  the  Calico  lode,  and  the  un- 
waterlng  of  the  old  Minnesota  mine 
continues.  More  rapid  progress  is  being 
made  latterly  in  the  pumping,  as  the 
water  has  been  lowered  to  a  point 
where  the  old  workings  are  of  less  ex- 
tent than  on  the  levels  nearer  surface. 
The  Minnesota  was  one  of  the  pioneer 
dividend-payers  of  the  district,  con- 
temporaneous with  the  Cliff,  in  Kewee- 
naw county,  and  at  the  period  of  its 
greatest  activity,  a  full  third  of  a  cen- 
tury ago,  the  problem  of  hoisting  from 
the  depth  of  a  quarter  mile  was  rela- 
tively a  greater  one  than  is  now  that  of 
hoisting  from  nearly  a  full  mile.  In  the 
deep  vertical  shafts  of  the  Calumet  & 
Hecla  and  Tamarack.  At  great  depth 
the  cost  of  hoi-sting  precluded  further 
work  in  the  early  day.<»  of  mining, 
but  it  is  probable  that  the  machinery  in 
the  new  No.  5  shaft  of  the  Tamarack 
will  raise  its  production  at  an  average 
cost  per  ton  no  greater  than  was  the 
cost  of  hoisting  from  a  depth  of  600  or 
800  feet  in  the  old  Minnesota  and  mines 
of  its  day,  thirty  to  forty  years  ago. 

The  Victoria  is  attracting  more  atten- 
tion of  late,  and  the  good  things  being 
said  oi:  the  property  are  warranted  by 
the  excellent  showing  of  both  heavy 
copper  and  stamp  rock. 

The  water  in  the  shaft  opened  on  the 
Butler  lode  at  the  Belt  mine  is  now 
forked  out.  Miners  will  be  set  at  work, 
and  N.  F.  Leopold,  of  Chicago,  in  whose 
interest  the  option  is  held,  purpo.ses  giv- 
ing the  old  mine  a  thorough  cleaning- 
up  and  examination  before  deciding 
upon  plans  for  the  future.  If  the  ap- 
pearance of  the  old  openings,  and  the 
showing  made  In  new  shafts  and  drifts 
warrants  it,  a  company  will  be  organ- 
ized with  adequate  capital  and  the 
property  worked  on  a  large  scale,  but 
Mr.  Leopold  Is  taking  a  very  sensible 
and  an  eminently  commendable  course 
in  learning,  at  his  own  cost,  just  what 
the  property  promises  before  making 
any  attempt  to  Interest  the  public  in  the 
mine. 

The  activity  In  Adventure  and  its 
rapid  increase  In  price  have  directed  at- 
tention again  to  the  Mass,  in  tho  same 
district,  to  the  benefit  of  the  market 
price  of  the  shares  of  the  latter  named 
property.  Sixteen  new  drilling  ma- 
chines have  Ijeen  put  at  work  in  the 
mine,  where  upwards  of  200  men  are 
now  employed,  and  considerable  new 
work  Is  being  done  in  and  arouid  the 
new  mill,  at  Keweenaw  Bay.  sixteen 
miles  south  of  Houghton.  The  mine 
should  be  able  to  start  one  stamp  uex? 
m  m'h.  ■ 

The  Ftioenlx,  In  Keweenaw  county, 
made  a  record  last  month  by  more  than 
clearing  expenses  of  all  kinds  from  vhe 
mass  and  barrel  copper  produced.  In 
addition  to  its  production  of  heavy  cop- 
per, the  Phoenix  Is  accumulating  a  large 
amount  of  stamp  rock  that  is  obviously 
very  rich,  and  with  the  building  of  the 
1-stamp  mill  now  planned,  should  be  able 
to  become  a  dividend-payer  at  an  earlier 
date  than  some  mines  operated  on  a 
much  mora  ambitious  scale.  The  Phoe- 
nix Is  being  operated  economically  and 
for  the  pa«t  year  has  very  nearly  paid 
expenses,  besides  opening  the  mine, 
without  a  mill. 

The  foundation  walls  for  the  Adven- 
ture mill  are  nearly  completed,  and  a 
number  of  piers  for  supporting  ma- 
chinery are  also  finished.

The  new  mill  of  the  Isle  Royale  has 
been  in  commission  for  two  months,  and 
its  smooth  running  has  justified  the 
many  tine  things  said  about  the  mill 
and  its  machinery  previous  to  its  start- 
ing. The  stamps  are  now.  averaging 
close  to  450  tons  dally,  and  by  tihe  close 
of  the  year  will  probably  reach  an  aver- 
age of  500  tons  each,  giving  a  total  ca- 
pacity of  1500  tons  dally— much  the 
largest  production  ever  secured  by  a 
new  or  reopened  mine  during  its  first 
year— a  production,  in  fact,  but  little 
smaller  than  was  that  of  the  Quincy 
less  than  a  decade  ago. 

The  Arnold,  which  is  now  working  only 
a  small  force,  and  is  confining  attention 
mainly  to  the  extension  of  the  Owl  Creek 
fissure.  frOm  which  the  old  Copper  Falls 
mine,  now  a  part  of  the  Arnold,  earned 
its  dividends,  will  probably  increase 
force  soon. 

The  attempt  to  reopen  the  old  Clark 
mine  at  Copper  harbor  as  a  manganese 
producer  was  a  flat  failure.  This  result 
was  predicted  by  the  old-time  miners  of 
the  district,  who  stated  that  the  man- 
ganese deposits  in  the  Clark  were  in 
the  shape  of  lenticular  masses,  and  of 
too  small  size  and  too  Impure  to  make 
the  venture  a  profitable  one. 

The  Oneco.  which  cut  something  of  a 
dash  In  1899  and  1900,  seems  to  have 
joined  the  has-beens  for  a  protracted  i 
period,  as  there  is  no  sign  of  activity 
about  the  shaft,  and  no  indication  in 
Boston  of  any  attempt  to  raise  the  funds 
requisite  for  resumption  of  work.  But 
only  a  small  amount  of  money — only  $S0,- 
000  all  told— was  expended  at  the  Oneco, 
and  the  showing  secured  was  sufficiently 
favorable  to  warrant  the  expenditure  of 
more  money. 

The  Old  Colony  tunnel  has  now  pene- 
trated more  than  half  its  allotted  dis- 
tance through  the  alternating  beds  of 
trap,  amygdaloid  and  conglomerate,  but 
as  yet  the  results  secured  have  not  been 
especially  promising,  though'  a  number 
of  cupriferous  lodes  have  been  cut.  The 
work,  however,  is  being  done  with  great 
thoroughness,  and  when  completed,  the 
Old  Colony  will  have  become  the  most 
thoroughly  explored  mineral  property  in 
this  district.

Staple  products  are  quiet.  Speculation 
being  restricted  by  depressing  weather 
and  the  lengthy  holidays  at  most  of  the 
exchanges  prevented  new  committ- 
ments News  from  the  West  was  full 
of  promise  as  to  the  growing  wheat 
yield,  causing  a  further  decline  In 
prices,  although  foreign  needs  are 
known  to  be  heavy.  Corn  steadied 
somewhat  because  of  reported  injury 
from  heat  and  drouth.  Receipts  con- 
tinue light  in  comparison  with  last 
year's,  but  exports  are  equally  un- 
satisfactory. Cotton  holds  firmly  at  a 
point  a  little  below  y  cents,  the  free 
movement  into  sight  of  the  old  crop 
being  disregarded.  Strength  is  found 
in  greater  activity  in  the  goods  market, 
together  with  rumors  of  rains  in  Texas 
and  a  few  other  states,  moisture  is  de- 
ficient. Sales  of  No.  7  Rio  coffee  have 
been  made  below  6  cents,  which  is  not 
surprising  since  receipts  at  Rio  and 
Santos  ports  for  the  crop  year  Just 
ended  were  little  short  of  11,000.000 
bags.  Even  this  record-breaking  crop 
will  be  surpassesl  if  the  current  yield  is 
equal  to  expectations.  Compared 
with  the  prices  of  a  year  ago  wheat 
shows  a  decline  of  about  11  cents  a 
bushel,  cotton  $6.24  a  bale  and  coffee 
3%  cents  a  pound,  while  corn  is  not 
higher  than  last  year's  price  and  pork 
products  alone  of  these  commodities 
show  an  advance. 

Commercial  failures  during  the  first 
half  of  1901  numbered  5759  with  li- 
abilities of  $55,804,690,  against  5332  last 
year  for  $74.747,4.^2.  In  manufacturing 
lines  there  were  1265  defaults  with 
$21  691.048  liabilities,  while  4189  traders 
failed  for  $24.864.2<t7.  The  improve- 
ment over  the  preceding  year  was  most 
striking  in  brokerage  and  banking  In- 
solvencies which  were  $9,200,435  and 
$15,839,554.  respectively,  against  $22.- 
124.345  and  $25,822,682  last  year.  This 
Is  the  more  noteworthy  because  the  vl.j- 
lent  agitation  in  Wall  street  during 
May  was  calculated  to  cause  serious 
disturbance  and  the  last  week  of  June 
brought  other  failures  through  inju- 
dicious speculation  and  poor  banking 
methods  While  the  half  year's  state- 
ment is  gratifying,  the  second  quarter 
makes  a  much  better  showing,  liabili- 
ties declining  $7,9i»2.a82  compared  with 
the  first  quarter' and  $17,623,675  in  com- 
parison with  the  sec<3nd  quarter  of  1900. 
The  a'verage  liabilities  per  failure  were 
smaller  than  in  the  corresponding 
three  months  of  any  year  since  records 
were  compiled.  The  proportion  of 
bad  debts  to  solvent  payments  through 
clearing  houses  wa«:  but  69  cents  to 
each  $1000  and  only  one  out  of  the  pre- 
ceding 105  quarters,  recorded  a  lower 
ratio  while  ahe-^vej-age  amount  of  de- 
faults to  each  firm  in  business  was 
but  $20.33,  only  seveti  other  quarterly 
periods  making  «mairer  returns^ 


Fresh  fruit  Is  desirable  all  the  year 
around,  and  the  housekeeper  who  Jias  a 
well-stocked  preserve  closet  contemplates 
it  with  great  satisfaction.  The  trouble 
and  disappohicraent  so  many  experience 
in  canning  and  preserving  fruits  and  vege- 
tables could  be  avoided  if  proper  care 
and  a  knowledge  of  the  scientific  princl- 
4)Ies  involved  were  observed.  The  process 
is  very  simple,  as  canning  consists  in  pre- 
serving fruit  by  sealing  in  air-tight  jars 
or  cans,  the  fruit  that  has  been  previously 
boiled.  The  fruit  must  first  be  sterilized 
in  order  to  kill  all  germs  of  life  or  fer- 
mentation and  then  the  air  completely  ex- 
cluded. 

SELECTING  THE  FRUIT. 

Much  of  the  success  of  the  operation  de- 
pends on  the  quality  of  fruit  selected.  It 
must  be  perfectly  sound  and  not  a  day 
overripe,  especially  currants  and  berries. 
•Neither  should  .small  fruits  be  allowed  to 
stand  over  night  after  picking  if  it  is 
possible  to  avoid  It.  for  unless  they  are 
canned  as  soon  as  possible  after  they  are 
gathered  there  is  great  danger  of  their 
spoiling,  in  spUe  of  the  greatest  care  in 
canning  them.  The  fruit  should  be  ripened 
naturally,  not  forced  and  out  of  season 
or  bruised  by  long  transportation. 

Pick  the  fruit  over  carefully,  and  If  it 
is  absolutely  necessary,  rinse  It  quickly 
by  placing  in  a  colander  or  tine  wire  bas- 
ket and  dipping  in  and  out  of  cold  clear 
water.  Drain  thoroughly.  The  flavor  In  the 
fruij  will  be  much  finer  if  it  is  not  washed. 
Do  not  waste  time  and  money  canning 
poor  fruit.  Overripe  frult-Avill  be  soft  and 
mushy,  and  lack  the  fine  flavor  so  de- 
lightful in  a  well-canned  article,  whllo 
underripe  fruit  also  lacks  flavor. 
PREPARING  FOR  W^ORK. 

Before  beginning  the  cooking  of  your 
fruit  have  everything  In  readiness,  as 
much  of  the  success  of  the  process  de- 
pends on  the  expedition  with  which  the 
jars  are  filled  and  covered.  Both  jars  and 
taps  must  be  heated  to  sterilize  them  and 
prevent  their  breaking  when  the  hot 
fruit   goes   in. 

Glass  jars  with  glass  or  porcelain-lined 
lids  are  the  best.  "They  can  oe  used  again 
and  cannot  be  acied  upon  by  the  fruit 
acids. 

Test  the  cans  to  see  that  they  are  per- 
fect. The  rubbers  should  be  changed  each 
year,  as  they  cannot  be  depended  upon 
for  a  second  season. 

As  everything  must  be  as  close  at  hand 
as  possible,  place  jars  and  covers  In  a 
pan  of  cold  water,  filling  the  jars  also, 
place  the  pan  on  the  stove  where  the 
water  will  gradually  heat  to  boiling  point 
while  you  are  cooking  the  fruit. 

Have  a  kitchen  table  conveniently  near 
the  stove,  and  p'ace  on  It  all  things  needed 
for  the  work,  such  as  preserving  kettles, 
wooden  spoon  or  paddle,  silver  spoon,  an 
agate  cup  with  a  handle  for  dipping,  glass 


measuring  cups,  jar  filler,  jwgar,  etc. 
CANNING  FRUITS. 
When  canning  the  different  kinds  of 
fruit,  the  process  varies  but  little,  exceni 
in  the  amount  of  sugar  and  time  for  cook- 
ing. 

Fruit  mav  be  canned  without  sugar, 
and  used  for  pie  making.  But  this  re- 
quires great  care,  and  only  the  very  finest 
fruit  and  the  Jars  must  be  perfectly  air 
tight.  Canning  differs  from  presorvInK  in 
this  respect  and  also  In  the  amount  of 
sugar  used.  All  fruits  that  require  suear 
when  fresh  and  uncooked  require  It  when 
canned. 

While  canning  does  not  require  the  same 
length  of  time,  all  fruit  must  be  thor- 
oughly cooked,  so  that  every  portion  of  it 
is  subjected  to  a  degree  of  heat  sufficient 
to  destroy  all  germs  in  the  fruit.  But 
oyer-cooklng  should  l>e  avoided.  In  order 
to  retain  the  fresh,  natural  flavor. 

The  length  of  time  required  for  canning 
varies  according  to  the  variety  and  condi- 
tion of  the  fruit,  but  do  not  have  your 
fruit  snoil  for  want  of  sufficient  cooking. 

Fruit's  that  have  been  shipped  a  long 
distance  or  have  stood  for  some  time  after 
being  picked  need  longer  cooking  than 
the  freshly  gathered. 

The  most  delicate  fruits  require  fifteen 
minutes  and  thirty  minutes  Is  not  too  long 
for  most  kinds. 

Sugar  Is  not  considered  necessary  to 
the  preservation  of  fruits,  but  Is  added  to 
make  It  more  palatable,  to  Increase  the 
sitecific  gravity  of  the  water  or  fruit 
juices  and  therefore  by  additional  degree 
of  heat  destroy  the  germs  more  certainly, 
and  accomplish  sterilization  of  the  fruU 
In  much  shorter  time.  The  addition  of 
sugar  also  preserves  the  shape  of  the 
fruit  abstracting  the  Juices  and  hardening 
U,  which  prevents  It  from  becoming  soft 
and   falling  apart. 

I'se  only  the  l)est  granulated  sugar  for 
preserving  fruits.  Sub-acid  Iruits  like 
blarkberries  and  peaches  can  be  canned 
with  a  very  small  amount  of  sugar  to 
make  them  palatable,  and  remember,  the 
less  used  the  more  "natural  your  fruit 
will  taste.  Two  large  tablespoonfuls  of 
sugar  lo  a  (juart  of  the  above  fruits  Is 
really  sufllcient.  Strawberries,  cherries, 
currants,  gooseberries  and  plums  require 
a  good  deal  more,  half  a  pint  at  least  to 
a  quart  of  the  fruit. 

To  all  juicy  fruits  like  berries,  add  the 
sugar  which  has  been  heated  in  the 
oven,   to  the  fruit   when  It  boils. 

For  peaches,  pears  and  such  fruils  as 
contain  much  less  jufce  make  a  syrup 
bv  dissolving  the  sugar  In  water,  a  Plnt 
of  sugar  to  a  pint  or  a  pint  and  a  hal^f  ol 
water,  as  the  fruit  seems  to  require.  Cook 
the  finiit  in  this  until  tender  enough  to 
pierce  with  a  straw,  but  not  long  enough 
tn  lose  its  form  or  break.  _ 

to  lose  >i«j^LLlNG  THE  JARS.        ^, 

\N'hen  canning  fruit  by  SM^*"'^*'??!?^ 
method,  fill  the  Jars  to  overflowing,  then 
"  n  the  handle  of  the  silver  spoon  down 
the  side  lislde  the  Jars  and  on  all  sides 
to  Iberate  the  air  bubbles,  so  th?y  will 
come  to  the  top  and  can  be  renioved.  See 
tbat  the  jars  are  filled  to  the  brim  with 
the  hot  syrup.  Wipe  all  the  juice  off 
carefully.  Pi»t  on  the  rubber  bands,  ad- 
just the  top  and  screw  It  down  tight.  Do 
thfs  as  oulcklv  as  possible.  Dip  a  cloth 
S'hot  water,  fold  ^d  Plaee  the  Jars  «" 
this  Do  not  disturb  until  cold,  then  try 
•the  lids  and  screw  down  If  .they  appear 
a  little  loose,  as  the  glass  contracts  In 
coo  ing  the  lids  will  become  loose,  and  un- 
fess  cfre  is  taken  to  tighten  them  it  may 
^use  the  fruit  to  spoil.  Do  not  *et  your 
l^r'.  in  a  draught  after  filling  them. 

When  the  fruit  Is  perfectly  cold.  sta.nd 
the  ja?»  in  a  cool,  dry  plax^e,  boUom^side 


minutes,  according  to  kind  and  quality  of 

fruit.  Then  screw  down  the  lids  at  once 
and  set  the  jars  on  a  folded  damp  oloth, 
unless  you  do  not  need  the  boiler  again, 
in  that  case  you  can  let  the  Jars  cool  In 
the  watrer  after  sealing.  Proceed  same 
as  with  other  process. 

All  large  fruit  that  is  pared  should  be 
dropped  into  cold  water  immediately  to 
prevent   discoloration,  ^      ._   , 

Pears  should,  as  a  rule,  be  canned  whole 
and  require  long  cooking. 

Quinces,  hard  peaches,  pears,  apjMes  and 
such  fruits  as  require  softening  should  be 
cooked  in  water  until  just  tender,  and  theti 
In  the  syrup,  but  directly  In  the  syrup  if 
the  fruit  Is  mellow  and  will  soften  easily. 

If  you  have  not  quite  s>Tup  enough  to 
fill  the  cans,  use  boiling  water. 

The  surplus  juice  left  from   the  berries 

or  other  Juicy  fruits  may  be  made  richer 

by  additional  sugar,  bottled  and  sealed  for 

winter  use  In  Ices  and  many  other  ways. 

PRESlilRVING. 

The  usual  method  Is  to  use  eaual 
weights  of  fruit  and  sugar,  and  cook  a 
sufficient  length  of  time  to  keep  the  fruit 
without  being  perfectly  alr-tlght. 

Preserved  fruits  are  very  rich  and  for 
economical  reasons,  at  least,  most  persons 
prefer  the  capned  fruits  for  daily  use.  But 
some  fruits  are  more  palatable  preserved 
than    prepared    with    a    less    amount    of

Select  the  finest  and  freshest  berries^ 
To  «ach  quart  allow  a  cup  or  half  pint  oC 
sugar,  and  unless  the  fruit  is  very  juicy, 
one  or  two  tablespoonfuls  of  water  to  pre- 
vent the  berries  from  burning  until  the 
heat  draws  out  the  juices.

Ttie 
red  peper  or  caj'enne,  in  common  use 
must  be  used  sparingly  or  not  at  all  ijy 
delicate  persons,  and  certainly  shoxrid  not 
be  put  into  food  for  children,  unless  you 
wish  to  cultivate  a  vicious  and  abnormal 
taste  Paprika,  a  very  mild  r.'d  pepper 
may  be  used  more  freely  In  cooking.  It 
gives  color  and  a  pleasant,  peculiar  tiavor. 
while  most  of  the  heat  Is  dissipated  In 
cooking.  It  is  not  Irritating  In  its  na- 
ture, as  the  ordinary  cayenne.  Never  ijse

Beat  the  whites  of  two 
eggs  until  stiff  and  white,  then  dust  In 
two  tablespoonfuls  of  sugar  and  continue 
beating  until  quite  stiff,  so  It  will  hold  Its 
shape  Add  flavoring.  If  desired.  Heap 
on  top  of  your  lemon  custard,  dust  witn 
a  little  of  the  powdered  sugar  and  brown 
slightly  In  a  slow  oven.

All  hands  agreed  In  the  hrst  place  ihat 
not  a  single  Instance  was  known  along' 
the  Florida  coast  where  a  man  had  been 
eaten,  or  even  bitten  by  a  shark.  Hands 
had'l>ee<n  snapped  at  when  dabbled  In  tha 
water  from,  a  boat,  but  the  sharks  were 
voted  to  be  too  cowardly  to  attack  a  whole 
man  wading  or  swimming. 

Munson  told  o0  a  big  shark  caugiit  Bt 
Cocoanut  Grove  after  a  slight  struggle.  It^ 
had  swallcwed  the  l>ait  so  completely 
that  the  hook  touched  a  vital  spot  and  it 
come  in  practically  dead.  It  was  nine 
feet  iong  and  had  supped  on  a  tine  rac- 
coon, which  it  ha<3  probably  snapped 
from  the  root  of  the  red  mangrove  while 
the  animal  was  out  after  co>>n  oysters. 
ThOfci-accoon  was  a  big  one  and  seemed 
to  have  Iten  dead  only  a  few  hours. 

Van  Home  supplemented  this  story  by 
telling  about  a  shark  "which  he  cut  open 
at  Punta  Rosa  and  which  contained  thir- 
ty-two young  sharks,  all  alive  and  ablt  to 
swim  away  when  put  in  the  water.  This 
was  a  case  of  a  man  catching  thirty-three 
sharks  on  one  bait. 

George  Schulti  told  of  the  sharks  which 
gathered  at  Key  West  when  the  trans- 
ports atul  soldiers  were  there.  He  said 
that  many  of  the  fish  were  cau^hx  and 
often  their  stomachs  contained  liille  he- 
sides  omptv  beef  cans  which  had  been 
thrown  trcm  the  ships.  In  one  case  a 
pair  of  suspenders  and  a  shoe  were 
found  in  the  stomach  of  a  big  shark,  but 
nobody  had  suspected  that  he  had  swal- 
lowjii   .1   man. 

Huddltf-tone  added  his  quota  by  lelllnr 
of  a  12-fQot  shark  which  was  netted  off 
Sanibel  Island  last  year.  He  saw  It  cut 
open  and  can  bring  able-lK>dled  witnesses 
to  make  affidavit  that  the  stomaoii  of  the 
creature  contained  three  full-grown  pell- 
cans,  seven  king  crabs,  or  '  horseshoe 
crabs,  undigested,  and  more  than  two 
bushels  of  mullets  in  various  stages  ot 
decomposition.  ,        .,     ..    , 

John  Weber,  of  Toledo,  said  that  he  had 
seen  a  shark  take  in  all  but  the  head  of  a 
ISO-pound  tarpon,  which  was  being  reeled 
in  at  Boca  Grande.  The  body  of  the  big 
tarpon  was  cut  through  as  if  by  a  knife 
and  It  convinced  the  narrator  that  a  Boca 
Grande  shark  could  bite  a  leg  off  a  man 
with  ease.  . 

Aft'^r  all  the  other  stories  were  told 
Schultz  modestly  remarked  that  only  a 
few  vears  ago  he  saw  a  shark  opened  at 
Punta  Rosa  and  its  stomach  contained  the 
most  indigestible  parts  of  a  Florida  }-tee<r. 
He  found  the  horns  attached  to  the  skull 
and  the  hoofs  all  senaratei  in  the  fish. 
As  a  Florida  steer  is  only  a  few  times  lar- 
ger than  a  Kansas  jack  rabbit  this  story 
seems  quite  plausible.

Owing  to  Mrs.  McKlnley's  illness  there 
wau  no  demonstration  at  the  8tatl<Hi 
upon  the  arrival  of  the  train.  It  beinff 
feared  that  the  noise  and  confusion  Inci- 
dent upon  such  a  reception  would  have 
an  unfavorable  effect  upon  the  {>atfent. 

There  was.  however,  a  large  crowd 
present  that  completely  filled  the  sta- 
tion platform.  When  the  president  and 
Mrs.  McKlnley  stepped  from  the  train 
a  hearty  cheer  of  welcome  went  up.  In 
according  with  the  wishes  of  the  presi- 
dent to  make  the  home-coming  as  quiet 
as  possible,  none  of  the  reception  com- 
mittees that  have  heretofore  welcomed 
the  president  were  present  as  organisa- 
tions, but  were  there  as  individuals.
